Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On October 28, 1983, we received a notice of 
subrogation from Allstate Insurance Company. 
Allstate policyholder Kristine Pilon alleges that 


_ damage occurred to her car on September 30, 1983 at 


approximately 5:00 p.m. She was exiting the Civic 
parking lot at the Washtenaw exit. As she was waiting 
for traffic to clear, the gate malfunctioned causing 
Cre A to the roof of her car in the amount of 
114.06. 


Mr. Darrell Askie, interim manager of the Civic 
Center, has informed us that they have been experien- 
cing intermittént trouble with the south parking lot 
gate on or about September 30, 1983. While this acci- 
dent was not reported to anyone at that time, it is very 
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well possible that the accident could have happened as 
Ms. Pilon indicates. 


While statutory authority exists for governmental 
immunity, MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107) liability 
remains, however, where a municipality is engaged in 
a proprietary activity. The maintenance of a parking 
facility for a fee and in competition with private en- 
trepreneur is a proprietary function. It is, therefore, 
the recommendation of this office that this claim be 
granted.

RE: Claim of Carla S. Strauss 


Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On October 5, 1983, Carla S. Strauss submitted a 
claim for $116.18 which represents replacement.costs 
of a tire damaged on herautomobile. She alleges that 
on September 8, 1983, while driving northbound on 
Waverly Road between Jolly Road and St. Joseph, the 
tire picked up debris, damaging it beyond safe repair. 
Claimant further alleges that the debris is a reslt of 
major sewer construction at that location. 


A review of departmental records by the Public Ser- 
vice Department indicates that there was sewer con- 
struction at that time on Waverly Road. Just before 
the date of the incident, the contractor was installing a 
Pipe, digging under the pipe, laying stone and back 
filling with sand. Nothing in the records indicates that 
the contractor was negligent or messy concerning 
clean-up of debris. Further, no citizen complaints 
regarding debris were ever received. 


The statutory requirements for finding a 
municipality liable for damages from defective road- 
ways is found in MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3.996(103): 
‘“‘No governmental agency is liable for injuries or 
damage caused by defective highways when the 
governmental agency knew, or in the exercise of 
reasonable diligence, should have known, of the ex- 
istence of the defect and had a reasonable time to 
repair the defect before the injury took place.’’ Apply- 
ing the aforementioned statutory provision to the facts 
presented by this claim, the City of Lansing had no 
prior notice of any defect with regard to debris on 
Waverly Road between Jolly Road and St. Joseph on 
the date in question. Therefore, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that this claim be denied on the basis 
of governmental immunity.

President Belen and Members of the Lansing 
City Council: 


Enclosed is a copy of the Supplement to the Draft 
Environmental Impact Statement on Edgewood 
Boulevard Project for your review. The document has 
been approved by the Federal Highway Administra- 
tion for public review. 


The Supplement addresses the: new Alternate C, 
which includes the construction of a two lane bypass 
facility approximately 0.75 mile logn between I-96 and 
the cooperative housing units and to the west of 
Washington Avenue. This alternate incorporates most 
of the 1978 approved alternate, but the bypass ex- 
cludes the western existing Edgewood Boulevard as 
shown in Figure 11-1 in the report. 


The document includes a summary on pages S-1! 
through S-6. A separate summary will be available for 
circulation before the public hearing. The comments 
and/or recommendations on the Supplement will be 
requested from the Planning, Public Service and Traf- 
fic Boards of the City. The copies of the document 
have been made available to several federal, state, 
regional and local public and private agencies and in- 
terested parties. 


I would like to draw your attention to some of the 
most important dates set up for review and comments: 


January 25, t984—Public hearing, 7:30 p.m., 
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Maple Grove Elementary School and also discussion 
at the Tri-County Regional Planning Commission. 


February 15, 1984—Last date for submission of 
written comments by agencies or individuals. 


February 20, 198—City Council decision on the 
alternate. 


In order to expeditious and timely action towards 
completion of this project I will appreciate it if the 
subject is scheduled for action on the agendas of the 
Public Properties and Safety, Physical Development 
and General Services Committees of the Council. Also 
this subject be included on the City Council agenda on 
February 20, 1984 for action. 


The Project may be discussed and acted upon by 
several other agencies such as the Michigan En- 
vironmental Review Board and Tri-County Regional 
Planning Commission and its Committees, in addition 
to the City’s three advisory boards mentioned 
previously. 


I may also advise you that a report on alternatives 
for financing construction of the Project, after its ap- 
proval by the apropriate federal and state agencies, 
would be prepared and submitted to you for review 
prior to the February 20, 1984 meeting.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On July 23, 1981, Claudine Walker filed a lawsuit 
against the City alleging that a home and garage she 
owned at 904 Middle Street in the City of Lansing was 
demolished by the City in an unlawful manner and 
that she should be compensated for her loss to the ex- 
tent of $30,000. The Law Department filed a copy of 
the lawsuit with Auto-Owners Insurance Company 
and both the Law Department and Auto-Owners In- 
surance Company jointly filed an Answer denying that 
there existed any vaklid basis for Claudine Walker’s 
claim and requesting the lawsuit be dismissed. 


Subsequently, both sides entered into extensive 
discovery including a deposition of Claudine Walker, 
interrogatories and answers to the interrogatories by 
both Claudine Walker and Steve Zelski and requests 
for admissions. During the course of discovery it 
became apparent that all City notices regarding the 
demolition of the structures located at 904 Middle 
Street dit not identify the garage as being unsafe and 
thus subject to demolition procedures under the City 
Building Code. Nevertheless, the garage along with a 
number of Claudine Walker’s personal effects were 
demolished by the City demolition contractor. 


A Motion for Summary Judgment was filed by the 
City and Auto-Owners Insurance Company claiming 
that the City was immune from liability because it was 
engaging in a governmental function when demolish- 
ing the structures at 904 Middle Street. The Motion 
was heard on December 7, 1983 and denied by Judge 
Stell on the basis that there existed a question of fact 
regarding whether the City sent proper notices regar- 
ding the demolition of the garage and whether 
Claudine Walker had in fact attempted to make the 
structure safe just prior to demolition. In addition, 
Judge Stell set the matter for a jury trial on January 3, 
1984. 


Based upon the fact that no notice identified the 
garage as unsafe and thus fit for demolition and the 
factual question regarding Claudine Walker’s attemp- 
ted repairs just prior to demolition, this Department 
and Auto-Owners Insurance Company’s legal counsel 
felt that if this matter proceeded to a jury trial, some 
liability may be imposed upon the City. Negotiations 
were entered into and a tentative settlement was reach- 
ed late Thursday afternoon, December 29, 1983. 
Claudine Walker through her legal counsel has agreed 
to accept the sum of $12,000 as total compensation for 
the demolitoin of her house, garage and any personal 
effects that may be in her garage. In addition, Auto- 
Owners Insurance Company has agreed to contribute 
the sum of $6,500 toward the $12,000 settlement figure 
and the City has tentatively agreed to contribute 
$5,500 toward the $12,000 settlement figure. 


Based upon the above stated facts and the 
likelihood of liability being imposed on the City if this 
matter proceeds to trial, it is the recommendgation of 
this Department that the settlement as set forth above 
be approved by City Council.

Dear President Lindemann 
and City Council Members: 


On December 6, 1983, Randy J. Williams submitted 
a claim for $41.26. The claim requests replacement 
value for an automobile tire. Mr. Williams alleges that 
the tire was damaged because of potholes in the road 
at the intersection of Greenoak and Downey Streets. 
This damage occurred on December 4, 1983. 


A review of Public Service Department records in- 
dicates that a complaint regarding potholes at 
Greenoak and Downey was received by Mr. Williams 
on December 6, 1983. After receiving the complaint 
from Mr. Williams at 2:45 p.m., the Department 
responded promptly and the potholes at Greenoak 
and Downey were filled at 3:30 p.m. that very same 
day. In any event, the Department had no prior 
knowledge of the potholes before claimant telephones 
his complaint. 


The statutory requirement for finding a municipali- 
ty liable for damages from defective roadways is 
found in MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3.996(103): 


‘‘No governmental agency is liable for injuries or 
damage caused by defective highways when the 
governmental agency knew, or in the exercise of 
reasonable diligence, should have known, of the 
existence of the defect and had a reasonable time 
to repair the defect before the injury took place.”’ 


Applying the aforementioned statutory provision to 
the facts presented by this claim, the City of Lansing 
had no prior notice of potholes at the intersection of 
Greenoak and Downey Streets. Therefore, it is the 
recommendation of this office that this claim be 
denied on the basis of governmental immunity.

RE: Claim of Harry A. Edwards in the amount of 
$632.54 


Dear President Lindemann 
and City Council Members: 


On July 14th, Harry A. Edwards notified the City 
Council of damages sustained to his basement living 
area due to sewer backup. He is alleging damages in 
the amount of $632.54 for the replacement of 
carpeting, carpet underlay, labor for installation, 
cleaning and sterilization of floor, and miscellaneous 
cleaning expenses. It is Mr. Edwards’ contention that 
the City is liable for these expenses because of two 
sewer backups which occurred on June 24, 1983 and 
July 1, 1983. Mr. Edwards contends that the sewer 
backup was caused by a plug in the main line. 


According to Howard G. McCaffery, Director of 
Public Service Department, the City was first notified 
of difficulties with the sewer system at 1134 Platt 
Street on June 29, 1983. At 11:45 p.m. the City Public 
Service Department crews resonded to a call of a plug- 
ged main and unplugged it. The crew was not advised 
of any downstairs flooding at the time and did not in- 
spect the home for damages. When the City was advis- 
ed of damages to the premises, a maintenance super- 
visor visited the Edwards home on September 9, 1983, 
at which time he noted that there was no new 
carpeting, only old throw rugs in the basement, and 
that there were no other visible signs of damage re- 
maining. 


According to State law, MCLA 691.1407; MSA 
3.996(107), a municipality is immune from liability 
when it is engaged in the exercise of a governmental 
function. Several Court opinions have held that the 
operation of a sewer system is such a function: David 
v City of Detroit, 98 Mich App 705 (1980); Scott v Ci- 
ty of Detroit, 107 (Mich App 194 (1981); but see Mitts 
v Fowlerville, 119 Mich App 76 (1982) which suggests 
otherwise. It would appear that under the facts 
presented, ink which the City responded promptly to 
the first awareness it had of a problem with the sewer 
lirie, the Mitts position would not necessarily result in 
liability. It is therefore the recommendation of this of- 
fice that Mr. Edwards’ claim be denied.

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RE: Claim of E. J. Martin for special assessment 
against the property at 218 S. Pennsylvania 


Dewar President Lindemann 
and City Council Members: 


On August 30, 1983 E. J. Martin contacted the City 
Council with regard to a special assessment levied 
against the property at 218 S. Pennsylvania. It is Mr. 
Martin’s contention that since the property was assess- 
ed for trash accumulation by a tenant of the previous 
owner of the property, he as vendee of a land contract 
should not now be responsible for the taxes assessed 
against the property. 


According to the Assessor’s Office, this assessment 
arose out of a refuse violation occurring on January 
20, 1983. A copy of the refuse violation notice was 
mailed to Clarence Gates, the taxpayer of record at the 
time. It appears that at the time, Mr. Martin was in the 
process of paying the land contract owed to Mr. 
Gates, making Martin the owner in fact of the proper- 
ty at 218 S. Pennsylvania. However, tax records were 
not changed to reflect this fact. June taxes on the pro- 
perty reflected an assessment in the amount of $110.00 
for removal of the trash. 


According to both State law, MCLA 211.390 and 
City Ordinance, Chapter 21, Section 21-13, the 
Assessor is empowered to levy the cost of special 
assessments against the taxpayer of record. All such 
taxes run with the land and become the responsibility 
of the owner of the property according to arrange- 
ments upon sale of the property. According to MCLA 
333.2455(3): 


“If the owner of the premises refuses on demand 
to pay expenses incurred [in the removal of nu- 
jisances], the sum paid shall be assessed against 
the property and shall be collected and treated in 
the same manner as taxes assessed under the 
general laws of the State. An occupant or other 
person who caused or permitted a violation. . . to 
exist is liable to the owner of the premises for the 
amount paid by the owner or assessed against the 
property which amount shall be recoverable in an 
action.’” 


It would appear that Mr. Martin may well have 
recourse against either the tenant or the previous 
owner of the premises, but not against the City of 
Lansing. 


It is therefore the recommendation of this office 
that this claim for abatement of the assessment be 
denied.

Dear Council President Lindemann and 
Councilmembers: 


It is a great pleasure to advise you about the tremen- 
dous response of the community, City departments, 
and employees who came together to address the over- 
whelming need for Christmas Baskets. 


My office received $250.00 in donations as well as 
an offer from Goodrich Shop Rite in East Lansing to 
pruchase turkeys at cost. Lindemann’s Meat Market 
and Tom’s Shop Rite contributed turkeys. These 
cash and in-kind contributions were solicited by 
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Jeanne Castro of Metropolitan Quarterly. The dona- 
tions and services were used to supplement the baskets 
being prepared by the Lansing Area Christian’s Mis- 
sion—‘‘Operation Love’’ volunteers. These 
volunteers emanate from participating churches which 
are Union Baptist, Trinity A.M.E., and the Original 
Church of God. This project is coordinated by 
Wynonia Daniels, Information and Referral Coor- 
dinator of the Human Resources Department, who 
worked tirelessly on this project. The ‘‘Love’’ 
volunteers spent an inordinate number of hours, as 
late as 12:00 p.m. on Wednesday, 10:00 p.m. on 
Thursday, and were delivering baskets until 8:30 p.m. 
on Friday before Christmas. Their efforts were 
augmented by four R.S.V.P. volunteers and were sup- 
portive of, and in conjunction with, the efforts of the 
Salvation Army, St. Vincent de Paul Society, Ingham 
County Food Bank, and others. 


The primary target population being served by 
“Operation Love’’ is composed of large families and 
those who were unable to be served by the Salvation 
Army, whose funds were depleted. The demand con- 
tinued through Thursday, exceeding everyone’s expec- 
tations. As a consequence, additional monies had to 
be raised fur turkeys and food staples. Jacqueline 
Warr, Stephanie Sabia, and other staff, sent out a call 
for additional donations, Throgh the efforts of Dr. 
Eva Evans, the Lansing School District administrative 
staff contributed $114.00, and Dr. John Shinsky 
volunteered his time for transporting baskets. The 
Michigan Association of Realtors contributed $90.00, 
inclusive of $30.00 provided by Terry Vanderveen. 
The total list of contributions is attached. (Also see the 
letter from the Lansing School District). 


Likewise, the response of City staff members was 
commendable. Most noteworthy were the effort of the 
City Assessor’s Office employees who went out for ad- 
ditional contributions, purchased hams, canned 
goods, etc., and took them to the Human Resources 
Department. Willie Dixon, Al Baker, and Joe Macias 
of the Human Resources Department transported all 
incoming goods to Trinity A.M.E. 


The response of the Lansing areae merchants was 
outstanding and included: Logan Center’s Krogers, 
and three Lansing Shop Rites—Mike’s, Tom’s, and 
Goodrich’s in East Lansing. Especially significant 
were the efforts of Mr. Goodrich of Spartan Shop Rite 
who allowed me to purchase the turkeys at cost. The 
Administrative Services Department released a van 
and driver to pick up the staples for the Human 
Resources Department and took me to get the turkeys 
for transporting to Trinity where the baskets, clothes 
and toys were being prepared. Dave Purvis and Kaye 
Thomson, also, are to be commended. 


Still, the unmet need of some of the other agencies 
had not been resolved. David Purvis and other 
members of the Food Bank Assistance Committee 
called those agencies and advised them to spend their 
funds which would be subsequently reimbursed by the 
Committee. 


Other identifiable City staff contributors were: Vi- 
vian Preston, Janet Lazar, and Brenda Hull. Still 
other City staff who are not identifiable must, also, be 
thanked. 


Through all of these efforts, Project Love served 98 
families. Through the Food Bank Committee, an ad- 
ditional 42 families were served. 


Even though I heard every turkey joke possible, 
many families had a complete Christmas dinner, as 
well as received clothes and toys through this broad 
community effort.

Dear President Lindemann and 
City Council Members; 


This office has been asked to comment as to 
whether there exists any need to continue the $1 
Million Dollar Performance Bond and $1 Million 
Dollar reimbursement agreements contained within 
the license and escrow agreement entered into by 
Darin & Armstrong Development Company, the City 
of Lansing and the Economic Development Corpora- 
tion of the City of Lansing. 


In response to your request, please be advised that 
pursuant to Subsection J of Article II of the aforemen- 
tioned agreement, Darin & Armstrong has established 
$1 Million Dollar Bond to secure payment of any liens 
upon or any costs of restoration of the 100 Block hotel 
site as a result of their license to enter upon and com- 
mence construction upon that site in the event the 
hotel is not ultimately built. Additionally, pursuant to 
Section D of Article [V of the aforementioned agree- 
ment, the City of Lansing, is contractually obligated 
to reimburse Darin & Armstrong for actual costs in 
commencing preliminary construction account activ- 
ities on the 100 Block up to a limit of $1 Million 
Dollars in the event the City of Lansing fails to meet 
its obligations pursuant to a letter agreement between 
Darin & Armstrong and the City. 


At the current time, Darin & Armstrong has com- 
menced preliminary construction activities on the 100 
Block site and filed the requisite Bond, but other mat- 
ters remain to be resolved before the City, Darin & 
Armstrong and the EDC will finalize a development 
agreement and dissolve the escrow created by the 
Escrow and License Agreement. Specifically, the City 
of Lansing has yet to finalize amendments to its 
UDAG Grant Agreement with the Federal Govern- 
ment so that that agreement reflects the current 
Tealities of the proposed Hotel and Exhibition Hall 
Development. Additionally, the City and Darin & 
Armstrong has not yet finalized a parking agreement 
to enable the operation of a hotel on the 100 Block 
site. Finally, all three parties to the hotel and exhibi- 
tion hall project have yet to finalize a detailed hotel 
and exhibition hall development agreement with 
underlying financing. 


In the absence of fulfillment of the above require- 
ments, it is the advice of this office that Darin & Arm- 
strong is obligated and should be required to maintain 
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financial security for its $1 Million Dollar guarantee 
against liens and costs of restoration of the 100 Block. 


That financial security, whether by performance 
bond or letter of credit should be maintained until 
such time as the final development and the land 
escrow for the hotel 100 Block land is dissolved or un- 
til such time as the license and escrow agreement is ter- 
minated and the 100 Block land is returned to the City 
free of all liens and in proper condition. In the case of 
the City of Lansing, since we are not required to post a 
bond and have not done so, no action is required.

Dear President Lindemann and 
City Council Members: 


The purpose of this letter is to request your 
authorization for settlement of the above referenced 
case. 


As you know, approximately 3% years ago Mr. 
John Hopkins was dismissed from his position with 
the City of Lansing Building Department for engaging 
in unauthorized outside employment. Mr. Hopkins 
contends that his discharge was improper and in 
January of 1983 he filed suit against the City of Lans- 
ing seeking damages and reinstatement. This office 
denied Mr. Hopkins’ claims and entered into the 
defense of both the City of Lansing and three of its 
employees: Mr. Jim Kzeki, Mr. Steven Zelski and Mr. 
Royce Pugh. Subsequently, the City’s Public Officials 
Liability insurer became involved in the matter 
representing City employees insure by it. 


Since that time, extensive investigation and 
discovery hae been conducted. As a result of that 
discovery and investigation, it appears to this office 
that although the City’s actions with regard to Mr. 
Hopkins were by no means unjustified, certain aspects 
of the City’s activities and procedures with regard to 
outside employment in the Building Department and 
the specific phraseology of the City ordinance barring 
outside private employment in connection with the 
planning or erection of buildings create a significant 
possibility of an adverse verdict against the City 
should this matter reach jury trial. Such a jury trial is 
scheduled to commence in approximately two months. 


Based upon the above, extensive settlement negotia- 
tions have taken place among the parties to this cause. 
As a result of those negotiations and because this of- 
fice feels that settlement of this matter is in the City’s 
best interest in light of the risk of adverse judgment 
and uncertainty attendant the litigation of the matter, 
this office recommends and requests that it be author- 
ized to enter into a settlement agreement of the above 
referenced case in an amount not to exceed $35,000. 
The settlement shall include such other terms and con- 
ditions as will protect the City’s interests and which 
shall include full disclosure under oath by Mr.

1984 STATE OF THE CITY 
Financial Condition of the City 


Mid-Michigan’s returning economic strength gives 
me reason for cautious optimism regarding City in- 
come tax projections. Over the past three years we 
have had flat or declining income tax revenues. 
However, we have seen recent growth in this resource 
—primarily due to the resurgence in American auto 
production. 


Unfortunately, this positive sign does not mean an 
end to Lansing’s financial concerns. Our other major 
revenue sources remain weak—they have shown slight 
or no improvement. 


In the current fiscal year, we face—at best-—a break 
even budget. This is so despite the fact that we have 
made numerous reductions and have identified partial 
funding for several projects. 


We face a similar situation next year. We must con- 
tinue to reduce expenditures in targeted areas. At the 
same time we must find ways to provide for critical 
capital, maintenance, and operational needs. As ex- 
amples, we need to continue to improve or repair city 
streets and buildings, replace critical vehicles, and 
modernize our personnel data system. 


As you know, State law, our City Charter, and good 
Management practice require that we continue to 
operate within a balanced budget. 


I have included a table that indicates our current 
and projected City financial picture. The table reflects 
my directive to all departments that they prepare alter- 
native budgets that would include further program 
and personnel reduction.

Priorities for Lansing 


The legitimate object of government is to do for a 
community of people whatever they need to have 
done, but cannot do at all in their separate and in- 
dividual capacities.

During my first year in officce, I emphasized a 
critical priority—economic development. Last year 
my administration continued to work to create new 
jobs; however, we emphasized several additional 
priorities as well. 


During 1984, I intend to continue and strengthen 
the activities that we began last year. Following is a 
brief discussion of each of these priorities: 


PRIORITY: Maintaining a Modest Tax Rate 


I am a firm believer in the idea that government 
ought to be operated as efficiently and inexpensively 
as possible. | also believe that local government ought 
to operate on a ‘‘pay-as-you-go’’ basis whenever 
possible rather than continually going into debt. Thus 
it is that I have not recommended any general property 
or income tax increase since taking office more than 
two years ago. 


One result of maintaining our modest tax rate is that 
we have had to reduce the size of our City workforce. 
Through attrition we have reduced to 1,266 full-time 
permanent employees from the 1,320 we had when I 
was elected. 


We have made a number of re-organizations and . 


other efficiencies in Lansing government, such as the 
areas of planning and development, personnel and 
labor relations, treasury and income tax. I believe 
these actions have enabled us to provide a high quality 
of essential services to the people of Lansing despite 
the cuts we have made in our workforce. 


We must be honest with our constituents, however 
—Government cannot provide all of the many services 
that some groups and individuals might expect or 
want. 


During 1984 1 will not recommend a general proper- 
ty or income tax increase. Rather, | will continue to 
work to make our government more efficient and 
economical. 


PRIORITY: Public Safety and the Delivery of 
Essential Service 


The written report that I submit to Council this 
evening includes a long section titled ‘‘City 
Activities.’ I sincerely hope that every interested per- 
son will take the time to carefully read this report. 


As you read of our activities, I believe you will be 
very impressed at both the quantity and the quality of 
the services we provide to Lansing and area citizens. 


A brief listing of these services would include police 
and fire protection; public services such as road and 
sewer maintenance, wastewater treatment, refuse 
pick-up, parking, and snow removal; human services 


including food, shelter, and clothing provision; - 


development and building safety services; parks, 
recreation, and cultural activities; housing oppor- 
tunities; economic development assistance; emergency 
planning and assistance; and civic center operation. 


Our staff also provides necessary support in the 
areas of finance and budget preparation; personnel 
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and training; city planning; labor relations; purchas- 
ing; administrative services; law; human relations ser- 
vices; and clerk-elections assistance. 


Several aspects of our services deserve special 
discussion this evening: 


Public Safety—As you know, we recently com- 
pleted the first phase of a criminal justice study. This 
study was conducted in order to assist us in making 
our total system—including the Police Deprtment, 
District Courts, and City Attorney’s Office—more ef- 
fective. 


The study is not complete. However, its authors 
have made several significant recommendations regar- 
ding our Police Department: 


—that the City should better define the role of the 
Department in reducing crime, by increasing the risk 
to criminals of being apprehended; 


—that we should better staff our patrol force during 
times when activitiy is high; 


—that we should re-align some police responsibil- 
ities and improve some workload balance; 


—that we should simplify our rank structure; and 


—that we should do more to identify and promote 
police supervisors. 


Some persons have interpreted this study as a repu- 
diation of the work of our police force. I do not share 
this interpretaiton. I believe our force is an excellent 
one, but even the best operation can be improved 
periodically. 


1 view this study—which 1 initiated and you and 
Chief Richard Gleason supported—as one more guide 
in helping us to maintain and modernize the quality of 
our Police Deparment. 


We have also begun efforts to review some aspects 
of our Fire Department. During 1983 a group of MSU 
consultants reviewed the location and adequacy of our 
fire suppression services. They found our services to 
be generally well-located and adequate. 


There are several possibilities for improvement, 
however. 1 have directed Chief Mark Holliday to 
develop appropriate recommendations for future im- 
provements. Some of his recommendations will be 
considered as part of next year’s budget. 


ft emphasize the work of our Fire and Police Depart- 
ments for one reason: I believe that public safety is 
one of the most important services that we provide the 
people of Lansing. During 1984 | intend to do every- 
thing possible to continue to modernize and upgrade 
our public safety efforts. 


Improving City Streets—One of my priorities as 
Mayor is to continue the process of improving Lans- 
ing’s streets and highways. Over the past year we have 
made real progress in this area—in fact, we currently 
are spending some $2.5 million on road construction, 
re-construction, and improvement. 


During 1983 we completed a major street project 
when we re-opened the new Aurelius Road. Currently 
we are preparing for construction of the new Lansing 
General Hospital access road. There has long been a 
need for this road in order to alleviate neighborhood 
traffic problems near the Hospital. 


Over the past year we have also made an extensive 
effort in road and street repair. We call this repair 
“skinpatching’’ which means the leveling out of 
depressions and bumps with asphalt. We have divided 
the City into twenty-two areas for ‘‘skinpatching’’ and 
we have completed the work in five of these areas. 
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Wastewater treatment—One of any city’s most im- 
portant responsibilities is to provide an efficient 
system of wastewater collection and treatment. The 
City of Lansing has a long history of excellence in this 
area. Our Public Service Department is one of the na- 
tion’s finest. 


However, new, more stringent national en- 
vironmental standards require that we continually 
upgrade our system. It is also important that we ex- 
pand our system to meet the demands of the coming 
decades. 


For these reasons in 1983 we initiated a major $62.6 
million project. When completed, the project will 
have expanded and remodelled our sewage treatment 
plant; renovated our pumping stations; and rehabil- 
itated and/or expanded our sewer lines. This effort 
will be paid for through a combination of City, State, 
and Federal funds. 


Priority: Recreation and Culture 


Over the years Lansing has been a leader in culture 
and recreation activities. In the past several years 
especially we have seen much new and exciting activity 
in our downtown, along our Riverfront, and in our 
neighborhoods. 


City staff have been active participants in most of 
these developments. For example, the City has con- 
structed a beautiful Riverfront Park that extends 
along the Grand River. Recently two outstanding 
cultural attractions—Impressions § Science and 
Technology Museum and RE Olds Museum—have 
located there with City support. City staff are current- 
ly working to upgrade the park and Museum Drive in 
the area near the museums. 


Also in our downtown we are seeing an expansion, 
remodeling, and landscaping at the Center for the 
Arts. The City has been very supportive of this effort. 
The City also supports two of the agencies that 
Operate in the Center—the nationally-known Boars- 
head Michigan Public Theater and the up-and-coming 
Lansing Art Gallery. 


We have many other City-supported activities in- 
cluding neighborhood arts and recreation activities 
for persons of all ages; ethnic festivals; an art festiva; 
concerts-in-the parks; athletic events and tour- 
naments; the Dodge Mansion for special events; the 
Haze-Cooley house for women’s historical studies, a 
Riverfest, and many other events and organizations. 


125th Birthday—I want to specifically mention an 
event that I am planning as part of the City’s 125th 
birthday celebration—a grand parade on May 26, 
1984. | am hoping this will be one of the largest, most 
colorful parades in the City’s history. 


A number of Lansing-area individuals, businesses, 
and organizations have already committed to working 
on the parade. They have pledged the participation of 
floats, bands, old autos, performers, and other parade 
features. If other persons are interested in par- 
ticipating, I hope they will contact my office as soon 
as possible. 


During 1983 | also continued to meet with repre- 
sentatives of Lansing’s tourist and convention in- 
dustry. | intend to continue these efforts in 1984 
because | know we have great potential in this area. 
We are, after all, Michigan’s Capital City; we have ex- 
cellent accommodations in and near Lansing; and we 
have a wide range of fine eating establishments. 


Priority: Human Services 


The nation appears to be pulling out of a prolonged 
economic slump. And I believe Lansing is more for- 
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tunate than many cities in terms of its economic condi- 
tion and employment opportunities. 


Despite these optimistic signs, there remain many 
people in our community with unmet needs. For ex- 
ample, last week I convened a meeting in my office of 
area township and county officials to ask for their 
assistance on the food bank effort. Staff informed me 
that our community’s need for food assistance has ac- 
tually been increasing—not decreasing. We also are 
seeing a great need for assistance with utility bills and 
emergency shelter in this cold winter. 


1 am proud of the many compassionate ways that 
Lansing’s people have responded to our very real pro- 
blems. We have not waited for direction from Wash- 
ington or from State Government. Rather, we have 
selflessly offered our own time, our own money, and 
our skills and talents. A great many Lansing people 
have demonstrated a true spirit of Judeo-Christian 
compassion and love. 


As one indication of our caring attitude, I point to 
the success of the United Fund Drive among City Hall 
employees. During 1983 we made 118% of our goals 
—$25,893 ad compared to $19,603 in 1982. 


| have spoken elsewhere in this message of my com- 
mitment to an efficient City government. However, 
our human service needs make me mindful of some- 
thing President Franklin D. Roosevelt once said: 
“Better the occasional faults of a government that 
lives in a spirit of charity than the consistent omissions 
of a government frozen in the ice of its own indif- 
ference.”’ 


| know that you, and our staff, and the people of 
Lansing care. We have proven it. I intend to work with 
you to prove it again in 1984 and throughout my term 
as Mayor. 


PRIORITY: Upgrading Lansing Neighborhoods 


Nearly every service that the City provides is design- 
ed in one way or another to improve the quality of life 
in our neighborhoods. In recent months we have 
begun several things that bear directly on this very 
worthwhile goal. 


In 1983 we adopted a new and comprehensive zon- 
ing ordinance. | view that ordinance as our chief tool 
for portecting and upgrading our neighborhoods. 


As example, the new ordinance provides for pro- 
cedures that insure landscape buffers and screening; 
for community review of unique land uses such as day- 
care centers; and for more flexible uses of older 
buildings. 


Under strong Council leadership the City has also 
established a new housing and code enforcement task 
force. This involves a co-operative effort of all agen- 
cies involved in inspection—the City Planning and 
Building Divisions, the City Attorney, the County 
Health Department, and the Fire Marshall. 


This group is especially working to quicken our in- 
spection response to suspected code violations. [t will 
also improve our ability to get violations heard in the 
courts. Finally, we also expect it to help us to better in- 
tegrate Federal, State, and City rehabilitation pro- 
grams. 


We are also in the process of revising our citizens’ 
participation plan as it relates to our Community 
Development Block Grant Program. Our old proce- 
dures were very time consuming. The new effort will 
establish a faster process for the review of Community 
Development plans and projects. It will also insure 
that neighborhood residents are completely involved. 


In 1983 we also established an Historic District Or- 
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dinance. This new ordinance is a way of preserving 
and revitalizing some of our older neighborhoods. We 
currently are working with several community groups 
to establish appropriate historic districts and to imple- 
ment the ordinance. 


The Lansing Community Energy Management Pro- 
gram is being announced tonight in one of my letters 
later in the Council’s agenda. This program is design- 
ed to establish energy management and resulting cost 
savings as a common everyday topic of discussion and 
endeavor for every citizen and neighborhood. 


We must continue to remind ourselves of the ob- 
vious: that there would be no need for City Hall to ex- 
ist if there were no neighborhoods. 


PRIORITY: Jobs Creation and Economic 
Development 


As I stated earlier, we in Lansing are fortunate to be 
seeing positive signs in the area of economic revitaliza- 
tion. 


There is no doubt, however, that we continue to 
face serious economic problems not only in Michigan 
but throughout the Great Lakes states. There also-is 
no doubt that we must continue to work together to 
solve our problems—by modernizing and diversifying 
our economy. 


I believe we are making significant progress toward 
this goal. 


As one example of our joint efforts 1 mention the 
100-block project. We are putting in place the finan- 
cial package for a modern new hotel and exhibition 
hall. When completed these buildings will complement 
the new office building. Together they will house a 
great many permanent jobs. Perhaps more important, 
they will serve as the base for the expansion of Lansing 
as a convention and tourist center. 


Several other projects are also under way down- 
town. For example, the Knapp’s Center is steadily fill- 
ing with new tenants such as Eyde Construction Com- 
pany and Public Sector Consultants; the Atrium Pro- 
ject in the old Michigan Theater is scheduled to open 
in ‘84; and we have seen promising plans to renovate 
and expand the old Poxson Building. A whole range 
of smaller—yet very significant—projects are also 
under development or consideration. 


In the area of parking—a perennial problem in 
every downtown that is growing—we have also made 
progress. In 1983, for example, we began a token 
system in cooperation with merchants that is pro- 
viding free parking for many people, and we are 
developing plans to expand our garage parking by 
some 600 spaces. We also made a major improvement 
in the operation of the Civic Center parking lot by 
Operating it as an attended facility. 


Downtown—If I may digress for just a moment, I 
want to mention something about our downtwn. | 
have heard some people say that it is not important to 
the people of Lansing—that it is ‘‘dead’’ and that we 
should stop our efforts to revitalize it. 


| would agree that our downtown will never again 
be what it once was. But though it is becoming 
something other than what it was, it is also becoming 
something very good and important. 


Let’s all admit that there are problems downtown. 
There are some empty stores, traffic patterns can be 
confusing to the uninitiated; and parking seems expen- 
sive. Right now we also have the problem of maneu- 
vering in some pretty deep snowdrifts. 


But [ say to all people in Lansing: The next time you 
come downtown, look at what is being accomplished. 


JANUARY 23, 1984 


Look at the new and renovated buildings; have lunch 
in one of the many and varied restaurants; browse 
through one of the specialty shops; take a walk in 
Riverfront Park; or visit one of the new cultural at- 
tractions, 


If you come downtown you may also notice new 
housing projects. And if you drive around in our near- 
downtown neighborhoods, | think you’ll be impressed 
with the work that people are doing to upgrade their 
homes and yards. 


I have said—and I strongly believe—that Lansing is 
like a wheel. The downtown is the hub and our neigh- 
borhoods are the spokes. A good wheel needs a strong 
hub and strong spokes. 


I don’t intend to put more effort into our 
downtown than I[ do our residential neighborhoods or 
our other business and commercial districts. But we 
will continue to have a healthy city only if we continue 
to upgrade all parts of it—including the downtown 
and our neighborhoods. 


Other Development—We also have made many 
economic development ivestments in Lansing outside 
our downtown. | am especially proud of the new 
Motor Wheel headquarters and research facility which 
is currently rising near the MSU campus within Lans- 
ing. I’m proud because it took an extraordinary coop- 
erative effort between the University, Motor Wheel 
and its associated firms and the City to keep this pro- 
ject in Lansing. 


I’m also pleased that we continued to work closely 
with Meridian Township to further the Hannah 
Research Park and worked with Delta Township to 
build. a new Meijer’s distribution center. Both these 
projects mean jobs for Lansing residents. 


As I leave the topic of jobs and economic develop- 
ment I want to mention two other successes in 1983. 


One was the successful effort to locate the Michigan 
Bio-iechnology Institute close to MSU, The other was 
the effort to locate a Federal Super Flight Service 
Center at the Capital City Airport. 


I thank our Chamber of Commerce, many local 
business and labor leaders, our area legislators, 
universiity officials and teachers, our Council and 
staff, and other governmental leaders for pulling 
together with me to make these and other projects 
happen. 


PRIORITY: Affirmative Action 


During Fiscal Year 83 the City hired some 40 new 
employees. This number included only two minorities. 


As a result of this record, I established a Citizens’ 
Advisory Commission on Affirmative Action and ap- 
pointed Dr. Raymond Jackson to chair it. After a 
thorough review of past practices the Commission 
concluded that ‘‘there is no one individual, depart- 
ment, or branch of Lansing City government responsi- 
ble for the ineffective affirmative action record.” 


The Commission also made 32 recommendations in- 
tended to assist the City to improve its affirmative ac- 
tion efforts. Chief among these was a suggestion that | 
analyze our workforce and that I establish affirmative 
action goals and timetables. 


Since the start of Fiscal Year 84 on July 1, we have 
made considerable progress. | have hired a new Per- 
sonnel Director, Karen Jackson, who has a strong 
commitment to affirmative action. 


| have also taken the reins personally in the City’s 
hiring and promoting processes. During the last six 
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months of 1983, the City hired 38 persons—including 
17 minorities. 


Finally, 1 have asked for—and you have appro- 
priated—the funds necessary to prepare a comprehen- 
sive affirmative action plan of a quality never before 
attempted by this City. This affirmative action plan 
will include the development of department-by- 
department goals and timetables. 


1 am very pleased with our recent affirmative action 
record. | believe we are now on the right track in this 
area. With everyone’s help we will make Lansing a 
true equal opportunity employer. 


Conclusion 


In conclusion this evening, ] want to reiterate briefly 
my goals and aspirations for our City government, 


As I have stated, | believe it is important that we 
operate an efficient, lean government—one that takes 
as little as possible from local taxpayers and returns to 
them the maximum in public safety and essential ser- 
vices. 


I am a Strong believer in the notion that government 
ought to operate on the lowest tax rate possible. | 
know that when we leave money in the hands of Lans- 
ing residents they use it for important work—to main- 
tain and upgrade their homes, to educate their 
children, to provide for their own retirement needs, 
and to support a wide variety of churches and other 
civic endeavors. 


I have quoted three Presidents this evening regar- 
ding cost-effective, co-operative, and caring govern- 
ment. | believe in that type of government. 


1 also agree with the great Senator and Presidential 
candidate, Henry Clay, who said: “Government is a 
trust, and the officers of the government are trustees; 
and both are created for the benefit of the people.”’ 


I thank you for listening to me and for working with 
me to provide the best possible local government—one 
that provides efficient and compassionate services to 
the people who placed us here. 


We can do no less in this 125th anniversary year of the 
founding of the City of Lansing. 


CITY ACTIVITIES IN 1983 
Office of the Mayor 


During 1983 my office continued to provide ad- 
ministrative direction and coordination to our fifteen 
departments, liaison with the Council and commun- 
ication with the public. My Executive Assistant, 
Ronald U. DeMaagd, assisted me in my responsibil- 
ities. | assigned him additional duties pertaining to the 
100 block hotel and the exhibition hall. Tom Wilbur, 
my part-time Special Assistant, continued to work 
with intergovernmental, community, and press rela- 
tions and a variety of special projects, including 
downtown parking. 


My Citizen Referral Specialist, Pamala Fowler, 
handled some 2,000 citizen complaints or concerns 
during 1983. A three-person secretarial staff con- 
linued to meet with the public and to assist with a wide 
range of duties. Finally, several volunteers assisted 
with special projects—including Jo Flaherty with Lan- 
sing’s 125th birthday and Floyd Wright with Riverfest. 


Following is a discussion of activities in those 
departments which are under the direct jurisdiction of 
my office: 


Human Relations Department—On January 14, 
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1983 the Department hosted a public celebration of 
Martin Luther King, Jr’s. birthday. It was held in 
Council Chambers. The Mayor, Councilmembers, 
Rev. Lester Stone, and others participated. 


During 1983 the Department received 753 ‘‘rapid 
charge’ complaints. These allow immediate relief for 
the charging party. It also provided investigation and 
conciliation for 13 formal complaints; helped docu- 
ment four complaints for the Michigan Department of 
Civil Rights (three of these were resolved through con- 
ciliation); and made some 750 telephone and personal 
contacts per month. 


The Department also: monitored 23 construction- 
related projects for equal opportunity compliance; 
reviewed tax abatement applications; monitored civic 
events and other activities; produced three public ser- 
vice announcements about discrimination with WILX- 
TV; and provided employment/learning opportunities 
for young persons, 


A Neighborhood Justice Center was established by 
the Young Lawyers Section of the Michigan Bar. The 
Center provides mediation relief—without legal and 
ea costs. It was placed in the Human Relations Of- 

ice. 


Civic Center—Civic Center bookings increased in 
FY ’83 to $550,000 from $517,000 in FY ’82. A new 
summer variable rate schedule was implemented on 
July 1. This new schedule assisted in efforts to book 
concerts. Three new conferences were also booked 
during 1983. 


The Civic Center parking lot has been converted to 
an attended lot. It is operated by the City’s Transpor- 
tation Division of the Public Service Department. 


Office of Emergency Services—During 1983 the of- 
fice reviewed and updated emergency plans and pro- 
cedures in compliance with Federal Emergency Man- 
agement regulations. In addition, the office responded 
to four major fires and 25 weather watches and warn- 
ings. 


The Michigan State Police and Federal Emergency 
Management Agency rated Lansing’s emergency ser- 
vices operation at 93%—considerably above the 38% 
national average. 


City Clerk’s Office—During 1983 the Clerk’s Office 
issued 614 City licenses (for gasoline pumps, heating/ 
air conditioning, mechanical devices, etc.). Staff also 
processed 5,334 birth and 1,528 death certificates. 


The Office also conducted three elections—Com- 
munity College and City Council/School board 
primary and general. (Approximately 4,052 persons 
voted by absentee ballot.) Some 5,468 persons were 
regi itered to vote in the City. 


The Clerk's Office also assisted with city Council 
meetings and kept minutes of Council proceedings. 


Administrative Services Department—During 1983 
the Department continued to reduce administrative 
and support costs. Examples: high-pressure sodium 
lighting was installed in four parking garages which in- 
creased light, reduced energy costs by 20%, and 
enhanced public security; the relamping program was 
continued in City Hall, the Police Building, and the 
Washington Square Annex, which saved $17,000 in 
utility costs; and some twenty city-owned properties 
were sold which put them back in private ownership. 


In addition, a computerized fuel system and security 
gate system were installed at the Central Garage. This 
reduced the cost of providing fuel—and made fuel 
available at all times. 
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Several pieces of fire equipment were improved: a 
ladder truck was refurbished and a fire truck engine 
and two volume pumps were totally rebuilt. 


Operational Services reproduced/printed some 
4,600,000 copies in 1983 Stasff mailed 813,000 pieces 
and distributed 70,000 piece of inter-office cor- 
respondence. 


Finance Department—During 1983 the Department 
merged its Treasury and Income Tax divisions. The 
new Division undertook to identify City income tax 
non-filers using a State computer file. State taxpayers 
with Lansing addresses were cross-referenced. This 
program has found a high degree of City tax com- 
pliance; however, indiviudals not in compliance are 
notified. 


The Department began a series of monthly financial 
reports to City Council. The reports include expen- 
ditures and revenues and a projected financial posi- 
tion. This report has been well received as a policy for- 
mulation and administrative tool. 


The FY ’84 budget was adopted unanimously by 
Council during 1983. It was called the ‘‘best budget’’ 
presented to Council. 


The Accounting Division again received the ‘‘Cer- 
lificate of Conformance’’ award from the National 
Municipal Finance Officers Association. This reflects 
continued excellence of financial reporting. 


The Assessor’s Office again maintained a 1.00 
equalization factor on property assessments. Staff also 
completed a computerized Interim Property System. 
This system has improved staff ability to keep assess- 
ment data and to answer taxpayer inquiries. 


After extensive review the Retirement Boards 
recommended benefit icnreases. These will alleviate 
the impact of inflation over the past several years. The 
Board are now preparing proposals for investment 
consulting services. Such services will improve the Ci- 
ty’s retirement investment returns. 


Fire Department—During May 1983, the Depart- 
ment initiated a ‘‘home inspection program.’’ Depart- 
ment staff called on 3,601 homes and made 1,416 ac- 
tual inspections. As part of this program, the Indepen- 
dent Insurance Agents of Greater Lansing donated 
144 smoke detectors. These are being issued to 
homeowners. 


The Department initiated a speakers bureau. 
Notices were sent to the area’s civic clubs and 
organizations. The Department is available for a varie- 
ty of safety-related programs. 


Two staff members attended the National Fire 
Academy at Emmitsburg, Maryland They are now 
prepared to teach a hazardous materials course to 65 
other Department staff. 


Together with Healthcor the Department began a 
new employee physical fitness program in 1983. The 
program’s initial phase consisted of health appraisals, 
fitness evaluations, and twelve weeks of instructed ex- 
ercise, The Department will incorporate the exercise 
program into an on-going daily routine. 


Human Resources Department—During 1983 the 
Department awarded $490,000 to 36 human service 
and arts agencies. The agencies total budget was 
5,642,000. They served some 200,000 area residents. 


The human services provided included programs for 
food, shelter, and clothing provision; medical care, 
child abuse and neglect treatment/prevention; mental 
health and health services; alcohol prevention; delin- 
quency prevention; elderly homebound meals; 
employment referral and placement; ex-offender 
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rehabilitation; recreation and cultural support; infor- 
mation and referral services; counseling; handicapper 
services; and women’s assistance. 


The Department also contracted with five City- 
supported agencies for $77,000. The total budgets for 
these agencies was $611,000. These gencies provided 
convention services; safety services; recreation ser- 
vices; and Tri-county area elderly services. 


During the 1982-83 budget process the Depart- 
ment—with Mayor-Council support—revised the 
human services budget and budget process. An annual 
community budget hearing has been established. This 
draws on community representatives to assist in deter- 
mining needs. Some 106 agencies responded to this 
process. 


In 1982 Council rescinded a policy which prevented 
new agency funding. This action, together with the 
new process, resulted in funding of 13 new agencies in 
1983. 


The Department and many agencies worked hard in 
1983 to respond to an increased demand for human 
services. There was tremendous co-operation between 
governments, non-profit agencies, United Way, 
churches, and other groups and individuals. City sup- 
port was an essential part of this mix as it served as a 
catalyst for some services and filled gaps in others. 


As one important gesture, City employees made 
118% of their 1983 United Way goal—raising 
$25,893 as compared to $19,603 in 1982. 


All Lansing residents are urged to remain concerned 
and deeply involved in human services activities. 


Labor Relations Department—Created in 1982, the 
Department continued to define and develop a role in 
City labor affairs. During 1983 staff closed negotia- 
tions successfully in two wage re-openers—in the 
Fraternal Order of Police supervisory and non-super- 
visory bargaining units. 


The Department also began an education program 
of presenting labor relations principles to City super- 
visors. In 1983 a training program was held for all 
police supervisors. 


During 1984 each of the City’s six labor contracts 
will expire. The Department has begun preparations 
for this full bargaining season. 


Law Department—During 1983 the Department 
again experienced an increase in the issuance of 
criminal warrants and in its activities in the ordinance 
enforcement areas. While the City’s efforts to curtail 
street prostitution have been most prominent, increas- 
ed activity in enforcing the Lansing Code and other 
laws has occurred. In the past five years, the number 
of non-traffic criminal warrants issued for ordinance 
violations has increased to 1,562 from 351—over 400 
percent. 


The Law Department also continued its activities in 
revising the City’s Code of Ordinances. Numerous or- 
dinances have been adopted, including a zoning code, 
an ethics code, and building and mechanical codes. 
Work also progressed on the development of other or- 
dinances dealing with noise, the personnel merit 
system, liquor licensing, and issuance of licenses and 
permits. 


The Department continued its activities in support 
of the City’s Labor Relations Department by pro- 
viding legal assistance at considerable cost savings to 
the City. The Department also increased its building 
and housing code enforcement efforts. It is hoped that 
continual aggressive enforcement in this area will 
result in the improvement of Lansing’s housing stock 
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and the protection of property values in the City’s 
more mature neighborhoods, 


Unfortunately, 1983 also saw an increase in civil 
suits against the City. While none of those suits has 
resulted in an excessive judgement against Lansing, 
they do require a commitment of resources to defend. 
It is to be hoped that future court decisions and 
legislative actions may provide some relief from that 
burden. 


Parks and Recreation Department 


For the second year in a row reductions were made 
in several recreation services. These included a major 
move to reduce planting of flowers at nine locations, 
leaving only Potter, Reutter, Frances, and the patio of 
City Hall. Funding was also not available for con- 
tinuation of a summer concert series, although several 
concerts were made possible as a result of donations. 


Community Involvement—The Gier Park ACORN 
group undertook the first Adopt-A-Park project, pro- 
viding needed improvements to the 7th Avenue 
playground. Likewise, the Friends of Fenner Ar- 
boretum provided staff 10 accommodate unexpected 
growth in the Summer Day Camp program, and the 
Baseball Advisory Board installed outfield fencing at 
Municipal Ball Field. 


Forestry—The City of Lansing was designated as 
Tree City, USA by the National Arbor Day Founda- 
tion, and served as host City for the Society of 
Municipal Arborists; national convention. Both 
honors are indicative of the fine service and reputation 
of our street tree program. 


Cemeteries—In 1983 the private funeral homes took 
over responsibility for the placing of burial vaults and 
the setting of tents and chairs at grave sites, This 
released City staff so they could provide more atlen- 
tion to grounds maintenance. The positive result was 
evident, especially around Memorial Day. 


Riverfront—During 1983 a new .8 mil section of the 
Riverfront Trail was opened, The one-way distance is 
now over 2.5 miles, and has quickly become the most 
popular route for Lansing’s many joggers. Of signi- 
ficance are the many recognitions the Trail has receiv- 
ed, including it -being designated as a unique part of 
the National Trails System by the U.S. Department of 
Interior. 


Potter Park—For the third year in a row there was 
continued growth in visitation at Potter Park. Parking 
revenue will be utilized for needed improvements with 
priorities now being identified as part of the develop- 
ing Master Plan. 


Park Improvements—Grants were received from 
the Department of Interior for needed repairs to the 
Hunter Pool ($312,000), the installation of high quali- 
ty lighting at Municipal Field ($45,000) and the 
upgrading of lights along the Riverfront Trail 
($55,000). Funding was provided in the 1983-84 
budget for needed basketball courts on Lansing’s west 
side, insulated windows at Turner-Dodge, south-end 
recreation projects, and tennis court resurfacing. 


Pesonnel and Training Department 


During 1983 a new Director—Karen Jackson—was 
hired. She has begun an analysis of the Department's 
responsibilities. Currently, she is re-focusing the 
Department in order to better implement recommen- 
dations made by the Mayor's Ad Hoc Affirmative Ac- 
tion Committee. 


Several efforts were undertaken or strengthened in 
order to improve the City’s affirmative action goals. 
These included creation of several minority intern- 
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ships, a recruitment program for firefighters and 
police officers, and a career counseling program. 


The Department also: provided opportunities for 
more than 400 employees who participated in 
seminars, a noon hour enrichment program, and tui- 
tion reimbursement programs; intensified efforts to 
rehabilitate injured workers by providing education to 
develop new skills; and standardized testing pro- 
ceduress for clerical, firefighter, and police officer 
positions. 


Planning and Municipal Development Department 


During 1983 the re-organized Department began the 
difficuit process of unification of processes for service 
delivery. The Development Division re-located its of- 
fices and consolidated many Tunctions of the former 
Community Development Division. These changes 
streamlined the Community Development Block 
Grant (CDBG) Program. 


Substantial progress was made in better coor- 
dinating housing, zoning, law, and citizen group ac- 
tivities. Major emphasis has been placed on accelerat- 
ing the City’s code compliance effort. The goal of 
these revitalized efforts: better preservation of 
neighborhoods. 


Priority has also been given to completing plans for 
the convention/exhibition hall. These plans include 
determining development costs and establishing a 
financing mechanism. 


Program Coordinator’s Office—TIhe Office 
prepared grant applications worth nearly $4 million 
for summer youth and senior citizen programs, parks 
and recreation improvements, development and trans- 
portation projects, and other efforts. To date some 
$650,000 has been awarded the City. 


Building Safety Division—During FY °83 the Divi- 
sion issued 5,284 permits and licenses—including 
1,181 building permits valued at $38 million (a 52% in- 
crease over FY °82). Major projects included the One 
Michigan Avenue office building, Channel 47 TV sta- 
tion, Fisher Body expansion, and the First Presbyter- 
ian Church addition. Also, 18,276 field inspections 
were made—including 12,893 construction-related in- 
spections and 5,383 housing inspections. 


The Division added $78,000 to the tax rolls through 
housing and environmental’ code compliance ac- 
tivities. In addition 62 dangerous buildings were 
demolished (rodent control and seeding are now in- 
cluded as part of all demolition work). 


The Sealer of Weights and Measures checked the ac- 
curacy of several hundred weighing devices and all Ci- 
ty taxi meters. 


All City construction codes weree updated by adop- 
ling the latest editions of national model building, 
electrical, mechanical, and plumbing codes. 


Development Division—The Division continued to 
implement the CDBG Program—and related pro- 
grams including Neighborhood Improvements, Mod- 
erate Rehabilitation, Community Home Improve- 
ment, Urban Homesteading, and two new programs 
for weatherization improvement. 


The Division also revised the City's rehabilitation 
programs, set up an interest-bearing rehabilitation 
lund, created a new weatherization program, and 
developed a small business assistance program. The 
Division managed $770,000 in Community Develop- 
ment funds for historie preservation, park im- 
provements, and Impression 5 and YWCA improve- 
nent. 
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Finally, Division staff attended more than 70 citizen 
meetings and public hearings in 1983. 


Planning Division—The Division provided support 
lo nearly 80 meetings of the Planning Board, Urban 
Development and Zoning committees, Waterfront 
Development Board, and the Board of Zoning Ap- 
peals. Staff also supported over 100 meetings with 
citizen committees, neighborhood organizations, and 
civic groups. 


Police Department—The Department worked hard 
during 1983 to increase efficiency and to implement 
crime reduction programs. From January through 
December, Part I crimes decreased eight percent as 
compared to the same period in 1982. The Part | 
crimes consisted of 5 murders, 76 rapes, 241 robberies, 
1,634 assaults, 2,914 burglaries, 5,854 larcenies, 283 
stolen vehicles, and 105 arsonsl. 


Following is a summary of Department activity by 
division. 

Uniform Division—As of December |, 1983, of- 
ficers responded to 59,374 dispatched calls for service. 


The Motorized Beat Patrol program was well receiv- 
ed. An additional officer and scooter was assigned 
bringing the total number of officers assigned Lo two. 


In addition, efforts are being directed towards 
reducing overtime costs by scheduling officers into 
court during their tours of duty. 


Administrative Support Division—In the area of 
Planning & Research, two major projects consisted of 
the development of new investigative field reports and 
the implementation of a robbery analysis program. In 
addition, the division continued to emphasize the need 
to recruit, select and train the highest qualified person- 
nel. Minority recruiting, psychological testing, and 
oe ia training was conducted to accomplish this 
goal. 


Investigation Division—Several new programs were 
developed in 1983: an investigator’s case and time ex- 
pended log allows for a more accurate accounting of 
time by investigators; a status letter program was im- 
plemented which informs victims of the status of their 
case and advises the victim to contact the Investigation 
Division if additional information is received; and an 
armed robbery mug book was prepared containing 
photographs of known armed robbers. 


Central Records Division—Neighborhood Watch 
has continued to grow. As of December I, 1983, the 
program included 122 neighborhood watch groups 
serving 12,262 households. Message machines are be- 
ing utilized to inform the watch groups of criminal ac- 
livity that is occurring in their areas. 


The first portion of the Law Enforcement Manage- 
ment System was also implemented. It automates the 
entry of criminal offense report data including 
criminal record information, stolen/pawned property, 
modus operandi information and stolen/recovered/ 
suspect vehicles. 


Criminal Intelligent Unit—Officers from the Cri- 
minal Intelligence Unit teamed up with the State 
Police and U.S. Marshals in a federally funded pro- 
gram aimed at arresting fugitives with outstanding 
felony warrants. 


“Double Trouble,"' a sting operation conducted 
with special agents from the Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms Department, resulted in 45 persons being 
charged with 137 different criminal charges. 


Public Service Department 


Wastewater Treatment Division—During 1983 the 
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wastewater treatment plant processed 10,443,740,000 
gallons of water—average of 28.61 million gallons per 
day. This was an increase of 3.26 million gallons per 
der 1982. The increase was due in part to improved 
system operation and less bypass to the rivers. The 
plant also generated 9,404 tons of sludge—land-filling 
32% and incinerating 68%. 


The plant had eleven violations of effluent limita- 
tions. These limits are set by the National Pollution 
Discharge Elimination System Permit. The effluent 
was in compliance 99.2% for the year. 


The new Permit limits remain difficult to meet with 
the City’s existing treatment facilities. However, plan- 
ned sewer system/treatment plant expansion and reha- 
bilitation will make 100% compliance possible. 


The modifications to digester #5 were completed in 
1983 which provided additional sludge storage facil- 
ities. This completes all the projects under the 1974 
EPA grant and will allow final inspection, change 
orders, and audit of that program. 


Design was completed for segment I of the 201 
Facilities Plan. This project will expand and remodel 
the City’s sewage plant and pumping stations. An ap- 
plication was submitted to the Department of Natural 
Resources for a $12,266,407 grant. This will provide 
majority funding for the $16,566,109 project. Design 
was also initiated on segment I] and should be com- 
pleted in early 1984. 


Segments I and II of this project involve $48.8 
million of EPA grand funds and a total $62.6 million 
construction cost. Revenue bonds of $8 million were 
sold to provide City share funds for construction of 
segment | and design of segment II. 


The Department of Natural Resources reviewed the 
City’s Industrial Pretreatment Program in 1983. The 
City will move to implement the program in 1984. 


Engineering Division—During 1983 the Division 
completed the reconstruction of Aurelius Road and 
the Holmes/Washington intersection. These were 
both Federal-Aid Urban System projects. Local street 
resurfacing was contracted oul and two contracts 
worth $1.3 million wete let. Currently $1.1 million in 
construction projects are being finalized and $2.8 
million are under construction. 


During 1983 the Division also updated and re-drew 
nearly all of its road and sewer standard design details. 
These have been consolidated into a draft design stan- 
dards book that will be finalized in early 1984. 


Continued effort was also directed to computer 
software development, Several projects were com- 
pleted including unit price analysis programs, contract 
cost analysis programs, and a construction/ main- 
tenance cost model. 


Operations and Maintenance Division—Because of 


the mild 1982-83 winter, the Division was able to in- 
crease its surface maintenance activities. Winter base 
repair efforts were doubled; bridge deck repairs in- 
creased to three (from one in 81-82); and crack-filling 
efforts increased three-fold. The mild winter also re- 
quired increased efforts in gravel street grading. 


During summer, 1983, ‘‘skinpatching’’ efforts were 
increased (skinpatching is the leveling of street depres- 
sions and bumps with asphalt). The City is divided in- 
to 22 skinpatching areas and five of these have been 
finished. 

A refuse collection participation survey was con- 
ducted in 1983. It showed that 70% of the residents 


use the orange bag service. Survey information will be 
used to improve refuse routing efficiency 
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Transportation Division—During 1983 the Division 
installed 650 street name signed at 285 intersections; 
made sign repairs at 65 additional intersections; in- 
stalled, repaired, or replaced 2,300 traffic signs; and 
painted crosswalks, stop bars, and arrows/only (72 
barrels of traffic paint were applied to 210 lane miles 
of pavement marking). This program was improved by 
the purchase of new equipment and the use of new 
materials. 


The Division also made several traffic flow 
changes—on Camp Street; at Alpha and Parkdale; on 
Boston Boulevard; and on Moores River Drive. 


Many improvements were made in the parking 
system. These included; the use of security guards in 
the parking garages; continuation of the preventative 
maintenance program in the South Capitol and South 
Grand garages; purchasee of new parking revenue 
control equipment at the South Grand, South Capitol, 
North Grand garages, and Civic Center; and comple- 
tion of an economic feasibility and site tocation of off- 
street parking. 


The program to improve the Parking System's im- 
age continued in 1983. A parking brochure was com- 
pleted and made available. A downtown parking 
token program was also started. This allows for free 
(merchant supported) parking at on-street meters and 
atlended facilities. 


Finally, the City Council accepted a recommenda- 
tion to expand the North Grand garage. The City is 
currently evaluating proposals to build the expansion. 


Purchasing Department 


During 1983 the Department was involved in the 
purchase of some $20 million in goods and services for 
the City. These included small items such as pencils 
and paper and larger items such as automobiles and 
trucks. The Department was also involved in the bid 
process for road, sewer, and other building projects 
and in hiring City consultants, 


The Department is currently working with the Law 
Department to institule a standard purchasing pro- 
cedures for all City agencies. Staff will work with 
Department heads and clerical staff in a series of 
seminars as soon as this procedure is established. 


The Department is looking forward to several major 
projects in 1984 including the hotel and exhibition 
center and additions to the wastewater treatment plant 
and sewer system. These projects and others could 
mean some $150 million in purchasing during 1984. 


Economic Development Corporation 


During 1983 the EDC issued some $5.5 million of 
Tax Exempt Revenue bonds to finance projects that 
are contributing to Lansing’s economy. 


The new projects include: Demco new plant con- 
struction at 4500 North Grand River Avenue; Superior 
Distributing Company warehouse and office space ex- 
pansion at 5400 Aurelius Road; Ashland Chemical 
Company industrial and chemical distribution com- 
plex development at 2011 Turner Street; ASC, Inc. 
plant expansion on Willow Street; Peninsular Pro- 
ducts plant expansion at 2027 East Michigan Avenue; 
and Michigan State Podiatry Association renovations 
of the former Lavey Funeral Home at 1003 North 
Washington Avenue. 


These projects are intended to improve efficiency 
and expand productive capacity. H is estimated that 
the projects will provide more than 100 new jobs and 
help to retain 150 others, 


EDC staff and directors were also very active in 
other important economic projects. Most notable of 
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these: a presentation to the Board of Directors of the 
Michigan Bio-technology Institute (MBI). This 
assisted in an MBI decision to locate near Michigan 
State University. 


Seveal other efforts were made to establish the Lan- 
sing area as a home for new technology-based research 
and development industries. These included: a suc- 
vessful application (in cooperation with Meridian 
Township) for a $3.3 million (UDAG grant to assist 
financing of the Hannah Technology and Research 
Center and another successful application (in coopera- 
tion with the Chamber of Commerce) for a ‘‘Say Yes 
to Michigan** grant to develop promotional materials 
highlighting Lansing as a good location for techno- 
logy-based enterprises. 


Board of Water and Light 


In September the Michigan Public Power Agency 
(MPPA) approved a $590 million bond issue. This will 
finance construction of Detroit Edison’s Belle River 
Plant (jocated cn the St. Ciair River between Detroit 
and Port Huron.) 


The BWL is one of eleven municipal utilities par- 
licipating in this coal-fired electrical generating pro- 
ject. The BWL will buy 150 megawatts of power an- 
nually. This will insure that BWL customers will 
receive reliable electric service into the next century. 
Staff estimates a savings of up to $759 million over the 
next 25 years for BWL rate payers (as compared to 
what it would have cost to install an additional 
generating unit in Lansing). 


The BWL worked with others to assist people facing 
ulility§ shutoffs during winter 1982-83. Special 
envelopes were included in BWL bills. These asked for 
tax-deductible contributions to the Energy Bank (a 
fund for people facing utility shutoff), The campaign 
was run with the Clinton Bank and Trust and the 
Community service and Referral Center. It raised 
$35,00 and helped some 1,250 people. The 1983-84 
campaign began on December |. 


In November the BWL received a water service 
study conducted by Gilbert Associates, Inc. [t in- 
dicated that industrial customers have been paying 
rates that more than offset the costs of providing 
water. Commercial and residential customers have 
been paying less than the cost of water service. The 
study will be updated in coming months. The BWL is 
working with this study and other data to insure 
fairness to all customers. 


Lansing Housing Commission 


The Commission operates 890 rent-assisted housing 
units. It currently has 384 families on a waiting list. 


In 1983 the Commission received $543,000 in 
energy- related modernization funds from the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development for its five 
single-site developments; increased its reserve to 
$42,803 from $360,727; and achieved City Council ap- 
proval for development of 80 new scattered sites at a 
cost of $4,837,424 (groundbreaking is scheduled for 
spring, 1984),

RE: Claim of Harold H. Emmons, II 
in the amount of $110.00 


Dear President Lindemann and 
City Council Members: 


On August 30, 1983, Harold H. Emmons II, filed a 
letter with the City Council protesting a special tax 
assessment in the amount of $110. Mr. Emmons’ con- 
tention is that notice of a violation was sent to 425 S. 
Fairview, the address of the violation, but not to his 
home address as owner. Therefore, without any know- 
ledge of trash violation on the premises, he was unable 
to rectify the problem before the time had expired, 
and the Public Service crews had removed the trash. 


Howard G. McCaffery, Director of Public Service 
and Marion K. Hahn, Deputy Assessor have confirm- 
ed the following facts: A refuse violation was deter- 
mined to exist at 425 S. Fairview on the 24th of Oc- 
tober of 1982. That violation consisted of auto parts 
and trash in the right-of-way for over a week's time 
prior to the issuance of the violation notice. According 
to the appropriate procedures, a notice of a violation 
was left at the premises and mailed to the address of 
the taxpayers of record on file with the Assessor’s Of- 
fice. That address was and is still ‘'425 S. Fairview 
Avenue, Lansing, MI 48912." The notice was not 
returned by the U.S. Postal Service and therefore 
presumed received. 


No response or action resulted. Therefore, the 
Public Service Department authorized removal of the 
trash and initiated the assessment amount of $110 
against the property. As of January 12, 1983, the 
refuse violation was added to the tax rolls which still 
indicated the address of the owner as 425 S. Fairview. 
In late July, when the July 1983 tax bill was returned 
to the Treasurer’s Office as undeliverable, it was learn- 
ed that the owners’ mailing address was 520 McPher- 
son Avenue. 


According to State Law, MCLA 211.39 and City 
Ordinance, Chapter 21, Section 13, the assessor is em- 
powered to levy the cost of special assessments against 
the taxpayer of record. Since the assessor's records 
have until this day reflected the owners of the property 
to be Harold H. and Laurie K. Emmons of 425 S, 
Fairview Avenue, the City did properly attempt to 
notify the taxpayers of record. There being no further 
action required of the City, it is therefore the recom-

On November 16, 1983, Mr. and Mrs. W. Hatter on 
914 Dornell Avenue contacted the City Council aleg- 
ing damages to a recreation room in their basement in 
the amount of $1,290.65. It is the Hatter’s contention 
that work by a sewer crew caused sewer water to back- 
up into their home thus damaging a number of items 
in their recreation room. 


We have been advised by Howard G. McCaffery, 
Director of Public Service that the Public Service 
Department responded to a call on September 30, 
1983, from the resident at 934 Dornell regarding a 
plugged sewer. While they were working in the street, 
a plumber from J&A Drain Cleaners advised that that 
914 Dornell was also experiencing sewer difficulty. 
Neither the crew nor the Public Service Department 
was requested to inspect the premises of 914 Dornell 
Avenue. The crew continued to work on the Dornell 
sewer until it was properly cleared. 


Although there is some conflict of law with regard 
to municipal immunity from liability i in the exercise of 
maintenance of a sewer system, it would appear that 
where City response is immediate, and there is no 
showing of negligence, the City may not be liable. See 
David v City of Detroit, 98 Mich App 705 (1980); 
Scott v City of Detroit, 107 Mich App 194 (1981); 
Mitts v Fowlerville, 119 Mich App 76 (1982). 


Based on the facts before us, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that the Hatter claim be denied. 
Should the City Council determine to reimburse the 
Hatters’ however, it should be noted that the estimates 
submitted by the Hatters’ are apparently for house- 
hold furnishings at their original costs and not at their 
considerably reduced used value.

Howard G. McCaffery, Director of Public Service, 
advises this office that complaints were received this 
Fall with regard to the sewer at 638 W. Holmes Road 
on October 8, 1983 and November 2, 1983. Following 
the October 8, 1983 call, the Public Service Depart- 
ment responded within 20 minutes and determined 
that the City’s main was in no way obstructed. When 
the November 2, 1983 call was received, the City crews 
again discovered that the City’s main was in perfect 
order. However, due to the repeated problems at 638 
W. Holmes Road, the City’s crews investigated fur- 
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ther and determined that the Breedins’ original clay 
house lead connected directly to the manhole was the 
problem. They proceeded to remove the original 
house lead which was at fault, and to correctly connect 
the lead to the City main at City expense. Thus, Mr. 
Breedin obtained in excess of $300 worth of services 
from the City, at no obligation to him or responsibility 
of the City. 


As the City is not responsible for difficulties in 
private citizen’s connecting lead, it is the recommen- 
dation of this office that this claim be denied.

On December 9, 1983, City Council received a letter 
from Roger Hicks indicating that his vehicle had been 
damaged by a manhole cover on Aurelius Road be- 
tween Cavanaugh and Jolly. Dmages amounted to a 
punctured tire, bent rim, and misalignment of the 
vehicle. It is Mr. Hick’s contention that the City is 
responsible because the manhole cover which he hit 
was loose and within the roadway. 


Information received from Howard G. McCaffery, 
Director of Public Service, indicates that the Public 
Service Department had had no knowledge of a loose 
or missing manhole cover on Aurelius Road prior to 
being informed of the claimant’s accident on Decem- 
ber 3, 1983. Since these covers are heavy and have to 
be removed, rather than simply dislodged by traffic, it 
appears that some third pary may have tampered with 
the manhole cover prior to Mr. Hick’s accident. 


According to the provisions of MCLA 691.1402, 
‘‘no governmental agency is liable for injuries or 
damages caused by defective highways unless the 
governmental agency knew, or in the exercise of 
reasonable diligence should have known, of the ex- 
istence of the defect and had a reasonable time to 
repair the defect before the injury took place."’ Since 
there was no prior knowledge or reason to have 
knowledge of the problem with the manhole cover, 
there being no showing of negligence on the part of 
the City of Lansing, it is the recommendation of this 
office that this claim be denied.

Dear President Lindemann 
and City Council Members: 


Claimant alleges damage occurred to her vehicle’s 
muffler tailpipe, and exhaust pipe when she drove into 
her driveway at 1913 Mary Avenue on June 27, 1983. 
Claimant contends that during the process of the 
regrading of Mary Avenue by the Public Service 
Department, her driveway was elevated approximately 
4" the night of the alleged accident. Claimant admit- 
ted that she observed the change in grade, but decided 
nevertheless to proceed into her driveway. Claimant 
has submitted an estimate for replacement of all ex- 
haust system parts for $93.60 notwithstanding her ad- 
mission that both the tailpipe and exhaust pipe were 
old and rusting at the time. Claimant has not submit- 
ted an estimate of the value of those same parts based 
on their rusted condition and age at the time of the 
alleged accident even though requested to do so on 
several occasions. 


Investigation with the Public Service Department 
reveals that reconstruction of Mary Avenue required a 
number of days to complete and included the excava- 
tion of the street surface. At one point the street was 
lowered approximately two feet. Due to the nature of 
the work driveway adjustments were necessary and 
ramps were used when warranted. Because local traf- 
tic was maintained, il was impossible to restrict access 
to homeowners" driveways at all times. Investigation 
with the Public Service Department and the claimant 
herself suggests that the construction zone was readily 
apparent and should have served to pul drivers on 
notice lO exercise duc care and caulion. 
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Inquiry with the garage that performed claimant’s 
estimate confirmed the position taken by the Public 
Service Deprtment that a passenger vehicle should 
have been able to negotiate a 4” grade change safely. 
Even so, when claimant decided to enter her drive she 
assumed whatever risk may have been involved given 
the condition of her vehicle. 


Based on the above information, there does not ap- 
pear to be any basis for establishing negligence on the 
part of the City. Consequently, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that this claim be denied.

Claimant states 
that the wiring was knocked loose when struck by a 
falling tree limb. Claimant alleges that a forestry crew 
was working at that location on November 8, 1983. As 
the crew was removing a dying tree, one of the limbs 
that was cut off struck the wiring, causing it to break 
free from the home. 


A review of departmental records by the Parks and 
Recreation Department indicates that a crew was 
removing a dying tree at that address. After one of the 
limbs of the tree was cut, as it was falling, it hit 
another limb on the way down. This caused the limb 
to turn sideways and hit the electrical wires leading to 
the house at 423 N. Sycamore. The electrical wires 
were pulled loose from the house. 


Michigan law exempts a municipality from tort 
liability in cases where the governmental agency is 
engaged in the exercise of a governmental function 
MCLA 691.1407; MSA.3996(107). Activities related 
to he maintenance and trimming of trees is perhaps 
clearly a governmental function. As such, under 
Michigan taw, governmental immunity would attach. 
However, the defense of governmental immunity is in- 
applicable in a case where damage is caused by a direct 
trespass of an instrumentality unto private property 
Affiliated Insurance Co. v Highway, 86 Mich App 
203; 272 NW2d 239 (1978). Therefore, it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that the claim be granted.

Street, Lansing, Ml has submitted a claim in the 
amount of $1,620. The facts which underlie this claim 
are as follows, On January 16, 1981, Mr. and Mrs. 
Bullion purchased a home located at 4501 S. Logan 
Street. At the time of purchase, the home included an 
apartment unit which was occupied by a tenant who 
paid rent at the rate of $180.00 per month. In May of 
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1981 the Bullions received a letter from the City of 
Lansing which stated that apartment unit was in viola- 
tion of the City Zoning Code, determined that the 
Bullions must remove any living quarters from the 
assessory building, and provided the Bullions with an 
opportunity to call the City if they had any questions. 
As a result of this letter and without any futher con- 
tact with the City, the Bullions terminated the tenant’s 
lease. 


Then in January of 1982, the City sent the Bulloins 
a letter which stated that the property, in fact, 
qualified as a nonconforming use and therefore could 
rightfully have an apartment unit. The Bullions, 
however, claim that the second letter came too late 
and that in any event, they had already terminated 
their lease with the tenant resulting in damages to 
them in the amount of $1,620.00. 


The governmental immunity statute found in 
MCLA 691.1407 provides the general rule of immuni- 
ty from tort liability. Under the most recent inter- 
pretations of this rule by the Michigan Supreme 
Court, in order for the City to be immune, the par- 
ticular function involved must be of the essence of 
government. So the question is, does the operation of 
the Zoning Department constitute the essence of 
government? In two Court of Appeals cases, the 
courts have concluded that it is. See Randall v Delta 
Charter Twp decided November 2, 1983, and Central 
Advertising Co. v. The City of Novi 91 Mich App 303 
(1979). 


Therefore, the operation of the Zoning Department 
is clearly a governmental function and the City of 
Lansing is thus immune from liability. 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
that this claim be denied.

The recent shoot-out between Lansing Policemen 
and an escapee from New Way In, once again raises 
issues about the Criminal Justice process. Even 
though this was an unusual situation, it nonetheless 
cannot be ignored. I am confident, that if anyone 
could have prevented it, they would have done so. 


As is the case in most situations, however, concern 
without action does not suffice because the problem 
remains and is possible to reoccur. 


As a consequence, | would like to recommend that 
the City of Lansing communicate with the Governor 
and legislature about: 


1. Taking the necesssary steps to appropriate 
monies and/or bonding for the construction of new 
prisons. 


2. Reviewing the criteria for determining prisoners 
eligibility for early release. 


3. Reviewing the criteria for determining placement 
of inmates in half-way houses. 


For the first recommendation, adequate documen- 
tation exist indicating the necessity for construction of 
new jails. | recognize that the problem in establishing 
new jails is where to put them. For instance, I 
wouldn’t recommend placement of a jail in Lansing. 
The reason is that a jail should be removed to the best 
extent possible from residential areas. 


The last two recommendations, though, require 
study. A task feorce should be established by the 
Governor, composed of Parole Board members, 
Department of Corrections persons, local law enforce- 
ment officers, and other local officials, as well as com- 
munity people, such as New Way In Board members.

I wish to advise the City Council that the Lansing 
Community Energy Management Program is being 
initiated. In an effort to make this program successful, 
1 am establishing a Lansing Energy Management 
Steering Committee to assist me in guiding the pro- 
gram. The membership on the committee comprises 
several backgrounds related to energy management. 
This committee will be a work committee and will be 
an ongoing effort to establish energy management as a 
common everyday topic of discussion and endeavor of 
every Lansing citizen.

ORDINANCE NO. 668 


An Ordinance of the City of Lansing, Michigan, 
providing that Chapter 26 of the Code of Ordinances 
of Lansing, Michigan, be amended by revising Sec- 
tions 26-1 and 26-34 to provide for the elimination of 
retirement contributions by the Lansing Housing 
Commission AFSCME Local 25 employees. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 26 of the Code of Or- 
dinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amend- 
ae by revising Sections 26-1 and 26-34 to read as 
follows: 


Sec. 26-1. Definitions. 


The following words and phrases as used in this 
chapter, unless a different meaning is plainly required 
by the context, shall have the following meanings: 


(1) Retirement system or system means the retire- 
ment system established under this chapter. 


(2) Employee means: 


(a) Any regular or permanent officer or employee of 
the city, and any employee of the Lansing Housing 
Commission. From and after January |, 1971 any per- 
son who is employed on a regular or permanent basis 
by District Court No. 54, except the judges of such 
court, shall be considered an ‘‘employee’’ of the city 
for the sole and exclusive purposes of this retirement 
system. The term ‘‘employee’’ shall not include any 
person who is compensated by the city or by District 
Court No. 54 wholly on a fee or contractual basis, nor 
the medical director, nor elective officials of the city, 
except as provided in paragraph (b) of this subsection, 
nor judges of District Court No. 54, 


(b) Any elective official of the city shall be con- 
sidered an employee, within the meaning of this 
chapter, upon his application filed in writing with the 
bourd of trustees. 


(c) In any cases of doubt, the board of trustees shall 
decide who is an employee within the meaning of this 
chapter. 


(3) Member means any person who is included in the 
membership of the retirement system. 


(4) City means the City of Lansing, Michigan. 
(5) The council means the city council of the city. 


(6) Compensation means a member’s salary, wages 
and longevity bonus paid him by the city for personal 
services rendered by him to the city as an employee of 
the city. In case a member’s compensation is not all 
paid in money the council shall fix the value of that 
part cf his compensation not paid in money. 


(7) Service means personal service rendered to the 
city by an employee of the city. 
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(8) Credited service means the number of years, and 
fraction of a year, of service standing to a member’s 
credit in his service account. 


(9) Board of trustees or board means the board of 
trustees provided for in this chapter. 


(10) Regular interest means such rate or rates of in- 
terest per annum, compounded annually, as the board 
of trustees shall from time to time detemine, subject to 
the approval of the council. 


(11) Accumulated contributions means the sum of 
all amounts deducted from the compensations of a 
members and credited to his individual account in the 
employees savings fund, together with regular interest 
thereon. 


(12) Final average compensation means the average 
of the highest annual compensation paid a member 
during a period of two consecutive years of his 
credited service contained within his ten years of 
credited service immediately preceding the date his 
employement with the city last terminated. In the 
event he has less than two years of credited service, his 
final average compensation shall be the average of his 
annual compensation for his total years of credited 
service. 


(13) Final compensation means a member’s annual 
rate of compensation at the time of termination of his 
last employment with the city. 


(14) Annuity means an annual amount, derived 
from a member’s accumulated contributions, payable 
in equal monthly installments throughout the future 
life of a person, or for a temporary period as provided 
in this chapter. 


(15) Pension means an annual amount, derived 
from money provided by the city, payable in equal 
monthly installments throughout the future life of a 
person or for a temporary period as provided in this 
chapter. 


(16) Retirement allowance means the sum of the an- 
nuity and the pension. 


(17) Retirant means a member who retires from city 
employment with a retirement allowance payable by 
the retirement system. 


(18) Beneficiary means any person, except a retir- 
ant, who is in receipt of, or who has entitlement to, a 
pension, retirement allowance, or other benefit, 
payable by the retirement system. 


(19) Gender, number. The masculine gender shall 
include the feminine gender, and words of the singular 
number with respect to persons shall include the plural 
number, and vice versa. 


(20) Annuity reserve means the present value of all 
payments to be made on account of any annuity, or 
benefit in lieu thereof. The annuity reserve shall be 
computed upon the basis of such mortality table and 
regular interest as the board of trustees shall from time 
to time adopt. 


(21) Pension reserve means the present value of all 
payments to be made on account of any pension, or 
benefit in lieu thereof. The pension reserve shall be 
computed upon the basis of such mortality and other 
tables of experience, and regular interest, as the board 
of trustees shall from time to time adopt. 


(22) Workmen’s compensation period means the 
period a member, retirant, or beneficiary is in receipt 
of workmen’s compensation on account of a disability 
or death arising out of an in the course of a member’s 
city employment. If he is paid a single sum in lieu of 
his future workmen’s compensation his workmen’s 
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compensation period shall be the period, if any, he 
was in receipt of weekly workmen’s compensation 
plus the period arived at by dividing the said single 
sum by his weekly workmen’s compensation award. 


Sec. 26-34, Employees savings fund. 


(a) The employees savings fund is hereby created. It 
shall be the fund in which shall be accumulated, at 
regular interest, the contributions deducted from the 
compensations of members to provide their annuities; 
and from which shall be made transfers and refunds of 
accumulated contributions, as provided in this 
chapter. 


(b) Until January 1, 1967, the contributions of a 
member to the retirement system shall be the sum of 
three (3) per cent of the first forty-two hundred dollars 
($4,200.00) of his annual compensation plus five (5) 
percent of the portion, if any, of his annual compensa- 
tion which is in excess of forty-two hundred dollars 
($4,200.00). From and after December 31, 1966, each 
member shall contribute to the retirement system three 
(3) per cent of his annual compensation except as 
hereinafter provided: 


(1) Effective for all pay periods ending on or after 
July 1, 1982, each of the following shall not con- 
tribute: 


a) A member who is a part or full-time elected of- 
ficial; 
b) A member who is part of the executive plan. 


(2) Effective for all pay periods ending on or after 
July 1, 1982, and through all pay periods ending 
before July 1, 1983, each of the following shall con- 
tribute one and five tenths (1.5) per cent of his or her 
annual compensation. 


a. A member who is unrepresented by a labor union 
and is not employed on a regular or permanent basis 
by 54A District Court and is not employed by the 
Lansing Housing Commission and is not described in 
(1) above; 


b. Any member who is represented by a union 
which has entered into a collective bargaining agree- 
ment providing for the contribution of no more than 
one and five tenths (1.5) per cent of each member’s 
annual compensation to the employees savings fund. 


(3), Effective for all pay periods ending on or after 
July, 1, 1983, each of the following shall not con- 
tribute: 


a. A member who is unrepresented by a labor union 
and is not employed on a regular or permanent basis 
by 54-A District Court described in (1) above; 


b. Any member who is represented by a union 
which has entered into a collective bargaining agree- 
ment which does not provide for its members to make 
any contribution to the employees savings fund. 


(c) The director of finance or other officer responsi- 
ble for making the payroll shall use the contributions 
provided in subsection (b) of this section to be 
deducted from the compensation of each member on 
each and every payroll, for each and every payroll 
period, so long as the member remains employed by 
the city. 


(d) The contributions provided for herein shall be 
made notwithstanding that the minimum compensa- 
tion provided by law for any member shall be changed 
thereby. Every member shall be deemed to consent 
and agree to the deductions made and providec 
herein. Payment of his compensation less such deduc- 
tions shall be a full and complete discharge and acquit

When deducted, the con- 
tributions of each member shall be paid to the retire- 
ment system and shall be credited to his individual ac- 
cont in the employees savings fund. 


(e) In addition to the contributions deducted from 
the compensation of a member as herein before pro- 
vided, a member shail, in order to qualify for prior 
service credit, deposit in the employees savings funds, 
by a single payment or by an increased rate of con- 
tribution as determined by the board of trustees, the 
accumulated contributions, if any, he withdrew there- 
from, together with regular interest from the date of 
withdrawal to the date of repayment. Repayment shall 
be made in accordance with the rule the board of 
trustees shall from time to time determine. The rules 
shall not require full repayment prior to the date 
which is one year following the date of renewed 
membership nor shall the rules permit full repayment 
to extend beyond the date which is four (4) years 
following the date of renewed membership or follow- 
ing the effective date of this amendment, whichever is 
later. If a member dies prior to completion of repay- 
ment and leaves a spouse, the spouse may pay the 
balance due within sixty (60) days of the member’s 
death. In no case shall any member be given credit for 
service rendered prior to the date he withdrew his ac- 
cumulated contributions until he repays to the 
employees savings fund all amounts due such fund by 
him. 


(f) Upon the retirement of a member his accumu- 
lated contributions shall be transferred from the 
employees saving fund to the retiement reserve fund. 
At the expiration of a period of five (5) years from and 
after the date an employee ceases to be a member any 
balance standing to his credit in the employees savings 
fund, unclaimed by such member or his legal represen- 
tative, shall remain a part of the moneys of the retire- 
ment system and shall be transferred to the income 
fund, if no retirement allowaqnce will become payable 
under this chapter on account of his city employment.

Claimant has submitted a request for reimburse- 
ment of costs incurred by him in hiring a drain 
cleaner. The drain cleaner hired by claimant found 
that the main sewer line was plugged and referred clai- 
mant to the Public Service Department which 
responded immediately and cleared the line. 


Michigan case law holds that a municipal sewage 
system is a governmental function which relieves a 
governmental unit from tort liability on the grounds 
of governmental immunity. Davis v Detroit, 98 Mich 
App 705, (1980); Scott v Detroit, 107 Mich App 194 
(1981); but see Mitt v Village of Fowlerville, 119 Mich 
App 76, (1982). 


Additionally, the damages incurred by this claimant 
do not appear to be a direct result of the Cit’s sewer 
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operation or any negligence on the part of the City. 
Investigation with the Public Service Department 
reveals that on the date in question the City received a 
telephone call about a possible plug in the City’s main 
and that the sewer crews responded immediately by 
cleaning and unplugging the main. The City had no 
prior notice of the problem. Consequently, based on 
the absence of liability here, it is the recommendation 
of this office that this claim be denied.

Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of City Council: 


The claimant’s letter and subsequent report submit- 
ted by Howard McCaffery, Public Service Director, 
indicate that claimant is employed by the Public Ser- 
vice Department doing sewer maintenance work at 
various locations as needed. Normally, the claimant 
locks his City vehicle. However, during service calls 
the vehicle is sometimes kept open in situations where 
immediate access to the fire extinguisher stored inside 
is required and where the truck is kept running to 
operate flashing equipment being used in the roadway. 


On October 19, 1983, after making several calls at 
various locations, claimant discovered that his work 
coat and sunglasses were missing from the cab of his 
vehicle and he has submitted this claim for reimburse- 
ment along with his sales receipts for those items. Clai- 
mant takes the position that since the job re- 
quirements are such that he is expected to function in 
all types of weather, he needs to carry weather and 
rain gear and storage in the rear of the truck is not 
rainproof. At the same time, due to the need for 
emergency access to the fire extinguisher and access to 
electricity, claimant is unable to secure all of his pro- 
perty during all service calls. The Public Service Direc- 
tor verified the facts as presented by claimant and 
recommended reimbursement. 


Court decisions have held that even though a muni- 
cipality may not pay gratuities to its employees, it may 
reimburse employees for expenses incurred in fulfilling 
their bona fide duties as public servants. See Ware v 
Battle Creek, 201 Mich 468 (1918); Horton v 
Kalamazoo, 81 Mich App 78 (1978). 


However, based upon the facts presented, there 
does not appear to be negligence or legal responsibility 
on behalf of the City for this loss. Consequently, bas- 
ed on a Strict legal analysis of liability, this office 
recommends denial of this claim.

On June 30, 1982 the attorney for the Business and 
Trade Centre Limited filed a petition with the Mich- 
igan Tax Tribunal alleging that the assessed value of 
$1,014,400 placed upon the Business and Trade Centre 
located at 200 N. Washington Square was an assessed 
value greater than 50% of the property’s true cash 
value and thus was legal. Subsequently, petitioner 
amended its petition to include tax year 1983. 


Three counsel conferences were held between the 
various parties in the City Assessor’s Office and 
substantial information concerning actual income and 
actual expenses were supplied to the City Assessor. 
Examination of the certified information supplied to 
the City Assessor revealed that the actual income had 
been less than figured by the City Assessor’s Office. 
Based upon the actual income and actual expenses 
supplied to the City Assessor, the City Assessor by 
utilizing assessment procedures was able to derive an 
assessed value of $962,000 for the subject property for 
tax years 1982 and 1983. After examination by the 
petitioner of the information utilized and the assess- 
ment procedure applied by the City Assessor, a ten- 
tative settlement of an assessed value of $962,000 was 
reached for tax years 1982 and 1983. 


Based upon the recommendation of the City 
Assessor the minimal reduction proposed and the 
uncertainty of outcome if this matter proceeds to trial, 
it is the recommendation of this office that the ten- 
tative settlement of an assssed value of $962,000 for 
tax years 1982 and 1983 be approved by City Council.

It is un lawful for any owner or agent 
hereof to keep or maintain any unsafe or dangerous 
building. ‘‘Unsafe or dangerous building’, means any 
building which has any of the defects or is in any of 
the conditions hereinafter described: 


(1) Whenever any door, aisle, pasageway, stairway 
or other means of exit does not conform to the fire 
codes applicable to Lansing and the Lansing Uniform 
Building Code. 


(2) Whenever any portion has been damaged by 
wind, flood, or any other cause, in such a manner that 
the structural strength or stability is appreciably less 
than it was before such catastrophe and is less than the 
minimum requirements of the Lansing Uniform Build- 
ing Code for a new building or similar structure, pur- 
pose or location; 


(3) Whenever any portion or member or appurten- 
ance is likely to fall or become detached or dislodged, 
or to collapse, and thereby injure person or damage 
property; 


(4) Whenever any portion has settled to such an ex- 
tent that walls or other structural portions have mater- 
ially less resistance to winds than is required in case of 
new construction; 


(5) Whenever the building or structure or any part, 
because of dilapidation, deterioration, decay, faulty 
construction, or because of the removal or movement 
of some portion of the ground necessary for the pur- 
pose of supporting such building or portion thereof, 
or for other reason, is likely to partially or completely 
collapse, or some portion of the foundation or under- 
pinning is likely to fall or give way; 


(6) Whenever for any reason whatsoever the 
building or structure or any portion is manifestly un- 
safe for the purpose for which is it used; 


(7) Whenever the building or structure has been so 
damaged by fire, wind or flood, or has become 
dilapidated or deteriorated as to become an attractive 
nuisance to children who might play therein to their 
danger, or as to afford a harbor for vagrants, crim- 
inals or immoral persons or as to enable persons to 
resort thereto for the purpose of committing a 
nuisance or unlawful or immoral acts; 


(8) Whenever a building or structure, used or in- 
tended to be used for dwelling purposes, because of 
dilapidation, decay, damage or faulty construction or 
arrangement or otherwise is unsanitary or unfit for 
habitation or is in a condition that is likely to cause 
sickness or disease when so determined by the health 
Officer, or is likely to work injury to the health, safety, 
or general welfare of those living within; 


(9) Whenever any building becomes vacant, dilap- 
idated and open at door or window, leaving the in- 
terior of the building exposed to the elements or ac- 
cessible to entrance by trespassers. 


Sec. 3304. (C) Exception 2, is hereby amended to 
ead as follows: 


1. Exit doors from individual dwelling units and 
uest rooms of Group R occupancies having an occu- 
ant load of ten (10) or less may be provided with a 
ight latch, deadbolt or security chain, provided such 
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devices are openable from the inside without the use of 
a key or tool and mounted at a height not to exceed 
forty eight (48) inches above the finished floor.

An Ordinance of the City of Lansing, Michigan, 
providing that Chapter 9A of the code of Ordinances 
of Lansing, Michigan be amended by revising Section 
9A-8 to provide for the installation of double cylinder 
dead bolt security locks by owners of owner-occupied 
residences. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 9A of the Code of Or- 
dinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amend- 
ed by revising Section 9A-8 to read as follows: 


Sec. 9A-8. Exits. 


Every dwelling unit or guest room shall have access 
directly to the outside or to a public corridor. All 
buildings or portions thereof shall be provided with 
exits, exitways and appurtenances as required by 
Chapter 33 of the Uniform Building Code. 


Owners of owner-occupied residences may install, 
or have installed, double-cylinder dead bolt security 
locks (i.e., locks which require a key to move the dead 
bolt both outside and inside) on exit doors at their 
discretion. See note below. 


Note: The City of Lansing Fire Marshal and the 
Director of Building safety strongly recommend 
against the installation of double-cylinder locks due to 
the danger of entrapment in a fire or other emergency. 
Owner-occupants who install such locks by choice 
must bear responsibility for instruction of all oc- 
cupants in emergency exit procedures, and it is recom- 
mended that the inside key remain in the lock when 
the residence is occupied. The City of Lansing assumes 
no liability arising from any property owner’s discre- 
tionary use of double-cylinder security locks. 
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Every sleeping room below the fourth floor shall 
have at least one operable window or exterior door ap- 
proved for emergency egress or rescue. The units 
shall be operable from the inside to provide a full clear 
opening without the use of separate tools. 


All egress or rescue windows from sleeping rooms 
shall have a minimum net clear opening of five and 
seven-tenths (5.7) square feet. The minimum net clear 
opening width dimension shall be twenty (20) inches. 
Where windows are provided as a means of egress or 
rescue they shall have a finished sill height not more 
than forty-four (44) inches above the floor. 


Exception: All operable existing egress or rescue 
windows having a minimum net clear opening of five 
(5.0) square feet with a minimum net clear opening 
height dimension of twenty-two (22) inches and a max- 
imum sill height of forty-eight (48) inches may have 
their existing use. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in- 
consistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed. : 


Section 3., This ordiance shall take effect thirty (30) 
days from its passage unless given immediate effect by 
the City Council.

Mr. Flin- 
toff contends that while the vehicle was parked in the 
North Grand Parking Ramp, painters dripped paint 
onto the front hood and fender of his car which re- 
quired refinish work to be done on his vehicle. He has 
submitted estimates which range from $134.32 to 
$395.00 for repair of the damage. 


David A. Berridge, Transportation Engineer, has 
advised this office that during the summer of 1983 
painting was indeed done in the South Grand Garage 
on overhed pipe and exposed steel structure. He con- 
firms that Mr. Flintoff was a regular monthly parker 
in the South Grand Garage, not the North Grand 
Garage. He furthermore verifies that gray paint was 
observed on the vehicle by one of his staff; the gray 
paint appears to be similar to that used by the City 
crews. However, as Mr. Flintoff has indicated, the 
damage was not discovered immediately so it is im- 
possible to correlate the date of painting with the 
damage to the vehicle. 


Although the City is immune from liability in the 
performance of governmental functions, it has been 
held that the operation of parking ramps is not such 
an exempt function. Therefore, given the time frame 
and the circumstantial evidence presented by Mr. Flin- 
toff, it is the recommendation of this office that this

Compensation Matter of Johney M. Henry 


Dear President Lindeman and 
Members of City Council: 


In accordance with Article [V, Chapter 3, Section 
4-304.7 of the Lansing City Charter, this office re- 
quests authorization to settle the above captioned 
matter by redeeming the City’s liability under the 
Workers Disability Compensation Act for the sum of 
$5,000.00. Mr. Henry began employment with the 
Parks Department on March 8, 1979, on a CETA con- 
tract. On August 8, 1979, Mr. Henry injured his lower 
back while lifting a lawn lower onto a truck. Following 
the injury, Mr. Henry was treated by the City’s physi- 
cian and was able to work on an intermittent basis on- 
ly. Following the expiration of his CETA contract on 
September 10, 1980, Mr. Henry immediately filed a 
petition for workers’ disability compensation benefits 
and the City voluntarily paid benefits based on the Ci- 
ty physician’s diagnosis of disability and recommenda- 
tion on work restriction. Mr. Henry’s own physicians, 
and Mr. Henry again filed a petition for workers’ 
disability compensation benefits. 

Five physicians were deposed, four of whom agreed 
that while Mr. Henry may have been disabled at one 
point in time, he is currently physically able to do the 
same work that he was performing at the time of his 
injury. A hearing was held on December 7, 1983, at 
the Bureau of Workers’ Disability Compensation and 
the Administrative Law Judge has rendered an opi- 
nion that Mr. Henry was partially disabled and entitl- 
ed to compensation from December 29, 1981 to March 
29, 1983. The total amont of compensation awarded is 
$3,8902.32 inclusive of interest. 


Even though Mr. Henry’s award was closed, he may 
at any point in the future re-petition for compensation 
benefits and depending upon the medical evidence at 
that point in time, the City could be found liable for 
wage compensation and medical treatment. This is 
particularly true in the case of a lower back injury 
where the normal physical condition tends to 
deteriorate with age. Even if the City were to prevail in 
future petitions, it would incur costs in defending such 
as medical evaluations, depositions, attorneys time, 
etc. 


Based upon the foregoing exposure, the City 
entered into a tentative agreement with plaintiff to 
redeem this matter for the sum of $5,000.00. This 
represents the amount already awarded by the Ad- 
ministrative Law Judge of $3,892.32 and lump sum 
settlement of $1,107.68. Based upon the potential of 
future claims in this case, it is the recommendation of 
this office that this matter be redeemed for the amount 
of $5,000.00.

In accordance with Article IV, Chapter 3, Section 
4-304.7 of the Lansing City Charter, this office re- 
quests your authorization to settle the above caption- 
ed matter by redeeming the City’s liability for the sum 
of $3,000.00. 


Mr. Chambers began employment with the Public 
Service Department in 1976 and ended his employ- 
ment in 1980. He contends that this employment with 
the City caused him to be exposed to various car- 
cinogens mutagen cancer enhancers and other nox- 
ious, deleterious fumes which aggravated cancer of his 
throat, esophagus, and larynx cancer. Specifically, he 
contends that the production of asphalt by the Public 
Service Department exposed him to these fumes. 


Two physicians were deposed in this matter. The Ci- 
ty’s physician, Dr. Turner, indicated that the cause of 
Mr. Chambers cancer was due to his smoking habit 
and due to the amount of alcohol he drank but did in- 
dicate that exposure to some asphalt fumes may ag- 
gravate a cancer of this nature. Plaintiff's physician, 
Dr. Edward Berg had a similar opinion. 


The City’s exposure in this case is as follows:

In addition to the liability for wage losss described 
above, the City also faces liability for medicals, past, 
present and future. Already, in the past, Mr. 
Chambers has had two surgeries, the cost of both of 
which the City would become liable for if this case 
went to trial and the City was deemed responsible. 


Accrued liability 
Future liability 


Because of the potential exposure in this case, the 
City negotiated a tentative settlement with Mr. 
Chambers in the amount of $3,000.00. This amount is 
in settlement of all of Mr. Chambers’ rights under the 
Workers’ Disability Compensation Act including all 
wage loss, rehabilitation and medical benefits. In ad- 
diition, this settlement would incorporate a lumbar 
sprain which Mr. Chambers suffered in 1979 which, 
should it become a problem in the future, could also 
expose the City to additional liability.

Lewis v City of Lansing 


Dear President Lindemann 
and City Council Members: 


In accordance with Article 1V, Chapter 3, Section 
4-304.7 of the Lansing City Charter, this office hereby 
requests your authorization to settle the above cap- 
tioned matter by redeeming the City’s liability for the 
sum of $7,500. 


Mr. Lewis was a paramedic with the Fire Depart- 
ment prior to his death in May of 1981. Mr. Lewis’ 
widow contends that the stress and strain in connec- 
tion with his job duties caused ‘‘anxiety overlay with 
PVC’s’’. The specific cause of death on the autopsy 
was cardio respiratory arrest. As a result, Mr. Lewis’ 
widow has filed a workers compensation petition. 


The treating physician, Dr. James Lyne was de- 
posed in this matter. Dr. Lyne stated that he had diag- 
nosed Mr. Lewis as suffering from ‘“‘anxiety overlay 
with PVC’s’’ which meant that Mr. Lewis was an ‘‘ex- 
tremely hyper person who was very apprehensive and 
frightened’. Dr. Lyne admitted Mr. Lewis to the 
hospital in May of 1981 and performed a cardiac 
catherization. Due to Mr. Lewis’ irregular heartbeat, 
Dr. Lyne transferred Mr. Lewis to the University of 
Michigan Hospital and was then going to remove him 
to the Cleveland Clinic for further tests. Dr. Lyne 
testified that since Mr. Lewis knew of the affects of ir- 
regular heartbeat, because of his knowledge and ex- 
perience as a paramedic, it caused him to become ex- 
tremely anxious about his own irregular heartbeat and 
ultimately caused his death. 


Due to Dr. Lyne’s testimony and the statutory pre- 
sumption of work related causation with respect to 
firefighters’ heart disease, this office has tentatively 
negotiated a settlement in this matter in the amount of 
$7,500. This was done in light of a potential accrued 
liability in the amount of $27,720 and a potential 
future liability in the amount of $10,296 per year. 


Because of the potential exposure in this case, and 
because of the presumption created by state statute 
concerning firefighters, that presumes heart disease is 
caused by work, it is the recommendation of this of-

RE: Redemption of liability in worker's disability 
compensation matter of Helen A. Moore v City 


Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of City Council: 


In accordance with Article IV, Chapter 3, Section 
4-304.7 of the Lansing City Charter, this office re- 
quests authorization to settle the above captioned 
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matter by redeeming the City’s liability under the 
Workers’ Disability Compensation Act for the sum of 
$4,000.00. Ms. Moore began employment with the 
City in September of 1972 as a Project Manager 
Trainee on a CETA contract. In January of 1974, 
Mrs. Moore terminated employment with the City and 
was subsequently re-hired in September of 1974 ad a 
Legislative Coordinator for City Council. On July 28 
of 1977, Ms. Monroe terminated her employment with 
the City and moved to Detroit. Ms. Moore was 
employed with the Catholic Archdiocese of Detroit 
from January, 1979 through September, 1979. 


Ms. Moore claims to have experienced a nervous 
breakdown in 1978 and has in fact been hospitalized 
on approximately 12-13 occasions in psychiatric 
hospitals from thiat time to the present. This history 
of psychiatric hospitalization has been primarily due 
to mood swings, severe depression and suicidal 
thoughts and Mrs. Moore has been diagnosed as 
multiple labels including paranoid schizophrenia and 
manic-depressive illness. Ms. Moore filed a petition 
for workers’ disability compensation benefits in Oc- 
tober, 1982, claiming that stress, tension and harass- 
ment on the job created or aggravated a psychiatric 
condition resulting in psychosis. The Bureau of Work- 
ers’ Disability Compensation in Detroit has amended 
Ms. Moore’s petition to one of a claim for permanent 
and total psychosis and insanity. 


Since no physicians have been deposed in this mat- 
ter at this point in time, the City has incurred no costs 
in defending this action other than attorneys time. The 
applicable test for a claim of mental disorder whether 
the worker honestly, though perhaps mistakenly, 
perceives that a physical or mental personal injury in- 
curred during the ordinary work of his employment 
caused his disability and that he therefore cannot 
resume his normal employement. There appears to be 
little basis here to challenge Ms. Moore’s claim of 
disability. The issue becomes whether the claimant 
here honestly perceived stress, tension and harassment 
while on the job and if so, whether than perception 
created or aggravated the present psychiatric condi- 
tion. 


If this matter goes to trial, the City will incur the ex- 
penses involved in deposing the nine different 
hospitals involved, subpoenaing numerous witnesses 
from the City to testify at trial, and securing an in- 
dependent psychiatric examination. While no physi- 
cians’ depositions have been taken, it is not implausi- 
ble that the claimant could produce an opinion by a 
psychiatrist connecting up stress, tension and harass- 
ment honestly perceived by the claimant and her recur- 
rences of pathology. 


If the administrative law judge finds in favor of Ms. 
Moore, the City would be responsible for all medical 
expenses incurred to date and those which would be 
incurred in the future to the extent that they are 
reasonable and necessary. The City would also be 
responsible for wage compensation. The claimant’s 
medical expenses incurred to date are substantial and 
one hospital has filed a lien in excess of $10,000. 


Based upon the considerations of the anticipated ex- 
pense of defending this action and the potential ex- 
posure should the administrative law judge rule in clai- 
mant’s favor, the City entered into a tentative agree- 
ment with plaintiff to redeem this matter for the sum 
of $4,000. This sum represents one-half of the total 
amount of tentative settlement as the Roman Catholic 
Archdiocese of Detroit has tentatively agreed to share 
one-half of the settlement amount or $4,000. Based 
upon the foregoing consideration it is the recommen- 
dation of this office that this matter be redeemed for 
the amount of $4,000.

Dear Mr. Eyde: 


Thank you very much for your letter regarding the 
re-opening of South Washington Avenue to through 
traffic and the re-establishment of metered parking. | 
also appreciate receiving the signatures of many 
downtown merchants in support of this proposed 
change. 


As you know there has been discussion for many 
years about parking/traffic on South Washington. In 
our recent discussion I did not mean to leave you with 
an impression that there are no ‘‘strong opinions’’ 
regarding various South Washington options. In fact, 
I have heard a number of very strong opinions on this 
subject—several of them in direct opposition to what 
is proposed in your letter. 


What I have not heard, rather, is a strong consensus 
supporting any specific proposed changes. 


The signatures you sent me may represent the begin- 
ning of such a consensus. Whether or not this is so, it 
is necessary that we work closely together to insure 
that all interested persons and groups are involved. 


I is also important that we consider carefully all 
ramifications of any proposed changes. If we pursue a 
re-opening and re-metering of the mall we must con- 
sider the following: 
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Expense: Staff has made a very preliminary estimate 
the it would cost approximately $30,000 to $40,000 to 
make the Washington Avenue changes that you sug- 
gest. Your letter does not indicate who might be ex- 
pected to absorb this expense. Any City money would 
obviously have to be taken from other worthwhile 
projects. Funds taken from the Parking System to 
support this change might have a negative impact on 
our ability to create additional downtown parking 
spaces. 


Loss of spaces: Opening the mall to through traffic 
would likely result in the loss of no parking spaces in- 
itially. However, this would be implemented on an ex- 
perimental basis. Should the proposed changes result 
in an increase in traffic accidents, it is estimated that 
there would be a loss of 10-15 parking spaces and a 
cost of $10,000 to $20,000 to re-landscape the mall to 
accommodate this loss esthetically. This is because the 
street is not wide enough to accommodate both 
through traffic and straight-in parking. 


Meters: We currently have attended parking in the 
mall. This means that shoppers and others pay only 
for the time they actually use. There is no penalty 
(parking ticket) for parkers who shop longer than 
planned. In addition, our attended rates are structured 
to encourage short-term parkers (shoppers). 


If we turn the mall over to meters, the City—and 
merchants—will receive many complaints from people 
who receive parking tickets. 


In addition, some people will ‘‘feed meters’’ for ex- 
tended time periods. The effect of ‘‘meter feeding’’ 
will be to further reduce the number of available 
short-term spaces in the mall area. 


Weare, of course, working to further alleviate pro- 
blems that people have with our meters in all parts of 
the downtown. But, candidly, there are no perfect 
solutions to ‘‘meter problems.’”’ And, unfortunately, 
either attendants or meters are necessary to insure 
parking regulation and turnover. 


Pedestrians; The South Washington mall was 
created —in part, at least—to encourage pedestrian 
shoppers. It has done that, I believe. Currently, it is 
very convenient for people to walk in the mall area. 


Two way through traffic would make pedestrian 
travel much more difficult that it is now. People 
would only be able to cross Washington Avenue at 
corner crosswalks. 


Traffic: If we open the mall through to Michigan 
Avenue, we will create a new set of downtown traffic 
patterns. We may create special difficulties at the in- 
tersection of Washington and Michigan. 


We have made many positive changes in our 
downtown parking system over the past two years. We 
have created many new spaces and are in the process 
of creating more. We have also done much to make 
parking more conveient for shoppers. 


My administration is committed to doing everything 
possible to further improve our downtown. If we are 
to be successful—particularly in the long run—any im- 
provements must come through a process of discus- 
sion, accommodation, and consensus. 


I have sent a copy of your letter to City Council for 
discussion and review. At this time I have made a 
recommendation regarding your proposed changes. I 
have also taken the liberty of sending a copy of the 
Chamber of Commerce. I believe one or more 
Chamber committees may be interested in examining 
your proposal. Finally, I have sent a copy of the Mail 
Advisory Board for review and recommendation. 
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In closing, let me again express my appreciation for 
your interest in a stronger downtown.

The governing body shall make and 
preserve a record of the public hearing, including all 
data presented thereat. 


2. The City Clerk is hereby directed to publish, post, 
and mail notice of such hearing, such notice to the 
substantially in the form attached hereto, in accor- 
dance with Section 17 of the Act.

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1. Six of the businesses appearing on the study 
listing were not at any time delinquent. They required 
assessment adjustments and paid the July tax for 
which they were liable, prior to deadline, with the 
balance awaiting legal removal by the December 


Board of Review. Those firms are identified by the. 


asterisks appearing in front of their names. 


2. The July 1983 Personal Taxes of all the businesses 
appearing on the listing had been paid prior to the 
December Ist mailing of the December tax statements. 


3. Only three of the businesses appearing on the 
listing have unpaid December 1983 Personal Taxes. 
They are Friedland Iron & Metal, Thompson Skate 
and Tony’s Sandwiches. Thompson Skate is a bank- 
— for which this office has filed a claim with the 

ourt. 


4. With reference to the ‘‘noteworthy facts’’, the 
following correction should be noted. The July 1983 
Tax Roll listed 2,690 businesses of which 173, with a 
dollar delinquency of $99,049.80, appeared as delin- 
quent and unpaid at closing, instead of 14 as reported. 
Those 173 were transferred to and appear on the 
December Tax Roll although most of them had actual- 
ly been collected prior to December Ist.

Parking System 


Dear Council President and Members: 


The City has received two proposals by private 
developers to develop additional parking spaces for 
the Municipal Parking System. These proposals have 
been reviewed and analyzed by various City depart- 
ments and interviews have been held with each 
developer. 


Attached is a report which analyzes some of the 
detail of each proposal and compares private develop- 
ment to public development. The report indicates that 
costs are essentially equal for private or public 
development of the North Grand Expansion. The 
report also indicates that if overall project costs and 
interest rates remain favorable the Municipal Parking 
System could support the development of the Jupiter 
Project in addition to the North Grand Expansion. 


The recommendation is that the City begin 
preliminary design of the North Grand Expansion 
without private involvement while the developer 
(R&R/F&S) begins design of the Jupiter Project. Dur- 
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ing the design phase the City would begin negotiating 
an agreement for development (financing and con- 
struction) of the two projects by the private sector. If 
negotiations are successful, then over 1050 parking 
spaces would be constructed for the benefit of existing 
and proposed downtown development.

The question has never been procedure, but, con- 
flict of interest. 


I am, therefore, formally requesting the city’s 
Board of Ethics to thoroughly review the conflict of 
interest in this matter. 


The question is... Did Mr. Blair involve himself 
and did he actively engage in recommending policy 
and influence others to decide upon a policy tht 
favorably effected property which Mr. Blair eventual- 
ly acquired through purchase? 


[ would appreciate the Board of Ethics to be aware 
that in early June 1983, Mr. Blair attended a Planning 
Board ineeting in City Hall and spoke to the members 
of the Planning Board to develop a cul-de-sac plan for 
Museum Drive. 


Also, in June 1983 as a member of Public Properties 
and Safety Committee he made the motion to establish 
the cul-de-sac for Museum Drive. 


Following the committee’s vote, Mr. Blair voted 
with other members of council to accept and approve 
the cul-de-sac plan June 1983. 


Other items for the Board of Ethics consideration 
are that Mr. Blair’s attorney, who brought the ease- 
ment request to the Public Properties and Safety 
Committee, was also the Chairman of the Waterfront 
Board Committee. . . a board that ruled favorably 
upon the cul-de-sac plan.

On February 22, 1984, Ms. Anita Rohloff filed a 
claim with the City for $46.32 for damages to her vehi- 
cle’s tire as a result of striking a pothole. The claimant 
alleges that on Friday, February 3, 1984, she was west- 
bound on Saginaw just west of Pine Street when her 
automobile struck a pothole damaging its tire beyond 
Tepair. She states the pothole was full of water and 
therefore not visible. 


Mr. Howard McCaffery, Public Service Director, 
has informed this office that the Public Service 
Department had no prior knowledge of the existence 
of the pothole. The first knowledge the Public Service 
Department had of a pothole on W. Saginaw near 
Pine was on February 10, 1984. The pothole was 
repaired with a temporary cold patch on the same day 
it was reported to Public Service. The pothole was also 
scheduled for permanent skin patching as soon as 
weather allows permanent repairs to be made. 


Pursuant to MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3.996(109), a 
municipality is immune from tort liability for damages 
caused by defective highways unless the municipality 
knew of the existence of the defect and had a reason- 
able time to repair that defect before the injury took 
place. 


Applying the aforementioned statutory provision to 
the fact presented in this claim, it is evident that the 
City of Lansing had no prior notice of any defect 
existing in the eastbound lane of W. Saginaw at or 
near Pine Street at the time and date of the incident 
stated above. 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
that the claim be denied on the basis of governmental 
immunity.

Dear President Lindemann and 
City Council Members: 


In accordance with Article IV, Chapter 3, Section 
4-304.7 of the Lansing City Charter, this office re- 
quests your authorization to settle the above cap- 
tioned matter for the sum of $1,410. 


Mr. Holtrop was hired by the Parks Department as 
a laborer in the Summer of 1980. Prior to his first day 
at work, Dr. Silva, the City’s physician, took an X-ray 
which revealed Mr. Holtrop had a transitional lumbo- 
sacral vertebra. As a result, Mr. Silva classified Mr. 
Holtrop as a ‘‘B’’ employee. Notwithstanding this 
classification, Mr. Holtrop was hired by the Parks 
Department and worked as a laborer during the Sum- 
mer of 1980. Mr. Holtrop subsequently applied for a 
similar job in 1981 but was denied employement 
because his transitional lumbosacral vertebra was felt 
to increase his chance of injury on the job. 


As a result, Mr. Holtrop filed a claim with the 
Department of Civil Rights alleging that the City’s 
failure to hire him in 1981 violated the Handicapper’s 
Civil Rights law. In effect, Mr. Holtrop argues that his 
transitional lumbosacral vertebra does not prevent 
him from performing the duties as a laborer and thus 
the City’s denial of employment on this basis was im- 
proper. 


Essentially, the legal question involved in this case is 
whether an employer may properly deny employment 
because of an applicant’s increased susceptibility to in- 
jury when the increase results from a particular 
physical characteristic? The law on this matter in- 
dicates that an employer may deny employment only 
when the physical characteristic creates a significant 
likelihood of serious injury to the applicant and/or to 
his or her co-workers. In this case, Dr. Silva advised 
this office that there is only a 15-25% likelihood of in- 
jury to Mr. Holtrop as a result of this transitional lum- 
bosacral vertebra. 


Additionally, the most severe injury which could 
result to him, based strictly on this extra vertebra, is 
strained ligaments and muscle spasms. Moreover, in 
Mr. Holtrop’s case, there does not appear to have 
been a significant likelihood of farm to others as a 
result of his disability. Therefore, it appears to this of- 
fice that it may be in the City’s best interests to settle 
this matter. 


Because of the nature of the City’s case, this office 
has contacted the Assistant Attorney General who is 
responsible for Mr. Holtrop’s claim and has tentative- 
ly negotiated a settlement in this matter in the amount 
of $1,410. This represents the difference in pay be- 
tween what Mr. Holtrop earned during the Summer of 
1981 and what he could have earned had he worked 
for the City of Lansing. 


Because of the foregoing, it is the recommendation 
of this office that this matter be settled in the amount 
of $1,410. This settlement agreement will also include 
a statement by the City to reaffirm its policy of equal 
opportunity and a non-admissions clause.

I do not concur with the Planning Board recom- 
mendation at this time. Rather, I recommend that: 


~The City renew the lease with Central for a time 
period not to exceed the expected life of the current 
billboard structure (estimated at twenty years). This 
would allow this business to recoup its substantial in- 
vestment in the structure. 


—The City work with Central to beautify the base 
of the structure. Central has indicated its desire to 
place appropriate seating and/or a map of the park at 
the base. This would do much to soften any negative 
impact of the structure. Central would donate this im- 
provement to the City. 


As you know, I strongly support the expansion and 
beautification of the Riverfront Park Trail. I certainly 
would not suggest that we allow any new billboards 
there or elsewhere on City parkland. 


However, I also support local economic develop- 
ment and business expansion. And I believe this is a 
unique situation. Central constructed this site while 
the land was privately owned. It might be seen by 
some as unfair if the City were to require its removal 
now. Such removal would, obviously be quite expen- 
sive for Central. 


1 personally have examined the billboad in question 
and the area around it. Obviously any billboard might 
be aesthetically displeasing to some park users. 
However, this billboard is constructed to be seen by 
persons driving over the Kalamazoo Street bridge. I do 
not believe it distracts significantly from the new 
Riverwalk section. 


I will be pleased to discuss this issue with you at 
your convenience.

City Council President Patrick Lindemann and 
Lansing City Councilmembers 


Dear President Lindemann and Councilmembers: 


The 125th birthday of the incorporation of Lansing 
comes at a time of economic optimism—but an opti- 
mism that is tempered with a degree of uncertainty. 


We are optimistic because our local economy is ex- 
panding and diversifying. Our people are finding 
employment in old and new industries in unprece- 
dented numbers. 


At the same- time, however, we are uncertain— 
because City revenues are not increasing significantly 
and because many of our citizens are still without 
meaningful work. 


Let’s begin this evening with a brief overview of 
some of the positive signs in Lansing and in City 
government. These include: 


—expansion and growth in our automobile industry 
oo at Oldsmobile, Fisher Body, and Motor 
Wheel; 


—a number of initiatives to improve the safety and 
liveability of our City neighborhoods; 


—cooperative efforts to improve the quality of 
Lansing’s roads and streets; 


—new economic diversification—for example, the 
Molecular Biology Institute, the Meijers Warehouse 
project, the Federal Super Flight Service Center at 
Capital City Airport, and several downtown projects; 


—new housing for seniors and other citizens in the 
downtown and elsewhere; 


—efficiencies in a variety of City services and pro- 
grams; 


—promotion of Lansing as a tourist, visitor, and 
arts-cultural center; and 


—a strong spirit of concern for people in need of 
food, shelter, and other basic necessities. 


Above all, we have seen a new spirit of teamwork in 
our region—a much-needed spirit that has included 
leaders in government, labor, business, education, 
religion, neighborhoods, and civic groups. 


Economic problems. However, we also face con- 
tinued problems. These are brought on by the recent 
national recession and by fundamental changes in 
some midwest industries. 
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Unfortunately, our state continues to have high un- 
employment—despite a strong national recovery. 


Let me mention two important problems: 


——First, we still have many persons in Lansing who 
need food, energy, clothing, and shelter assistance. 


—Second, our City revenues are not improving sig- 
nificantly. Over the past four years our revenues have 
not kept up with inflation—to say nothing of the 
needs of our citizens. 


REDUCING GOVERNMENTAL COSTS 


Over the past two years we have made a strong ef- 
fort to control the size and cost of City government. 


We have together made some tough decisions—to 
reduce the number of employees and to combine and 
streamline certain function. These decisions have 
brought criticism from some quarters. 


However, | remain committed to continuing to 
reduce the size of the City’s workforce. Further, I re- 
main committed to continuing to seek out consolida- 
tions and efficiencies wherever appropriate. 


The budget that I present to you this evening con- 
tinues the effort to reduce the size of our workforce. I 
am proposing a net reduction of fourteeen positions. 
Specifically, twenty positions are eliminated and size 
have been added. I intend that most—hopefully all 
—of these reductions will be accomplished by attri- 
tion. 


I will continue this effort next year as part of the 
85-86 budget. In fact, I will establish very soon a staff- 
ing level target for each department, to be attained 
prior to the beginning of next year’s budget planning 
process. Each department head will know up front 
that if he or she is not able to reach that target for his 
or her department by the time I study that departmen- 
tal budget, in February of 1985, then I shall find a way 
to reach the target in my proposed budget for 1985-86. 


We have deferred important work, cut mainten- 
ance, and otherwise done everything possible to lower 
expenses. The next area that must be addressed—if we 
are to contain the cost of government—is the cost of 
our workforce. Given the environment in which we 
operate, this means that we must continue to cut posi- 
tions. 


I mention this to you this evening so that you will be 
aware of my intentions. The only alternative to reduc- 
ing our costs would be to raise—and to raise substan- 
tially—our property tax rate. 


THE BUDGET PROCESS 


Let me now turn to a brief discussion of the City’s 
budget process. In 1978, as you know, the people of 
Lansing created a new Charter. It states that “‘the 
Mayor shall be responsible for the development and 
preparation of the budget.’’ It also states that the 
budget ‘‘shall be reviewed by Council as a Committee 
of the Whole.”’ Finally, according to Charter, Council 
must adopt a budget by the third Monday in May, 
subject to item veto by the Mayor. 


The new Charter unmistakenly obligates me, as 
Mayor, to provide strong leadership in the prepara- 
tion, presentation and administration of our budget. 
When I was elected, I accepted this role—as I know 
that you accepted the role designated for members of 
Council—in a spirit of humility and dedication. | have 
responded to this mandate and challenge by address- 
ing the hard questions of both our short-term re- 
quirements and our long-term goals. 
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Given the enormous challenges before us | especial- 
ly want to continue a cooperative Mayor-Council rela- 
tionship. You will recall that we have met on several 
occasions to discuss City priorities and concerns. 
Hopefully those concerns are addressed in the budget I 
present to you this evening. 


THE BUDGET 


I wish to begin my presentation of the 1984-85 
budget by emphasizing four key aspects of it: 


—First, in keeping with State law, the Lansing 
Charter, and sound fiscal management practice, the 
budget as proposed is a balanced one. The City of 
Lansing will not spend more than it has in actual 
revenues along with available savings form prior years. 


—Second, in keeping with a campaign pledge I 
made to the people of Lansing in 1981, I again recom- 
mend that the City property tax rate not be increased 
and be maintained at its current level of 10.92 mills. 
This includes 10.25 mills for City operations and .67 
mills for debt retirement. 


—Third, my proposed budget provides for police 
and fire protection to be adequately maintained, as 
well as refuse pick-up, street improvements, snow 
removal and other critical public services. 


—Fourth, I am proposing that funds be restored in 
the City’s Legal Reserve and Stabilization Fund accor- 
ding to existing policy. This action will further our 
good standing in the financial community and protect 
our ability to bond for projects. 


Let me now turn to a brief discussion of my actual 
proposed budget for 1984-85. 


Expenditures 


I am proposing a General Fund and Revenue Shar- 
ing budget of $53,578,000. This represents an increase 
of 4.4% from this year’s budget of nearly 
$51,033,000. 


Within this budget, 1 propose $52,723,000 for 
operations; $242,000 for capital improvements; and 
$700,000 for the contingency and emergency funds. 


Obviously, I cannot discuss all of the specifics of the 
proposed expenditures with you tonight. But some 
highlights include: 


—$30,000 for playground equipment to maintain 
our neighborhood parks. 


—$21,000 to hire a coordinator for handicapper 
recreational programs. I have consulted with various 
groups concerned with programs for handicappers. I 
is apparent that a proposal for a one or two year pro- 
gram, which would have a sunset provision if not fully 
supported by the groups themselves, is needed to give 
time to establish a meaningful program in this area. 


—$50,000 has also been included for improvement: 
to City buildings and facilities to make them more ac. 
cessible to the handicapped. 


—$147,000 for Museum Drive to continue plans t 
develop this area in conjunction with our long rang: 
plans for the downtown area. 


—Over $100,000 to fund Phase II of our Preventiv 
Maintenance Program in order to continue our effort 
to being City buildings up to reasonable and pruder 
maintenance schedules. | am able to do this in pai 
because of a proposal by the Parks Director to Admir 
istrative Services involving some changes in assigne: 
responsibilities which enable us to use our overall staf 
resources more efficiently. 
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—$213,000 for the Wastewater Division to acquire 
and operate equipment for the sewer television and 
group repair program. This program will augment pre- 
sent sewer maintenance and allow potential and future 
sewer line failures to be located by television cameras 
and addressed more quickly. 


—Also, I have proposed $40,000 to study our 
telephone system, including 9-1-1 and those at the 
planned exhibition hall. This will insure that we make 
cost-effective choices in selection of a telephone 
system now that the AT&T divestiture has occurred. 
Since our current contract expires in early 1986, we 
need to make our evaluation and plans now. 


—The budget continues the shift in the focus of our 
hard-working Human Resources Department. Money 
in this budget is again more selectively targeted to 
fund basic needs—particularly food, shelter, clothing, 
energy, and medical care. This is especially critical 
when the perception of recovery causes private contri- 
butions to dwindle while actual needs may continue to 
increase, 


Also I have included a proposal, at Council request, 
to fund the emergency needs ‘program on a counter- 
cyclical basis. This will insure that we have funds 
available in future recessions for food, clothing, and 
shelter needs. I hope that you can support this pro- 
poral and that we can begin this year to build that 

und. 


—As mentioned, I have proposed $600,000 for a 
contingency fund. Of this amount, I have proposed 
that $200,000 be available to the Council to address 
concerns of yours. 


I know from my own experience, that Council 
members are very close to the concerns of our people. 
You can often identify important needs. This fund will 
allow you to fill needs without increasing the amount 
of my total proposed expenditures. 


Revenues 


As I discussed, we are in a period of continued 
uncertainty. The current national and state economic 
outlook is positive for the short term. However, the 
long-range outlook is less clear. While we have reason 
to hope for continued recovery, we need to be pre- 
pared and to have contingency plans for addressing 
any significant downturns in the economy. 


Keeping in mind the mixed signals of the economy, 
let me provide you with some revenue estimates which 
will tell you how we expect to obtain $53,578,000 to 
fund my proposed 1984-85 budget. 


—First, I estimate that we will receive approximate- 
ly $12,650,000 in property tax revenues. This will 
represent a slight 1.2% increase from this year’s 
$12,490,000. The majority of this small increase comes 
from new construction at our Oldsmobile and Fisher 
Body Plants. 


As you know, property assessments have stabilized. 
Nearly 75% of Lansing’s assessments were unchanged 
this year and another 14% were reduced in assess- 
ment. We had an overall growth in property tax 
revenues of only 1%. 


—Second, I estimate $16,145,000 in City income tax 
revenues. This will be a 4.1% increase from the FY 84 
collection of an estimated $15,500,000, Of course, this 
increase assumes a continued strength in the local 
economy. I have already taken into account the ex- 
pected impact of the GM changeover in this estimate. 


Additional revenue estimates include $8,300,000 
in State shared funds (up 8.1%), $2,800,000 from the 
Federal government (no increase), and $10,816,000 
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from all other sources (up only 1.7%) including fees 
for certain City services. The remainder will come 
from existing fund reserves turned back in the current 
year. 


A Contingency Budget 


Up to last year, the City had prepared one budget. 
Then, if revenues were less than estimated, we had 
great difficulty in making adjustments. 


As was the case last year, I have again proposed an 
integrated alternate, or backup, budget. I present this 
budget approach because of the need to plan—and 
plan early—for the possibility of later State cutbacks 
or income tax drops. 


My proposed contingency includes ‘‘triggers.’’ 
These will release expenditures for certain items only 
as revenues for them are received or assured. This 
allows planning to proceed on the highest priority 
items while both downturns and increased resource 
availability are allowed for the overall budgetary plan. 
The contingency plan will provide clear direction to 
City staff. It will make for a more reasoned approach 
given our uncertain economic climate and shows my 
priorities if any changes are warranted in either direc- 
tion. 


Council policy requested that I propose an alternate 
also to allow a millage rollback if assessed valuation 
grew. Since, according to the City Assessor, virtually 
the entire 1.2% property tax revenue increase is at- 
tributable to new construction, rollback alternate is 
needed. I did, however, want to be sure that my con- 
sideration was given to this particularly sensitive. 


CONCLUSION 


By way of conclusion I wish to emphasize again that 
we are facing a budget crisis of great difficulty. 


My recommended budget is designed to confront 
this crisis as openly and fairly as possible. It asks each 
city employee to share in economic sacrifice and to 
work hard and efficiently—so that we may continue to 
provide adequate levels of service to the people of 
Lansing. 


Finally, I repeat that it is most important that we set 
aside all distrusts and all political considerations. The 
adoption of a balanced, fair budget will require that 
we all continue to work together in a spirit of coopera- 
tion and respect. 


Let’s make Lansing’s 125th year our best ever.

The Planning Board, at its meeting of March 20, 
1984, reviewed the communication to Mayor McKane 
from Central Advertising Company dated March 16, 
1984 and signed by Mr. Ronald Haas. The Planning 
Board does not agree with the allegations made by 
Mrs. Haas and firmly believes that he had ample op- 
portunity at the staff level and the Board level to pre- 
sent any relevant information on the issue. During the 
review of the request for lease renewal for the sign at 
418 East Kalamazoo Street, the Planning Board’s pro- 
cedures were followed in a fair and equitable manner 
When the Property Mangement Section of the Admin 
istrative Services Department requests the Plannin; 
Staff and Board to review an issue, the matter i: 
handled on the technical merits of the case. In the casc 
of the Central Advertising lease request, the staff, 
Committee and Board believed the information pro- 
vided to be complete and adequate to formulate a 
Board position. 
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In response to Mr. Haas’ allegations of not having 
the opportunity to adequately address the Board, the 
Board views his attitude as one of ‘‘sour grapes.” Mr. 
Haas was afforded the opportunity to provide addi- 
tional information and offer any comments regarding 
the sign lease issue during the public hearing comment 
section of the Board meeting. He chose not to present 
any information to the Board and the minutes of the 
meeting reflect that clearly. Whenever the Board has 
doubts to a feeling of inadequate information about 
an issue, they have always sought answers or clarifica- 
tions from petitioners or experts attending the 
meeting. In this case the majority of Board members 
were clearly satisfied with the research and informa- 
tion provided in arriving at the recommendation to 
deny the lease renewal. 


Due to circumstances surrounding the City’s acqui- 
sition of the lease, the duration of the lease prior to the 
City’s acquisition and the objectives for developing 
Riverfront Park, the Board believes the sign incom- 
patible with park use. It should be further pointed out 
that this issue was dealt with by the Parks Board and 
Waterfront Board prior to consideration by the Plann- 
ing Board. In both case each Board reached the same 
result and made recommendations to deny renewing 
the lease. 


It is also important to note that there were two 
previous actions where billboards were removed from 
City park land. In 1977 the billboard originally located 
in Dietrich Park was ordered removed following City 
Council action to not renew the lease. The billboard 
located at Saginaw Street and the Grand River was 
removed by City Council action in 1977 prior to lease 
fenewal because it conflicted with park use. The 
citizens of Lansing have made a huge financial invest- 
ment in developing the Riverfront Park system. The 
Planning Board encourages the City Council not to 
bend to special interest group pressure, but rather to 
continue improving this tremendous community area 
and deny the sign lease renewal request. 


In conclusion the Board has taken a longstanding 
position to not promote placing signs on City proper- 
ty, particularly developed park land. In following this 
policy, the Planning Board firmly believes that, in 
direct opposition to Mr. Haas, there was sufficient in- 
formation available for taking the action recommend- 
ed to the Mayor and City Council for denial of the 
lease renewal. The board suggests that Mr, Haas’ 
allegations as to ‘disgraceful treatment’’ is unfound- 
ed, clearly misrepresented and self-serving. The Plan- 
ning Board has always taken great price in working 
with neighborhoods, community groups and 
businesses in solving Lansing’s problems.

RE: City v $19,499.99 


Dear President Lindemann and City Council 
Members: 


On March 9, 1984, this office filed an action for 
forfeiture of $19,499.99 in U.S. currency and miscel- 
laneous items of jewelry and foreign currency seized 
by the -Metro Squad incident to the execution of a 
search warrant in Clinton County, on September 7, 
1983. The matter is scheduled for a show cause hear- 
ing on April 25, 1984 in Ingham County Circuit Court. 


The attorney representing the five parties in interest 
has offered to settle the matter by agreeing to allow 
the City to forfeit the sum of $15,495.00 in U.S. cur- 
rency found in a safe on the premises if the City agrees 
to relinquish the various items of jewelry and the cur- 
rency seized which was contained in collectors albums 
($4,004.99). 
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Even though the City has the initial advantage of a 
statutory presumption of association with controlled 
substances by proximity, if the parties in interest are 
able to persuade the court through the testimony of 
family members and friends and various evidence, 
which appears likely here, that the jewelry and money 
collection were acquired over the years in a manner 
unrelated to drugs, and belong to family members 
other than the individual charged with a violation of 
the Controlled Substance Act, MCLA 333. 721,. et. 
seq., it is very possible that the court would rule in 
favor of the contesting parties with regard to those 
items. 


The City has no basis in fact on which to establish 
that the jewelry was connected with the controlled 
substances found on the premises and can anticipate 
some difficulty in overcoming a rebuttal. Further, ex- 
amination of the contested portion of the currency 
seized ($4,004.99) reveals that it appears to be a collec- 
tion of rare currency contained in display albums, in- 
cluding silver certificates. The City has.no basis in fact 
in which to establish that this collection was connected 
with the controlled substances found on the premises 
and anticipates some difficulty overcoming a rebuttal. 


Settling the matter as proposed appears to be fair 
and in the City’s best interest in that the proposal rep- 
resents the likely result of a court hearing and saves 
the City the expense involved in litigation. 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
that this matter be settled as set forth above.

The recommended reorganization of supervision of 
the 911 Center would provide efficiency of operation 
by insuring uniformity of supervision, increase 
longevity of supervision, create career paths for 
civilian technicians, reduce turnover of civilian techni- 
cians and eliminate the continual training of new 
supervision each year. 


The recommended reorganization should also 
demonstrate an operational savings for the City of 
Lansing and Ingham County. The estimated yearly 
savings totals $36,000. 


Therefore it is the unanimous recommendation of 
the 911 Executive Board that civilian supervision 
replace sworn supervision in the 911 Center with a 
target date of July 1, 1984.

Some of their significant accomplishments for 1983 
include maintaining a Neighborhood Watch program, 
which has grown to 125 active groups, involving 
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12,190 households and an estimated_32,547 residents. 
This represents 24.9 percent of the City’s population. 


To service their Neighborhood Watch groups, they 
maintain daily crime analysis with reports going on 
two telephone message machines, which are accessed 
by Watch coordinators. 


Quarterly meetings are held with Neighborhood 
Watch coordinators to keep them familiar with the 
criminal justice system. The Unit also keeps in fre- 
quent contact with its Neighborhood Watch members 
through the distribution of a quarterly newsletter. 


The Unit has recently become involved in presenting 
educational crime prevention programs in schools by 
using puppets. They are also involved in a Child Iden- 
tification Fingerprinting program with the Lansing 
School District, which has been turned over to the 
PTA Council for further development. 


The crime prevention efforts of the Community Ser- 
vice Unit have been on-going since 1973, and many of 
their innovative concepts have been copied by other 

“agencies both locally and on a national scale. 


These are a few examples of the fine quality of work 
demonstrated by our Police Department. I am indeed 
proud of their accomplishments and extend to them 
by sincere gratitude.

On May 10, 1982, Butterfield Officé* Partners, 
owners of a vacant theater and arcade building filed a 
petition with the Michigan Tax Tribunal alleging that 
the assessed value placed upon the subject property 
was greater than 50% of the subject property’s true 
cash value and thus was illegally assessed. Subsequent- 
ly, the petition was amended to include tax year 1983.

The Public Service Department’s records and re- 
search indicates that the pothole was located in a state 
trunkline, E. Grand River Avenue. State statute, 
MCLA 250.61 states that the City is immune from any 
liability for damages or injuries occurring in a state 
trunkline. Rather, legal liability, if any, should be 
determined by the State Highway Commission.

SUBJECT: Productivity Review of Building Division 


An important function of municipal government is 
that of protecting the physical condition of the city 
itself. When both the commercial property and resi- 
dential properties of a municipality are kept in good 
order, their economic worth is maintained and in turn 
provide taxes that contribute to the city’s good health. 


One of the methods proven to be effective in main- 
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maintaining the physical assets of governmental units is 
that of the prevention of deterioration. This is accomp- 
lished through the enforcement of general parameters 
which mandate, throughout the community, what 
might be called a basic “standard of living.” These 
parameters for the City of Lansing are delineated in the 
“Lansing Uniform Housing Code” as well as the 
ordinances adopted concerning the “zoning” of pro- 
perties within the city. 


The responsibilities of enforcing Lansing’s Housing 
Code falls within the duties of the Building Division of 
the Planning and Municipal Development Department, 
over the years it has been the goal of the division to halt 
the “creeping deterioration” and general decline of 
structures unavoidable during the aging process of all 
cities and towns. Such decline is especially evident 
where there is a downturn in the economic situation of 
the geographical area. 


Over the past years the Building Division has worked 
diligently to upgrade as well as maintain the physical 
inventory of both the residential and commercial 
structures throughout the City. In the opinion of 
Internal Audit and the Director of the Building Division, 
there has been an overall improvement in the general 
condition of the “structure inventory” as a whole. A 
drive of city streets shows a majority of streets, 
neighborhoods and commercial sections free of viola- 
tions. 


On the other hand, as the Building Director confirms, 
there is evidence of “pockets of resistance” as well as 
specific individual resistance to the Building Depart- 
ment’s efforts to initiate the improvements called for to 
bring specific properties within the standards of the 
City Code. 


There are many factors hindering the efforts of the 
Building Division in its goal of a code violation-free 
city. Not the least of these factors is the economics of 
the individuals involved. Many violators would 
conform, if the means to conform were immediately 
available to them. 


On the other hand, there are those who delay 
conforming until they have exhausted the maximum 
time for conformance under the law. 


Finally, there are those who do not wish to conform 
and express the attitude of “make me, if you can catch 
me.” 


The purpose of the following review is to analyze 
some of the cases where progress has been slow, and to 
isolate the problems involved. With these problems in 
mind, an effort is made to suggest solutions that would 
remove these barriers from the path of Building and 
Housing officials, and allow them to do their job more 
effectively.

On February 7, 1984 Ms. Suarez-Miller submitted a 
claim for damages occurring to her vehicle as a result of 
striking a pothole in the 600 block of W. Saginaw 
Street, near Pine. The claimant states that the damage 
occurred as she was traveling eastbound on W. Saginaw 
on February 3, 1984, Ms. Suarez-Miller states that her 
vehicle sustained damage to the tire and rim in the 
amount of $85.16. West Saginaw Street is a state 
trunkline. MCLA 250.61; MSA 9.901 states in part: 


“On and after January 1, 1960, the cost of 
constructing improving, and maintaining trunk- 
line highways shal] be met entirely by the state, 
and the counties, townships, and incorporated 
cities, and villages shall thereafter be relieved of 
the expenses and legal liabilities in connection 
therewith...”. (emphasis added) 


The City of Lansing has contracted with the State of 
Michigan to maintain West Saginaw Street in the 600 
block. 


In Robinson v Emmett Co. Rd. Comm, 72 Mich App 
623 (1976), the Court determined that pursuant to the 
above references statute, the State Transportation 
Department retains jurisdiction and control over all 
state trunklines to other governmental units. Therefore, 
any possible negligent acts of governmental unit 
maintaining the state trunklines would not render that 
governmental unit liable. The City of Lansing has no 
authority to decide the validity of claims arising from 
possible negligent maintenance of state trunklines and 
all claims based on such should be filed with the State 
Transportation Commission which has the authority to 
decide the validity of these claims. 


Therefore, based upon the facts presented in this matter 
and the above mentioned references case law and 
statutory provisions, it is the recommendation of this 
office that this claim in the amount of $85.16 be denied.

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Included with the Mayor’s recommended budget for 
fiscal year 1984-85 was my letter dated March 26, 1984 
providing an overview of the financial plan. I wish to 
update the report to reflect my analysis of revenue and 
expenditure information now available through March 
31, 1984. Schedule ITI of the financial planning schedules 
forecast a fund balance available for commitment at 
June 30, 1984 of $997,212 (after providing for funds 
designated to the 1984-85 recommended budget). My 
evaluation of the financial plan, at this date, indicates 
an estimated deficit of expenditures over revenues of 
($600,000) reflecting continued favorable revenue and 
expenditure trends from moderate inflation and 
conservative expenditure patterns by City Departments. 
I am also revising my estimate of fund balance available 
for commitment at June 30, 1984 to $1,547,212 withina 
1% variation of gross budget or a range of $1,047,212 
to $2,047,212. The upper limits of this range ($2,047,212) 
would require that we experience an actual break-even 
year this year with revenues and expenditures at 
approximately the same level. 


My next report will be submitted the middle of May 
to include an updated analysis of property tax and City 
income tax revenues for this fiscal year. The final 
evaluation of fund balance, prior to completion of the 
audited financial statements, is expected to be available 
the middle of August, 1984.

On April 13, 1984 a clerical employee of the City 
Attorney’s Office filed a written notice with the Person- 
ne] Department regarding her medical condition. Based 
upon a review of the matter by the Director of Safety of 
the City Personnel Department it appears there exists a 
potential for a Workers Compensation claim. The 
State Bar of Michigan Ethical Rules prohibit lawyers 
from giving legal advice and handling legal matters in 
which they may potentially be witnesses. Therefore 
outside legal counsel will be needed in this matter. 


The 1978 City Charter, Section 4-304.6 requires that 
City Council approval be obtained for any outside legal 
counsel. 


After review by this office of local attorneys special- 
izing in the area of Workers Compensation, it is the 
recommendation of this office that tlie firm of Anderson, 
Green, Vincent and Ingram be hired by the City to 
handle this matter. The law firm is a local firm that has 
been extablished a number of years and specializes in 
the area of Workers Compensation. The firm has 
agreed, subject to City Council approval to represent 
the City in this matter for a fee of $50.00 per hour and 
reimbursement in the amount of .25 per mile for 
mileage fees, In addition, as is usually the case, the firm 
will seek reimbursement for any actual costs ie., filing 
fees which may be needed to handle this matter.

ORDINANCE NO. 673 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, 
MICHIGAN, PROVIDING THAT CHAPTER 4 OF 
THE CODE OF ORDINANCES OF LANSING, 
MICHIGAN, BE AMENDED BY REVISING SEC- 
TION 4-10 FOR THE PURPOSE OF PERMITTING 
THE SALE AND CONSUMPTION OF ALCOHOL 
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WITHIN THE DOWNTOWN MALL AND ENVI- 
RONS. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 4 of the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amended by 
revising Section 4-10 to read as follows: 


Sec. 4-10. Consumption in public places; prohibitions 
and exceptions. 


(a) It shall be unlawful for any person to sell, 
consume or possess in an open container alcoholic 
beverages in the public streets, parks or the Turner- 
Dodge Mansion, except as provided in this section. 


(b) Beer or wine may be sold for consumption in the 
Riverfront Park if a special license for such sale is 
obtained from the Michigan Liquor Control Commis- 
sion and if the city council approves the license 
application prior to the issuance of the license. Approval 
by the city council shall be obtained only if the license is 
to be utilized in conjunction with a city-approved 
cultural, ethnic or community activity open to the 
public and if the requisites set forth in subsections (F), 
(G), AND (H) of this section are met. 


(c) Beer or wine may be sold for consumption at 
Municipal Baseball Field or Ranney Softball Field if a 
special license for such sale is obtained from the 
Michigan Liquor Control Commission and if the city 
council approves the license application prior to the 
issuance of the license. Approval by city council shall 
be obtained only if the license is to be used in 
conjunction with city-approved district, state, regional 
or national adult athletic tournaments, and if the 
requisites set forth in subsections (F), (G), AND (H), of 
this section are met. 


(d) Beer or wine may be sold for consumption within 
the Turner-Dodge Mansion or may be consumed 
within the Turner-Dodge Mansion, provided, that all 
permits as required by the parks department have been 
obtained, a special license, if applicable, has been 
obtained from the Michigan Liquor Control Commis- 
sion and if the requisites set forth in subsections (F), 
(G), AND (H) are met. Rental fees for the Turner- 
Dodge Mansion shall be set by city council resolution. 
Use of the Turner-Dodge Mansion in conjunction with 
the sale of beer or wine for consumption shall not be 
necessarily limited to public or city council-approved 
events, but may also include private events. 


(e) BEER OR WINE MAY BE SOLD FOR 
CONSUMPTION WITHIN THE STREETS, 
ALLEYS, SIDEWALKS AND PUBLIC PLACES 
WITHIN THE BOUNDARIES OF THE DOWN- 
TOWN MALL AND ENVIRONS AS DEFINED IN 
SECTION 24A-1 OR THIS CODE PROVIDED THE 
FOLLOWING CONDITIONS ARE SATISFIED: 


(1) THE REQUEST HAS BEEN APPROVED 
BY THE MAYOR AFTER THE MAYOR HAS 
RECEIVED RECOMMENDATIONS FROM THE 
MALL ADVISORY BOARD AND ANY OTHER 
CITY DEPARTMENT THE MAYOR MAY DESIRE. 

(2) THE INDIVIDUAL, GROUP OR ORGANI- 
ZATION MAKING THE APPLICATION OBTAINS 
A SPECIAL LICENSE FOR SUCH SALE AND 
CONSUMPTION FROM THE MICHIGAN 
LIQUOR CONTROL COMMISSION. 


(3) THE INDIVIDUAL, GROUP OR ORGANI- 
ZATION HAS COMPLIED WITH SUBSECTIONS 
(F), (G), (H) AND (1) OF THIS SECTION. 


(4) ANY OTHER CONDITIONS WHICH THE 
MAYOR MAY REQUIRE, 


(F) The city clerk shall provide a form on which the 
applicant shall provide the following information: 


MAY 7, 1984 


Name and address of the applicant; name of the 
organization, if applicable; type of event; date of 
application; date and time of event planned; purpose of 
the event; estimated number of persons attending; the 
name of the insurance company, if applicable, from 
which the necessary public liability policy will be or has 
been obtained; proof that the proper rental fee has been 
paid, if applicable; and the security measures which the 
applicant proposes to utilize. 


Upon the applicant’s payment of the ten dollar 
($10.00) application fee, the city clerk shall forward the 
completed application form to the city police and the 
city parks department for their review. 


(G) Whenever a special license for the sale or beer or 
wine for consumption in Riverfront Park, Municipal 
Baseball Field, Ranney Softball Field or within the 
Turner-Dodge Mansion is required, the applicant shall 
file with the city clerk proof of a public liability and 
property damage insurance policy insuring such appli- 
cant and naming the City of Lansing as an additional 
insured against any liability imposed on such applicant 
and/or the City of Lansing arising out of the sale of 
beer or wine. Such policy shall provide for no less than 
the payment of up to five hundred thousand dollars 
($500,000.00) in the event of injury to, or death of, one 
person; and for no less than payment of up to five 
hundred thousand dollars ($500,000.00) in the event of 
injury to, or death of, more than one person; and for the 
payment of no less than one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000.00) for property damage. Such policy shall 
have a provision to the effect that the insurance 
company shall notify the city clerk at least ten (10) days 
prior to the expiration of such policy. 


(H) The applicant shall be soley responsible for 
providing adequate security, in the form of adequate 
personnel and fencing, as determined by the city parks 
department. Approval by the city parks department of 
the applicant's plan for security shall be obtained prior 
to any application being’ approved or any event being 
scheduled. 


(I) It shall be unlawful for any person or authorized 
agent to sell beer or wine for consumption in Riverfront 
Park, Municipal Baseball Field or Ranney Softball 
Field, in any container other than paper or plastic. It 
shall be unlawful for any person or authorized agent to 
sell or dispense beer or wine for consumption within the 
Turner-Dodge Mansion, in any container other than 
paper or plastic, unless prior written permission has 
been received from the city parks department. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances 
inconsistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) 
days from its passage unless given immediate effect by 
the City Council.

On May 12, 1983, the Petitioner, Hall Springtree 
Associates, filed a petitionwith the Michigan Tax 
Tribunal alleging that the apartment complex located 
at the corner of Dunckel Road and E. Jolly Road was 
assessed at a value greater than 50% of its true cash 
value and should not be assessed at a value greater than 
$3,473,820. the apartment complex was assessed at a 
total value of $4,178,300 for 1983. This office filed an 
Answer to the petition stating that the assessment 
placed upon the subject property was lawful and was 
equal to or less than 50% of its true cash value. 


Pursuant to Michigan Tax Tribunal Rules, a counsel 
conference was held in the City Assessor’s Office. Both 
parties were represented at the counsel conference and 
substantial information was exchanged between the 
parties. 


Based upon the information which was exchanged a 
tentative settlement was reached. The tentative settle- 
ment proposes that the assessed value of the subject 
property be reduced to $3,941,200. This value is still 
substantially in excess of the value the Petitioner 
alleged the property should be assessed at and is 
supportable by the high rent vacancy in the year 1982. 


Based upon the recommendation of the City Assessor, 
the uncertainty of outcome if this matter should 
proceed to trial and the facts presented in this situation, 
it is the recommendation of this office that the tentative 
settlement as set forth above be approved.

Mr. Ovalle bagan employment with the Public 
Service Department in March, 1980, and terminated 
his employment in July, 1980. He petitioned for 
workers compensation benefits for an injury to his 
shoulder allegedly resulting form lifting a refuse bag 
while standing on a moving truck. Following acontested 
hearing on August 26, 1982, the Administrative Law 
Judge awarded him benefits from July 16, 1980, into 
the indefinite future. The City appealed the decision, 
however, that appeal had not been heard at the time the 
City filed a petition to terminate the benefits so ordered 
based on a June, 1983, medical opinion of no residual 
injury. 

Two physicians and a chiropractor were deposed 
regarding the petition to terminate. The City’s physician 
found Mr. Ovaile capable of returning to like employ- 
ment as of June, 1983. Mr. Ovalle’s physician recom- 
mended he not return to work due to the suspected 
presence of microscopic scar tissue from the injury of 
June 4, 1980; his theory being that the scar tissue would 
cause disabling pain and be likely to tear or reinjure 
under the stress of work. The chiropractor found 
indications of severe trauma, recommended that he not 
return to work, that he begin chiropractic treatment 
and also prescribed a water bed. 


The City’s present liability in this case is as follows: 


Accrued liability $17,028.80 plus past medical 
treatment 
Future liability $ 8,028.80/year 
Plus al] future medical treatment 


(The City paid no benefits until ordered, and there- 


after paid only 70% of the wage benefit ordered as 
allowed where an appeal is filed.) 


MAY 14, 1984 


In addition to the liability for wage loss and past and 
future medical as described above, the City faces the 
liability of rehabilitation expense should Mr. Ovalle 
desire. 


Because of the unlikelihood of prevailing on the 
appeal and the possibility of not prevailing of the 
present petition in this case, the City negotiated a 
tentative settlement with Mr. Ovalle in the amount of 
$20,000.00. This amount is in settlement of all of Mr. 
Ovalle’s rights under the Workers Disability Compen- 
sation Act including all wage loss, rehabilitation and 
medical benefits. 


Because of the foregoing, it is the recommendation of 
this office that this matter be redeemed in the amount 
of $20,000.00.

Pursuant to Section 3-402.4 of the City Charter, the 
Internal Auditor submits this analysis of the financial 
position of the City. 


We find no substantial departures from generally 
accepted accounting principles in the financial state- 
ments for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1983. We 
indicate a preference for an alternative presentation for 
the City’s Enterprise Funds other than the presentation 
opted by the Controller. This constitutes an on-going 
reaffirmation of our position on this matter of 5 years 
duration. 


We recommend that a legal opinion be obtained to 
advise as to the proper financial treatment regarding 
certain service payment transactions in the Retirement 
Systems. This is a pre-requisite to an audit deter- 
mination pertaining to compliance of ordinance 
requirements. 


Internal Audit states its position on the application 
to the City’s financials of the new N.C.G.A. “Reporting 
Entity” accounting principle pronouncement. We con- 
cur with the Controller’s option of presentation under 
that pronouncement. Further, we issue a warning 
opinion that the expansion of the scope of the reporting 
entity by incorporating extraneous financials would be 
detrimental to the City for the reasons given in the 
analysis. 


The exception audit method was employed for this 
analysis, which infers that all aspects of the financial 
statements not specifically treated in the report are 
presumed to be acceptable to the Internal Auditor. 


We respectfully submit this analysis of the financial 
position of the City as required by the City Charter.

No 338 of the Michigan 
Public Acts of 1974, as amended (the “Act”), of a public 
hearing which was held on May 7, 1984, relative to (i) 
the 100 Block Hotel Project (the “Project”) of the 
Economic Development Corporation of the City of 
Lansing (the “Issuer”), (ii) the proposal that the Issuer 
issue and sell approximately $10,000,000 limited obli- 
gation revenue bonds (the “Bonds”) to finance the 
Project and (iii) the proposal that the project be 
developed and owned by Lansing Hotel Association 
Limited partnership (the “Developer”); and

oriehtation, national origin, political orientation, 
handicap or use of adaptive devices or aids is a civil 
right by this Ordinance which is enacted under the 
police powers of the City, State Statute or the 1968 Fair 
Housing Law (Title VIII and 1X) of the Civil Rights 
Act of 1968; 42 USC 3601 ET SEQ; 42 USC 3631 as 
amended by the Housing and Community Development 
Act of 1974 and other applicable laws. 


Sec. 17C-2. DEFINITIONS. 


As used in this ordinance, unless a different meaning 
appears clearly from the context, the following terms 
shall have the meanings prescribed in this section. 


(A) Discriminate or discrimination includes making 
a decision, orffering to make a decision, refraining 
from making a decision or to make any differetnce in the 
treatment of individuals or groups or of the friends or 
associates of such individual or group in the sale, 
exchange, lease, assignment, trahsfer, sublease, rental, 
financing or insuring of housing units or real estate or 
housing accomodations based in whole or in part on 
the race, color, religion, sexual orientation, ancestry, 
sex, age, national origin, political orientation, marital 
status, handicap or use of adaptive devices or aids. 


(B) Owner includes the lessee, lessor, sublessee, sub- 
lessor, assignee, assignor, managing agent or other 
person having the right of ownership, possession or the 
right to sell, rent, tranfer, or lease any housing 
accomodation or any interest of part thereof. 


(C) Financial institution means any person regularly 
ehgaged in the business of lending money or guaran- 
teeing loans on real property or any interest therein. 


{D) Person incliides an association, partnership, or 
corporation as well 4s any natural person. The term 
when applied to partnerships or associations or 
corporations includes their officers and thembers. 


(E) Real Estate Broker of Salesperson means a 
person, whether licensed or not, who, for or with the 
expectation of receiving a consideration, lists, sells, 
purchases, exchanges, rehts ot léases real property or 
an interest therein; who negotiates or attempts to 
negotiate any of those activities; who holds themself 
out as engaging in those activities; who negotiates or 
attettipts to negotiate a loan seciited of to be Secuted by 
a mortgage or other encumbrdaices upon real property 
or an interest therein; who is ehgaged in the business of 
listing real property or an interest therein in publi- 
cation; or a person employed by or actirig on behalf of a 
real estate broker of salesperson. 


(F) Immediate family means a spouse, parent, child 
or sibling. 


(G) Real property includes a structure, building, 
mobile home, real estate, land, mobile home park, 
leasehold or an interest in a real estate cooperative or a 
condominum. 


(H) Real Estate Transaction means the sale, ex- 
change, rental, lease, transfer, assignment, sublease of 
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real property or a interest therein concerning housing 
accomodations. 


(I) Housing accomodation includes improved or 
unimproved real property, or a part thereof, whichis to 
be used or occupied, or is intended arranged, or 
designed to be used or occupied as the home or 
residence of one of more persons. 


(J) Sexual orientation means having a orientation 
for heterosexuality, homosexuality, or bisexuality, or 
having a history of such an orientation or being identified 
with such an orientation. 


Sec. 17C-3. DISCRIMINATION PROHIBITED. 


Subject to Section 17C-4, no person engaging in a 
real estate transaction concerning housing accomoda- 
tions or a real estate broker or salesperson shall, based 
in whole or in part, on the religion, race, color, sex, age, 
marital Status, ancestry, sexual orientation, national 
origin, political orientation, handicap or rene use of 
adaptive devices or aids: 


(A) Refuse to engage in real estate transaction with a 
person. 


' (B) Refuse to receive from a person or transmit to a 
person a bona fide offer to engage in a real estate 
transaction. 


(C) Refuse to negotiate for a real estate transaction 
with a person. 


(D) Represent to a person that real property or an 
interest therein is not available for inspection, sale, 
rental or lease when in fact it is so available, or 
knowlingly fail to bring a property listing to a person’s 
attentions, or refuse to permit a person to inspect real 
property. 


(E) Print, circulate, post, mail, or otherwise cause to 
be published a statement, advertisement, notice, or 
sign, or use a form of application for a real estate 
transaction, or make a record of inquiry in connection 
with a prospective real estate transaction, which in- 
dicates directly or indirectly, an intent to make a 
preference, limitation, specification, or discrimination 
with respect thereto. 


(F) Offer, solicit, accept, use or retain a listing of real 
property or an interest therein with the understanding 
that a person may be discriminated against in real 
estate transaction or in the furnishing of facilities or 
services in connection therewith. 


(G) Discriminate against a person in the terms, 
conditions, or privileges of a real estate transaction or 
in the furnishing of facilities or services in connection 
therewith. 


(H) Deny a person access to or membership or 
participation in multiple listing services, real estate 
brokers organizations, or other real estate services. 


Sec. 17C-4. EXEMPTIONS. 
(A) The provisions of this ordinance shall not: 


(1) Apply to the rental of aroom or rooms to three 
(3) or less persons in a single dwelling or two family 
unit, the remainder of which dwelling is occupied by (a) 
the owner or member of his/her immediate family, or 
(b) a lessee of the entire dwelling unit or member of 
his/her immediate family. 


(2) Subject to subsection (B) (2), require an owner 
to offer property or an interest in property to the public 
at large before selling or renting it. 


(3) Subject to subsection (B) (2), prohibit owners 
from giving preference to prospective tenants or buyers 
for any reason other than religion, race, color, sex, age, 
national origin, ancestry, sexual orientation, political 
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orientation, marital status, handicap or use of adaptive 
devices or aids. 


(4) Prohibit a religious organization or institution 
from restricting any of its facilities of housing or 
accomodation which are operated as a direct part of 
religious activities to persons of the denominations 
involved. 


_(5) Prohibit an educational institution from 
limiting the use of its facilities to those affitiated with 
said institution, 


(6) Prohibit obtaining information relative to the 
marital status of an individual when it is necessary for 
the preparation of a deed or other instrument of 
conveyance. 


(B) Nothing contained in this ordinance shall be: 


(1) Interpreted as repealing the existing powers of 
the Human Relations Board to work through concil- 
iation and education to eliminate such discrimination 
in the sale and rental of real property or on other 
transactions related to the subject matter of this 
ordinance. 


(2) Construed to prohibit any affirmative action 
plans and programs instituted by any level of govern- 
ment or private person or group. 


(C) With respect to the age provision only, this 
ordinance does not apply to the sale, rental or lease of 
housing accomodations meeting the requirements of 
federal, state, or local housing programs for senior 
citizens or accomodation otherwide intended, adver- 
tised, designed or operated, for the purpose of providing 
housing accomodations to persons fifty years or older. 


(D) With respect to the Handicapper Provision 
only, nothing contained in this ordinance shall require 
an owner to accomodate a handicapper for purposes of 
housing when the owner can demonstrate that the 
accomodation would impose an undue hardship. 


Sec. 17C-5. FINANCIAL INSTITUTION OR IN- 
SURANCE INSTITUTION, DISCRI- 
MINATION, EXEMPTION. 


(1) Subject to Section 17C-4, a person to whom 
application is made for financial assistance or financing 
in connection with a real estate transaction or in 
connection with the insuring, construction, rehabilita- 
tion, repair, maintenance, or improvement of real 
property, or an interest therein which is or will be utilized 
for housing accomodations, or a representative of that 
person shall not: 


(A) Discriminate against the applicant because of 
religion, race, color, national origin, age, sex, marital 
status, ancestry, sexual orientation, political orientation, 
handicap or use of adaptive devices or aid. 


(B) Use a form of application for insurance or 
financial assistance or financing or make or keep a 
record or inquiry in connection with an application for 
financial assistance or financing which indicates, directly 
or indirectly, a preference, limitation, specification or 
discrimination as to the religion, race, color, sexual 
orientation, national origin, age, sex, marital status, 
ancestry, political orientation, handicap or use of 
adaptive devices or aids. 


(2) Subsection (1) (B) shall not apply to a form of 
application for financial assistance prescribed for the 
use of a lender regulated as a mortgagee under the 
National Housing Act, as amended, being 12 U.S.C. 
Sections 1701 ro 1750G (SUPP. 1973) or by a regulatory 
board or officer acting under the statutory authority of 
this state or the United States. 


Sec. 17C-+4. ENFORCEMENT. 
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(A) Allcomplaints of housingdiscrimination received 
by city departments shall be forwarded to the Human 
Relations Department for review and investigation. 
Complaints shall be in writing or, if oral, shall be 
reduced to writing and shall contain such information 
and be in such form as the Human Relations Depart- 
ment requires, The Human Relations Department shall: 


(1) Receive, investigate, make recommendations, 
initiate and attempt to conciliate any complaints of 
housing discrimination because of religion, race, color, 
sex, age, marital status, ancestry, sexual orientation, 
national origin, political orientation, handicap or use 
of adaptive devices or aids. 


(2) Ensure no excessive burdens are placed on 
complaints which might discourage filing of complaints 
regarding haouing discrimination. 


(3) Commence and complete complaint processing 
in a timely manner. 


(4) Promulgate and publish rules and guidelines 
for the processing, investigation and resolution of 
complaints. 


(B) No person shall coerce, threaten or retaliate 
against any individual or organization for making a 
complaint or assisting in an investigation regarding a 
violation or alleged violation of this article nor require, 
request, conspier with, assist, or coerce another person 
or persons to retaliate against any individual or 
organization for making a complaint or assisting in any 
investigation pursuant to this article. 


(C) No person shail comspire with, assist, coerce or 
request another person to discriminate in any manner 
prohibited by thie article. 


(D) No person hall provide false or substantially 
misleading information to any authorized person 
investigating a complaint regarding a violation of this 
article, or sign a complaint for violation of this article 
based upon false or substantially misleading informa- 
tion. 


Sec. 17C-7, REPRESENTATION OF CHANGE IN 
COMPOSITION, VALUE, BEHAVIOR 
OR QUALITY OF SCHOOLS TO 
INDUCE REAL ESTATE TRANSAC— 
TION FOR FINANCIAL BENEFIT. 


A person shall not represent, for the purpose of 
promoting or inducing a real estatetransaction from 
which the person may benefit financially that a change 
has occurred or will or may occur in the composition of 
a block, neighborhood, or area with respect to religion, 
race, color, national origin, age, sex, marital status, 
ancestry, sexual orientation, political orientation, 
handicap or the use of adaptive devices or aids of the 
owners or occupants in the block, neighborhood, or 
area in which the real property is located or represent 
that ths change will or may result in the lowering of 
property values, an increase in criminal or antisocial 
behvior of the area, or a decline in the quality of schools 
or other public facilities in the block, neighborhood, or 
area in which the real property is located, 


Sec. 17C-8. PENALTY; CRIMINAL AND/OR 
CIVIL ENFORCEMENT. 


(A) Every person convicted of a violation of this 
ordinace may be punished by a fine not to exceed five 
hundred dollars ($500.00) and/or by imprisonment of 
not more than ninety (90) days in the discretion of the 
court. 


(B) Nothing in this ordinance shall be construed as 
to limit the rights of access by an individual to remedies 
before the civil rights commission of this state or before 
the courts of this state on an individual basis, or to 
prohibit the cooperation between the City of Lansing 
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and the Civil Rights Commission of this state. 
Sec. 17C-9, CONFLICT. 


Nothing contained in this ordinance shall be deemed 
to supersede, compete, or conflict with any of the 
provisions of the laws of this state or this nation 
relating to discrimination because of race, color, 
religion, national origin, age, sex, marital status, sexual 
orientation, ancestry, political orientation, handicap or 
the use of adaptive devices or aids. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances 
inconsistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 


repealed. 


Seciton 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) 
days from its passage unless given immediate effect by 
the City Council.

I refer to that part that concerns sexual 
orientation. I, too, have reservations about this portion 
of the ordinance. It-is possible that one of its effects 
might be to encourage, and to give sanction to, a lifestyle 
that many believe should not be considered a viable 
alternative life style. 


It is for this reason that I veto the revised ordinance 
(Lansing City Ordinance No. 675). This action will, of 
course, enable the full Council to reconsider it if it so 
desires. In fact, I have re-introduced for your considera~ 
tion the revised ordinance which you approved, minus 
the reference to sexual orientation. You will find this 
under my letters. 


I also veto the Council's ordinance (Lansing City 
Ordinance No. 674) which repeals the old ordinance. 
By vetoing that repeal decision, I have caused the Fair 
Housing Ordinance which has been in effect to remain 
in effect. 


I again thank members of the Council, the Human 
Relations Board, and the many other persons who have 
worked to improve Lansing’s Fair Housing Ordinance. 
This veto is not meant to thwart or to lessen that effort; 
in fact, I fully support the additions of other protected 
groups, especially handicappers. I intend this to be one 
more step in a continuing effort to serve all our citizens 
with a fair, workable ordinance.

RE; Request of 54-A District Court Judges - Retirement 
& Health Benefits 


In September 1983, we received a request from the 
judges of the 54-A District Court to 1) be included in 
the City of Lansing Retirement program and, 2) receive 
health and dental insurance benefits upon retirement in 
the same manner as the City of Lansing retirees. (Copy 
of letter attached.) I have reviewed this matter, giving 
consideration to the current total salary and benefit 
structure of the District Court Judges. Based on meetings 
with Judge Collette, representing the District Court, I 
am prepared to recommend to you what I consider a 
reasonable and equitable course of action. 


First, I do not recommend that the District Court 
Judges participate in the City of Lansing Retirement 
System. Their retirement program is provided through 
the State of Michigan with provisions to convert a 
portion of the City’s supplemental pay to their credit in 
the State Retirement System. 


However, I do recommend that the City continue to 
provide health and dental insurance coverage for a 
District Court Judge upon retirement in the same 
manner as retired City employees. This benefit is 
subject to the following conditions: |) that the District 
Court Judge must qualify by meeting the same minimum 
age and service requirements for retirement as does a 
member of the General Employees’ Retirement System 
(currently age 58 with 8 years service credit); 2) service 
would include only the period of time served as a 54-A 
District Court Judge and not prior service as a regular 
City employee; 3) should the State make health insurance 
available to District Court Judges upon retirement, 
whether on a partial contributory basis by the employee 
or totally paid by the State, then all District Court 
Judges so eligible must transfer to the State system. 


Executive Assistant, Ronald U. DeMaagd, and the 
Finance Director, James Dowsett, have done the 
research on this matter. They are prepared to meet with 
you to provide additional information. Attached is a 
suggested resolution which can be used to implement 
my recommendations.

(2) The rate to be billed for use of the system for all 
Landel customers shall be the same as that used within 
the city. 


The rates stated herein shall be effective on July 1, 
1984 except as otherwise provided.

Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of City Council: 


On July 13, 1979, the City of Lansing entered into a 
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written contract with Adamo Wrecking Company for 
the purpose of demolition and site clearance of the 
Diamond Reo site. Essentially, the contract consisted 
of two phases: 1) ademolition and site clearance phase 
and 2) grading and hydro-seeding phase of the site. 
The total contract price bid by Adamo Wrecking 
Company and accepted by the City was $958,166. 
Pursuant to the contract, Adamo Wrecking Company 
commenced work on July 16, 1979. Adamo Wrecking 
Company eventually completed the demolition and site 
clearance phase of the contract on June 20, 1980. 
However, as of June 20, 1980 the hydro-seeding and 
grading phase of the contract had yet to be completed 
oreven started. Prior to hydro-seeding the site, the City 
determined that current soil on the site was not 
acceptable topsoil as defined in the contract specifica- 
tions. As a result, the City required Adamo Wrecking 
Company to obtain soil samples from an off-site source 
that would be acceptable to the City as topsoil. Adamo 
refused and alleged that the current soil at the site was 
adequate topsoil under the terms of the contract 
specifications. The City obtained the services of a soil 
expert to analyze the Diamoned Reo site’s soil condi- 
tions and the expert by written report concluded that 
the current soil conditions at the Diamond Reo site did 
not constitute “topsoil” as defined in the industry. 
Adamo Wrecking Company was notified that they 
were still expected to complete the hydro-seeding after 
the addition of three inches of topsoil which was 
acceptable to the City by October 10, 1980; otherwise 
the contract would be terminated and the City would 
complete the contract itself. In the meantime, the City 
had received numerous complaints from the surround- 
ing residential neighborhoods because of the dust 
problem. Adamo Wrecking Company proceeded to 
hydro-seed the site prior to October 10, 1080 but 
without obtaining the prior approval of the City and 
without placing acceptable topsoil on the site which 
was satisfactory to the City. In January, 1981 the City 
terminated the contract and in the Spring of 1980 the 
City proceeded to let bids containing the identical 
specifications as contained in the contract with Adamo 
for hydro-seeding and topsoil placement. The City was 
able to complete the hydro-seeding and the grading of 
the site along with the additional three inches of topsoil 
satisfactory to the City. 


Subsequently, Adamo Wrecking Company filed a 
lawsuit against the City on May 5, 1982 alleging that 
the City’s termination and completion of the contract 
was unlawful and that Adamo Wrecking Company was 
therefore entitled the sum of $213,956 which is the 
difference between what the City had paid Adamo 
Wrecking Company to date, $744,210 and the amount 
of the contract, $958,166. 


On May 18, 1984 the case went before a Mediation 
Panel pursuant to Michigan Court Rule 316. After 
reviewing the briefs filed by the Plaintiff and the City 
and listening to oral arguments on behalf of both the 
Plaintiff in this matter and the City, the Mediation 
Panel recommended that the City was only obligated to 
pay Adamo Wrecking Company the sum of $100,956 
soley out of the Federal grant funds for the completion 
of the demolition and site clearance phase work 
performed by Adamo Wrecking Company. In addition, 
the Mediation Panel recommended that the City’s 
termination of the contract was lawful and that Adamo 
Wrecking Company was notentitled to any payment of 
money for the grading and hydro-seeding phase of the 
contract. Therefore, the Mediation Panel agreed that 
the City’s deductions from the total price of the 
contract in the sum of $113,000 for Adamo Wrecking 
Company’s failure to complete the contract was lawful 
and should be disallowed. Further, Adamo Wrecking 
ata was not entitled to any interest or attorney 

ees. 


Pursuant to the Michigan General Court Rule, 316, 
the decision regarding the City’s acceptance or rejection 
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of the Mediation Panel’s determination can not be 
revealed until twenty (20) days from the date of 
decision of the Mediation Panel. 


Therefore, this Department respectfully requests 
that City Council authorize this Department to accept 
the Mediation Panel’s decision so that a subsequent 
decision may be made by this Department as to 
whether to accept or reject the Mediation Panel's 
decision under the terms and conditins of Michigan 
General Court Rule 316.

In 1976, the City of Lansing through a Community 
Development Block Program of the U.S. Department 
of Housing and Urban Development, decided to 
implement a preservation and restoration program for 
historic structures located within the North Lansing 
area. The program was formally entitled the North 
Lansing Facade Restoration Program and aconsulting 
architect was hired by the City to draw up plans for 
repair of the facade of buildings in the North Lansing 
area that the City decided should be restored and 
preserved. Eventually, approximately 28 buildings were 
involved in the program including a building located at 
403 E. Grand River owned by Wayne and May Haney. 


The Haneys entered into a written contract with the 
City giving written consent to the plans and specifica- 
tions for the work to be done to the facade of their 
building. Prior to the commencement of the work, the 
Haneys indicated displeasure regarding certain aspects 
of the program and contemplated withdrawal from the 
program. : 


After meeting with the Haneys, the Haneys decided 
to continue in the program by allowing work to 
commence on their building. Subsequently, Haneys 
complained about the quality of work being performed 
by the City contractor and eventually, the contract was 
terminated with the Haneys. 


The Haneys filed a lawsuit against the City in 1979 
alleging fraud on the part of City officials and negligent 
performance of the contract. Haneys claim, if proved, 
would total approximately $90,000. Our office filed an 
Answer to the Complaint denying the Haneys allegation 
and numerous depositions of witnesses took place. 


Pursuant to Michigan Court Rule 316 the case was 
referred to a Mediation Panel and on May 23, 1984 
after oral argument and written briefs, the Mediation 
Panel determined that the City should pay the Haneysa 
total of $1,000 including all costs and interest for work 
not completed under the contract. In addition, the 
Mediation Panel determined that there was no fraud on 
the part of the City. 
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Pursuant to Michigan General Court Rule 316, the 
decision regarding the City’s acceptance or rejection of 
the Mediation Panel’s determination can not be revealed 
until twenty (20) days from the date of decision of the 
Mediation Panel.

RE: City of Lansing v General Pictures, Inc. et al 
Ingham County Circuit Court File No. 84-51836-CC 


Dear President Lindemann 
and Members of City Council: 


On March 19, 1984, this office pursuant to a City 
Council resolution commenced condemnation pro- 
ceedings in Ingham County Circuit Court against 
General Pictures, Inc. and its various owners. This 
action was based upon the City’s efforts to construct a 
roadway connecting Pennsylvania Avenue, Lansing 
General Hospital's parking lot and Alpha Street. Prior 
to commencement of the condemnation proceedings, 
the City had determined the design and location of the 
proposed roadway and acquired all properties situated 
within the path of the proposed roadway except the 
property owned by General Pictures, Inc. The owners 
of the property filed an Answer to the City’s Petition 
alleging that necessity did not exist for the acquisition 
of the property and requesting the Court to set a 
hearing date on necessity. 


The Court tentatively set a hearing date in this matter 
on May 29, 1984 for the purpose of determining the 
necessity of acquiring the particular property owned by 
General Pictures, Inc. The date of the hearing, May 29, 
1984, was adjourned by the District Judge to as of yet 
an unidentified later date. 


Prior to the date of the hearing, tentative discussions 
took place between the owners of the property with 
representatives of the City including members of the 
Public Service Department and the Law Department 
concerning a possible settlement of this matter. Based 
upon those discussions a tentative settlement of the 
litigation was reached. The owners of the property have 
indicated that for the total sum of $236,500 they would 
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convey the property to the City by warranty deed and 
would be able to turn over possession of the property to 
the City on or brfore July 15, 1984, The sum of $236,500 
would include not only the purchase price of the property 
but also any costs and expenses which the owners would 
be entitled to under the Michigan Uniform Condem- 
nation Act. In addition, the property owners have 
indicated that they would be willing to relocate the 
fixtures located on the property without seeking any 
compensation from the City for the cost of relocation. 


Mr. McCaffery, Public Service Director, has indicated 
to this Department that a possession date of July 15, 
1984 would not delay the project. In addition, Lansing 
General Hospital has indicated that it would contribute 
approximately a total sum of $51,177 toward the 
difference between the settlement price of the property 
and the price that the City had the property appraised 
at and had allocated for its purchase. 


Based upon the recommendation of the Public Service 
Director, the uncertainty of outcome if this matter 
would proceed to litigation and with the substantial 
time delay which would occur if this matter proceeded 
to litigation and the substantial costs the City would 
incur if this matter proceeded to litigation under the 
Uniform Condemnation Quick Take Act, it is the 
recommendation of this Department that the tentative 
settlement as proposed above be approved by the City 
Council.

RE: Claim of Judy Cook in the amount of $75.00 


Dear President Lindemann 
and Members of City Council: 


On March 6, 1984, Ms. Judy Cook filed a claim in the 
amount of $75.00 for a hole punched in the floorboard 
of her automobile. She alleges that on February 3, 
1984, while driving on Walton Drive either a manhole 
cover or a chunck of pavement hit her car from 
underneath. She states that she reported the accident to 
the Public Service Department on Tuesday, February 
T, 1984. She did not indicate an approximate location 
on Walton Drive where this incident happened. 


A review of the departmental records by the Public 
Service Department indicates that the only street 
complaint on Walton Street that the Public Service 
Department received was Monday, February 6, 1984. 
This complaint was for arough road condition on Walton 
Drive and LeGrand Drive. The Public Service crews 
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responded immediately, found a pothole and repaired it. 
The Public Service Department received no other calls 
concerning Walton Drive. It should be noted that 
Walton runs between Cavanaugh and LeGrand and is 
about % mile long. 


The statutory requirement for finding a municipality 
liable for damages from defective roadways is found in 
MCLA 691.1403 MSA 3.996(103): 


“No government agency is liable for injuries or 
damages caused by defective highways unless 
the government agency knew, or in the exercise 
of reasonable diligence, should have known, of 
the existence of the defect and had a reasonable 
time to repair the defect before the injury took 
place.” 


Applying the aforementioned statutory provision to 
the facts of this claim, the City of Lansing appears to 
have had no prior notice of any defect with regard to 
hazardous road conditions on Walton between Cava- 
naugh and LeGrand on the date in question. 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
that this claim be denied on the basis of governmental 
immunity.

RE: Claim of Roger C. Bebee in the amount of $926.53 


President Lindemann 
and Members of City Council: 


Mr. Bebee has submitted a claim for reimbursement 
of costs incurred to provide sewer usage to a site 
purchased by Mr. Bebee from Leighton L. Leighty who 
purchased this site from the City of Lansing. The 
property in question was owned by the City of Lansing 
Parks Department as a result of a gift to that Depart- 
ment. The City placed the question of sale of the property 
before the electors and it was approved for sale. 
Following that approval the City had the site appraised 
by Paul Creevy, City Assessor. He estimated the 
current value of that property to be $8,700.00 with 
consideration for the fact that additional expense 
would be incurred by the purchaser to extend sewer 
services. That appraised value was contained in an 
opinion by Mr. Creevy dated September 30, 1982. 
Subsequent to that appraisal, the Property Management 
Department entered into a listing agreement with Kabe 
Realty to sell the property in question. The broker for 
Kabe Realty was Roger Bebee, the claimant in this 
matter. 


As the broker for Kabe realty, Mr. Bebee was 
working as an agent for the City. Investigation with the 
Public Service Department reveals that Mr. Bebee had 
personal knowledge of the fact that sewer installation 
fees had never been assessed to that site because it had 
been owned by the City. 


In October of 1982 Mr. Bebee negotiated a buy/sell 
agreement wherein Leighton Leighty offered to purchase 
the property from the City for $8,700.00 on land 
contract. Subsequent to that buy/sell agreement an 
addendum to the buy/sell agreement was drafted by 
Mr. Bebee and contained a provision that the anticipated 
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sale would be subject to the conditions that 1) the City 
provide water and sewer usage for the entire site 
without extraordinary cost to the purchaser; 2) lot is 
buildable under normal building conditions; and 3) the 
purchaser to apply and receive a lot split from the City; 
4) sale to close after November 30, 1982. 


On December 10, 1982 R.W. Steadman and Associates 
surveyed the site for Mr. Bebee. One December 20, 1982 
one day prior to closing of the buy/sell agreement, Mr. 
Bebee petitioned the City for application for a lot split 
of the site. The purchase was completed on December 
21, 1982 when a land contract was executed between 
the City of Lansing and Leighton Leighty. The following 
day, December 22, 1982, Mr. Leighty assigned his 
interest in the land contract to Mr. Bebee. At the time 
of the closing on December 21, 1982 Mr. Bebee 
received a commission of $870.00 from the City of 
Lansing for acting as its broker in the matter. Mr. 
Bebee did not disclose his intention to purchase the 
property from Mr. Leighty at that time or at any time 
prior. 


Following assignment of the land contract to Mr. 
Bebee, the City executed the deed for the property to 
Mr. Bebee pursuant to the terms of the land contract 
agreement. It should be noted at this point that it was 
Mr. Bebee as broker for the City who drafted the 
language of the buy/sell agreement, the addendum to 
the buy/sell agreement, and the land contract. 


The land contract provides: 


“15. It is specifically understood between both 
Seller and Purchaser that Seller shall provide 
public water and sewer for entire site without 
any extra cost to Purchaser.” 


Under normal rules of contract construction, the 
interpretation of this clause will fall on the meaning and 
intent of the parties. Investigation with the Property 
Management Department reveals that it was their 
intent and understanding that “water and sewer usage” 
referred to providing the installation necessary to 
make water and sewer mains accessible to the subject 
property. At no time did Mr. Bebee apprise the Property 
Management Department of the fact that the property 
had never been assessed for sewer installation. Under 
normal contract law, with parties who negotiate an 
agreement at arms length, the fact that a mistake as to 
fact was made will not change or affect the admitted 
understanding of the terms or the intent of the parties. 


Since it was the intent and understanding of the 
Property Management Department that sewer mains 
be made accessible to the subject property the first 
benefit charge for sewer service to the property should 
be absorbed by the City. However, since Mr. Bebee 
only paid one charge of $926.53 in lieu of an assessment, 
that amount could be considered the charge for the 
second service when the lot was split. 


Since Mr. Bebee was acting as an agent of the City as 
its broker with the attendant fiduciary obligations to 
the City and since he has knowledge of the fact that the 
property had never been assessed for sewer service, he 
should not be allowed to be enriched by the mistake 
made by the Property Management Department. At 
the very least, Mr. Bebee should be required to pay for 
the second equivalent benefit charge created when he 
split the lot. It is the opinion of this office that Mr. 
bebee’s claim should be denied.

This letter is to communicate to you the progress and 
current status of the Lansing Housing Commission's 
Scattered Site Project MI33-PO-58-015. 


Since City Council’s execution of the Annual Contri- 
bution Contract Amendment last October, the total 
number of units to be built has dropped by one, from 80 
to 79, because of a reduction in the number of duplexes. 
Also, at the direction of City Council, the Lansing 
Housing Commission re-evalutated the sites which 
were deemed unacceptable for basements and increased 
the number of units with basements from 46 to 69. 
These changes have altered the loan authority for this 
project from $4,837,424 to $5,214,400. 


On April 2, 1984, the Lansing Housing Commission 
advertised and invited bids for the construction of the 
project. Sixteen general contractors received bidding 
packets, and of these, five submitted bids. 


Bids were opened on May 4, 1984, with Geert D. 
Mulder and Sons, Inc., submitting the low bid, followed 
by Foster Schemerhorn and Barnes. At this time, the 
Architects, HUD and the Housing Commission are in 
the process of qualifying the bids. The construction 
contract will be officially awarded on June 4, 1984, ata 
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Special Meeting of the Lansing Housing Commission. 


Your office will be informed as the the awarded 
contractor, as well as the date and time of the special 
ground-breaking ceremony. 


I would like to express my appreciation for the 
assistance that the City Council, the Mayor, the 
Planning and Municipal Development Department 
and the Human Relations Department have provided 
throughout the development of this project.

(a) For subsequent repairs, extensions, enlarge- 
ments and improvements té the System or for 
the purpose of refunding part of any Bonds then 
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outstanding and paying costs of issuing such 
Additional Bonds including deposits which may 
be required to be made to the Bond Reserve 
Account. Bonds for such purposes shall not be 
issued pursuant to this subparagraph (a) unless 
the average actual or augmented Net Revenues 
of the System for the then last two (2) preceding 
twelve month operating years or the actual or 
augmented Net Revenues for the last preceding 
twelve month operating year, if the same shall 
be lower than the average, shall be equal to at 
least one hundred thirty (130%) percent of the 
maximum amount of principal and interest 
thereafter maturing in any operating year on 
the Additional Bonds then being issued. If the 
Additional Bonds are to be issued in whole or 
in part for refunding outstanding Bonds the 
maximum annual principal and interest require- 
ments shall be determined by deducting from 
the principal and interest requirements for 
each operating year the annual principal and 
interest requirements of any Bonds to be 
refunded from the proceeds of the Additional 
Bonds. For purposes of this subparagraph (a) the 
City may elect to use as the last preceeding 
operating year any operating year ending not. 
more than sixteen months from the date of 
delivery of the Additional Bonds and as the 
next to the last preceeding operating year, any 
operating year ending not more than twenty- 
eight months from the date of delivery of the 
Additional Bonds. If the System rates, fees or 
charges shall be increased at or prior to the 
time of authorizing the Additional Bonds, the 
Net Revenues for each of the two preceeding 
operating years shall be augmented by an 
amount reflecting the effect of the increase had 
the System’s billings during such operating 
years been at the increased rates. In addition, 
the actual Net revenues for each of the two 
preceeding operating years may be augmented 
by the estimated increase in Net Revenues to 
accrue as a result of the acquisition of the 
repairs, extensions, enlargements and improve- 
ments to said System to be paid in whole or in 
part from the proceeds of the Additional 
Bonds to be issued. In addition, the actual Net 
Revenues may be augmented by an amount 
equal to the investment income representing 
interest on investments estimated to be received 
each operating year from the addition to the 
Bond Reserve Account to be funded from the 
proceeds of the Additional Bonds being issued. 
Determination by the Council as to existence 
of conditions permitting the issuance of Addi- 
tional Bonds shall be conclusive. No Additional 
Bonds of equal standing as to the Net Revenues 
of the System shall be issued pursuant to the 
authorization contained in this subparagraph 
if the City shall then be in default in making its 
required payments to the Operating and 
Maintenance Fund or the Redemption Fund. 


Whereas, the City has met or will meet all the 
conditions and requirements of Section 19(a) of

Whereas, all things necessary to the authorization 
and issuance of the 1984 Bonds under that Constitution 
and laws of the State of Michigan, and the Charter and 
Ordinances of the City and particularly Act 94, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1933, as amended and the Outstanding 
Ordinance have been done and the Council is now 
empowered and desires to authorize the issuance of the 
Bonds; 


Now, Therefore, the City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Definitions. All terms not defined herein 
shall have the meaning set forth in Ordinance 29-A and 
whenever used in this Ordinance, except when otherwise 
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indicated by the context, the following terms shall have 
the following meanings: 


(a) “Bonds” means the Outstanding Bonds and 
1984 Bonds and, when issued and delivered, any

(b) “1984 Bonds” means the Bonds authorized by 
this Ordinance. 


(c) “Ordinance” means this ordinance and any 
ordinance or resolution amendatory of or supple- 
mental hereto, : 


(d) “Outstanding Bonds” means the outstanding 
bonds authorized by Ordinance No. 29-A. 


(e) “Project” means the improvements and exten- 
sions to the System described on Exhibit A attached 
hereto. 


Section 2. Necessity; Approval of Plans and Specifica- 
tions. It is hereby determined to be necessary for the 
public health and welfare of the City to acquire the 
Project in accordance with the plans and specifications 
prepared by McNamee, Porter and Seeley, Consulting 
Engineers of Ann Arbor, Michigan, which plans and 
specifications are hereby approved. 


Section 3. Conditions Permitting Issuance of 1984 
Bonds. Pursuant to Section 19(a) of Ordinance No. 
29-A, the Council hereby determines that: (a) The 
average actual or augmented Net Revenues of the 
System for the last two (2) preceding twelve month 
operating years ending June 30, 1982 and June 30, 1983 
or the actual or augmented Net Revenues for the last 
preceding twelve month operating year, if the same is 
lower than the average, is equal to at least one hundred 
thirty percent (130%) of the maximum amount of 
principal and interest thereafter maturing in any oper- 
ating year on the Outstanding Bonds and on the 1984 
Bonds. (b) The City is not in default in making its 
required payments to the Operation and Maintenance 
Fund, or the Redemption Fund established by Ordi- 
nance No. 29-A, 


Section 4. Cost; Useful Life. The cost of the Project 
is estimated to be Sixty-eight Million, forty nine 
thousand, one hundred and forty two Dollars 
($68,049,142) including the payment of incidental 
expenses as specified in Section 5 of this Ordinance, 
which estimate of cost is hereby approved and con- 
firmed, and the period of usefulness of the Project is 
estimated to be not less than Forty (40) years. 


Section 5. Payment of Part of Cost 1984 Bonds 
Authorized. To pay part of the cost of acquiring the 
Project, including payment of legal, engineering, finan- 
cial, bond insurance, bond discount, if any, and other 
expenses incident hereto and incident to the issuance 
and sale of the 1984 Bonds and to provide an additional 
deposit to the Bond Reserve Account, the City shall 
borrow the sum of Sixteen Million Ninety Thousand 
Dollars ($16,090,000) and issue the 1984 Bonds thereof 
pursuant to the provisions of Act 94 said Bonds to have 
equal standing and priority of lien with the Outstanding 
Bonds of the City. The balance of the costs of the 
Project shall be paid from grants or other monies to be 
provided by the City. 


Section 6. 1984 Bond Details, Registration and 
Execution. The 1984 Bonds shall be designated 
SEWAGE DISPOSALSYSTEM REVENUE BONDS, 
1984 SERIES, and shall not be a general obligation of 
the City but shall be payable soley out of the Net 
Revenues. The 1984 Bonds shall be issued in fully- 
registered form in the denomination of $5,000 or integral 
multiples thereof, not exceeding the amount of the 1984 
Bonds maturing on the date that the Bond matures and 
shall be numbered in consecutive order of authentication 
from | upwards, The 1984 Bonds shall be dated as of June 
1, 1984 and shall mature on May Ist in the years and 
amounts as follows:

The 1984 Bonds shall bear interest at a rate or rates to 
be determined on public sale thereof, but in any event 
not exceeding twelve percent (12%) per annum payable 
on November 1, 1984, and semi-annually thereafter on 
May Ist and November Ist of each year, by check 
drawn on the transfer agent and mailed to the registered 
owner at the registered address, as shown on the 
registration books of the City maintained by the transfer 
agent. Interest shall be payable to the registered owner 
of record as of the fifteenth day of the month prior to 
the payment date for each interest payment. The date of 
determination of registered owner for purposes of 
payment of interest as provided in this paragraph may 
be changed by the City to conform to market practice in 
the future. The principal of the Bonds shall be payable 
at a bank or trust company to be designated by the 
Director of Finance as a registrar and transfer agent 
and co-paying agent for the 1984 Bonds. The 1984 
Bonds shall be sold at not less than 98% of their par value. 


The 1984 Bonds maturing on or after May 1, 1983, 
may be subject to redemption prior to maturity at the 
times and prices as set forth in the 1984 Bond form set 
forth in Section 10 of this Ordinance. 


The 1984 Bonds shall be signed by the facsimile 
signature of the Mayor and countersigned by the 
facsimile corporate seal of the City printed thereon. No 
Bond of this series shall be valid until authenticated by 
an authorized officer of the transfer agent fot authenti- 
cation and be delivered by him to the purchaser in 
accordance with instructions from the Director of 
Finance upon payment of the purchase price for the 
1984 Bonds in accordance with the bid thereof when 
accepted. Executed blank 1984 Bonds for registration 
and issuance to transferees shall simuitaneously, and 
from time to time thereafter as necessary, be delivered 
to the transfer agent for safekeeping. 


Any 1984 Bond may be transferred upon the books 
of the City maintained by the transfer agent by the 
person in whose name it is registered, in person or by 
his duly authorized attorney, upon surrender of the bond 
for cancellation, accompanied by delivery of a duly 
executed written instrument of transfer in a form 
approved by the transfer agent. Whenever any 1984 
Bond or 1984 Bonds shall be surrendered for transfer, the 
transfer agent shall authenticate and deliver anew 1984 
Bond or 1984 Bonds, for like aggregate principal 
amount. The transfer agent shall require the payment 
by the bondholder requesting the transfer of any tax or 
other governmental charge required to be paid with 
respect to the transfer. The City shall not be required (i) 
to issue, register the transfer of or exchange any 1984 
Bond during a period beginning at the opening of 
business 15 days before the day of the giving of a notice 
of redemption of Bonds selected for redemption under 
this Ordinance and ending at the close of business on 
the day of that publication, or (ii) to register the 
transfer of or exchange any Bond so selected for 
redemption in whole or in part, except the unredeemed 
portion of bonds being redeemed in part. The City shall 
give the transfer agent notice of call for redemption at 
least 20 days prior to the date notice of redemption is to 
be given. 


Section 7. Municipal Bond Insurance. if municipal 
bond insurance is purchased in respect of the 1984 Bonds 
the provisions of this section shall be applicable thereto. 
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If on an interest or principal sale the transfer agent 
determines that there are insufficient funds in the 
Redemption Fund to make payment on the 1984 Bonds 
on such payment date, the transfer agent shall notify 
the insurance company of such deficiency. Such notice 
shall specify the amount of the anticipated deficiency, 
the 1984 Bonds to which such deficiency is applicable 
and whether such 1984 Bonds will be deficient as to 
principal or interest, or both. 


The transfer agent shall, after giving notice to the 
insurance company as provided above, make available 
to the insurance company all records relating to the 
Funds and Accounts maintained under the Ordinances, 
and the transfer agent, after receiving such notice, shall 
make available to the insurance company the registration 
books of the City maintained by the transfer agent. 


The transfer agent shall provide the insurance com- 
pany with a list of registered owners of the 1984 Bonds 
entitled to receive principal or interest payments from 
the insurance company under the terms of the policy, 
and shall make arrangements with the insurance 
company (i) to mail checks or drafts to the registered 
owners of 1984 Bonds entitled to receive full or partial 
interest payments from the insurance company, and (ii) 
to pay principal upon 1984 Bonds surrendered to the 
insurance company by the registered owners of 1984 
Bonds entitled to receive full or partial principal 
payments from the insurance company. 


The transfer agent shall also notify registered owners 
of 1984 Bonds entitled to receive the payment of 
principal or interest thereon from the insurance company 
(i) as to the fact of such entitlement, (ii) that the insurance 
company will remit to them all or a part of the interest 
payments next coming due, (iii) that should they be 
entitled to receive full payment of principal from the 
insurance company they must tender their 1984 Bonds 
along with a form of transfer of title thereto for 
payment to the insurance company and not the transfer 
agent, and (iv) that should they be entitled to receive 
partial payment of principal from the insurance company 
they must tender their 1984 Bonds for payment thereon 
first to the transfer agent, who shall note the portion of 
the principal paid by the transfer agent, and then, along 
with a form of transfer of title thereto, to the insurance 
company which will then pay the unpaid portion of 
principal. 


The insurance company shall, to the extent it makes 
payment of principal of or interest on the 1984 Bonds, 
become subrogated to the rights of the recipients of such 
payments in accordance with the terms of their policy. 


Section 8. Applicability of Ordinance No. 29-A. 
Except to the extent suplemented or otherwide provided 
in this Ordinance, all of the provisions and covenants 
provided in Ordinance 29-A shall apply to the 1984 
Bonds issued pursuant to provisions of this Ordinance, 
such provisions of said Ordinance 29-A being made 
applicable to the 1984 Bonds herein authorized, the same 
as though said 1984 Bonds were originally authorized 
and issued as a part of the Outstanding Bonds issued 
pursuant to Ordinance 29-A. 


Section 9. Additional Bond Reserve Account De- 
posit. From the proceeds of the 1984 Bonds there shall 
be deposited to the Bond Reserve Account a sum 
which, together with the sum deposited to the Bond 
Reserve Account from the proceeds of the Outstanding 
Bonds pursuant to section 13B of Ordinance 29-A, will 
result in the Bond Reserve Account being equal to the 
maximum annual principal and interest requirements 
on the Bonds outstanding after issuance of the 1984 
Bonds; provided, however, that in no event shall the 
sum required to be deposited pursuant to this section 
from the proceeds of the 1984 Bonds be less than One 
Million Seven Hundred Thousand Dollars ($1,700,000). 


Section 10. 1984 Bond Proceeds. From the proceeds 
of sale of the 1984 Bonds there shall be immediately 
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deposited in the Redemption Fund, an amount equal to 
the accrued interest and premium, if any, received on 
delivery of the 1984 Bonds and the City may take credit 
for the amount so deposited against the amount required 
to be deposited in the Redemption Fund for payment 
of the next maturing interest on the 1984 Bonds, and 
there shall be depositied in the Bond Reserve Account 
an amount necessary to meet the requirements of Section 
9 hereof. The balance of the proceeds of the sale of the 
1984 Bonds shall be deposited in a bank or banks, 
designated by the Director of Finance, qualified to act as 
depositary of the proceeds of sale under the provisions 
of Section 15 of Act 94, in an account designated 
SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM 1984 CONSTRUC- 
TION FUND (the “Construction Fund”). Monies in 
the Construction Fund shall be applied solely in 
payment of the cost of the Project and any engineering, 
legal, bond insurance premiums, if any, and other 
expenses incident thereto and to the financing thereof. 
payments for construction, either on account or other- 
wise, shall not be made unless the registered engineer in 
charge of such work shall file with the City’s Department 
of Public Service a signed statement to the effect that 
the work has been completed in accordance with the 
plans and specifications therefore; that it was done 
pursuant to and in accordance with the contract therefor, 
that such work is satisfactory and that such work has 
not been previously paid for. 


Any unexpected balance of the proceeds of sale of the 
1984 Bonds remaining after completion of the Project in 
the Construction Fund may in the discretion of the City 
be used for meeting requirements of the Bond Reserve 
Account or for further improvements, enlargements 
and extensions to the System if, at the time of such 
expenditure, such use is approved by the Department 
of Treasury Municipal Finance Division, if such per- 
mission is then required by law. Any remaining balance 
after such expenditure shall be paid into the Redemption 
Fund for the purpose of purchasing of Bonds on the 
open market at not more than the fair market value 
thereof but not more than the price at which the Bonds 
may next be called for redemption or used for the 
purpose of calling Bonds for redemption.

EXHIBIT A 
I. PROJECT DESCRIPTION 


1, Wastewater Treatment Plant - 83-S-1 

This is an expansion of the existing plant that was last 
expanded in 1972. New facilities will include grit 
removal, primary sedimentation, flow equalization/- 
retention, secondary treatment with nitrification and 
an Administration Building with laboratory. Relo- 
cation of the existing Westside Interceptor will be a 
portion of this project as well. All associated appur- 
tenances will also be installed to house and fulfill the 
Process activities. The sludge from the new facility 
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will be pumped to the existing plant for disposal. All 
support utilities will come from the existing plant. 
Effluent from the new facility will pass through the 
rapid sand filters constructed in 1972. 


2. Major Interceptor Rehabilitation 83-S-2 
Division A - Old West Grand River Interceptor 
Replacement 

The work in this project includes rehabilitation of 
major interceptors and key elements of the major 
interceptor system. 


The project scope of work is to replace the existing 
brick interceptor along the west bank of the Grand 
River. This includes lining portions of the existing 
interceptor, and construction of new portions of 
interceptor sewer. Construction of new sewers tribu- 
tary to the interceptor is also included in this work to 
remove excessive I/1 and to repair deficiencies in the 
existing sewers. 


Division B - Rehabilitation of Interceptor River 
Crossings 

There are 1] active river crossings on major inter- 
ceptors in the Lansing collection system that require 
rehabilitation to their crossing chambers, gates and/or 
valves. 


These river crossing siphons are in need of rehabilita- 
tion to repair the crossing gates and to open the 
siphon barrels with sludge and debris and to remove 
the sludge from the interceptor upstream of the 
siphons. 


The siphon chamber access hatches are in very poor 
condition. During high river stages, large amounts of 
river inflow and floating debris enter the interceptor 
through missing, broken, or inadequate hatch covers. 
This project includes the rehabilitation of the river 
crossings. 


Division C - Installation of Major Interceptor 
Monitoring Manholes 

Monitoring manholes are to be constructed at nine 
key locations on major interceptors in the collection 
system. The monitoring manholes will help in 
establishing flow patterns in the collection system, 
especially by determining the flow splits at the Hazel 
and River diversion chamber. Monitoring at these 
locations will also verify the effectiveness of the 
rehabilitation program for removal of excessive 
infiltration/ inflow and facilitate long-term evaluation 
of system performance. 


Four portable flowmeters that can be installed at any 
of the monitoring locations will be provided as part 
of this Contract. 


Division D - Rehabilitation of CSO Regulators 
The present construction and operation of the CSO 
regulators allows excessive inflow into the sanitary 
interceptors from storm runoff upstream and permits 
river water to back up through the overflow pipes 
during periods of high river flow. This inflow, in 
addition to the sanitary sewage in the interceptors, 
exceeds the capacity of the interceptors, pumping 
stations and treatment facilities causing overflow of 
sanitary sewage at the pumping stations and overflow 
structures on the interceptors directly to the river. 


The CSO regulators will be rehabilitated to limit the 
_flow entering the sanitary sewers from the combined 
areas combined areas during wet weather and high 
river stages. 


Thirty-nine (39) CSO regulators will be rehabilitated 
by one or more of the following methods: 


1. Separation of the sewer system, thereby elimi- 
nating the regulator. 

2. Separation of the downstream reaches of the sewer 
system and relocation of the regulator upstream 
out of the influence of the river for the design 
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frequency. 

3. Providing a reliable protection against river 
inflow. 

4. Install new flow regulating mechanism. 


3. Tecumseh Road Pump Station - 83-S-3 

This pump station will replace the existing Tecumseh 
Road Pump Station. The original pump station was 
built in 1950 and enlarged in 1965. The existing station 
has two variable speed pumps (approx. 2 mgd). At 
present both pumps at this station can handle peak 
flows; however, a third pump is required as backup. 
Space is limited. The new station will provide capacity 
to eliminate overflows upstream. Work includes a new 
5 mgd prefabricated pump station and precast concrete 
wet well complete with four two-speed pumps, 
flowmetering, dual source electrical system, influent 
sewer, force main, overflow, site improvements and 
preeeuaince: of the existing Tecumseh Road Pump 

tation. 


4. Pump Station Modifications - 83-S-5 

The work in this contract includes revising 15 pump 
stations to handle projected sanitary flows and to 
bring the stations up to current standards of operation 
and safety. Included as one of the 15 pump stations is 
the construction of the Willard Avenue Pumping 
Station. 


Utility expansion includes the installation of astandby 
power source and associated equipment. Site work of 
new and relocated utilities and site development 
including paving, fencing, landscaping and similar 
features are to be included. 


Portions of this work will require phasing of con- 
struction to maintain service. The construction 
documents shall delineate the phasing requirements. 
The design should attempt to minimize the downtime 
and disruption to the City’s operation. Provisions for 
temporary pumping and similar features will be 
included. 


5. Eastside Interceptors Relief and Replacement- 
83-S-6 

Relief and replacement of three major Eastside 
Interceptors is necessary to provide adequate capacity 
to handle present and future peak wastewater flow 
conditions following completion of rehabilitation 
work in sewer systems F, I, K, and M in the City. This 
should eliminate local backups and basement flooding 
due to sewer surchanging and inefficient existing 
siphons. Work includes the following: 


Division A - Sycamore- Lindbergh Interceptor Relief] 
Replacement 

Relief of the existing 54-inch interceptor in River and 
Elm Streets; a relief siphon under the Red Cedar River; 
relief of the existing 54- and 48-inch interceptor in 
Beach and South Streets and replacement of the 
exisitng 48-inch interceptor in Beulah and Lindbergh 
Streets. 


Division B - Hilliard-Holmes Interceptor Relief 
Relief of the existing 18- through 30-inch interceptor 
from Pennsylvania Avenue west along Holmes Park- 
way, Cedar Street, Rouse and south along Lansing 
Everett High School to the City Park property near 
Sprucewood Drive. 


Division C - Gilkey Drain Interceptor Relief 
Relief of the existing 15-inch interceptor, to eliminate 
existing problems, in Dornell, Burchfield and Bel-Air 
Streets. Work also includes rehabilitation of the 
existing 10-, 12-, and 15-inch interceptor from Palmer 
Street west to the intersection of Jolly and Pleasant 
Grove Roads involving cleaning of the sewer, tele- 
vision inspection, chemical root treatment, and 
pressure testing and grouting. 


6. Westside Interceptors Replacement - 83-S-7 
Replacement of three major westside interceptors is 
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necessary to provide adequate capacity to handle 
present and future peak wastewater flow conditions 
following completion of sewer rehabilitation work in 
sewer Systems A, C and H in the City. This should 
eliminate local backups and basement flooding due 
to sewer surcharging. Work includes the following: 


Division A - Waveriy Road Interceptor Replacement 
Replacement of the existing 18- and 24-inch inter- 
ceptor from Sumpter Street north to Glenbrook in 
Waverly Road. Then along Waverly Road from 
Glasgow to Moores River Drive, then northeast 
along Moores River Drive to the new Frances Park 
Pumping Station. 


Division B - Tecumseh Drive and Dryer Farm 
interceptor Replacement 

Replacement of the existing 15-inch interceptor from 
the intersection of Northwest Street and Tecumseh 
River Drive to the new Tecumseh Road Pumping 
Station. Replacement of the existing 15-inch inter- 
ceptor in Norwood Street between Timber and Willow 
Streets. Replacement of the existing 8-, and 12-inch 
interceptor in Bonair, Genesee and Catherine up to 
Saginaw Street. 


7. Red Cedar Area, Sewers and Regulators - 83-S-8 


These are a group of major trunk sewers in the 
eastern portion of the sewer system which currently 
do not have adequate capacity to handle peak flows 
tributary to the downstream pumping stations. The 
proposed work will provide adequate capacity and 
eliminate sources of excessive I/1. Estimated con- 
struction costs: $3,004,800. Also, included in this 
Contract is the elimination of the Frandor Pumping 
Station. 


er Cedar Area, Pumping Stations & Force Main - 
The pumping stations are existing, prefabricated units 
in the eastern portion of the sewer system. The work 
includes replacement of old equipment, including 
pumps and valves, providing standby power, and 
improvements to the site. At the Clemens Station, 
additional work is required to disconnect the station 
from a force main which will have very large 
variations in operating head due to an upstream larger 
station and reconnecting it to an abandoned force 
main into which will be installed a liner. Estimated 
construction costs: $357,900. 


9. Engineering - Scope of Services 

General Engineering During Construction—Adver- 
tising for bids, issuance of addenda during bid period, 
attendance at prebid meetings and bid opening, 
analysis of bids, recommendation of awards, prepara- 
tion of contract documents, and review of executed 
contract documents. Conducted preconstruction 
meeting. Office work in checking and distribution of 
shop drawings. Regular visitations to construction 
sites to coordinate between project engineer’s efforts 
in office and resident engineers and inspection efforts 
at construction site.

days prior to any change in transfer agent. Interest shall 
be paid by check mailed to the owner as shown by the 
registration books of the City on the 15th day of the 
month prior to any interst payment date. The bonds will 
be transferrable only upon the registration books of the 
City kept by the transfer agent. 


Bond Insurance: The City has made application to 
AMBAC and MBIA for bond insurance and expects to 
have an insurance commitment from one or both of 
said companies by the time of sale. The cost of the 
insurance will be paid by the City. This offering is 
conditioned upon the obtaining of such insurance. 


Purpose and Security: The bonds are issued under the 
provisions of Act 94, Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, as 
amended, Ordinance No.29-A and Ordinance No. 30-A

Good Faith: A certified or cashier’s check in the 
amount of $321,800, drawn upon an incorporated bank 
or trust company and payable to the order of the 
Treasurer of the City, must accompany each bid as 
guarantee of good faith on the part of the bidder, to be 
forfeited as liquidated damages if such bid be accepted 
and the bidder fails to take up and pay for the bonds. 
No interest shall be accrued on the good faith checks 
and checks of the unsuccessful bidders will be promptly 
returned to each bidder’s representative or by registered 
mail. 


Awards of Bonds: The Bonds will be awarded to the 
bidder whose bid produces the lowest interest cost 
computed by determining, at the rate or rates specified 
in the bid, the total dollar value of all interest on the 
bonds from July !, 1984, to their maturity and deducting 
therefrom any premium and adding thereto any 
discount. 


Legal Opinion: Bids shall be conditioned upon the 
unqualified approving opinion of Miller, Canfield, 
Paddock and Stone, attorneys of Lansing and Detroit, 
Michigan, a copy of which opinion will be printed on 
the reverse side of each bond, and the original of which 
will be furnished without expense to the purchaser of 
the bonds at the delivery thereof. The fees of Miller, 
Canfield, Paddock and Stone for services rendered in 
connection with such approving opinion are expected 
to be paid from bond proceeds. Except to the extent 
necessary to issue their unqualified approving opinion 
as to validity of the above bonds, Miller, Canfield, 
Paddock and Stone has not been requested to examine 
or review and has not examined or reviewed any financial 
documents, statements or materials that have been or 
may be furnished in connection with the authorization, 
issuance or marketing of the bonds, and accuracy or 
completeness of any such financial documents, state- 
ments or materials. 


Delivery Of Bonds: The City will furnish bonds ready 
for execution at its expense. Bonds will be delivered 
without expense to the purchaser at Detroit, Michigan, 
Chicago, Illinois, New York, New York or any other 
place mutually agreeable. The usual closing documents, 
including a certificate that no litigation is pending 
affecting the issuance of the bonds, will be delivered at 
the time of the delivery of the bonds.

Howard McCaffery, Director of Public Services, 
advised that Mr. Thelen did contact the Public Services 
Department about tar on the vehicle. Mr. Thelen was 
told that Public Service had been using cold patch in 
that area.

Dear President Lindemann 
and Members of City Council: 


On February 28, 1984, the City Clerk received and 
forwarded a claim to the Lansing City Council from 
Guerino Rogna for a plumbing bill in the amount of 
$71.00. Mr. Rogna states that on February 12 and 13, 
water rose up in his basement at his home at 3700 
Gleneden. He called a plumber who used a sewer 
machine in an attempt to unclog the drain with no 
success. They both checked the street and it was found 
to be full of water. The plumber then called the Public 
Service Department and received an immediate response 
from them. 


Public Service Department states that the City sewer 
main flows from Gleneden, turns and flows down 
Springdale. The storm sewer on Springdale, which is 
located over the sanitary sewer, did deteriorate, thus 
undermining the sanitary sewer and causing the sanitary 
sewer to collapse. Collapse of the sanitary sewer on 
Springdale caused water to back up into the basement 
at 3700 Gleneden. As soon as the Public Service Depart- 
ment knew the main had collapsed, it set up pumps to 
keep water out of the area homes’ basements and began 
repairing the sewer. 


MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107) immunizes muni- 
cipalities from tort liability where the municipality is 
engaged in the exercise and discharge of a government 
function. Several recent court opinions have held that 
the operation of a sewer system is such a function; 
Davidv City of Detroit, 98 Mich App 705 (1980); Scott 
v City of Detroit, 107 Mich App 194(1981); but see Metts 
v Village of Fowlerville, 119 Mich App 76 (1982). 


Therefore, based upon the statutory grant of immunity 
in such cases, it is the recommendation of this office 
that Mr. Rogna’s claim be denied.

On February 28, 1984, Elaine Thelen submitted a 
claim in the amount of $60.00 for removal of tar and the 
restoration of the finish of a 1977 Camaro. Mrs. Thelen 
states she parked her vehicle on Tuesday, February 21, 
1984, on Washtenaw Street next to the Civic Center. 
Upon driving home, she noticed tar on her vehicle. Her 
husband checked the area and found road work being 
performed. Mr. Thelen then contacted the “streets 
department” and claims that he was told to have the tar 
removed and send the bill to the City. 


Howard McCaffery, Director of Public Service, 
advised that Mr. Thelen did contact the Public Service 
Department about tar on the vehicle. Mr. Thelen was 
told that Public Service had been using cold patch in 
that area. Mr. McCaffery also states that Mr. Thelen 
was not told to have the tar removed and to send the bill 
to the City. Rather, Mr. Thelen was told to take a 
picture of his vehicle, which he did, and then remove 
the tar with diesel fuel or kerosene. In the past, other 
citizens who have called about tar on their vehicles have 
also been advised to remove it with diesel fuel or 
kerosene. 


MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107) immunizes muni- 
cipalities from tort liability when engaged in the 
exercise and discharge of a governmental function. 
Clearly, the construction and maintenance of streets 
and roads is a discharge of governmental function. 


Therefore, it is a recommendation of this office that 
this claim be denied.

At 
the same time, the City is engaged in intensive negotia- 
tions aimed at reaching new collective bargaining 
Agreements with its unions and is in preparation for a 
Lansing Firefighters Act 312 Arbitration hearing which 
is expected to occur in July of 1984. 


To assist the City of Lansing and its Department of 
Labor Relations in dealing with those responsibilities, 
this office both recommends and requests that the City 
Council approve the continued use of the Services of 
the law firm Miller, Johnson, Snell & Cummiskey for 
the purpose of representing the City in its Act 312 
Arbitration of the Lansing Firefighters and for the 
purpose of providing general advice and representation 
of the City of Lansing in the areas of personnel and 
labor relations during the months of July through 
October, 1984. It is expected that the City will be billed 
for such services at an hourly rate of $85.00 per hour 
and that the City will reimburse all reasonable and 
necessary expenses incurred by the law firm representing 
the City.

(b) Unless the premises for which application is 
made shall not be within five hundred (500) feet radius 
of any church or other place of worship or school AS 
MEASURED FROM THE MAIN ENTRANCEWAY 
TO THE MAIN ENTRANCEWAY. 


ARTICLE H. 


Procedures for issuance, renewal, renovation 
and transfer of liquor licenses. 


Sec, 4-12 Purpose: Special Licenses Inapplicable. 


(a) The purpose of this section is to establish 
standards and procedures for the review of applications, 
transfers, renewals and renovation of State Liquor 
Licenses by City Council other than those special licenses 
referred to in Paragraph (b) of this section. 


(b) This Ordinance should not be deemed to be 
applicable to those special licenses granted by the 
Michigan Liquor Control Commission other than those 
special licenses granted for events held in local armories. 


Sec. 4-13. Application for New Licenses or transfer 
of Existing Licenses. 


(1) All persons applying to the Michigan Liquor 
Contro! Commission for a new State Liquor License 
other than those special licenses, or transfer of an already 
existing liquor license for the sale of beer, wine or spirits 
within the corporate limits of the city shall file with the 
City Clerk a form signed by the applicant if an individual, 
or by a duly authorized agent thereof, if a partnership 
or corporation, verified by oath or affidavit, containing 
the following statements and information: 


(a)) The name, age and address of the applicant in 
the case of an individual; or, in the case of a co- 
partnership, the name, address and ages of the persons 
entitled to share in the profits thereof, or in case of a 
corporation, the objects for which organized, the 
names, addresses and ages of the officers and directors 
and, if a majority interest in the stock of such corporation 
is owned by one person or his nominee, the name, 
address and age of such person. 


(b) The date and place of birth if the applicant is 
an individual. 


(c) The character of business the applicant intends 
to operate. 


(d) The length of time said applicant has been in 
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business of that character, or, in the case of a corpora- 
tion, the date when its charter was issued. 


(e) The location and description of the premises of 
place of business which is to be operated under such 
license. 


(f) A statement whether applicant has ever made 
application for a similar or other license on premises 
other than described in this application, and the 
disposition of such application. 


(g) A statement that applicant has never been 
convicted of a felony and is not disqualified to receive a 
license by reason of any item contained in this ordinance 
of the laws of the State of Michigan. 


(h) A statement that the applicant will not violate 
any of the laws of the State of Michigan or of the 
United States or any Ordinance of the City in the 
conduct of its business. 


(i) A statement that the applicant or its agent do 
not owe any personal property taxes. 


(j) The form shall be accompanied by building 
plans unless already on file with the City and plat plans 
showing the entire structure and premises and in 
particular the specific areas where the license is to be 
utilized. The plans shall demonstrate adequate off-street 
parking, lighting, refuse disposal facilities and where 
appropriate, adequate plans for screening and noise 
control as provided under the city zoning, building, 
electrical, mechanical, plumbing and fire codes including 
the landscape, screening and buffering ordinance. 


All such forms shall be promptly forwarded by the 
City Clerk to the Department of Planning and Municipal 
Development, the Lansing Police Department, Lansing 
Fire Department, City Treasurer and Ingham County 
Health Department for their written review prior to City 
Council review. 


(2) The City through its Police Department, Fire 
Department, and any other department deemed neces- 
sary shall review all sites and locations which are 
licensed by the Michigan Liquor Control Commission 
for the sale of beer, wine or spirits within the corporate 
limits of the city and on an annual basis but under rio 
circumstances later than thirty (30) days prior to the 
time set for the renewal of the applicable license and 
forward to the City Council and the Mayor a written 
recommendation concerning any violations. 


(3) At any time the city through its Department of 
Planning and Municipal Development, Police De- 
partment, Fire Department or any other department 
deemed necessary may investigate complaints regarding 
activities, conduct or conditions existing on any premises 
licensed by the Michigan Liquor Control Commission 
for the sale of beer, wine or spirits whether for 
consumption on the premises or not and forward to City 
Council and the Mayor written recommendations 
concerning the possible revocation of any State Liquor 
License. 


Sec. 4-14. Criteria for Revovation or Objection to 
Transfer, issuance or Renewal of license. 


(1) Upon determination of the existence of any one 
or more of the following elemtnes or grounds the City 
may recommend revocation of an already existing license 
or object to tha transfer, issuance or renewal of a license: 


(a) A person whole license, under this Ordinance 
or any State Law has been revoked for cause in the 
three (3) years preceeding the date of application for a 
new license or transfer of an existing license. 


(b) A person who, at the time of application or 
renewal of any license already issued hereunder, would 
not be eligible for such license upon a first application 
as determined by any state or local law. 
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(c) Aco-partnership, unless all of the members of 
such co-partnership shall qualify to obtain a license. A 
limited partnership shall not be disqualified from being 
issued or holding a license as long as all general 
partners are qualified to obtain such a license. 


(d) A corporation, if any officer, manager or 
director thereof, or a stock owner or stockholders 
owning in the aggregate more than five percent (5%) of 
the stock of such corporation would not be eligible to 
receive a license hereunder for any reason. 


(e) A person who has been convicted of a violation 
of any Federal or State Law concerning the manufacture, 
possession or sale of alcoholic liquor or a controlled 
substance where the violation occurred on the licensed 
premises. 


(f) Any premises where there exists a violation of 
any applicable city building, electrical, mechanical, 
plumbing or fire code or any city zoning laws as set forth 
in Chapter 36 of the Lansing Code of Ordinances, 
including the Landscape, Screening and Buffering 
Ordinance set forth in Section 36-146 through 36-149. 1 
of the Lansing Code of Ordinances, applicable public 
health laws and/or regulations, any Michigan Liquor 
Control] Commission rules or regulations, or any other 
applicable City Ordinance or State Law. 


9g) Any premises where the applicant or licensee 
suffers or allows or intends to allow in or upon the 
premises a person who exposes to public view the pubic 
region, anus, or genitals, as well as other types of nudity 
prohibited by Statute or Local Ordinance. An on- 
premises licensee shall not suffer or allow in or upon the 
licensed premises the showing of films, television slides, 
or other electronic reproduction depicting scenes 
wherein any person exposes to public view the public 
region, anus, Or genitals, as well as other types of nudity 
prohibited by Statute or Local Ordinance. This pro- 
hibition shall not apply to any publicly broadcast 
television transmission froma Federally licensed station. 


9h) Any premises where the applicant or licensee 
suffers or allows or intends to allow in or upon the 
premises a person who performs or simulates perfor- 
mance of, the following explicit sexual activities: sexual 
intercourse, masturbation, sodomy, beastiality, fellatio, 
or cunnilingus. An on-premise licensee shall not suffer 
or allow in or upon the licensed premises the showing of 
films, television slides, or other electronic reproduction 
depicting scenes wherein a person performs or simulates 
performance of, the following explicit sexual activities: 
sexual intercourse, masturbation, sodomy, beastiality, 
fellatio, or cunnilingus. This prohibition shall not apply 
to any publicly broadcast television transmission from 
a Federally licensed station. 


(i) Any premises where it is determined by City 
Council that the premises do not or will not reasonable 
soon after the commencement or operations have 
adequate off street parking, lighting, refuse disposal 
facilities, screening, noise, or where a nuisance does or 
will exist as determined by the applicable City 
Ordinances, 


Gj) Where the City Council determines that the 
proposed location is inappropriate considering the 
desirability of establishing a location in developed, 
commercial areas, in prefernece to isolated, undeveloped 
areas; traffic safety; accessibility to the site from 
abutting roads; capability of abutting roads to acco 
modate the commercial activity; distance from public 
or private schools for minors; proximity of the incon- 
sistent zoning classification and accessibility from 
primary roads or state highways. 


(k) Where the applicant or licensee owes personal 
property taxes. 


(1) Where the applicant or licensee has filed an 
application containing false information with the City 
Clerk. 
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Sec. 4-15. Hearing and Procedures for Objections. 


(1) Before filing an objection to the issuance of a 
liquor license or to the renewal of a liquor license or 
requesting the revocation of an already existing license 
with the Michigan Liquor Control Commission, the 
City Council or its designated hearing officer shall hold 
a hearing on the matter and serve the license holder, 
and any other person known to have a legal interest in 
said license, by first class mail, mailed not less than ten 
(10) days prior to the hearing with notice of the hearing, 
which notice shall contain the following: 


(a) Notice of proposed action; 

(b) Reasons for the proposed action; 

(c) Date, time and place of hearing; and 

(d) A statement that the licensee may present 
evidence and testimony and confront witnesses. 


(2) The hearing shall be attended by acourt reporter 
in order that a transcript shall be available for review by 
all parties. If the designated hearing officer conducts 
the hearing, the hearing officer shall forward to City 
Council proposed findings of fact and a proposed 
conclusion along with a transcript of the proceedings. 
City Council may affirm, modify or disaffirm the 
hearing officer’s proposed finding of fact and con- 
clusions or conduct a new hearing. City Council’s 
decision shall be final and a written statement of its 
findings and conclusions shall be submitted to the license 
holder and the Liquor Control Commission. 


Sec. 4-16 Criteria for Non-Renewal or Revocation 


The City Council may recommend non-renewal or 
revocation of a license upon determination by it that 
based upon a preponderance of the evidence presented 
at hearing either of the following exist: 


(1) Violation of any of the restrictions on licenses set 
forth in Sections 4-14(1)(a) through (k); or 


(2) Maintenance of a nuisance upon the premises. 
Sec. 4-17 Severability. 


Should any section or part thereof of this Ordinance 
be declared unconstitutional, null or void by a court of 
competent jurisdiction, such declaration shall not affect 
the validity of the remaining sections or parts thereof of 
this Ordinance. 


Sec. 4-15. Same-Fee, proration; expiration date. 


The ANNUAL fee for each license for each place of 
business shall be SET BY COUNCIL RESOLUTION. 
Every license shall expire on the first day of May of 
each year. 


Section 2, All ordinances or parts of ordinances 
inconsistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) 
days from its passage unless given immediate effect by 
the city council. 


Section 4. This ordinance shall expire ten (10) years 
from the date of its adoption.

On May 17, 1984 the claimant’s 1983 Alliance was 
booted for failure to pay parking violations. The 
claimant alleges that as a result of the boot being put on 
her car, the vehicle’s wheel and trim ring were damaged 
in the amount of $71.35 plus tax. 


Investigation shows that the claimant’s vehicle was 
booted on May 17, 1984 and that the boot was removed 
on the same date. The boot was installed by a City 
employee, witnessed by two other City employees. An 
investigation was conducted by the Transportation 
Department, which included an inspection of the vehicle 
at the claimant’s residence. The damage to the wheel 
was evident, but only on one side of the wheel, the boot 
attaches to two sides. It was the conclusion of the 
Transportation Department that the boot was properly 
installed and that the damage to the claimant’s vehicle 
was not a result of an improperly installed boot. 


Michigan law exempts a municipality from tort 
liability in cases where the governmental agency is 
engaged in the exercise of a governmental function, 
MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107). It is this office’s 
opinion that the installation of the parking boot is a 
governmental function and therefore the City is immune. 
Furthermore, it appears that there was no negligent act 
on the part of a City employee.

As you know, there has been much recent discussion 
regarding the City’s role in supporting several non- 
profit arts and cultural agencies. 


A Proposal for Equitable Funding 


T have been discussing the issue of equitable arts 
funding with our local agencies since 1980. Recently I 
came to an agreement regarding a funding proposal 
with representatives from Arts Council Center, 
BoarsHead Theater, Lansing Symphony Orchestra, 
Lansing Art Gallery, and Impression 5 Museum (I 
understand that R.E. Olds Museum has chosen not to 
co-operate in this effort). 


Eligibility. Under our funding proposal, certain 
agencies would be eligible for funding. Eligibility 
criteria are spelled out in detail in materials that have 
been sent to you; in general, eligible agencies would be 
those that are non-profit, stable, professional, broad- 
based, and regional in audience. They would include at 
least the above-mentioned. Two other agencies—Mid- 
Michigan Opera Company and the Wharton Center— 
also have expressed interest. 


Funding. Under our proposal, the City would fund 
a small percentage of each agency’s unearned budget. 


T have not had time to put together exact figures; 
however, | would recommend that the City invest 
$50,000 annually (beginning next year) in our agencies. 
I estimate that this would amount to 1-3% of each 
eligible agency’s unearned budget. 


Agency representatives currently are preparing more 
precise figures on this proposal. 
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State Funds for Lansing Arts Agencies? 


Recently the legislature passed a bill that would 
provide additional money to Lansing—some of which 
could be used for large, regional arts agencies. 


I have discussed this legislation with our arts leaders. 
We agree that any money from it that the City spends 
on the arts ought to be spent as outlined above. I will 
have a recommendation regarding this money to you 
prior to October | (the start of the State’s fiscal year). 


Additional Current-Year Funds? 


Arts leaders have requested an additional FY85 
$18,000 for Arts Council Center, BoarsHead Theater, 
Lansing Symphony Orchestra, and Lansing Art Gallery. 


In light of recent Council action regarding R.E. Olds 
Museum and Impression 5, I support this request. 
However, I recommend the money be allocated as 
outlined above. (Arts leaders do not agree with this 
recommendation and have made a separate proposal.) 


Comment 


Lansing has several truly outstanding arts and 
cultural agencies. These agencies are doing much to 
support the quality of life of Lansing residents. They 
also are doing much to assist our regional economic 
development efforts. 


In the past there has been some disagreement and 
competition among these agencies for City (and other) 
funding. I am very pleased that our agencies currently 
are showing a high degree of cooperation. I know that 
our total effort will move ahead much faster as a result 
of this cooperation,

Dear President Lindemann and Member of the City 
Council: 


For the last six weeks my office has been working 
very diligently with Economic Development Corpor- 
ation staff on the preparation of an Urban Development 
Action Grant application for the Lansing-Clarion Hotel 
project proposed by the Lansing-Clarion Joint Venture. 
During that time we have hoped to be ready to submit 
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the applications by the July 31 deadline for this quarter. 
As you can see, we are ready, with your blessing, to do 
so. 


The amount of UDAG funds being requested is Six 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($600,000), which will 
leverage over Nine Million Five Hundred Thousand 
Dollars ($9,500,000) in private investment. The UDAG 
funds will be loaned to Lansing-Clarion Joint Venture, 
and will be repaid at an interest rate of 8% over a fifteen 
year repayment périod. 


The new hotel, a 296 room, five (5) story structure, 
will be connected to the south wall of Long’s Conven- 
tion Center at 6810 South Ceedar Street. 200 new jobs 
are expected to be created in the new facility. Asso- 
ciated Inns & Restaurants Company of America 
(AIRCOA), a nationally recognized inn, resort, and 
hotel operator who have recently announced creation 
of a new hotel chain to be known as the “Clarion 
Collection”, wil] have a long term contract to manage 
the facility. 


The project developer will be the Lansing-Clarion 
Joint Venture, a partnership of Mr. Long and 
AIRCOA Company or one ofits affiliates. The partner- 
ship will purchase Long’s Banquet and Convention 
Center and will utilize a $9,500,000 EDC bond issue, 
together with a UDAG of $600,000 to finance develop- 
ment of the new hotel. It is imperative that this package 
be finalized and closed by the end of October, 1984. 


1 hope you will concur that this is a valuable project 
for the City of Lansing and authorize my administration 
to submit the UDAG application on July 31, 1984.

Dear President Lindemann and Member of the City 
Council: 


For many months, my administration and the Econ- 
omic Development Corporation have been working 
with Meridian Township, the Eyde Construction Com- 
pany, and the United States Department of Housing 
and Urban Development (“HUD”) on the development 
of the Hannah Technology and Research Center 
(“HTRC”). 


We are presently working in accordance with a time 
schedule that we have negotiated with the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development. That schedule 
sets forth actions that must take place by certain datesif 
we are to be able to utilize the UDAG funds which 
HUD approved ona preliminary basis in June of 1983. 


One of the contingencies that HUD has established 
for use of the UDAG is completion of the environ- 
mental review process. Towards the end, we have 
prepared a document entitled “Additional Information 
for the Hannah Technology and Research Center 
(Environmental Impact Statement)”. This document 
has been circulated to interested parties for review and 
comment and a public hearing was held to solicit 
comments thereon on July 9, 1984. 


In accordance with our discussions with HUD and 
the Environmental Protection Agency, the next step we 
need to take is the adoption of a revised Record of 
Decision for the project. The revised Record of Deci- 
sion, which I am submitting herewith for your review 
and consideration, will supplant the Record of Deci- 
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sion which you approved on September 26, 1983. 


The principal finding of the Record of Decision is 
that the project will not result in significant adverse 
environmental application of which is to be overseen by 
the City of Lansing, are followed. The guidelines set 
forth in the accompanying Record of Decision relate 
principally to construction requirements necessary to 
avoid contamination, and enactment of an ordinance 
to regulate research and development activities, to be 
administered by the Science Safety Advisory Committee. 


I hope that the proposed revised Record of Decision 
meets with your approval. I think we can look forward 
together to commencement of this important project in 
the very near future.

Council: 


For the last six weeks my office has been working 
very diligently with Economic Development Corpor- 
ation staff on the preparation of an Urban Development 
Action Grant application for the project proposed by 
the Michigan Biotechnology Institute. During that 
time we have hoped to be ready to submit the appli- 
cations by the July 31 deadline for this quarter. As you 
can see, we are ready, with your blessing, to do so. 


The amount of UDAG funds being requested is 
Three Million Dollars ($3,000,000), which will leverage 
Seventeen Million Dollars ($17,000,000) .in private 
investment. The UDAG funds will be loaned to MBI, 
and will be repaid at an interest rate of 4%, and with 
additional terms to be negotiated between MBI and the 
City of Lansing. 


MBI has been incorporated to establish programs 
facilitating increased commercialization and develop- 
ment in applied biotechnology in the state of Michigan. 
The Institute’s overall mission is to “help generate new 
sources of economic benefits”, especially new business 
and employment in the state. MBI plans to achieve this 
goal by supporting collaborative biotechnology re- 
search programs in Michigan and promoting interac- 
tions between universities and industries in this field. 
MBI’s initial focus will be on high-volume materials 
from renewable resources, control of plant growth, and 
protein design. 


The development of effective programs in these areas 
will require first class scientists and researchers and the 
development of “world-class” research facilities. MBI 
believes that a 90,000 gross square foot facility, which 
would yield 50,000 net square feet at a development 
cost of 413,000,000 will be required. The laboratories of 
individual program scientists will require highly sophis- 
ticated research equipment including such items as 
ultracentrifuges, scintillation counters, spectrophoto- 
meters, incubators, and laminar flow hoods. Total 
anticipated cost of this equipment is $3,100,000. In 
order to permit scale up from research to pilot produc- 
tion levels, fermentation equipment, costing some 
$1,200,000 is required. Other scientific and technical 
equipment is expected to cost up to $2,000,000, 


The development of the MBI’s research and develop- 
ment facilities will provide substantial benefits to the 
city of Lansing, the greater Lansing area, and the state 
of Michigan. Not the least of these benefits are 125 new 
jobs in the City and a projected $300,000 in annual 
property taxes. In addition, the projects that MBI will 
undertake will enable Michigan businesses to become 
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stronger and more competitive. 


I hope you will concur that this is a valuable project 
for the City of Lansing and authorize my administration 
to submit the UDAG application on July 31, 1984.

On June 2, 1984 a golf ball apparently driven from 
the eighth tee at Sycamore Golf Course broke claimant's 
dining room window at 2319 Sunnyside Avenue. 
Claimant has submitted an estimate for the replacement 
of the thermopane window from Pollack Glass Com- 
pany for $90.53 and has also requested the City install 
and/or restore protective netting along her property 
line. 


. Investigation with the Parks Department reveals 
that the accident was immediately reported to and confirmed 
by the Sycamore Course Supervisor. This office was 
further advised by the Parks Department that every 
effort has been made to reduce the problem of property 
damage to residentia] areas abutting Sycamore Golf 
Course. Tree plantings and fencing have been placed in 
the identified problem areas. In this case, a second line 
of screening was installed 8-10 years ago on the course 
closer to the eighth tee. The original fencing was left in 
place on the lot line at that time as a second line of 
defense was subsequently removed as a result of 
windstorm damage. It is speculative whether fencing on 
the lot line would have prevented the accident in this 
case as it is impossible to predict the paths of errant 
golfballs. 


Since the operation of a municipal golf course is not 
a governmental function, the City is not protected from 
liability in these cases. See MCLA 691.1707; MSA 
3.997(107). Based upon the facts presented in this 
particular case, it is the recommendation of this office 
that this claim be paid.

do the work and charge her a fee. Several phone calls 
were received by the Public Service Department on 
October 19, 1983 indicated that the garbage was 
blowing in the street. On that date, William Chapman 
of the O&M Division conducted an investigation of the 
site and reported garbage blowing in the street causing 
a traffic hazard. Due to the hazard being caused by the 
blowing garbage, Howard McCaffery ordered City 
employees to pick up the trash. The cost was billed to 
Ms. Marek in the amount of $295.01. Ms. Marek 
alleges that on October 18, 1983 she began clean up 
pursuant to the violation notice and had in fact 
removed two loads. Ms. Marek alleges that she was 
relying on the 10 day grace period in the violation 
notice and for that reason the cost of work done by the 
City on October 19, 1983 is not properly billed to her. 


The Director of Public Service, Howard G. 
McCaffery, determined the blowing garbage causing a 
hazard to traffic was a nuisance pursuant to Chapter

Dear Council President Lindemann & Councilmembers: 


In late July, 1983, the Development Division, on 
behalf of the City of Lansing, presented an Offer to 
Purchase the real estate owned by Gerald A. and 
Georgia E. Huckaba located at 5410S. Waverly Road. 
The Lansing City Council authorized and directed the 
acquisition of this property because of its incom- 
patibility with the residential character of the balance 
of the neighborhood in which it is located and because 
of the numerous complaints of adjacent area residents 
and developers attempting to develop and market new 
residential subdivisions in the area. Mr. and Mrs. 
Huckaba have their residence and operate an auto 
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salvage business at that location. 


During the ensuing months since the presentation of 
our Offer to Purchase it has become apparent that the 
Huckabas will not accept our Offer to Purchase unless 
and until a replacement location which meets their 
needs is made available to them. The choices of 
a sites for this type of operation are extremely 
imited. 


The Planning and Development Divisions have 
reviewed and rejected the following potential replace- 
ment sites: 


1. East Cavanaugh Road, just west and north of its 
intersection with the railroad tracks. 


This site is unacceptable to the Huckabas, primarily 
for reasons of price. 


2. Miller and Wise 


The site owned by the City for a future fire station 
was considered and reviewed. After review, it was 
rejected due to visibility of the auto salvage operation 
from I-96 and because of possible interference with a 
fire station operation should the northern portion of 
this parcel be so developed in the future. 


3. Aurelius Road landfill 


A portion of the former landfill site just east of 
Aurelius Road was considered and rejected due to 
DNR concerns about the'clay cap and liner. 


In addition, staff has been informed that neither 
Delhi township nor Delta Township would be receptive 
to the relocation of this type of business to their 
jurisdictions. 

Based on the above, the City is faced with three (3) 
options in dealing with this matter, as follows: 


1. Formal withdrawal of our Offer to Purchase; 
allow the operation to continue at its present location 
and put up with the complaints of neighbors and 
developers. 


2. Ask our Law Department to initiate eminent 
domain condemnation litigation to acquire the real 
property. We might achieve ownership of the real 
estate under this option, but our relocation obliga- 
tions would still be unmet. Under this option, the 
City could end up owning the real estate and leasing 
to the Huckabas until we could relocate them, if ever. 


3. Attempt to acquire both the real estate and the 
business operation. This option would have the City 
buy both the real estate and the assets (inventory, 
trucks, etc.) of the business, so that we could 
effectively eliminate the business operation. We 
could then relocate just the residential part of the 
Huckaba operation, sell off or scrap out the inventory, 
and re-sell the land for residential use only. 


The Director of Planning and Municipal Develop- 
ment has recommended that the City pursue the last 
option stated above. From discussions with HUD 
Detroit Area Office personnel, it is our understanding 
that this approach was used several times in the 
Poletown. project in the City of Detroit. In order to 
start the process, an appraiser would need to be 
contracted with to prepare a movable and immovable 
fixture appraisal to provide a basis for putting a value 
on the business, As with the real estate, the cost of 
acquiring the business operation would be an eligible 
CD expense. 


I concur in the recommendation of the Director of 
Planning and Municipal Development, and recommend 
the concurrence and approval of the Lansing City 
Council.

Section 1. That Chapter 28 of the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amended by 
revising Sections 28-39, 28-40, 28-41, 28-42, 28-43 and 
28-44 to read as follows: 


Sec. 28-39. Duty to construct and repair. 


For the purpose of improving the sidewalks of the 
ciyt and to make their general condition as safe as 
possible and reduce to a minimum the liability of 
accidents and injury to pedestrians using the same, it 
shall in all cases be the JOINT duty of the city AND 
THE PROPERTY OWNER to keep the sidewalks 
WHICH ARE DAMAGED AS A RESULT OF 
NATURAL DETERIORATION OR SETTLEMENT 
AND adjoining a PROPERTY OWNER’S lot or 
parcel of land in good repair. It shall be the SOLE duty 
of any landowner who either wilfully or accidently 
damages a sidewalk to repair such sidewalk and to 
provide new sidewalks in front of or adjoining such 
premises when so ordered by city council consistent 
with the requirements of the public service department.

Roberta A. Wiborn submitted a claim on May 31, 
1984 in the amount of $33.00 for towing charges. 
Claimant indicates that on May 25, 1984, her daughter 
was involved in an accident at the intersection of N. 
Pennsylvania and Linden Grove. Their vehicle would 
not start and was pushed on the lawn of Eastern High 
School. Her daughter was told by the police officer that 
investigated the scene that it would be all right to leave 
the vehicle there overnight. The next morning, the 
vehicle was not there and had been towed away. 


Officer Mezzano investigated the accident and indi- 
cates that the vehicle driven by claimant’s daughter 
would not start. The vehicle was pushed up onto the 
lawn and the daughter was instructed by him that it 
would be all right to leave it there overnight. Officer 
Mezzano and the daughter both indicate that the vehicle 
was pushed completely onto the lawn and up out of the 
vehicular traffic lanes on N. Pennsylvania. They left the 
scene together at approximately 9:30 p.m. After shift 
change, Officer A. George came upon the scene and 
states that the claimant’s vehicle was not on the lawn, 
but in the vehicular lane on N. Pennsylvania. Officer 
George believed that the vehicle was an unattended 
traffic hazard. He made a dispatch call to have the 
vehicle towed away. The driver from Stowe Brothers 
states that when he arrived in response to Officer 
George’s dispatch, he also found that the vehicle was at 
least % of the way in the vehicular lane. Apparently, 
between the time Officer Mezzano and claimant’s 
daughter left the scene and the time when Officer 
George came upon the scene at 4:47 a.m., the vehicle 
either rolled or was pushed off the lawn and into the 
vehicular traffic lanes. 


Lansing City Ordinance 30-175(3) specifically au- 
thorizes the Lansing Police Department to remove a 
vehicle from a street when a vehicle is unattended and is 
a hazard to the normal movement of traffic. 


In this particular case, Officer George came upon a 
vehicle unattended in the vehicular traffic lane on N. 
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Pennsylvania and acted prudently in accordance with 
City Ordinance. Officer Mezzano insured that the 
vehicle was pushed up onto the lawn and out of the way 
of normal traffic. Some time between Officer Mezzano 
getting off duty and Officer George coming on duty, 
without fault by the City of Lansing, the vehicle 
somehow came to rest in the vehicular traffic lane on N. 
Pennsylvania creating an obstruction and a traffic 
hazard and was removed.

Dennis Randolph, City Engineer, states that the 
current sidewalk repair criteria does not specify 
immediate action for a | inch to 14 inch slab elevation 
difference. Mr. Randolph went out and inspected the 
sidewalk at that area personally and measured only a4 
inch slab elevation. A review of their complaint file 
regarding sidewalk conditions in the area of 2121 W. 
Mt. Hope failed to reveal any complaints received 
either on or before May 21, 1984. 


“No governmental agency is liable for injuries 
or damage caused by defective highways when 
the governmental agency knew, or in the 
exercise of reasonable diligence should have 
known, of the existence of the defect and had a 
reasonable time to repair the defect before the 
injury took place.” MCLA 691.1403; MSA 
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3.996 (103). 


This statute has been interpreted to apply to sidewalks 
as well as highways. O’Hare v City of Detroit, 362 Mich 
19; 196 NW2d 538 (1961). Applying the aforementioned 
statutory provision to the facts presented by this claim, 
the City of Lansing had no prior notice of any defect 
with regard to the sidewalk at 2121 W. Mt. Hope on the 
date in question. Further, it would appear that the 
elevation of the slab was not sufficient to cause liability 
in any event.

She vaguely remembers 
stepping up but doesn’t believe it was at a curb. 
Claimant states she did inform someone in the Annex 
Building on the 3rd floor about her fall but doesn’t 
remember exactly who it was she spoke with. 


An investigation by Sam Clay, Property Manager, 
indicates that he found “no one aware of any person 
falling on the walks surrounding the Annex.” Dennis 
Randolph, City Engineer, has reviewed their complaint 
file for problems reported in the Washington Square 
-Ottawa Street area and found no complaints regarding 
that area just prior to or on February 20, 1984. 


“No governmental agency is liable for injuries 
or damage caused by defective highways when 
the governmental agency knew, or in the 
exercise of reasonable diligence, should have 
known, of the existence of the defect and had a 
reasonable time to repair the defect before the 
injury took place.” MCLA 691.1403; MSA 
3.996 (103). 
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This statute has been construed to include sidewalks 
and walk areas. O’Hare v City of Detroit, 362 Mich 19; 
106 NW2d 538 (1961). The City of Lansing had no prior 
notice of any defect with regard to the sidewalk or walk 
area on the Washington Square-Ottawa Street area. 
Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office that 
the claim be denied on the basis of governmental 
immunity.

Ken Harris, Superintendent of Parks, states that a 
Cushman vehicle driven by a Park employee was 
parked uphill near the starter house. The handbrake on 
the vehicle was not operative. The vehicle was parked 
against another vehicle to keep it from rolling down the 
incline. When the other vehicle was moved the Cushman 
began rolling down the slight incline, The Cushman 
ended up on the practice green after rolling over 
claimant's golf equipment. The only damages sustained 
in the entire incident were to those items for which 
claimant has submitted a claim. 


Michigan law exempts a municipality from tort 
liability in cases where the governmental agency is 
engaged in the exercise of a governmental function. 
MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(197). Michigan law 
makes a distinction between the exercise of a govern- 
mental function and the exercise of a proprietary 
function. In those cases where a municipality is engaged 
in a proprietary function, and therefore not exempt 
from tort liability. 


It is therefore the recommendation of this office that 
this claim be granted.

Investigation with the Transportation Department 
confirms that claimant did possess a valid parking 
permit from the Lansing Municipal Parking System for 
Lot #37 for the month of June, 1984. Further investiga- 
tion with the Parks Department reveals that mowing 
and trimming around Lot #37 were performed at the 
end of June. The Lansing Police Department was 
summoned by claimant immediately following her 
discovery of the damage and it is the investigating 
officer’s opinion, based on his observation of the scene, 
that the damage was caused by a stone or glass thrown 
by a weed wacker or a mower. 


Based on the above facts and the likelihood that the 
operation of parking facilities would be considered a 
proprietary function and thus not immune from liability, 
it is the recommendation of this office that this claim be 
paid in the amount of $50.00

Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of City Council: 


On May 2, 1984, Carrie Hicks submitted a claim in 
the amount of $411.12 for damages to the chimney of 
her home at 125 Kingsley Court. Claimant indicates 
that on April 26, 1984, workers from the Parks and 
Recreation Department damaged her chimney while 
working for the Redevelopment Division in that area. 


Dave Phillips, Superintendent of Forestry, indicates 
that the chimney was damaged while a forestry crew 
was removing dead wood from trees located on vacant 
City property just west of 1125 Kingsley Court on April 
26, 1984. According to Mr. Phillips, two forestry 
employees were in the bucket of the aerial tower working 
directly over the chimney knocking some bricks loose. 
Apparently, the workers forgot the chimney was directly 
below them and they were unable to see it from their 
position in the bucket. 


Michigan law exempts a municipality from tort 
liability in cases where the governmental agency is 
engaged in the exercise of a governmental function. 
MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107). However, the 
defense of governmental immunity is applicable where 
the damage is caused by a direct trespass of an 
instrumentality from government owned land onto 
private property. Affiliated Insurance Co. v Highway 
Dept., 86 Mich App 203, 272 NW2d 239 (1978). 
Therefore, based upon the facts of this case it appears 
as though there wasa direct trespass onto the claimant’s 
property by the crew in the aerial bucket. 


It is the recommendation of this office that this claim 
be granted.

Although the city is immune from liability in many 
circumstances, MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107), it is 
unlikely that the activity of lawn maintenance would be 
considered a governmental function and immune from 
liability under any of the three tests developed by the 
Supreme Court for determining whether a particular 
activity is a governmental function. Consequently, 
based upon the above facts, it is the recommendation of 
this office that this claim be granted in the amount of 
actual expense incurred by Claimant, $17.90.

On June 14, 1983, Joseph Golden and Linda P. 
Golden filed a lawsuit against the City of Lansing and 
the Lansing Police Department alleging that Joseph 
Golden’s reassignment to Road Patrol from the De- 
tention Unit where he was working with Linda P. 
Golden, his wife, was a discriminatory action on the 
part of the Lansing Police Department under the 
Michigan Elliott-Larsen Civil Rights Act, MCLA 
37.2101 et seq; MSA 3.548(108) et seq. Joseph Golden 
is a Lansing Police Officer and Linda P. Golden, 
Joseph Golden's wife, is a civilian Clerk/ Matron who 
worked in the Detention unit with Joseph Golden and 
is presently on leave. In the Golden’s Complaint, the 
Goldens asked for lost wages, compensation for mental 
and emotional distress and actual attorney fees, said 
amount totaling approximately $175,000.00. This office 
filed an Answer denying the allegations set forth in the 
Golden’s complaint. 


Subsequently, pursuant to Michigan Court Rule GCR 
1963, 316, after discovery was completed but prior to 
the trial date, Circuit Judge Michael Harrison ordered 
that the case go to mediation. On August 9, 1984, the 
case went before a Mediation Panel. After reviewing 
the briefs filed by the Plaintiffs and the City and 
listening to oral arguments on behalf of both the 
Plaintiffs and the City, the Mediation Panel recom- 
mended that the City was only obligated to pay Joseph 
Golden the sum of $2,000.00 and Linda P. Golden the 
sum of $13,000.00. Further, the Mediation Panel

recommended that the Goldens were not entitled to any 
interest, court costs or attorney fees. 


Pursuant to the Michigan General Court Rule, 316, 
the decision regarding the City’s acceptance or rejection 
of the Mediation Panel's determination can not be 
revealed until twenty (20) days from the date of decision 
of the Mediation Panel. 


Therefore, this Department respectfully requests 
that City Council authorize this Department to accept 
the Mediation Panel’s decision so that a subsequent 
decision may be made by this Department as to whether 
to accept or reject the Mediation Panel’s decision under 
the terms and conditions of Michigan General Court 
Rule 316.

Roberta A. Wiborn submitted a claim on May 31, 
1984 in the amount of $33.00 for towing charges. 
Claimant indicates that on May 25, 1984, her daughter 
was involved in an accident at the intersection of N. 
Pennsylvania and Linden Grove. Their vehicle would 
not start and was pushed on the lawn of Eastern High 
School. Her daughter was told by the police officer that 
investigated the scene that it would be all right to leave 
the vehicle there overnight. The next morning, the 
vehicle was not there and had been towed away. 


Officer Mezzano investigated the accident and indi- 
cates that the vehicle driven by claimant’s daughter 
would not start. The vehicle was pushed up onto the 
lawn and the daughter was instructed by him that it 
would be all right to leave it there overnight. Officer 
Mezzano and the daughter both indicate that the vehicle 
was pushed completely onto the lawn and up out of the 
vehicular traffic lanes on N. Pennsylvania. They left the 
scene together at approximately 9:30 p.m. After shift 
change, Officer A. George came upon the scene and 
states that the claimant’s vehicle was not on the lawn, 
but in the vehicular lane on N. Pennsylvania. Officer 
George believed that the vehicle was an unattended 
traffic hazard. He made a dispatch call to have the 
vehicle towed away. The driver from Stowe Brothers 
states that when he arrived in response to Officer 
George’s dispatch, he also found that the vehicle was at 
least % of the way in the vehicular lane. Apparently, 
between the time Officer Mezzano and claimant’s 
daughter left the scene and the time when Officer 
George came upon the scene at 4:47 a.m., the vehicle 
either rolled or was pushed off the lawn and into the 
vehicular traffic lanes. 


Lansing City Ordinance 30-!75(3) specifically au- 
thorizes the Lansing Police Department to remove a 
vehicle from a street when a vehicle is unattended and is 
a hazard to the normal movement of traffic. 


In this particular case, Officer George came upon a 
vehicle unattended in the vehicular traffic lane on N. 
Pennsylvania and acted prudently in accordance with 
City Ordinance. Officer Mezzano insured that the 
vehicle was pushed up onto the lawn and out of the way 
of normal traffic. Some time between Officer Mezzano 
getting off duty and Officer George coming on duty, 
without fault by the City of Lansing, the vehicle 
somehow came to rest in the vehicular traffic lane on N. 
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Pennsylvania creating an obstruction and a traffic 
hazard and was removed. 


Therefore, although this ofice is not without sympathy 
for the claimant, the City has no legal responsibility for 
the charges and it is the recommendation of this office 
that the claim be denied.

Hope Avenue at approximately 2:00 p.m. Monday, 
May 21, 1984. He states the sidewalk at that location is 
raised I to 114 inches and should be repaired or replaced. 


Dennis Randolph, City Engineer, states that the 
current sidewalk repair criteria does not specify imme- 
diate action for a | inch to 14 inch slab elevation 
difference. Mr. Randolph went out and inspected the 
sidewalk at that area personally and measured on a 4 
inch slab elevation. A review of their complaint file 
regarding sidewalk conditions in the area of 2121 W. 
Mt. Hope failed to reveal any complaints received 
either on or before May 21, 1984. 


“No governmental agency is liable for injuries or 
damage caused by defective highways when the 
governmental agency knew, or in the exercise of 
reasonable diligence should have known, of the 
existence of the defect and had a reasonable time 
to repair the defect before the injury took place.” 
MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3.996(103). 


This statute has been interpreted to apply to sidewalks 
as well as highways. O'Hare v City of Detroit, 362 Mich 
19; 106 NW2d 538 (1961). Applying the aforementioned 
statutory provision to the facts presented by this claim, 
the City of Lansing had no prior notice of any defect 
with regard to the sidewalk at 2121 W. Mt. Hope on the 
date in question. Further, it would appear that the 
elevation of the slab was not sufficient to cause liability 
in any event, 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
that this claim be denied.

Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of City Council: 


On July 9, 1984, Robert Doughty filed a claim with 
the City of Lansing for damages caused to Mr. & Mrs. 
Doughty’s flowers by a Public Service crew. 


Specifically, employees of the Operations and Main- 
tenance Division of the Public Service Department 
were trimming brush and over-growth within the alley 
right-of-way between E. Grand River Avenue and E. 
North Street. The Doughtys have a fence located 
within three feet of their property line and between the 
fence and the property line the Doughtys have planted 
flowers, including but not limited to 69 clumps of Day 
lilies. According to the Public Service Department the 
Public Service crew thought they were operating within 
the alley right-of-way when in fact they were not and as 
a result of the crew’s activities all of the flowers were 
mowed down. Mrs. Doughty has obtained a price of 
$6.00 per clump to replace the Day lilies and has offered 
to replace the other flowers such as corn flowers at no 
charge to the City. 


Generally, a municipality is immune from liability 
for its negligent activities pursuant to State statute, 
MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107). In this particular 
case, based upon the survey of Mr. & Mrs. Doughty’s 
property, it appears the City crew trespassed upon the 
Doughty’s property in cutting the flowers down. 
Trespass is a specific intent violation for which good 
faith or lack of maliciousness or good faith is not a 
defense under Michigan law. See Davison v Shanahan, 
93 Mich 486, 53 NW 624 (1892). 


Based upon the recommendation of the Public Service 
Director and the application of the law to the particular 
facts in this case, it is the recommendation of this office 
that the claim of Mr. & Mrs. Robert Doughty be 
approved in the amount of $414.00.

Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of City Council: 


The above claim was referred to this office for 
investigation and recommendation. The Claimant is a 
City employee in the Parks and Recreation Department 
assigned to the Oak Park Field Office. He has submitted 
this claim for damage resulting to his vehicle while 
parked in the employees’ parking lot at the Oak Park 
Field Office. 


Investigation with the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment’s Security Division confirms that Claimant’s 
vehicle was struck by a segment of an eaves trough blown 
from the roof of the Vector Control building which was 
under repair at the time. Further investigation with the 
Property Management Department revealed that main- 
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tenance and repair work was being performed by the 
City on the Vector Control Building including replace- 
ment of eaves trough on or about the date of the alleged 
accident. 


Although Michigan law immunizes municipalities 
from tort liability in many instances, MCLA 691.1406 
specifically imposess an obligation to repair and main- 
tain public buildings: 


“Governmental agencies have the obligation to 
repair and maintain public buildings under their 
control when open for use by members of the public. 
Governmental agencies are liable for bodily injury 
and property damage resulting from a dangerous 
or defective condition of a public building if the 
governmental agency had actual or constructive 
knowledge of the defect, and, for a reasonable time 
after acquiring knowledge, failed to remedy the 
condition or to take action reasonably necessary to 
protect the public against the condition...” 


In addition to having actual knowledge of the deter- 
iorated condition of the eaves trough, it appears that 
the section which struck Claimant’s car was left on the 
roof during the process of repair since no portion of 
eaves trough attached to the building was reported as 
missing or replaced following this incident. 


Based on the above, it is the opinion of this office that 
a finding of negligence in connection with this incident 
would be likely and the defense of governmental 
immunity would not be available. Consequently, it is 
the recommendation of this office that this claim be 
granted.

Claimant has requested that a $249.00 special 
assessment charge for trash pick up which was placed 
against property located at 2010 Jerome Street be 
removed from the tax rolls. 


Investigation with the Building and Safety Division 
indicates that on June 29, 1983, a violation notice was 
issued to Larry and Kathleen McCurdy of 2760 South- 
wood Drive, East Lansing, for removal of trash from the 
premises of 2010 Jerome Street, Lansing. The violation 
notice gave seven (7) days in which to remove the trash. 
The Building and Safety Division gave notice to the 
McCurdys as a result of data received from the Assessor's 
Office as to taxpayer of record for the subject property 
on June 18, 1983. The scheduled reinspection was made 
by the Building and Safety Division and the same 
violation was found to exist. Consequently, a clean up 
order was issued and the trash pick up was performed 
by the City contractor. These facts are not in dispute. 


Invesitgation with the Assessor’s Office revealed that 
Mr. and Mrs. McCurdy contacted the Assessor's Office 
upon receipt of the violation notice and informed them 
by telephone that they were no longer the taxpayer of 
record for the property on the dates in question.

However, the McCurdys did not inform the Assessor’s 
Office of the taxpayer who supplanted them. 


Investigation with the present mortgage of the 
property, Modern Mortgage Company, revealed that a 
notice of change of ownership and taxpayer of record 
to that of Larry Baas, claimant, for 2010 Jerome Street 
was mailed on June 13, 1983. The Assessor’s Office 
confirmed receipt of the notice, however, the infor- 
mation did not get processed so as to be retrievable by 
the Building and Safety Division until July 2, which of 
course followed the date of notice. 


Since it is undisputed that the property owner met his 
obligation to inform the City of the change of status 
regarding the property and since it is clear that the 
property owner did not receive notice to abate the 
violation, it is the recommendation of this Department 
that the special assessment of $249.00 placed upon 
claimant’s property by City Council be removed 
accordingly.

SUBJECT: Updated request to add a new probation 
officer position. 


The judges of the District Court wish to inform the 
Mayor and Council of our current situation in the 
probation department. 


As all of you are aware, the Court in our last budget 
request asked that an additional probation position be 
added to help in handling the anticipated increase in 
volume occasioned primarily by the enactment of the 
1983 Drinking and Driving law. 


We are sure that you recall that for over a year we have 
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been advising you of this anticipated problem. In an 
effort to continue the best service possible to the 
citizens of Lansing, we have been monitoring the 
differences in the levels of work assigned to the 
probation staff currently as opposed to last year. 


Item A (attached) is a comparison in probation 
referrals for the first seven months of last year and this 
year. There has been a 78 percent increase in probation 
referrals. 


Item B (attached) is a comparison in arrests by 
Lansing Police for O.U.I.L. for the first seven months 
of last year as opposed to this year. (A 46 percent 
increase.) 


Item C (attached) is a copy of amemo from Mr. Fulton 
of the probation office indicating that the average for 
each probation officer as of July, 1983, was 108 people 
on probation. 


Item D (attached) is a memo dated August 17, 1984 
showing 488 people on probation. An average of 122 
per officer. 


Item E (attached) is a report from Mr. Fulton 
showing how much time is normally involved in the 
average preparation of a presentence report. 


We would also respectfully point out that from 
February |, 1984 through August |, 1984 approximately 
645 new drinking and driving cases have been filed in 
our court. We have resolved (in the same time period) 
approximately 458 such cases. Even with this number 
of cases being resolved, our pending O.U.1.L. cases 
have swelled from 476 cases on February 1, 1984 to about 
663 cases as of August 1, 1984. 


This indicates that the likelihood of the situation in 
the probation department improving is small. We 
perceive that the current crisis will continue and 
become more acute. 


We would respectfully request that the Mayor and 
City Council refer this information to the appropriate 
committees to investigate our need to add, at aminimum, 
one addition probation officer. 


I am available to appear as needed at various 
committee meetings on this matter.

Re: Expenditure of Lansing’s “Equity” Funds 


As you know, recently-passed legislation will award 
some $4 million to outstate Michigan cities. These funds 
are to be used for cultural institutions, libraries, zoos, 
historical projects, economic development projects, 
and capitol improvement projects related to the fore- 
going. It is estimated that Lansing will receive $496,000 
under this program some time after October | (the start 
of the State’s fiscal year). 


Following is my recommendation regarding expen- 
diture of these funds: 


New Convention Center 


It is likely that bids for the new convention center will 
be higher than formerly estimated. This is because the 
earlier estimates were made during a time of economic 
recession. Thus I recommend that $200,000 be reserved 
for possible center construction. 


“Approach to the Capitol” 


As you know, I have worked with the Governor, 
legislators, and Transportation Department officials to 
gain Federal/State funding for the proposed “Approach 
to the Capitol” project. However, the City must 
provide a match of approximately 25% of these funds. 


Irecommend that $200,000 of the “equity” funds be set 
aside for this purpose during this fiscal year. (Note: it is 
likely that additional local funds—perhaps subsequent- 
year “equity” funds—will have to be used to complete 
this project.) 

Lansing’s Major Cultural Agencies 

I recommend that $70,000 be allocated to Lansing’s 

seven largest non-profit cultural agencies. The agencies 


and the amount I recommend be granted to them are as 
follows: 


Impression 5 Museum (I-5): $18,800 
BoarsHead Theater (BHT): 13,600 
Arts Council Center (ACC): 13,600 
Lansing Symphony Orchestra (LSO): 9,600 
Lansing Art Gallery (LAG): 5,600 
R E Olds Museum (REO): 5,200 
Opera Co. of Mid-Mich. (QCMM): 3,600 

Total: $70,000 


I arrived at the above recommendation after consi- 
derable discussion with local arts agency directors and 
other interested persons. It is based on the formula 
described below. 


1 have worked cooperatively on this formula with 
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several cultural agency directors and other interested 
persons (however, every involved person may not agree 
with every feature of it). 


The formula considers several factors. It translates 
these factors into units as follows: 


1. Eligibility: The formula automatically assigns 
two units to each eligible agency. Eligible agencies are 
those that are Lansing-based and that have: non-profit 
(Federal 501c3) status; broadbased sources of funding; 
a community board of trustees or directors; a full time 
professional staff; a professional orientation to a public 
audience (rather than a recreational orientation to a 
membership); a minimum of five years of local service; 


‘and capacity to show financial statements for the past 


three years. 


Most important, eligible agencies must attract a 
broad audience from in and out of Lansing. 


2. Lansing: Two units are given to those agencies 
that both perform and are headquartered within the 
City. 


3. Budget: An additional unit is given each agency 
for each $50,000 of its 1983 audited budget. This is 
intended to provide more money to the larger agencies— 
it is assumed that they has a greater impact on Lansing 
tourism than smaller agencies. 


4. Unearned income: An additional unit is given to 
each agency for each $30,000 of “unearned” income— 
that is, from income not derived from ticket or other 
sales. This factor is intended to reward agencies that 
offer free or low-cost admission or that must raise a 
large percentage of budget through contributed income. 


5. State funding: A unit is subtracted for each $35,000 
of estimated 1984-85 State subsidy. This is done sothat 
an agency will not obtain equity money as a result of its 


being successful in attracting other State dollars. 


6. Administrative overhead: The Arts Council Center 
is given four units because it works to administer this 
grant (and other) on behalf of all agencies. 


Using the formula, the seven agencies are given units 
as follows:

The above totals 87.5 units. If we divide $70,000 by 
87.5 we get $800 per unit. If we multiply each agency’s 
total units by $800 we get the grants that 1 recommend 
above. 


fssues: There are (at least) two issues in the above 
formula. 


First there is the issue of who gets funded. There are a 
number of agencies—some very worthwhile agencies— 
that are not included in my recommendation. I have not 
included any agencies not located within the City of 
Lansing. Nor have ] included any of the smaller agencies 
that do not meet the criteria 1 have outlined above. 1 
believe the above criteria meet the intent of the “Equity” 
legislation. 


Please recall that the “equity” money is intended by 
the legislature to be for agencies that have a “regional” 
impact. 


Second, there is the issue of how much weight should 
be given to each of the above factors. Of course, each 
agency will want to emphasize those factors that give it 
an advantage in the final funding outcome. I believe the 
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above balances a number of concerns in an equitable 
and fair manner. It is a compromise. 


Lansing Public Library 


After discussion with Superintendent Robert Cham- 
berlain and others, | recommend that $26,000 be 
allocated to the Library. As you know, our library is a 
strong regional cultural resource. 


Conclusion 


The above recommendations were arrived at after 
much discussion with a variety of interested persons. I 
believe there is agreement among many that my 
recommendations provide money to very important 
projects and that the money will be shared equitably.

In recent years there has been much discussion and 
several studies made of our downtown. These include 
design of at least one “master plan.” 


I believe it is now appropriate that we re-examine our 
downtown. Accordingly, | propose to appoint an ad 
hoc Downtown Development Study Committee. The 
Committee will be made up of some 10-15 City staff 
members and citizens involved in the downtown. 


I am interested in several issues: 


—what mix of retail, office, state, restaurant, cultural, 
education, etc. uses do we have in our downtown at the 
current time and what mix ought we encourage in the 
future; 


—whether or not our downtown plan should be 
significantly revised (and, if so, should we require the 
assistance of an outside consultant?); and 


—what existing or new agency, authority, or group 
should take the lead in further development of our 
downtown. 


I suggest the group be given 60 days to complete its 
work and to make a joint presentation to myself and to 
you, 


Downtown Rennaisance 


1 strongly believe that downtown Lansing is in the 
initial stages of a significant rennaisance. 


In addition to the 100-Block project we have seen 
important work in the Michigan Attrium, Knapp’s 
Capital Centre, Penney's Building, Poxson Building, 
Ingham Building, Davenport Building, and other major 
facilities. 


Many new retail shops, restaurants, and professional 
businesses have opened. Several excellent cultural 
organizations are bringing significant numbers of new 
tourists to downtown Lansing. Our Parks and Rec- 
reation Department and new Mall Advisory Board are 
undertaking new activities in the mall and parks. New 
housing projects have been constructed downtown and 
near-downtown citizen groups are working with City 
agencies to revitalize their homes and neighborhoods. 


We are cooperating with state government in such 
projects as the “Approach to the Capitol,” the outstate 
cities equity package, a new state library and museum, 
a possible move of additional state workers into the 
downtown, paving of state-owned parking lots, and

better maintenance of state-owned land. 


Finally, we have done much to improve downtown 
parking—we have increased the number of available 
parking spaces and we have made our system more safe 
and convenient to use.

In recent months the City has been very involved 
with several Lansing cultural agencies. As you will 
recall: 


—the City granted $20,000 to Impression 5 Museum, 
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BoarsHead Theater, Lansing Symphony, and Arts 
Council Center as part of our regular budget process; 


—we granted $10,000 to R E Olds Museum for 
current critical needs; 


—we granted an addition $7,5000 to Impression 5 for 
their exhibit titled “Chips and Changes”; and 


—I currently am recommending that some $70,000 
be given to seven non-profit agencies as part of our 
“equity” funding. 


Three Principles 


In my recommendations to you regarding cultural 
agency funding I have been guided by three principles. 
That is, I believe the City ought to: 


—support only those agencies that bring a significant 
number of new visitors into Lansing. Lansing has a 
great many very worthwhile artists and cultural agencies. 
Obviously we cannot fund all of them. Nor can we 
predict which of the smaller ones might eventually 
grow to a size where they will attract visitors. 


—provide only a small fraction of each agency’s 
budget. I do not recommend that we give any agency 
such a large proportion of its budget that it becomes 
dependent on the City for success or survival. 


—provide funding on an equitable, rational basis. It 
is for this reason that I have been working with several 
persons to create a fair “formula” for City funding. 
Absent such a formula, it is possible that we might 
provide funding based chiefly on the lobbying abilities 
of an agency’s supporters. 


An $18,000 Recommendation 


Recently several cultural agencies requested an 
$18,000 supplemental appropriation for the current 
fiscal year. You have asked me for a recommendation 
regarding the allocation of these funds. 


Irecommend that the $18,000 be allocated according 
to an equitable formula. As you know, I worked with 
agency directors and others to develop such a formula 
for the “equity” funding. I have created a similar—but 
simpler—formula as the basis for my recommendation 
regarding the $18,000. It follows: 


Formula 
5 BHT ACC LSO REO LAG 
Eligibility: - 2 2 2 - Z 
Lansing: - 7d I - - I 
Budget: - 85 4 6 - 2 
Administration: -  - 9 - - - 
Total Units; - 15 9 8 - 5=33.5 


Note: I-5 and REO did not request a part of the $18,000 
because they already received funds in addition to the 
original request. 


Note: the units are divised as they were in my recent 
recommendation regarding the “equity” funds (except 
that there are no units given for unearned income or 
state funding). Each unit is worth $537 ($18,000 divided 
by 33.5=$537). 


Using the above formula, I recommend funding as 
follows: 


BoarsHead Theater: $6,176 
Arts Council Center: 4,833 
Lansing Symphony Orchestra: 4,296 
Lansing Art Gallery: 2,685 

Total: $17,990

(e) that any eligible project show promise of actually 
attracting significant numbers of visitors to Lansing. 


1 understand that the concept of “need” also was 
discussed in your recent Public Properties and Safety 
meeting. I remind you that the “need” regarding 
“equity” funds was established by the legislature. 


That is, the legislature determined that Lansing has a 
“need” to attract additional tourism. | believe we 
should do everything possible to allocate these funds so 
that they are used to attract tourists and visitors. 


I recognize that our various local agencies have 
significant needs of their own. Each agency director is 
able to make an eloquent plea regarding “needs” on 
behalf of his or her own agency or project. Let us, 
however, continue to keep the legislature’s purpose in 
mind as we allocate these monies. 


1 appreciate your support of my recommendations 
and I look forward to continuing to work with you to 
build Lansing into Michigan's Cultural Capital.

Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of Lansing City Council: 


On July 16, 1984 Mr. McClean filed a claini against 
the City of Lansing on behalf of his daughter whose car 
was involved in an accident with a Fire Department 
Command car causing $1,545.76 in damages. 


Research conducted by this office indicated that on 
June 13, 1984 at about 11:12 a.m. a Fire Department 
Command vehicle was traveling east on Kalamazoo 
Street. Prior to entering the intersection the driver, 
hearing a fire alarm on his radio, reached to adjust the 
radio so as to eliminate interferences. In doing so, the 
driver took his eyes off the traffic light in the intersection 
and ran through a red light striking Angela Marie 
Hemenway’s 1981 Ford Escort. The driver of the Fire 
Department Command vehicle was issued a civil 
infraction violation for running through the red light. 
The amount of damage to the 1981 Escort was $1,545.76. 


Although generally as municipality is immune from 
tort liability, a municipality can be held liable for 
bodily injury and property damage resulting from the 
negligent operation of a motor vehicle which a muni- 
cipality owns. MCLA 691.1405. However, Michigan 
No Fault law limits tort liability of an owner of a motor 
vehicle to $400.00 for motor vehicles to the extent the 
damages are not covered by insurance. MCLA 600.3135. 


Although the vehicle was covered by Farm Bureau 
Insurance Company at the time, there was no collision 
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coverage for the vehicle at the time of this accident. 


Therefore, based upon the foregoing statutes and the 
likelihood that negligence could be established on the 
part of the City employee, it is the recommendation of 
this office that the claim be paid in the amount allowed 
by statute, $400.00.

This claim was filed with the City of Lansing on April 
27, 1984 by T.A. Marriott alleging damage to his motor 
vehicle. Mr. Marriott alleges that on April 18, 1984 he 
was driving his Audi 5000S on Collins Road in the area 
of the new Motor Wheel offices. The claimant alleges 
that there was a depression in the road which was 
poorly marked. Theclaimant drove through the depres- 
sion which he alleges caused damage to the “front end” 
of his vehicle. 


An investigation conducted by this office indicates 
that a complaint was received on April 18, 1984 at 10:05 
p.m. by the City. An investigation was conducted by 
the Public Service Department at 10:20 p.m. that 
evening revealing the barricades and flashers in the 
vicinity to be in place and operational. At the time in 
question storm and sanitary sewers were being installed 
under city contract and sewer leads to Motor Wheel 
were being installed by the developer. It is not possible 
to determine which work caused the depression in 
question. 


Pursuant to MCLA 691.1407 the City of Lansing is 
immune from tort liability when performing govern- 
mental functions. The construction of a storm and 
sanitary sewer is a governmental function under which 
the governmental body enjoys tort immunity. 
Beauchamp v Saginaw Township, 74 Mich App 44 
(1977). 


Therefore, based on the foregoing facts and authority, 
it is the recommendation of this office that the claim be 
denied.

Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of Lansing City Council: 


On July 5, 1984 Nassib and Menri Badawy filed a 
protest with the City concerning the $220.00 special 
assessment placed upon their property located at 1213 
East Kalamazoo Street. 


Research performed by this office indicates that a 
notice was sent to Nassib and Menri Badawy at 208 W. 
Holmes Street on April 25, 1984 regarding old rain 
gutters, papers, and trash on the west side and rear of 
the house and an old muffler in the rear yard of the 
home located at 1213 E. Kalamazoo Street. This notice 
gave a twelve day grace period to remedy the violation. 
On April 25, 1984, fourteen days later, Mr. Herbert 
Chase of the City Building Department re-inspected 
the property and found the conditions unchanged at 
1213 E. Kalamazoo Street. On April 25, 1984 the 
contractor was authorized by Steven Zelski, deputy 
Director of Building Safety to clean up the violations at 
1213 E. Kalamazoo Street. The contractor performed 
the work on May 3, 1984 and submitted a bill in the 
amount of $82.88 plus the City’s minimum charge of 
$130.00 for a total of $212.99 assessed against the 
property located at 1213 E. Kalamazoo Street. Nassib 
and Menri Badawy claim that the violations were 
cleaned up and the special assessment was incorrect. 


Pursuant to MCLA 211.390 and City Ordinance 
Chapter 21, Section 13 the Assessor is empowered to 
levy the cost of special assessments against the taxpayer 
of record. Nassib and Menri Badawy are the taxpayers 
of record and proper notice was sent to them at 208 N. 
Holmes. The Badawys acknowledge receiving notice. 
The necessary work was not completed within the 
twelve day grace period. Pursuant to Chapter 9A, 
Section 10 of the Uniform Housing Code, the work was 
performed by the contractor and pursuant to Lansing 
City Ordinance, being Chapter 21, Section 12 the cost 
was assessed to the taxpayer of record.

On June 26, 1984 Mr. Tostevin filed a letter with the 
City of Lansing claiming cash in the amount of $1,740 
which is presently being held by the Lansing Police 
Department. Mr. Tostevin found this money laying on 
the side of the street in a paper bag along with several 
pens and a green three ring notebook. These items were 
turned into LPD on 5-11-83. On 9-26-83 the money was 
released into the general fund. To this date, more than 
90 days have passed and the property has not been 
claimed. 
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Research in this office indicates that the several State 
statutes dealing with lost property do not appear for 
various reasons to apply when personal property is lost 
and found with in the City limits of Lansing. 


On March 26, 1984 City Attorney Stephen R. 
Sawyer issued Opinion 84-1] to Chief of Police Richard 
Gleason. In that opinion Mr. Sawyer cited then City 
Attorney Peter Houk’s Opinion 75-66 and recent case 
law in explanation of why the Lost Property Act and 
Law of Escheats does not apply to lost and found 
personal property within the City limits of Lansing. It is 
the opinion of this office that the same reasons given in 
Opinion 84-11 for the inapplicability of the State 
statutes to this lost and found property also apply to 
this claim. 


The finder of the lost property who in good faith 
takes possession of the property obtains a possessory 
right superior to anyone but the rightful owner. 
Willsmore v. Osceola Township, 106 Mich App 671 
(1981). More than one year has passed and no true 
owner has been located. 


Therefore, for the foregoing reasons and that Mr. 
Tostevin was the first finder of the property, it is the 
opinion of this office that the claim should be paid.

Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of City Council: 


Claimants’ have submitted this claim for the damage 
to their camper/trailer which they found upon their 
return to Lansing on May 4, 1984. Although Claimants 
found damage to the roof, kitchen floor and bathroom 
of their trailer, the amount requested is for replacement 
of a bathroom tub and door. Claimants believe the 
damage was caused by the Lansing Police Department 
in January of 1984 in conjunction with the Charles 
Mendoza incident at the Riverview Mobile Home Park 
where Claimants’ trailer was stored for the winter. 


Investigation with the Lansing Police Department 
revealed that at the time of their arrival in response to 
the Mendoza incident, LPD Officers Prentler and 
Morse observed the south side west door of Claimants’ 
trailer to be wide open. Sgt. Morse did enter the trailer 
for surveillance purposes. The kitchen window of the 
trailer, located immediately to the right of the door 
through which Sgt. Morse entered, provided an ade- 
quate vantage point so he did not enter any other room 
of the trailer, neither did he move or disturb any of the 
contents. No other officers entered the trailer and no 
officer climbed onto its roof. Due to the dishevelled 
condition of the interior of the trailer and the fact that 
the door was wide open, Sgt. Morse concluded that the 
trailer had been abandoned. 


Further investigation with the manager of the trailer 
park confirmed that only one officer entered the trailer 
and that the entry was momentary. The manager also 
confirmed LPD’s report that no windows were opened 
in the trailer and no shots were fired from the trailer as 
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was erroneously reported in the State Journal. 


Investigation did not reveal any facts or circumstances 
which serve to corroborate Claimants’ contention that 
the Lansing Police Department damaged their travel 
trailer. The more likely explanation is that the trailer 
was burglarized and the damage was inflicted during or 
following the burglary. Lacking the legal and factual 
basis necessary for assumption of liability and consider- 
ing the defense of governmental immunity that would 
attach to surveillance of an armed suspect in an 
emergency situation in any event, Lee v Utica, 83 Mich 
App 679 (1979), this office must recommend that this 
claim should be denied.

In accordance with article IV, Chapter 3, Section 
4-304.7 of the Lansing City Charter, this office requests 
your authorization to settle the above captioned matter 
by redeeming the City’s Workers’ Compensation liabil- 
ity for the sum of $7,500 and termination of employ- 
ment. 


Mr. Snelienberger began employment with the City 
Parks and Recreation Department on April 28, 1981. 
On June 15, 1981 he injured his lower back while lifting 
a lawn mower at work. Following the injury he was 
treated by several physicians and based on the City 
physician’s medical reports, the City voluntarily paid 
both weekly wage benefits at the rate of $146.66 a week 
and all injury related medical expenses. The total 
medical expense incurred by the City to date is 
$3,743.77. 


In October, 1983, the City joined in a petition by 
Sears to the Workers Compensation Bureau for deter- 
mination of rights and recoupment of compensation 
and then discontinued wage benefits. Mr. Snellenberger 
had been injured in prior employment with Sears and 
was receiving compensation benefits from Sears 
unbeknownst to the City. 


Trial was scheduled for August 2, 1984, at which time 
the City learned that Mr. Snellenberger had other 
employment which had not been reported. After review 
of all data, it appeared that Sears would be entitled toa 
recoupment from the City and that the City owed Mr. 
Snellenberger in excess of $5,000 as of the trial date. 


The City would continue to be liable for wage 
benefits and medical expenses, but would have an 
offset for other income if itexceeded his average weekly 
wage at the time of injury. 


Based on the above facts, it is the recommendation of 
this office that the Workers Compensation matter be 
redeemed in the amount of $7,500. (Sears Roebuck and 
Company has agreed to contribute $2,500 for a total 
redemption figure in this matter of $10,000.)

Based 0| 
medical reports and recommendations of the City’s,o 
physicians, the City has voluntarily paid workers’ 3 
compensation benefits and all work-related medical & 


expenses incurred by Mr. Keniston. 2 
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In May of 1984, a treating neurosurgeon prescribed a 5 
membership to Universal Health Spa for continual use 5 
of whirlpool and swimming pool as a medical necessity 8 
for treatment of back pain due to herniated discs. o 
Following receipt of that prescription, the City con- = 
tinued to pay Mr. Keniston weekly wage benefits but © 
petitioned the Workers’ Compensation Bureau for a 3 
determination of the necessity and reasonableness of & 
the prescribed spa membership. A trial on that issue § 
was scheduled for September 6, 1984. 


The City’s present liability in this case is as follows: 
Weekly Wage Benefit $188.522 


Yearly Wage Benefit $9,803. 048 
(52 weeks x 188.52)5 8

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Plus all future medical treatment 
(medical expenses to date exceed $30,864.30 paid 
by the City) 


Mr. Keniston is presently 42 years of age. Based on 
insurance actuarial tables, his life expectancy is an 
additional 18.672 years. Multiplying the yearly wage 
benefit by 18.672 provides the * probable ultimate cost” 
of handling this claim to a conclusion of $183,042.00 in 
addition to the cost of all future medical treatment 
which is difficult to estimate. 


Mr. Keniston was evaluated by a rehabilitation 
specialist in September, 1983, who concluded that he 
was nota feasible candidate for vocational rehabilitatic 


and that it was unlikely that he would ever work agai. 


Present medical information indicates that extensive 
medical treatment including further surgery is a near 
certainty for the future. 


The City negotiated a tentative settlement with Mr. 
Keniston in the amount of $26,000.00 and medical 
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coverage for his work-related injury through December 
31, 1984. This amount represents approximately 2!4 
years of weekly wage benefits. This amount is in 
settlement of all of Mr. Keniston’s rights under the 
Workers’ Disability Compensation Act including all 
wage loss, rehabilitation and medical benefits following 
December 31, 1984. 


In addition, because Mr. Keniston appears to be 
eligible for duty-disability pension benefits icluding 
full medical and dental insurance coverage, the City 
negotiated a tentative settlement of all rights and 
interests in pension benefits in the amount of $9,000.00. 


The potential pension benefits include: 

Monthly Benefit = $314.00 

Yearly Benefit = $3,768.00 

Monthly medical insurance current cost = $185.84 
Monthly dental insurance current cost = $18.00 


Total current cost to the City of yearly pension 
benefits = $6,214.00 


Based on the “present” yearly cost and the life 
expectancy, the probably ultimate cost of handling this 
pension claim is $116,029.30. 


Because of the foregoing facts, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that the Worker’s Compensation 
matter be redeemed in the amount of $26,000.00 and 
medical coverage for the duty-related disability for the 
period expiring December 31, 1984, and that the duty-

Estimates of the damage to the 
vehicle submitted by claimant indicates that the cost of 
repairs exceeded the value of claimant's 1969 Chevrolet 
Impala. On September 1], 1984 an estimate of the value 
of claimant’s vehicle was made by Vaughan McKinch, 
Director of Purchasing.

Dear President Lindemann 
and Members of City Council: 


On January 18, 1984, Katherine Draper filed a 
lawsuit against the City of Lansing alleging that certain 
promotional and employment practices of the City of 
Lansing were invalid. This office filed an answer 
denying the allegations made by the Plaintiff, Katherine 
Draper. Subsequently, numerous Court hearings and 
discovery took place between both parties to the 
lawsuit. 
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During the period of discovery both parties engaged 
in extensive discussion regarding possible settlement of 
the matter. As a result of those discussions, a tentative 
settlement was agreed to. 


The tentative settlement proposes that the Plaintiff, 
Katherine Draper, receive from the City of Lansing the 
total sum of $34,000 as payment for full settlement and 
discharge of any of the Plaintiff's claims for general, 
unliquidated personal injuries and damages which she 
alleges were sustained by her because of the City’s 
actions. In return, the Plaintiff, Katherine Draper 
agrees to resign from the position of “Acting Deputy 
Director of Personnel and Training” of the City of 
Lansing’s Department of Personnel and Training, said 
resignation to be effective immediately. In addition, the 
City agrees to pay to the Plaintiff at the time of her 
resignation any and ail other accrued benefits which an 
employee of the City of Lansing would be entitled to at 
the time they would be resigning from the City. In 
return for the Plaintiffs resignation, the City agrees 
that her personnel record will contain nothing which 
might reflect negatively upon her performance as a City 
employee. It should be further pointed out that this 
proposed settlement does not constitute any admission 
of liability on the part of any of the parties to this 
lawsuit. 


It is the recommendation of this office that the 
tentative settlement as set forth above be approved and 
the City Attorney be authorized to enter into any 
documents which are necessary to file with the Court to 
consummate this matter in the manner set forth above.

Investigation with Claimant revealed that medical 
insurance completely covered all medical expenses and 
that personal sick leave was used to cover the six day 
absence so that Claimant did not incur any actual out 
of pocket expenses or loss. 


Investigation with the Parks & Recreation Depart- 
ment revealed that Claimand did, in fact, fall on the 
cement patio area outside the southeast pedestrian 
door to the City Market. The day was clear and sunny 
and there was no substance whatsoever on the concrete 
to create a slippery or otherwize hazardous condition. 
According to the Market Manager, there exists no 
irregularity of any kind in the surface of the sidewalk. 
Lansing Fire Department paramedics responded, but 
Claimant refused treatment and/or transportation toa 
hospital. 


The applicable duty of the City is to “maintain the 
sidewalk in reasonable repair so that it is reasonably 
safe and convenient for public travel. . .” MCLA 
691.1402. 


Based on the report from the City Market, there does 
not appear to be any negligence here or other basis for 
liability. Accordingly, it is the recommendation of this 
office that this claim be denied.

On July 3, 1984, Claimant entered the South Capitol 
Parking Ramp by using her monthly parking control 
card. As she proceeded through the entrance, the gate 
arm came down onto here vehicle, scraping the paint 
and denting the roof. 
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Investigation with the Transportation Department 
revealed that Claimant immediately reported the inci- 
dent to the garage attendant on duty. There were no 
witnesses to the incident, however, David Berridge, 
Transportation Engineer, speculates that Claimant 
used her control card prior to the driver in front of her 
using the ticket spitter, allowing the gate arm to cycle 
for the lead vehicle only. No other incidents were 
reported and the gate tuning mechanism was checked 
and found to be functioning properly. Even so, the 
parking gate was retuned as a precautionary measure. 


Since it appears that the Claimant used the control 
card appropriately, the burden would shift to the City 
to explain how the accident occurred. There does not 
appear to be a ready explanation with which to defend 
this claim other than isolated mechanical malfunction. 


The operation of parking facilities is in competition 
with private enterprise and, as such, is clearly a 
proprietary function not qualifying for governmental 
immunity. MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107). 


Based on the foregoing factors, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that this claim be paid in the amount 
of the lowest of three estimates which is $184.00.

Claimant has submitted this claim for the cost of 
replacing the Ziebart paint protection on his vehicle 
after it was accidentally removed by the City Garage 
when oleum was used to remove tar from his vehicle. 


Investigation with the Public Service Department 
revealed that on August 6, 1984, a tact truck was 
enroute to a job site when a valve malfunctioning 
caused tact to be sprayed on Claimant's vehicle. In an 
effort to avoid clogging in the valve, City employees 
had placed the end of the hand wand used to spray the 
tact into a hatch onthe top of the truck so that the tact 
would re-circulate as the vehicle traveled. The accident 
occurred because the wand, not being secured, discon- 
nected sparying tact onto Claimant’s passing vehicle. 
Since this incident, when the clogging problem occurs, 
the wand is wired into place. The vehicle was then 
cleaned at the Operations & Maintenance Garage, but 
the oleum used to remove the tact also removed the 
Ziebart body protection from Claimant’s newly pur- 
chased 1984 vehicle. 


Although generally a municipality is immune from 
tort liability, the City can be held liable for property 
damage resulting from the negligent operation of a 
motor vehicle. See MCLA 691.1406; MSA 3.996(105). 
The Michigan No-Fault Law, MCLA 500.3155, limits 
the tort liability to $400.00 or the extent to which the 
damages are not covered by insurance, whichever 
amount is less. Claimant was insured, but had a $250.00 
deductible provision in his policy. 


Based upon the above state facts, it appears that 
negligence would be established on the part of the City, 
and therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
that Mr. Austin’s claim in the amount of $100.00 be 
granted.

The Public Service Department conducted a compu- 
ter search of all complaints received regarding debris, 
rough road surface of potholes on Logan Street near 
Saginaw for the period from 3/1/84 - 3/30/84. During 
that period, Public Service received one complaint of a 
pothole at Logan and Saginaw on March 22, 1984 at 
approximately 4:10 pm. Public Service indicates this 
pothole was repaired immediately upon receipt of the 
complaint. 


Michigan Statutory Law requires a municipality to 
maintain its streets in reasonable repair. See MCLA 
691.1402; MSA 3.996(102). Michigan Statutory Law 
also exempts a municipality from liability where damage 
occurs unless the governmental agency knew or in the 
exercise of reasonable diligence should have known 
about the defect. See MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3.996(103). 
In this particular instance, notice of the defect was 
received ten hours after the injury to Claimant’s 
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automobile tire. 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
that this clairn be denied.

On June 15, 1982, the Petitioner, Pyramid Enterprises, 
filed a petition with the Michigan Tax Tribunal 
alleging that certain apartments owned by it and 
located at 3233 Bardaville Street in the City of Lansing 
were assessed at a value greater than 50% of its true 
cash value and thus were illegally assessed. This office 
filed an Answer to the Petition stating that the assess- 
ment placed upon the subject properties was valid. The 
assessment placed upon the subject property was 
$300,900. The Petitioner alleged that the subject pro- 
perty should be assessed at a value no greater than 
$224,000. : 


Pursuant to Michigan Tax Tribunal Rules, acounsel 
conference was held in the City Assessor’s Office. In 
addition, a prehearing conference was held at the 
Michigan Tax Tribunal. Substantial information was 
exchanged between the parties and based upon that 
information a tentative settlement was reached. 


The tentative settlement proposes that for the 1982 
tax year the assessed value on the subject property be 
set at $280,000. These values are based upon the actual 
income and substantial vacancies which existed during 
the years in question. 


Based upon the recommendation of the City Assessor, 
and the particular facts involved in this particular case, 
it is the recommendation of this office that the tentative 
settlement as set forth above be approved.

Staff presented my initial recommendations regarding 
City Hall security at your recent Public Properties and 
Safety Committee meeting. Those recommendations 
were designed to Ppt an immediate, practical 
security to City staff and records. In light of the many 
other concerns that we face, I suggested that we begin 
with a very inexpensive program. | suggested that we 
evaluate this program and then—possibly—consider 
further security. 


1 understand that Councilmembers would prefer to 
spend additional resources on security at this time. In 
accord with your expressed interest in additional 
immediate measures, | make the following recommen- 
dations: 


1. Security policies. | have directed our Police, Fire, 
Emergency Services and Administrative Services 
Departments to work together to assist each City 
department and agency to develop and implement 
comprehensive policies and procedures regarding secur- 
ity, fire, and emergencies. Although this is an administra- 
tive matter, | will present these policies and procedures 
to you for informational purposes as they are completed. 
These policies will do much to protect our people, 
property, and records. 


2. New locks. | recommend that we begin a program 
of re-keying essestial building locks. | recommend we 
contract with a private agency for this at an estimated 
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first-year cost of $4,000. 


3. Additional security. | recommend that we provide 
security for equipment and files that are located within 
public areas —for example, in the City Council lobby 
area. Estimated cost: $2,000. 


4. Protection of vital records. | am directing that 
staff define and inventory vital records. Staff will then 
insure that these are placed in appropriate existing 
storage areas. Finally, staff will made recommendations 
regarding purchase of any new vital records storage 
systems. Cost at this time: none. 


5. Security guard. | recommend that the City employ 
a private agency to guard the building. It would be 
guarded from 5-midnight on business days. We would 
be open only one door after 6PM and persons would 
have to sign in and out. The building would not be 
guarded on weekends and holidays (however, it would 
be locked then). Estimated costs: $15,000. 


Camera Systems. | have asked staff to explore the 
possibility of purchasing a camera/alarm system. 
However, such a system would be very expensive and 
would provide only a “cosmetic” amount of actual 
security. In light of other pressing City needs, Ido not 
recommend purchase of such a system at this time. 


1 do recommend purchase of one camera, however. 
This would be focused on the basement entrance to 
City Hall. It would be monitored by the security guard 
and/or the Police Department. This is not as expensive 
a recommendation as the above. Estimated cost: $3,000 


Evaluation. | continue to recommend that we evaluate 
the above on a continuing basis. It is possible that we 
may wish to provide additional security measures 
based on our experience. 


Thank you for your interest in providing for security 
for our staff, records, and equipment.

Dear Presdent Lindemann and 
Members of City Council: 


On September 4, 1984 Mr. Carman filed a claim in 
the amount of $57.20 for damages sustained by his 
vehicle on August 4, 1984. Mr. Carman claims that the 
tire and wheel on his vehicle were damaged as a result of 
striking a chuckhole in the entranceway to the parking 
lot on the corner of Logan and Saginaw Streets. 


Howard McCaffery, Director of Public Service, by 
letter dated September 12, 1984, informed this office 
that on September 10, 1984 his Department inspected 
all three entrances to this parking lot. “Each of the 
driveway entrances are in excellent condition; however, 
the drive opening on Saginaw Street does appear to be 
recently repaired.” This repair occurred on or about 
August 15, 1984; there is no Public Service record of the 
condition of this entrance prior to the repairs. 


It is the duty and responsibility of the driver of an 
automobile to operate his vehicle in a careful and 
prudent manner so as not to injure himself or others. In 
addition, it is the duty of the property owner to 
maintain the approach to their private parking lot. The 
City is in no way negligent but even if it were found to 
be negligent, the City is immune from liability pursuant 
to MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3.996(103); which states: 
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No governmental agency is liable for injuries or 
damages caused by defective highways unless the 
governmental agency knew, or in the exercise of 
reasonable diligence, should have known, of theexistence 
of the defect and had a reasonable time to repair the 
defect before the injury took place.” 


It appears that the City had no notice of any defect 
existing in that area at the time of the claimant’s 
alledged mishap. 


Based on the above cited statues and the facts of this 
claim, the City of Lansing is not liable for the damage 
to Mr. Carman’s vehicle. Therefore, it is the recommen- 
dation of this office that this claim be denied.

Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of City Council: 


Claimant has submitted this claim for the amount 
the City received for a certain vehicle at an abandoned 
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vehicle auction on October 28, 1983. 


The vehicle in question was registered to David and 
Karen Hatt and insured by Auto Owners Insurance 
Company, Claimant. General Motors Acceptance 
Corporation held the security interest in the vehicle. 
The vehicle was “totaled” in an accident and towed to 
Bill’s Heavy Duty Wrecker Service storage lot on 
August 28, 1983. Pursuant to the provisions of the 1981 
PA 104, the vehicle was determined to be abandoned by 
the Police Department who then sent the required 
notice to the registered owner and secured party as 
shown by the records of the Secretary of State. The 
notice detailed information including the procedure to 
redeem the vehicle and a warning that failure to redeem 
the vehicle or to request a hearing would result in 
auction of the vehicle and termination of all rights of 
the owner and the secured party. 


Neither the registered owner nor the secured party 
responded to the notice and the vehicle was sold by the 
City at an abandoned vehicle auction on October 27, 
1983, to the high bid of $775.00. The auction was held 
pursuant to the authority and terms established in 
MCLA 257.252(g). According to the terms of that 
statute, the towing and storage charges of $213.00 were 
paid out of the sales receipts as were the City costs of 
$57.95. The registered owner of the vehicle as of the 
time of sale is entitled by statute to the balance 
remaining after deduction of the above costs or $504.05. 


Investigation with the Claimant revealed that al- 
though the registered owner of the vehicle transferred 
the title to Claimant on September 9, 1983, that 
transfer was not registered with the Secretary of State 
until November 22, 1983. Consequently, Claimant was 
Not notified by the Police Department of the pending 
sale. Although the registered owner was notified, he 
failed to inform his insurer. 


Since the City has fully complied with all of the terms 
of the applicable provisions of the Motor Vehicle Code, 
its liability under that act is to the registered owner on 
the date of sale in the amount of the balance remaining 
after payment of towing and storage charges and Police 
Department expenses. The Claimant has been informed 
that the City will honor a claim for subrogation of the 
rights and interests of the registered owner. 


Consequently, based on the above facts, it is the 
recommendation of this office that upon receipt from 
the Claimant of a notice of subrogation, this claim be. 
granted in the amount of $504.05.

Re: Apollo Investments v City of Lansing 


Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of City Council: 


On June 14, 1982 the Petitioner, Apollo Investments, 
Inc. filed a petition with the Michigan Tax Tribunal 
alleging that the 47 unit apartment complex located at 
3345 Bardaville Road was assessed at a value greater 
than 50% of its true cash value by the City Assessor and 
therefore was assessed illegally. The assessment placed 
on the subject property for 1982 was $336,600. The 
Petitioner alleged that the assessment for 1982 should 
not exceed $223,539. This office filed an answer to the 
petition stating that the assessment placed on the 
subject property by the City Assessor was not greater 
than 50% of its true cash value and therefore was legally 
assessed. Subsequently, the Petitioner amended its 
petition to include 1983 and 1984. 


Pursuant to Michigan Tax Tribunal Rules a counsel 
conference was held and numerous documents were 
exchanged and substantial information was garnered 
from those documents. Based upon the information 
obtained, a tentative settlement was reached. The 
tentative settlement proposes that the assessment on 
the subject property for 1982 and 1983 be reduced to 
$310,000. In addition the tentative settlement proposes 
that the assessed value for 1984 be reduced to $325,000. 
This proposed settlement is based upon the substantial 
vacancy rates and substantial income losses which 
existed for the three years in question. 


Based upon the recommendation of the City Assessor 
and the de minimis reduction in assessed value which 
the tentative settlement proposes, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that the tentative settlement as set 
forth above be approved by City Council.

Dear President Patrick Lindemann 
and Members of City Council: 


Claimant has requested that two different special 
assessments for services performed on property at 
points in time prior to her purchase of the property be 
removed from the 1983 tax assessment for the property 
located at 1246 McCullough Street. 


Investigation with the Building Department revealed 
that a violation notice for unsanitary premises was 
issued on August 9, 1983, to the taxpayer of record for 
the premises in question, and the reinspection was 
performed on August 19, 183, which resulted in an 
order to clean up the premises. The city contractor 
performed the requested service on August 29, 1983 ata 
charge of $104.00. This amount was combined with the 
service charge of $130.00 for a total special assessment 
of $234.00 on the December, 1983 taxroll for that 
incident. Subsequently, on September 30, 1983, a 
violation notice was issued to the same taxpayer of 
record for tall grass and weed removal on the same 
premises and a reinspection was performed on October 
7, 1983, resulting in an order for grass cutting. The 
resultant charge by the city contractor was $20.00 
which when combined with the city service charge of 
$130.00 made for another special assessment of $150.00 
on the December, 1983 tax roll. 


The Claimant purchased the property on October 10, 
1983, from the owner and taxpayer of record at the time 
of the above violations. 


It is uncontested that the City utilized the proper 
procedure in notifying the taxpayer of record of both 
violations, in cleaning up the premises and in specially 
assessing for the costs of the clean up. Therefore, it is 
the recommendation of this office that Mrs. Guevara’s 
claim against the City should be denied. It should be 
noted, however, that as it appears that the conditions 
which led to the special assessment were existent and 
abated before Mrs. Guevara purchased the premises, 
Mrs. Guevara may have legal recourse against the 
person who sold her the premises and/or title insurance 
es for the amount the special assessments have 
cost her.

Dear President Lindemann 
and Members of City Council: 


On August 5, 1982, Mr. Paul E. Frese, of 2711 W. 
Mt. Hope, Lansing, Michigan, filed a claim against the 
City of Lansing for refund of a trash collection 
assessment against 214!4 Custer Street, Lansing, in the 
amount of $138.00. Subsequent to the special assess- 
ment, various penalties and interest were added to the 
claim to increase the amount to a total of $166.98. Mr. 
Frese claims that the party to whom he sold the 
property in question paid the assessment and penalties 
and deducted the same amount on one of the payments 
due him for purchase of the property. 
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Investigation by this Department reveals that on 
June 22, 1982, a rubbish violation notice was issued to 
Mr. Frese with regard to property located at 214!4 
Custer Street. That notice provided that Mr. Frese was 
to have seven days to remove the trash or the City 
would remove the same and assess a contractor’s fee 
plus $120.00 city service charge against the property 
involved. A re-inspection of the property on June 29, 
1982, indicated that the notice had not been complied 
with. On July 2, 1982, the violation was referred to a 
City contractor to remove the rubbish which the 
contractor did on July 9, 1982. Unfortunately, the City 
contract providing for the removal of the rubbish lists 
the address as 214 Custer which is a separate building 
and yard from that of 21414 which is the address of the 
property owned by Mr. Frese. On July 13, 1982, a 
second notice for illegal trash was issued by the City of 
Lansing on 2144 Custer Street which specified the 
existence for similar trash as the June 22nd notice on 
the same property. At the same time, receipts indicate 
that Mr. Frese paid a private contractor to remove 
rubbish located at 214'4 Custer Street. Additionally, 
Mr. Frese claims that he paid to have all the rubbish 
removed at 21444 Custer Street and that he does not 
believe the City at any time had a contractor remove 
such rubbish. Mr. Frese seeks reimbursement of the 
$138.00 service and removal charge levied against his 
property for that rubbish removal as well as the penalty 
charges that were added to the assessment after it had 
been made. 


Based upon the above, it is the recommendation of 
this office that Mr. Frese’s claim should be granted in 
the amount of $166.98. While it appears that Mr. Frese’ 
may have failed to remove the rubbish from 21444 
Custer Street within the required seven days, it is not at 
at all clear whether the City’s contractor might not have 
gone to the 214 address and removed additional 
rubbish from that property which was not owned by 
Mr. Frese, leaving the rubbish at 21414 to be removed 
by Mr. Frese at a later time, Additionally, it appears 
that Mr. Frese submitted certain photographs and 
other documents to the Internal Audit Department last 
year in an attempt to verify his claim. While Internal 
Audit acknowledges that photographs and other 
materials were received from Mr. Frese, it appears that 
they can no longer be located. In light of the loss of 
proofs by the City as well as the possible validity of Mr. 
Frese’s claim that the City’s contractor may have been 
directed to the wrong address, it would be unwise for 
the City to oppose Mr. Frese’s claim.

Dear President Lindemann 
and Members of City Council: 


On May. 21, 1984 Herbert Schultz made a claim 
against the City in the amount of $96.00 for damages to 
the premises owned by him at 3437 W. Michigan 
Avenue due to water backing up into his basement 
from the City sewer. Mr. Schultz pumped the water out 
of his basement on several occasions and attempted 
unsuccessfully to have the sewer cleared by use of a roto 
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rooter. Additionally, Mr. Schultz attempted to dig up 
the sewer line to solve the problem. On April 27, 1984 
the City’s Public Service Department examined the 
problem and found that when a new sewer main was 
installed in October, November of 1983, Mr. Schultz’ 
premises had not been reconnected to the new sewer. 
The Public Service Department reconnected the sewer 
to the main line and eliminated the problems that were 
occuring. While the new sewer line was installed by a 
contractor on behalf of the City, the Public Service 
Department advises this office that the plans for the 
lines supplied by the City to the contractor filed to 
disclose the sewer connection to Mr. Schultz’ premises 
and, additionally, that a City inspector at the construc- 
tion site whose duty it was to advise the contractor 
which line should be hooked into the new sewer failed 
to instruct the contractor to reconnect Mr. Schultz’ 
premises to the new line. 


There is absolutely no doubt that the water problems 
in Mr. Schultz’ basement were due to the failure by the 
City to reattach his sewer line to the new sewer main 
that was installed in front of 3437 W. Michigan 
Avenue. Further, there is little doubt that the City of 
Lansing was responsible for the failure of the contractor 
to reattach Mr. Schultz’ line. Nevertheless, Michigan 
statute, MCLA 691, 1407 immunizes the City of Lansing 
from liability for negligence in exercising or discharging 
a governmental funtion. While there is some case law to 
the contrary, it remains the opinion of thie office that 
the installation, operation and maintenance of Lansing’s 
sewer system is a governmental function. Therefore, 
despite the foregoing facts, it is this office’s opinion that 
as astrictly legal matter, the City is not obligated to pay 
Mr. Schultz’ claim. It should be noted, however, that 
the Public Service Department and City Engineer of 
the City of Lansing have reported to this office that 
they feel the City was responsible for Mr. Schultz’ 
problem and that his claim should be paid. 


In summary, as a strictly legal matter, this office 
recommends that this claim be denied. In the event the 
claim is granted based upon the recommendation of the 
Public Service Department and/or the equities of this 
matter, it would be the further recommendation of this 
office that the claim be granted in the amount of 
damages which can be verified by Mr. Schultz but in no 
event to exceed $966.00.

Re: Claim of Rosie Lee Tounsend for Back Wages 
and Seniority 


Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of City Council: 


On July 18, 1984, Ms. Rosie Lee Townsend, aformer 
contractual part-time parking attendant, filed a claim 
for back wages and seniority status allegedly lost between 
the time of her return from active Military training and 
the date the City employed her as a City part-time 
parking attendant. The period of time in questionstarts 
in late September, 1982 and ends June 30, 1983. The 
City did not rehire Ms. Townsend until July 1, 1983. The 
claimant has informed this office that pursuant to the 


Veterans Reemployment Rights Act, 38 USC 2024(c) she

is entitled to $2,415.00 in back pay and seniority status 
awarded back to May, 1982. 


A review of the Veterans Reemployment Rights Act, 
38 USC 2024(c) indicates a municipality must reemploy, 
without loss of seniority or other benefits, members of 
the Army Reserves who were ordered for an initial 
period of active duty for training so long as: 1) the 
individual applies for reemployment within 31 days 
after release therefrom, and 2) such release followed 
“satisfactory service”. 


Personnel records indicate Ms. Townsend was honor- 
ably discharged and that she reapplied for her previous 
position a few days after her honorable discharge. 


Although Ms. Townsend was acontractual employee 
when she left for active military reserve training, it 
appears that the terms of the contractual employment 
were such that Ms. Townsend would be classified under 
the Veterans Reemployment Rights Act, supra, as a 
non-temporary employee and thus protected under the 
Act. However, at the same time it appears that under 
the provision of the Act, the City would not be obligated 
to create a new position for Ms. Townsend. Rather, the 
City could fulfill its legal obligation to Ms. Townsend 
by offering the first available opening to her. It appears 
that the first position Ms. Townsend under the Act, 
supra, would qualify for was filled with another 
individual on December 22, 1982. 


Although it appears the City did make some attempts 
to contact Ms. Townsend between December, 1982 and 
June, 1983 by telephone regarding reopenings, it appears 
she did not receive any actual notice of any openings 
until a registered letter was mailed to her in June, 1983. 


It is likely acourt would find the City negligent in not 
notifying Ms. Townsend in writing of job openings and 
award back pay from atleast December 22, 1982 through 
June 30, 1983. The cost of back pay would be approx- 
imately $2,415.00 (using an hourly rate of $5.25, with 
probable weekly assignment of 20 hours, for 23 weeks). 


As to Ms. Townsend’s seniority claim, she was not 
eligible to accrue seniority with the City until July 1, 
1982. This was the date the Lansing Independent 
Employees Union began representing part-time parking 
attendants and they officially became City employees. 
Under the Act, veterans continue to accrue seniority 
while on active Military traiing and during associated 
absences from work. 


Based upon a review of the applicable law and the facts 
presented in this case, this office recommends that Ms. 
Townsend be awarded $2,000.00 to settle her back pay 
claim and back seniority to July 1, 1982.

Investigation through the City Engineer indicates 
that the steel was in the roadway in the 200 block of E. 
Shiawassee due to work being done in the roadway under 
contract by Ayala Conrete Excavating. Therefore, the 
claim for damages to Mr. Kelly’s vehicle is more 
appropriately referred to the contractor pursuantto the 
applicable provisions of the contract with Ayala 
Concrete and Excavating. 


In view of the fact that the contract with Ayala 
Concrete and Excavating contains provisions for 
assumption of this type of liability by the contractor, it 
is the recommendation of this office that this claim be 
denied. Mr. Kelly should be directed to pursue his 
remedies against Ayala’s Concrete and Excavating.

Claimants seek reimbursement for expenses they 
incurred as a result of having to hire a plumbing service 
to inspect their drains. The Claimants paid $37.50 to 
have their drains inspected as they were experiencing 
problems with backing up. The statement submitted by 
the plumbing service indicated that there was no 
problem with the Hatts’ drains and that it “could be the 
city.” 


Investigation by this office through the City Engineer 
indicates that the Public Service Department has not 
received any complaints including any from the Hatts 
regarding back ups on Taffy Parkway and there is no 
indication that the City is responsible for the back up. 


In any event, MCLA 691.1407 immunizes a munici- 
pality from tort liability when the municipality is 
‘engaged in a governmental function. The operation of a 
sewer is clearly a governmental function within the 
terms of the statutory provisions. The Hatts have never 
complained to the City about any back up problems, 
and there has clearly been no showing of negligence on 
the part of the City. 


For the foregoing reasons, it is the recommendation 
of this office that this claim be denied.

When the bicycle in question was originally 
reported stolen by Catherine Metzger the Police 
Department failed to properly identify and copy the 
bicycle’s serial number. Subsequently, the bicycle was 
recovered, held until auction and sold to Mr. Hamilton.

Re: Claim of Charlene L. Vogan in the amount of 
$34.00 


Dear President Lindemann 
and Members of City Council: 


On August 13, 1984, Claimant submitted a claim for 
replacement of a pair of slacks in the amount of $34.00 
Claimant indicates that she was leaving the parking 
ramp at Capitol and Shiawassee using the east doors on 
July 27, 1984, between 9:30 am and 9:40 am. She 
noticed “what appeared to be a wet spot on the sidewalk, 
under the exit overhang.” She apparently stepped on 
this spot. Claimant’s foot slid on the oil causing her to 
fall forward on her left knee damaging the slacks. 
Claimant’s physical injury was limited to a few scratches 
on the left knee and a muscle pull (she didn’t indicate 
where she sustained a muscle pull). 


A review of departmental records by Walt Ransom, 
Parking Superintendent, indicates that James Ruff, 
Parking Supervisor, received a report of a person 
slipping and falling at N. Capital parking garage. Mr. 
Ruff investigated and found that Claimant slipped on 
the sidewalk (between the curb and the pedestrian 
entrance to the parking garage). Mr. Ruff inspected the 
area and found that kitty litter had been placed over the 
patch of oil. The actual source of the oil could not be 
determined. Apparently, the oil spill was not the result 
of any parking system equipment. The area was 
rechecked on Monday and found to be in a safe and 
satisfactory condition. 


“No governmental agency is liable for injuries 
or damages caused by defective highways unless 
the governmental agency knew, or in the 
exercise of reasonable diligence should have 
known, of the existence of the defect and had a 
reasonable time repair the defect before the 
injury took place.” MCLA 691.1403; MSA 
3.996 (103). 


Since Claimant’s fall actually took place on the 
sidewalk rather than inside the N. Capital parking 
garage, a case could be made that the city is immune 
from liability. In addition, Claimant admits seeing that 
there was a wet spot on the sidewalk and contributed to 
her injury by failing to avoid it. Therefore, it is the 
recommendation of this office that this claim be denied.

This claim, filed September 19, 1984, by Ms. Penny 
Brackstone, 6921 S. Waverly, Lansing, is a claim for 
damages, allegedly caused by a malfunctioning parking 
lot entrance gate on August 21, 1984. 


Investigation reveals that on August 17, 1984 the 
entrance gate arm at the S. Capitol Garage was broken. 
Upon discovering the damage, Mr. Jacobs, Parking 
Supervisor, made the necessary repairs. Later in the 
morning of August 17, 1984, Ms. Brackstone reported 
that the gate arm struck her vehicle. Mr. Jacobs 
examined Ms. Brackstone’s vehicle and confirmed the 
damage. 


There is no question that the damage to Ms. 
Brackstone’s vehicle occurred from the gate arm striking 
her vehicle. However, unless the injury can be attributed 
to the negligence of the City in maintaining the 
equipment, the City has no liability in this claim. Based 
on the facts of this case, there appears to be no evidence 
of negligence on the part of the City and its employees. 
Therefore, as a strictly legal matter, it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that this claim be denied.

Re: Claim of Michael Williams in the amount of 
$3,024.81 


Dear President Lindemann 
and Members of City Council: 


On June 12, 1984, Michael Williams submitted a 
claim for damage to his automobile in the amount of 
$3,024.81. Claimant states that on June 3, 1984, while 
visiting at a friend’s house, he was informed by children 
playing outside that a tree was about to fall on his car. 
When Claimant came out of his friend’s house in the 
900 block of Everett Street, the tree was falling. 


An investigation was conducted by the Parks & 
Recreation Department, Forestry Division. Their report 
indicates that on June 3, 1984, a large limb split off a 
36” diameter White Oak tree located between the 
sidewalk and curb at 910 Everett Street. The tree limb 
landed on top of a Mercury Cougar which was parked 
in the street. The roof of the car was caved in and all the 
windows were broken. The Parks Department has no 
record of any previous problems being reported with 
the tree. In addition, the Department has no record of 
any defect in the tree. The limb split off the tree at the 
trunk. There were no dead leaves or twigs on the limb to 
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give an indication of any problem or defect in the tree. 


The Michigan Supreme Court has accepted that the 
following description of an “Act of God” as correct: 


“By the term “act of God” is meant those events 
and accidents which proceed from natural 
causes and cannot be anticipated and provided 
against, such as unprecedented storms or 
freshets, lightning, earth quakes, etc.” Potterv 
Battle Creek Gas Co. 29 Mich App 71, 185 
NW2d 37 (1970). 


This definition of an “act of God” requires an unusual, 
extraordinary and unexpected manifestation of the 
forces of nature and requires the entire exclusion of 
human agency from the cause of the injury or loss. 
Apparently the facts of this particular case would fit 
within these parameters. 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
that this claim be denied.

Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of City Council 


On September 10, 1984, Donald R. Jones, 6244 
Sommerset Road, Lansing, filed this protest of the 
assessment for trash clean-up on his rental property at 
614N. Butler Street in the City of Lansing. Mr. Jones 
claims that he received the notice March 5, 1984 and the 
following day he and his tenant removed the trash from 
the premises and the tenant was cautioned about leaving 
trash in the yard. 


Investigation by this Department reveals the follow- 
ing. On March 2, 1984, Inspector Reed noticed trash 
and debris in the rear yard of 614 N. Butler. Inspector 
Reed sent notice of the violation to property owner 
Donald R. Jones, requesting removal of the trash 
within seven (7) days. Reinspection revealed the con- 
dition to be the same, however due to inclement 
weather the compliance time was extended and no 
action was taken on the notice. On March 29, 1984, 
Inspector Reed rechecked the property and found the 
violation had not been corrected. Mr. Reed issued an 
order to the City contractor on March 30, 1984 and on 
April3, 1984 the contractor removed the trash. A billin 
the amount of $57.10 was submitted to the City by the 
contractor and paid. Pursuant to City ordinance, 
Chapter 21, Section 12, a charge of $130.00 was added 
and the property was assesed a total of $187.10. 


The Building Safety Division determined that a 
public nuisance existed pursuant to Section 21-17 of 
the Lansing City Code. It appears that proper notice 
was given and the nuisance was abated and the cost was 
billed to the property owner in accordance with the 
City Code. 


For the foregoing reasons and based upon the City 
ordinance concerning abatement of a nuisance, it is the 
recommendation of this office that this claim be denied.

Re: Claim of Georgia Warner 


Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of City Council: 


This is a claim for compensation for injuries sustained 
by Mrs. Georgia Warner, 0201 Queensbury Road, 
Weidman, Michigan, as a result of a fall at the Civic 
Center on August 13, 1984. 


Investigation by this office reveals that on August 13, 
1984 employees of the Civic Center were sealing the 
back of corridor A, north side of the building. A 
woman, later determined to be Mrs. Warner, was 
admitted into the building by custodian Leon Moffett 
for the purpose of using the restroom facilities. 
Custodian Moffett had failed to secure the north doors 
allowing access to the north corridor, where work was 
in progress. Before he could warn Mrs. Warner, she 
entered the work area through the open doors and 
immediately lost her balance and fell injuring her wrist. 
Mrs. Warner was taken to St. Lawrence Hospital and 
has incurred medical bills to date of $264.00. In her 
claim, Mrs, Warner does not specify the amount she 
seeks to recover for her injuries and may be seeking 
additional recovery. 


MCLA 691.1406 provides in part that: 


“. , .Governmental agencies are liable for bodily 
injury and property damage resulting from a danger- 
ous or defective condition of a public building if the 
governmental agency had actual or constructive 
knowledge of the defect or dangerous condition and 
for a reasonable time after acquiring said knowledge, 
failed to remedy the condition or to take action 
reasonably necessary to protect the public against 
the condition.” 


Although the above quoted legal provision supplies 
some protection to the City of Lansing, it is possible 
that it would not be applicable to a situation such as the 
instant one when City employees actually created the 
condition which contributed to the injury. Therefore, 
because of the possibility of liability on the City’s part 
and because of the possibility that the damages may 
exceed the deductible on the City’s insurance policy, 
this claim has been referred to our insurance carrier by 
this office.

Dear President Lindemann and Councilmembers: 


1 am requesting your policy direction on a Personnel 
matter within the Administrative Services Department. 
The annual budget for this department funded two (2) 
Service Attendant IIB positions in the Central Garage. 
1am now recommending the deletion of one (1) Service 
Attendant 11B position. The position in question is 
currently vacant, In lieu of that position, 1 am recom- 
mending that a Mechanic IVA position be established. 


My recommendation is based on the following: 


—The Central Garage is falling further behind in the 
preventive maintenance program for our fleet (we are 
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currently seventeen “C” maintenance services behind). 


—Our fleet is filled with older, high mileage vehicles 
thus the incidence of breakdown and requirement for 
extensive repairs has increased. That demand reduces 
the time available for the comprehensive preventive 
maintenance services and the lack of those services, in 
turn, creates a higher incidence of mechanical failure. 


—The implementation of the computerized fuel 
dispensing system has reduced the amount of IIB work 
at the Garage. There is no longer enough work for two 
attendants but more than enough work for one 
attendant. 


—The IVA employee would be able to devote 60% or 
more of the work day to straight mechanical work and 
40% or less to duties that have been performed by 
Service Attendants in the past. 


This issue is being addressed now, rather than 
waiting for the budget process for the next fiscal year, 
due to the fact that the situation at the Central Garage 
is rapidly deteriorating. The cost of implementing this 
recommendation would be approximately $1,200.00 
above the salary of the Service Attendant IIB position 
for the remiander of this fiscal year. There is currently 
enough money in the Garage salary account to cover 
this additional expense. 


I recommend that this personnel issue be referred to 
the General Services Committee. I trust you will give 
this matter careful consideration and will support my 
recommendation so that the Central Garage will be 
able to function with increased efficiency in performing 
assigned duties.

Our Human Relations staff recently prepared an 
“affirmative action update FY 83/84.” 


There are several items of interest in this information 
including: 


~The City hired only 35 regular full-time employees 
during FY84. This indicates that our Lansing labor 
market—at least insofar as the governmental sector is 
concerned—-remains very tight. These new employees 
replaced persons who retired, quit, or were discharged. 


—More than a third (37%) of our newly-hired 
employees were Black or Hispanic. This percentage 
reflects the City’s aggressive efforts to recruit and 
employ minority persons. Obviously, however, given 
the small number of newly hired persons, our over-all 
minority employment increased only slightly—to 
12.39% from 11.56%. 


—Given our small number of newly hired persons, 
the City did not make percentage gains regarding 
female employment. However, we did hire our first 
woman firefighter and a second female department 
head. 


—During FY 84 I promulgated an executive order 
regarding sexual harassment in the workplace. This is 
intended to assure that our work environment will be 
free from discrimination and harassment. 


—We currently are completing goals and timetables 
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regarding City employment of minorities, females, and 
handicappers. This plan will greatly. improve our 
efforts in this area. 


—We currently are working to compile information 
regarding City handicapper employees. | intend to 
work hard to better recruit and accommodate handi- 
capper applicants and employees. 


A great many City employees and citizens must be 
thanked for their work in making City Hall a better 
place to work. I especially thank my citizen advisory 
groups on Black, Hispanic, and handicapper affairs 
and my ad hoc groups on sexual harassment and 
affirmative action.

On August 3, 1984, Marguerite Farmer filed a claim 
with the city requesting that a $191.43 special assessment 
for trash pick up which was placed against property 
located at 123 E. Elm Street be removed from the tax 
rolls. 


Information obtained from the Building Safety 
Division indicates that on March 7, 1984, a violation 
notice was issued to Claimant who also resides at the 
123 E. Elm Street address. The notice listed all items in 
violation and allowed Mrs. Farmer twelve (12) days to 

* clean up the trash and correct the violations. A re- 
inspection was made on March 20, 1984, and again on 
March 28, 1984. The conditions were unchanged, A 
contractor was authorized to proceed with clean up of 
the property. The clean up was completed on April 4, 

_ 1984, for a charge of $61.43 plus the City’s service 
charge of $130.00 for a total assessment of $191.43. 


Claimant contends that she is an 82 year old 
handicapper, dependent upon her neighbors for help 
and unable to do many things for herself. She states, “It 
is wrong to charge such an outlandish cost price when 
no warning was forthcoming of any such action into 
our business.” 


The City has the authority to abate any nuisance 
found on any premises within the City when the 
condition exists contrary to City Ordinance. As 
assessment for the cost of the abatement may be made 
against the property, Lansing Ordinance Chapter 21. 
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The trash condition which existed on Ms. Farmer’s 

property was in violation of Chapter 9 §9A-4(2) and 
§9A-10(10) of the Lansing Building Code. Claimant 
was given notice of the violation on March 7, 1984. 
After several re-inspections, the condition was un- 
changed and remained in violation. The City then 
authorized a contractor to abate the nuisance pursuant 
to Chapter 21. Therefore, the City acted lawfully in 
removing the trash from Claimant’s property. 


Based on the above, there is no legal basis to honor 
this claim. Therefore, it is the recommendation of this 
office that this claim be denied.

The above claim has been referred to this office for 
investigation and recommendation. The claim is for 
replacement cost of claimant's pants damaged as a 
result of an accident on September 25, 1984. Police 
Technician, Terry L, Michitsch was working at the 
counter in the photo lab of the Police 1.D. Bureau. His 
left knee came into contact with an open bottle of 
“Dura-Print” a chemical used by the Department. Asa 
result of this contact, the liquid damaged the material 
requiring the replacement of the pants. 


Based on the above cited facts, the injury to Technician 
Michitsch occured as a result of his failure to observe 
ordinary standards of care in the performance of his 
duties. Protective clothing should have been worn by 
the claimant and/or the bottle should have been capped. 
Even if this damage had been caused by another 
employee’s negligence, the City would be immune from 
liability, MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107). Therefore, 
the City is under no legal duty to compensate claimant 
for his loss and it is the recommendation of this office 
that the claim be denied.

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Dear President Lindemann 
and Members of City Council: 


On September 17, 1984, Linda Thayer, 421 Catherine, 
filed a claim in the amount of $61.87 for loss of the 
exhaust system of her vehicle which she claims was 
caused by construction on Holmes Road. Ms. Thayer 
claims that on the 9th day of September, 1984, she was 
driving west on Holmes Road. The road was being 
resurfaced at the time by City crews. Her vehicle was 
traveling at a rate of 25 mph when she entered the 
stripped area of the pavement and damaged the muffler 
and fan guard of her vehicle. 


Information received by this office on October 12, 
1984 from Dennis A. Randolph, City Engineer, indicates 
that on the day in question, construction was underway 
on that section of Holmes Road. The construction area 
was clearly marked in accordance with the Michigan 
Manual of Uniform Traffic Control Devices and the 
work was being performed in accordance with regular 
road construction practices. A periodic review of the 
work area revealed no dangerous or exceptional con- 
ditions which would have caused damage to Ms. 
Thayer’s vehicle. 


While a municipality is held responsible for defective 
or dangerous condition in its roadways under circum- 
stances such as these, based on the above cited statute 
and the facts of this claim, it does not appear that the 
City has committed any act or ommission which would 
be deemed negligence. Further it is the duty of each 
driver to exercise caution in the operation of their 
automobile. The road was clearly marked as under 
construction and under these circumstances, the City 
has no liability. Therefore, it is the opinion of this office 
that this claim should be denied.

Dear President Lindemann 
and Members of City Council: 


The above references claim was filed with the City on 
September 20, 1984 at 250-300 block of S. Washington 
parking lot, his vehicle was damaged in the amount of 
$106.00 due to a gate arm striking his vehicle while 
exiting. 

This matter has been referred to this office for 
investigation and recommendation. Investigation by 
this office reveals the following: On September 14, 1984, 
Mr. Binh Neuyen exited Lot 27, a City parking facility; 
Mr. Neuyen followed another vehicle which also was 
exiting the lot at the same time. When it was Mr. 
Neuyen’s turn to exit, the attendant took Mr. Neuyen’s 
ticket and money and Mr. Neuyen proceeded forward. 
The attendant advised claimant to wait until the 
preceeding car cleared the gate and claimant responded, 
“I gave you the money, why should I wait” and proceeded 
forward, thus not allowing the gate to return to an 
upright position before striking his vehicle. Had claimant 
waited to proceed after the first vehicle exited, the 
claimant's vehicle would not have been damaged. 


Based on the above, the damage to Mr. Neuyen’s 
vehicle was caused by his own negligence and not by any 
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negligent act of omission by the City or its employees. 


Therefore, based on the facts of this incident, this 
office recommends that this claim should be denied.

B. Public Services: Provision of basic services 
essential to the entire community, including: 


1. Sanitation and Waste Water Treatment; 
Rubbish Disposal and Snow Removal. 


2. Sidewalk System Maintenance; Flood Con- 
trol; Storm Sewer Maintenance. 


3. Support Operations including Fleet Manage- 
ment and Maintenance. 


C. Administration/Monitoring/ Reporting: Legally 
mandated functions in the operation of municipal 
services and expenditure of public funds. These 
requirements are a legal pre-requisite for existence 
and operation of any government unit. 


1. Elected Officials—-City Council, Mayor, 
Clerk, District Court. 


2. Financial Systems for Financial Planning— 
Budget development; budget administration, 
monitoring and reporting; procurement 
administration; revenue collection through 
assessments and income tax; and Treasury. 


3. Legal Services—including ordinance prepara- 
tion; legal advice; ordinance administration; 
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review of classes and coordination of all City 
legal services. 


4. Planning—including A-95 and other legally- 
tequired reviews; Capital Development 
Planning and Zoning Ordinance Administra- 
tion. 


5. Personnel/Labor Relations, 


6. Affirmative Action/Equal Employment 
Opportunity. 


Il. DISCRETIONARY 


A. Economic Development and Redevelopment 
activities designed to foster a strong local 
economic base, provide jobs and assure stability 
within the community. 


B, Recreational Programming including sports, 
parks system, special events, civic activities, etc. 


C. Community Agency Support including human 
services, community promotion, and area-wide 
services such as transportation, etc. 


The distinction between mandated and discretionary 
activities does not mean lack of commitment to support 
and fund activities in all categories for as long as the 
City has resources. The three discretionary activities 
delineated above shall be priority discretionary activi- 
ties. Also, the legally-mandated services will be con- 
sidered with all other City discretionary activities. 


RECOMMENDATIONS— That the following requests 
of Councilmembers and City Council Committees be 
reviewed and considered within the development of the 
upcoming budget, and that status reports on each item 
be included in appropriate departments’ budget 
summaries:

(a) During the term of any franchise granted OR 
RENEWED OR EXTENDED pursuant to this Cable 
TV Code, the person granted such franchise shall pay 
to the City of Lansing a franchise fee in an amount 
equal to THREE PERCENT (3%) OF ITS GROSS 
RECEIPTS FOR THE PROVISION OF CABLE 
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TELEVISION SERVICES TO MEMBERS OF THE 
PUBLIC WITHIN THE CITY OF LANSING 
INCLUDING THE LOWEST COST EQUIPMENT 
NECESSARY TO PROVIDEA USEABLE SIGNAL 
WHERE SUCH EQUIPMENTIS NOT AVAILABLE 
FREE OF CHARGE. 

(b) Such franchise fee shall be paid QUARTERLY 
during the existence of the franchise on or before a date 
thirty (30) days subsequent to THE END OF EACH 
CALENDAR QUARTER DURING THE TERM OF 
THIS FRANCHISE at the office of the Lansing city 
treasurer during his regular business hours. If the city 
treasurer’s office is closed on said thirtieth day, then 
payment may be made during his regular business 
hours on the next following day on which his office is 
open for business. 

(c) Fee shall be accompanied by a statement setting 
forth in detail the computation of said franchise fee, 
including the averages by months of the subscribers in 
service and certified under oath by the franchise 
grantee or an officer thereof. 

(d) The city shall have the right to inspect at all 
reasonable times the customer records of any person 
granted a franchise hereunder from which its franchise 
fee payments are computed and shall have the right of 
audit and recomputation of any and all franchise fees 
paid. No acceptance of any payment shall be construed 
as arelease or as an accord and satisfaction of any claim 
the city may have for further or additional sums 
payable as a franchise fee under this Cable TV Code or 
for the performance of any other obligation hereunder.

(d) Every cable television system franchised under 
this Cable TV Code shall maintain such capacity, 
capability and technical standards as will enable it to 
interconnect with any other cable television system 
located in any adjacent community.

Investigation by this office reveals that at 11:39 p.m. 
on August 7, 1984, the Public Service Department 
received a call from 304 Kipling Bouvelard. Between 
10:00 p.m. and 12:00 p.m. on August 7, 1984, 2-3 inches 
of rain were reported to have fallen in the Lansing area. 
This rainfall overloaded all of the combined sewers in 
the area. Public Service staff visited the site and 
determined that the water/sewege in the basement of 
claimant was a result of an overload of the 18” 
combined sewer serving the area. 


MCLA 69101407 (107) immunizes municipalities 
from liability for negligence where the municipality is 
engaged in the exercise and discharge of a governmental 
function. 


Due to the substantial amount of damages alleged to 
exist by the claimant and the fact that if liability is 
found to exist on the part of the City, the City’s insurance 
carrier would be the appropriate entity to provide 
coverage, it is the recommendaiton of this office that 
the claim be referred to Auto Owners Insurance 
Company for further investigation and recommen- 
dation.

A 
review of the area revealed no exceptional or dangerous 
condition other than the construction related conditions 
described above which were visible and clearly marked. 


While the City may be liable for damages caused by a 
dangerous or defective condition in a City street 
pursuant to MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3.996(103), this 
office does not believe that the above described con- 
ditions, due to resurfacing, are sufficient to create such 
liability. The conditions were clearly visible and so that 
the claimant had a duty to exercise proper care 
operating her vehicle in the area. 


Based on the above facts, this office recommends 
that this claim should be denied.

Claimant states that on September 20, 1984 at 
approximately 12:20 p.m. he was walking north on 
Logan in the vicinity of North Grand River, when he 
stopped on asmall “manhole” type cover (approximately 
12-15 inches in diameter). Claimant states that the 
cover was not fastened properly and when he stepped 
on it, the cover flipped upward, resulting in his falling 
into the open hole up to his hips. He suffered injury to 
his leg and knee and has lost time from work. Claimant 
seeks compensation for damages, but states no amount. 


Investigation by the Public Service Department 
reveals that at 4:00 p.m. on September 20, 1984 the 
Department received a complaint of a man falling into 
a hole at Logan. A Public Service employee was 
dispatched to the site at 4:28 p.m. and reported that no 
problem existed at this location. Public Service has no 
record of any prior calls or complaints in this area. 


Based upon the substantial personal injuries alleged 
to have occured by the claimant and the fact that if 
negligence does exist on the part of the City, claimant's 
injuries would be compensable by the City’s insurance 
carrier, it is the recommendaion of this office that this 
matter be referred to the City’s insurace carrier for 
further investigation and recommendation.

Re: Claim of William Brown in the amount of

Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of City Council: 


On June 21, 1984, William Brown submitted a claim 
for damage to his vehicle in the amount of $234.79. 
Claimant states that on April 30, 1984, as he was 
leaving the parking mall, he stopped to pay for parking 
at the ticket booth. A parking sign fell over and hit the 
right side of his vehicle, denting the door and front 
fender in three (3) different places. 


A review of departmental records by Walter G. 
Ransom, Parking Superintendent, indicates that on or 
about April 30, 1984, the parking attendant was 
informed by Mr. Brown that a sign had struck his 
vehicle. The parking attendant called her supervisor, 
Mr. William Jacobs, at approximately 8:30 a.m. Mr. 
Jacobs attempted to contact Claimant so that he could 
inspect the vehicle and was informed by Claimant’s 
secretary where the vehicle was located and that he 
could inspect it. 


Mr. Jacobs indicates that the damage estimated on 
the Story Oldsmobile estimate was not totally the result 
of the sign striking the vehicle. Mr. Jacobs states that 
only the first two items of the Story Oldsmobile 
estimate are the result of the sign striking vehicle. Ed 
Dodge of Story Oldsmobile was contacted regarding 
the first two items of the estimate and indicated that it 
would cost $132.80 for the repair of the first two items. 


While statutory authority exists for governmental 
immunity, MCLA 691.1707; MSA 3.996(107) liability 
does exist where a municipality is engaged in a 

roprietary activity. The maintenance of a parking 
‘acility for a fee and in competition with private 
entrepreneur is such a proprietary function. In this 
articular case, the liability of the City would only be 
‘or those damages that resulted from the parking sign 
striking claimant’s vehicle. The estimate of those 
repairs was $132.80. : 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
that this claim be granted in the amount of $132.80.

Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of City Council: 


This claim, filed August 20, 1984, alleging damages 
in the-amount of $500 to property stored in the 
basement at 1321 W. Saginaw, Lansing was referred to 
this office for investigation and recommendation. 


Mrs. Limber alleges that sometime in August, 1984, 
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the sewer backed up in her basement causing damage to 
several items stored in the basement of her home. No 
receipts or other evidentiary proofs were submitted 
along with her claim for compensation. 


Investigation by this office reveals that on August 8, 
1984, flooding occurred in the vicinity of 1321 W. 
Saginaw Street, due to heavy rain. The sewers in this 
area are combined sewers and are unable to handle 
large amounts of water. This is not an uncommon 
occurrence throughout the City. A search of our 
records reveals that the Limbers had previously filed a 
claim in October, 1981. That claim also alleged damages 
due to sewer back up and the claim was denied. 


Liability on this claim is predicated on whether the 
operation of a sewer system is a governmental function 
and if not, whether the City was negligent in the 
operation of its sewer system. MCLA 691.14907; MSA 
3.996(107). Several recent court opinions have held 
that the operation of a sewer system is a governmental 
function. Scott v City of Detroit, 107 Mich App 76 
(1981); but see Mitts v Village of Fowlerville, 119 Mich 
App 76 (1982), which holds to the contrary. These cases 
are predicated on the assumption that the operation of 
a sewer system is not a governmental function per se; 
but rather, are predicated on whether a private indivi- 
dual or company could undertake to construct and 
operate the sewer project. Therefore, the size and 
complexity of the system may be critical to adetermina- 
tion to whether the activity of operating a sewer system 
is a governmental function. It is this office’s position 
that based on the size and complexity of the sewer 
system in the City of Lansing, it is a governmental 
function; therefore, the City is statutorily immunized 


from liability for negligence. ‘ 


In addition, the damage alleged in this claim is not 
verifiable, and did not arise from any negligent act of 
the City or its employees. Therefore, based upon the 
facts above and case law cited, it is the recommendation 
of this office that this claim be denied on both the basis 
of governmental immunity and lack of negligence by 
the City.

Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of City Council: 


On June 11, 1982, Woodgate Associates filed a 
petition with the Michigan Tax Tribunal alleging that 
the apartment complex located at 301 Edgewood 
Boulevard was assessed at a value greater than 50% of 
its true cash value and thus was illegally assessed. The 
assessment the City Assessor had placed upon the 
subject property was $1,456,200. This office filed an 
Answer stating that the assessment placed upon the 
subject property by the City Assessor was equal to or 
less than 50% of the true cash value and thus was legally 
assessed. Subsequently, the Petitioner amended its 
Petition to include the 1983 and 1984 tax years. 


Pursuant to the Michigan Tax Tribunal Rules, a 
Counsel Conference was held in the City Assessor’s 
Office and numerous documents and information were 
exchanged between the parties. Based upon the informa- 
tion exchanged a tentative settlement was reached. The 
tentative settlement proposes that the 1982 assessment 
on the subject property be reduced to $1,250,000; the 
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1983 assessment on the subject property be reduced to 
$1,378,000 and the 1984 assessment remain the same. 
The tentative settlement was based upon the capitaliza- 
tion rates and vacancies which existed during the 1982 
and 1983 tax years. 


Based upon the recommendation of the City Assessor 
and the facts presented in this particular case, it is the 
recommendation of this office that the tentative settle- 
ment as set forth above be approved.

Also, this sale will not affect 
Delta Township’s use of the remaining property for 
Park purposes in accordance with the lease granted to 
them. They have been advised of the proposed sale to 
the Michigan Department of Transportation. 


The obtaining of the right to cross the proposed 
interchange and the first consideration purchase or 
cross any excess property in this area will provide a 
route for future electric transmission lines and/or 
interconnection as may be required with future power 
supply programs and is in accordance with the original 
intent for utilizing the Erickson Park property. 


It is further recommended that the General Manager 
and Secretary be authorized to sign the Warranty Deed, 
subject to approval of legal counsel.

Dear President Lindemann and Councilmembers: 


Since the passage of your resolution concerning the 
physical security of the City Hall complex on September 
24, 1984, staff has been working to fulfill your policy 
mandates. Significant progress has been made in the 
drafting of security regulations, and those security 
items which can be installed without further study have 
been ordered. At this point it appears that we will be 
able to provide the Council with overall security 
policies (regulations) on or before the December 6th 
date which you set. 


_ The September 24th resolution also required that I 
report back to the Council November Ist, outlining 
requirements for any additional funding which is 
currently needed to cover the costs of policy implmen- 
tation. Staff study has indicated a need for some 
additional funding, and I have specified those require- 
ments below: 


1, It has been determined that rekeying the City Hall 
complex using conventional keys and locks will not 
provide an increased measure of security. Even when 
conventional keys are inscribed “Do Not Duplicate”, 
there is absolutely no difficulty in having such keys 
reproduced at a number of local stores with key cutting 
equipment. For this reason we recommend the instal- 
lation of a Medeco Key Control System. This system 
includes a special key cutting devise which produced 
angular cuts that cannot be duplicated on conventional 
key cutting equipment. A local locksmith would arrange 
to purchase the equipment and blanks from Medeco 
after going through the bidding process. Any locksmith 
with Medeco who duplicates a key he didn’t produce 
will lose his franchise with the company, and the 
successful bidder would duplicate keys only for the 
personnel authorized by the City. You have appropriated 
$5,600 for rekeying, but we feel those funds would be 
wasted is conventional keys are used. We request an 
additional appropriation of $5,600 so that the Medeco 
Key System can be bid and installed. 


2. You have appropriated $15,000 for a security 
guard to control access to City Hall through the front 
lobby doors. This expenditure is reasonable only if an 
equivalent level of security is provided for access to the 
basement elevator lobby and stairway. Over 300 people 
have cards allowing them to enter the basement 
parking area, and it is not difficult for unauthorized 
persons to gain access to the basement. We recommend 
that the most economical way to provide security for 
this entrance is through a television camera and monitor. 
After-hours access through the door would be controlled 
by the security guard through an electronic release on the 
lock. Authorized persons wishing to gain access would 
have to identify themselves to the guard and be checked 
off against an access list. We request an additional 
appropriation of $2,200 in order to incorporate this 
necessary element into our security plan. 


Staff will be available to discuss these recommenda- 
tions and requests with you if you require additional 
information. As I stated before, we are moving forward 
very carefully, attempting to provide the highest level 
of security at the lowest cost in dollars and inconve- 
nience. I know that physical security of the City Hall 
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complex is of great concern to the City Council, and I 
assure you that we will continue to implement, evaluate 
and inform you of our progress and problems so that 
we can meet our objectives together.

Subject: Re-defining and Re-building Downtown 


Lansing: A Cooperative Process 


Asa life-long Lansing resident, former teacher, and 
ten-year member of council, I was familiar with nearly 
every City neighborhood. Since becoming Mayor, I 
have had the opportunity to become closely involved 
with a different kind of Lansing “neighborhood”—our 
downtown. 


T always have believed that our downtown should be 
viewed as the City’s center. Certainly if our downtown 
area—with its many jobs and concentrated tax base—is 
healthy, then it will reflect positively throughout the 
rest of the community and region. It also will serve as 
an attractive capital for the people of Michigan. 


Our downtown—like downtowns elsewhere—has 
had its share of well-publicized problems. However, in 
the past two or three years some very positive changes 
have been discussed, initiated, and completed. This 
progress is the result of many people working together— 
business men and women, and representatives of state 
and local government, labor, the professions, educa- 
tional institutions, and cultural agencies. 
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As I have reviewed our accomplishments, I have 
come to realize that our downtown— indeed our entire 
community—has gone through some fundamental 
changes. Where once the downtown was the region’s 
retail center, it now serves as much more—~as a center 
for government, education, financial transactions, 
culture, housing, legal and other professionals, tourism, 
and retail marketing. 


This has happened because our society has changed 
and is changing. We have become a much more mobile 
people. We no longer have “one” shopping area; rather, 
we have multiple shopping and retail centers— Meridian 
and Lansing Malls, Frandor, South Logan, East 
Michigan, South Cedar and Pennsylvania, West Sag- 
inaw, East Lansing, and many others. We also have 
multiple regional centers for other activities in education, 
culture, manufacturing, government, the professions, 
etc. 


I also have come to realize that we must broaden our 
notion of the geographical dimensions of our downtown. 
We must recognize that it includes Lansing Community 
College, the State Capitol and government complex, 
Riverfront Park, and the area surrounding and between 
these major institutions. We cannot view “downtown” 
as only a few blocks of retail shops and restaurants 
along Washington Avenue—though, of course, those 
shops and restaurants remain very important. 


A Summary of Recent Improvements 


Recognizing the expanded definitions of our down- 
town, let’s take a look at a few of our recent 
accomplishments: 


City-State cooperation: When I became Mayor, 
City—State relations were at a low point. Working 
with members of Council and others, we have begun to 
work closely with Gov. James J. Blanchard, local 
legislators, and other State leaders. 


These efforts are resulting in several excellent projects 
which are described below. Here I want only to say that 
I wish our City to be the best possible “home” to State 
government and I am very pleased that we have 
established an excellent working relationship with 
many State officials. 


100 Block: When I took office the 100-block office 
project had become stalled. This was due primarily toa 
perception (not a fact) that Michigan and, hence, 
Lansing was a questionable place for investment. 


Under City direction, a team effort of local and state 
leaders was able to convince a national insurance 
company that Lansing is basically sound and has great 
potential. Thus Travelers Insurance invested $16 million 
in the project, and a new prestige office tower has 
transformed the Lansing skyline. That building now is 
occupied with new tenants—including the IBM Cor- 
poration. 


As is well known, I am continuing to work with the 
Council and others to bring a hotel and convention 
center to the downtown. I believe this project is 
important as part of our effort to attract visitors to the 
City. 


Other Development: The same strong spirit of 
entrepeneurship and cooperation is responsible for 
considerable other downtown development. For ex- 
ample, the Knapp’s Centre, which preserves the historic 
building, currently is 40% occupied with professional 
and retail tenants. The beautiful new Atrium Project, in 
the old Michigan Theater, is nearly done and is being 
occupied. Work has begun to convert the old J.C. 
Penney’s store into a major library for Cooley Law 
School. A major addition to the Foster Building— 
home to the Foster, Swift, Collins, and Coey law firm is 

-nearing completion. And work will soon begin to 
convert the old Poxson Building into a modern office- 
retail-living center. 
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There also are many other projects underway 
downtown. I hesitate to attempt to point out a few of 
them because I will surely not remember them all. 
However, I invite you to take a walk through and 
around our mall area: you will see a variety of new retail, 
restaurant, office, and other expansions and improve- 
ments. 


Education institutions: Over the past few years, 
education has become one of our largest downtown 
“industries,” Lansing Community College is one of the 
most beautiful parts of our downtown. It attracts 
approximately 20,000 people into the downtown. It isa 
center not only for learning but for community meetings 
and culture. 


Cooley Law School also is becoming an essential 
part of the downtown. It now is Michigan’s largest law 
school. It has renovated one major building—the former 
Masonic Temple—and several smaller ones. Recently 
the school bought the former Penney’s building and is 
in the process of renovating it for a library and other 
uses. In addition, Cooley is beginning to assist our 
downtown housing efforts by building or renovating 
housing for law students. 


Davenport College, finally, is a growing, thriving 
institution. It is beginning to make a powerful, positive 
impression on our downtown Cherry Hill neighborhood. 


I have heard some persons say that the downtown is 
“deserted” in the evening. However, there are many 
people who use the downtown then—including thou- 
sands of LCC, Cooley, Davenport, and other students. 


Cultural attractions: Lansing rapidly is becoming a 
cultural center for the state and region. In the last 
several years, BoarsHead Theater moved full-time into 
the downtown; Impression 5 Museum and R E Olds 
Museum opened in Riverfront Park; and the Arts 
Council Center renovated its building and grounds. 


In addition, the State Capitol, the City Market, the 
City’s Riverfest, art fairs, mall programs and activities, 
and ethnic festivals are doing much to make our 
downtown a more interesting place to visit. Currently, 
State leaders are moving ahead—with City coopera- 
tion—to build anew Michigan Library and Museum in 
the west downtown area. Finally, a local volunteer 
group has “adopted” the famed Cooley Gardens and is 
working to re-make them into the attraction that they 
were before the Olds Freeway was built. 


Housing: One of the activities that can most assist 
the downtown is new or renovated housing. In this 
regard, several developments have opened in recent 
years including Riverfront Towers, Capitol Commons, 
and the recently-renovated Porter Apartments. Recently 
the City acquired land for an additional 100 units in 
Capitol Commons. 


Many people also are working to revitalize our near- 
downtown residential neighborhoods. These areas are 
becoming very attractive to families and professional 
persons who like to be near the Capitol and the 
downtown. Many historical homes have been restored 
or transformed into excellent uses as professional office 
places—assisted by our new Historic District Com- 
mission. 


“Approach to the Capitol”: Over the past few years 
much has been done to beautify our downtown mall 
area: trees, sculpture, gardens, and seats have been 
created. Recently, SEG, a local engineering firm created 
concepts to re-design the “Approach to the Capitol” — 
Michigan Avenue between the Grand River and Capitol 
Avenue. This was done on a voluntary basis to assist 
the City’s quality of life. 


Recently, the City allocated $200,000 in State “equity” 
funds to this project. These funds, together with 
anticipated federal funds, will start the project— 
hopefully in 1985. 
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Mall Advisory Board: Councilmembers and I are 
very eager to bring new activity to our downtown mall. 
Thus, during 1982 we completed action on a revised 
mall ordinance. Under provisions of the ordinance, I 
appointed a seven-member Mall Advisory Board. This 
group has been working to encourage new business, 
entertainment, and other activities downtown. 


Parking: Parking is a thorny problem for any central 
city. And, if people perceive that parking is inadequate, 
difficult, or expensive, then they may decide not to 
visit. However, I believe that we are making progress. 
As one example, we have increased downtown parking 
by some 650 spaces since I took office—a ten percent 
increase in the municipal system. Significant other 
parking has been created by the State and by private 
concerns. 


Currently, I am working to create a parking partner- 
ship between the City and private interests. This will 
result in the creation of more than 1,000 new parking 
spots in the heart of the business district. I also am 
continuing to discuss additional parking with Com- 
munity College officials. 


In addition, we have made several improvements in 
the operation of our system. For example, we placed 
security guards in our garages, made them into attended 
operations, made the Civic Center lot attended, moved 
the Violations Bureau into a more convenient location, 
initiated a parking referee system, distibuted a brochure 
about downtown parking, and began a token system so 
that merchants can offer “free” parking. All of these 
actions have made parking more convenient. We 
currently are examining several other ways of improving 
our parking system. 


Recommendations for Future Downtown Improvement 


Though we have made significant gains in recent 
years in re-building our downtown, there is much yet to 
be done. Over the past two months I have met with a 
great many persons who are interested in our downtown. 
These include members of a fifteen-member ad hoc 
Downtown Study Committee, officers of Lansing 
Community College, members of the Mall Advisory 
Committee, a group of community leaders who are 
interested in the downtown, and others. I also have met 
with involved City staff on numerous occasions. 


As a result of these discussions, 1 conclude that our 
downtown is a dynamic and Positive community force. 
However, we do face continuing problems—particularly 
in our central business district. 


I make one important and specific recommendation: 


@ that you charge me with the task of re-establishing 
the Lansing Downtown Development Authority and 
appointing persons to it. 


The legal authority for a Lansing DDA exists 
currently, You may be interested to know that member- 
ship on an Authority is defined by state legislation as 
follows: 


“The (Downtown Development) Authority shall be 
under the supervision and control of a board consisting 
of the chief executive officer of the municipality and 8 
members appointed by the chief executive officer of the 
municipality, subject to approval of the governing 
body of the municipality. At least 5 of the members 
shail be persons having an interest in property located 
in the downtown district. At least | of the members 
shall be a resident of the downtown district if the 
downtown district has 100 or more persons residing 
within it.” 


Once re-established, I intend to ask the Authority to: 


—explore cooperative city-state-private funding 
mechanisms in order that it can employ a downtown 
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development officer; and 


—initiate the revision and implementation of our 
downtown master plan, particularly as it relates to the 
central business district. 


Conclusion 


As mentioned, I met with a variety of interested 
persons in the formulation of my recommendation. I 
thank each of them for their involvement. 


I also note that there is a cooperative and caring 
attitude on the part of persons who are ivolved in the 
downtown area. It is obvious to me that we all are 
prepared to move forward together for a stronger, 
more vital downtown community.

Dear President Lindemann 
and Members of City Council: 


Sherry Kenney submitted a claim on June 11, 1984 
for damage to her automobile. Claimant alleges that 
damage was sustained to her automobile as she was 
leaving the City parking area at Kalamazoo and 
Washington. As claimant was leaving, the parking gate 
arm came down on her vehicle. She was advised by the 
parking attendant and the supervisor to submit aclaim. 


A review of the departmental records by Walter G. 
Ransom, Parking Superintendent, indicates that claim- 
ant was parked on June 11, 1984 in the 300 block of the 
South Washington Mall. As she exited the parking lot, 
she stopped to pay her parking fee at the attendant 
booth. As she began to drive forward a bicyclist rode 
over the exit loop. This activated the gate arm and began 
to return it to the down position. The gate arm struck 
the claimant’s vehicle on the hood. In addition, Mr. 
Ransom indicates that there are signs posted on the 
equipment warning bicyclists not to enter the travel 
lanes. 


In Michigan, a municipality is immune from tort 
liability in cases where the municipality is engaged in 
the exercise and discharge of a governmental function. 
MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107). Governmental 
immunity has no application where the City is engaged 
in a proprietary function. The operation of a parking 
facility by a municipality generally is interpreted as 
being a proprietary function. 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
that this claim be granted.

Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of City Council 


Alan Hahn submitted a claim in the amount of $174.55 
for damages to his motorcycle. Claimant alleges that on 
Sunday, September 9, 1984, he was travelling eastbound 
on Mt. Hope Highway. Suddenly, without warning, 
the pavement was gone out from under his small 
motorcycle tires. A vehicle in front of his began 
bouncing out of control. There were two vehicles 
behind his motorcycle which forced him to hit a bump. 
Claimant alleges damages to his trunk in the amount of 
$119.55, tail light damage of $7.00 and a complete 
checkover for $48.00. 


An official traffic accident report prepared by the 
Lansing Police Department indicates that the accident 
took place on September 9, 1984, on east Mt. Hope 
near the intersection of Lindberg Drive. The police 
report lists damage to the motorcycle as rough idling 
and a broken latch on the helmet carrier. A review of 
Public Service records indicates that Mt. Hope between 
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Cedar Street and Sycamore Creek was being resurfaccd 
at the time of the accident. The road had been cold 
planed to a depth of approximately 14 inches in 
preparation for resurfacing. The construction zone area 
was marked in accordance with the Michigan Manual 
of Uniform Traffic Control Devices. 


Each governmental agency is under a legal obligation 
to maintain its highways in reasonable repair so that it 
is reasonably safe and convenient for public travel. 
MCLA 691.1402; MSA_ 3.996(102). The Michigan 
Manual of Uniform Traffic Control Devices sets forth 
the standard for marking highways when construction 
is underway. The Manual requires placement of 
standardized construction notice signs. The sign “shall 
be so placed that the driver will have adequate time for 
responses.” The area under construction was appro- 
priately marked as a construction zone. Claimant states 
that he was travelling with the flow of traffic. Claimant 
knew or reasonably should have known that a motor- 
cycle is less secure than cars or trucks in bumpy areas. 


Therefore, based upon the above stated facts and the 
applicable laws, it is the recommendation of this office 
that this claim be denied.

Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of City Council: 


In January of this year, the Lansing Civic Center 
reserved its Terrace Room for a wedding reception to 
be held on October 6, 1984. Later, in March of this 
year, the Civic Center management accepted a reser- 
vation from Mr. Emerson Ohl for the use of the same 
room on the same date for his daughter’s wedding 
reception. Because the Civic Center had ris-entered 
the date of the original wedding reception reservation 
on their schedule, they were unaware of their error of 
booking two receptions at the same location at the 
same time until September 5 of this year. 


Upon discovery of the double booking, the Civic 
Center manager, Mr. Askie, immediately attempted to 
correct the error by rescheduling or relocating one of 
the events. Unfortunately, the party making the original 
reservation was unwilling to accept any changes and 
Mr. Ohl’s daughter’s wedding invitations had already 
been sent out making it difficult to reschedule or 
relocate that wedding. In an attempt to settle the 
conflict, Mr. Askie offered to accomodate the Ohl 
reception in the Civic Center’s Main Auditorium. 
While Mr. Ohl was unwilling to move his daughter’s 
wedding reception to that location, he was willing to 
accept Prudden Hall as a substitute provided that 
plants, carpets, lights and other amenities would be 
supplied to provide the same general atmosphere as in 
the Terrace Room and provided that $200.00 of the 
normal $275.00 rental fee for Prudden Hall would be 
waived. To accomodate the move of the Ohl reception 
to Prudden Hall on that date, it was also necessary to 
move another pre-scheduled event from Prudden Hall 
to the Main Auditorium at no increase in cost to that 
event. 
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While a municipality is immune from liability for its 
negligence in activities which constitute governmental 
functions, it is clear that the rental of rooms in our Civic 
Center for such events as wedding receptions is not 
governmental in nature. Rather, it is an activity engaged 
in competition with other private businesses for 
remuneration. Also, it is clear according to Mr. Askie 
that the booking of the Terrace Room for two separate 
wedding receptions at the same time was aclerical error 
on behalf of the City and should not have occurred. 
Because of that, it is clear that the City would be legally 
liable for the damages that occurred because of that 
error. 


Based upon the above situation, the applicable law 
and the recommendation by Mr. Askie, the Civic 
Center manager, it is the recommendation of this office 
that the above described settlement should be approved 
and that the cost of plants, carpeting, lights, etc., for the 
relocated reception should be paid for by the City of 
Lansing. Mr. Askie has informed this office that the 
total cost of those items is $2,217.00. Additionally, it is 
the recommendation of this office that $200.00 of the 
total $275.00 rental fee for Prudden Hall should be 
waived, that $525.00 of the $800.00 normally charged 
for renting the Main Auditorium should be waived and 
the $50.00 fee normally charged for the dance floor 
which was used in connection with the events should be 
waived by the City Council.

Re: Claim of Chrisoula Limber in the amount of $500 


Dear President Lindemann 
and Members of City Council: 


This claim, filed August 20, 1984, alleging damages 
in the amount of $500 to property stored in the 
basement at 1321 W. Saginaw, Lansing was referred to 
this office for investigation and recommendation. 


Mrs. Limber alleges that sometime in August, 1984, 
the sewer backed up in the basement causing damage to 
several items stored in the basement of her home. No 
receipts or other evidentiary proofs were submitted 
along with her claim for compensation. 


Investigation by this office reveals that on August 8, 
1984, flooding occurred in the vicinity of 132] W. 
Saginaw Street, due to heavy rain. The sewers in this 
area are combined sewers and are unable to handle large 
amounts of water. This is not an uncommon occurence 
throughout the City. A search of our records reveals 
that the Limbers had previously filed a claim in 
October, 1981. That claim also alleged damages due to 
sewer back up and the claim was denied. 


Liability on this claim is predicated on whether the 
operation of a sewer system is a governmental function 
and if not, whether the City was negligent in the 
operation of its sewer system. MCAL 691.14907; MSA 
3.996(107). Several recent court opinions have held 
that the operation of a sewer system is a governmental 
function. Scott v City of Detroit, 107 Mich App 194 
(1981); but see Mitts v VBillage of Fowlerville, 119 
Mich App 76 (1982), which holds to the contrary. These 
cases are predicated on the assumption that the opera- 
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tion of a sewer system is not a governmental function 
per se; but rather, are predicated on whether a private 
individual or company could undertake to construct 
and operate the sewer project. Therefore, the size and 
complexity of the system may be critical to a determin- 
ation to whether the activity of operating a sewer 
system is a governmental function. It is this office’s 
position that based on the size and complexity of the 
sewer system in the City of Lansing, it is a governmental 
function; therefore, the City is statutorily immunized 
from liability for negligence. 


In addition, the damage alleged in this claim is not 
verifiable, and did not arise from any negligent act of 
the City or its employees. Therefore, based upon the 
facts above and case law cited, it is the recommendation 
of this office that this claim be denied on both the basis 
of governmental immunity and lack of negligence by 
the City.

Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of City Council: 


As you are aware, pursuant to your authorization, 
the City of Lansing has retained the law firm of Miller, 
Johnson, Snell & Cummiskey to represent it and advise 
it in legal matters related to its labor relations. Your 
most recent authorization to continue to utilize the 
services of Miller, Johnson, Snell & Cummiskey expired 
on October 31st of this year. 


Because the law firm of Miller, Johnson, Snell & 
Cummiskey is involved in representing the City in an 
Act 312 arbitration concerning the Administrative 
Assistant position in the Lansing’s Fire Department 
and in two other arbitrations concerning the City’s 
rights to use automated fuel systems at its Central 
Garage and its rights to schedule certain Public Service 
Department employees, it is desirable to continue to 
utilize that law firm in connection with those three 
matters, At the same time, the City will continue to use 
the services of its in-house for such outside legal counsel. 
In the event further outside legal representation of the 
City Attorney’s Office, in cooperation with the City’s 
Director of Labor Relations and the City’s admini- 
stration, will solicit proposals for those services and 
will present its recommendation to the City Council as 
required by City Charter.

Dear President Lindemann and Councilmembers: 


At last Monday’s Council meeting, a complaint was 
lodged by Evelyn Glowacki against the City of Lansing 
regarding problems at Oak Park. Our investigation has 
shown the following. 


Ms. Glowacki has visited with Pam Fowler in my 
office, but there is no evidence that a call was placed to 
my office in the summer of 1984. A check was made of 
carbons of phone messages for the months of June, 
July, and August, and none were found with Ms. 
Glowacki’s name. A further check with staff didn’t 
provide any additional information. 


A check with the Human Relations Department 
found that the only contact made with Ms. Glowacki 
thus far in 1984 was on August 31, 1984. Ms. Glowacki 
registered a neighbor problem which resulted in several 
contacts either by phone or in person. At no time did 
she mention having requested services from any other 
staff at City Hall about Oak Park, or any other issue. 
Further, Human Relations did not receive any com- 
plaints from Ms. Glowacki this past summer concerning 
activity in Oak Park. 


The Parks and Recreation Department reported the 
following in regards to Ms. Glowacki’s complaint. 
Although Ms. Glowacki has called this department 
earlier, she did not call to report a problem at any time 
during 1984. A complaint made during 1983 was 
investigated by Park Police and Human Relations 
Field Representatives. Pam Fowler from my office was 
involved with this complaint. The investigation of this 
complaint did not result in substantiation of any claims 
that misconduct or offensive behavior was connected 
with use of the basketball court. 


The users of the basketball court, mostly adult black 
males, drive vehicles to the park inspite of living in the 
immediate neighborhood. There is no supportive 
evidence that park users travel from other areas of the 
City. 


Ms. Glowacki claimed there is inadequate play 
equipment at Oak Park. She indicated that the City 
puts play equipment only in the wealthier neighbor- 
hoods. A count on November 1, 1984 shows eleven (11) 
major pieces of children’s apparatus. These were refur- 
bished as part of the Diversion program in 1983 and 
look new. It would be very difficult to place more 
equipment in that park. 


in summary, this office, the Human Relations 
Department, and the Parks and Recreation Department 
have responded to Ms. Glowacki’s complaint as 
expediously as possible. The park has more play 
equipment than most parks. The basketball court is 
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used primarily by neighbors. We are studying various 
options, including removal of the basketball hoops and 
removal of the entire basketball court.

Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of City Council: 


Claimant has submitted this request for reimburse- 
ment of three special assessments placed on the tax roll 
of property owned by him and located at 1613 Martin 
Street, Lansing, Michigan. 


Investigation with the Building Safety Division 
reveals that on October 4, 1982, a violation notice of 
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broken windows was issued to Claimant which included 
a demand to make the dwelling safe and secure within 
four (4) days. A re-inspection resulted in a work order 
being issued on October 8, 1982. The work was 
performed on October 11, 1982, and a detailed billing 
including a breakdown of actual costs for manpower, 
truck, fringe benefits and overhead was submitted to 
the City by the contractor. A certification that the work 
had actually been performed was issued by David 
Purvis of the Administrative Services Department on 
October 18, 1982. The contractor’s charges of $30.38 
were combined with the City’s service charge of $130.00 
for a total assessment of $160.38 for that incident. 


On November 3, 1982, in response to complaints 
from the adjacent neighbors, an inspection of the 
property again revealed a broken door and windows. 
An order was issued to secure the open dwelling and the 
contractor performed the services on November 5, 
1982, at a cost of, $65.42. Consequently, the total 
assessment from the second incident was $195.42. 


On May 20, 1983, a housing code violation notice 
was issued to Claimant regarding tall grass and weeds 
on the same property and follow-up inspections on 
June 7 and 9, 1983 resulted in a grass cutting order. The 
contractor cut the grass on or before July 9, 1983, ata 
cost of $20.00 for a total assessment of $150.00 for this 
incident. 


Claimant asserts that the services may have been 
performed on the wrong property. Investigation did 
not reveal any facts which tend to corroborate 
Claimant’s contention. The Building Safety Director 
concluded that based on the Department’s familiarity 
with the premises in question and the supportive 
documentation, it is highly unlikely that the services 
assessed were not performed on the property in question. 


The City possesses the authority to abate any 
nuisance which exists on property within the City when 
the condition violates a City ordinance. An assessment 
for the cost of the abatement is provided for in the 
Lansing Code of Ordinances, Chapter 21. 


Based on the above, it appears that the City complied 
with all legal requirements with the exception of notice 
to the taxpayer of record for the second incident which 
was the demand to secure the dwelling in November of 
1982 which resulted in a charge of $160.32, Conse- 
quently, it is the recommendation of this office that the 
claim be granted only in part in the amount of the 
assessment for the second incident of $160.38.

On August 6, 1984, W.P. Gempel submitted a claim 
contesting special assessments charged against his 
property at 312 S. Pennsylvania, 211 S. Magnolia and 
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431 Cherry. Claimant states that he should not be 
specially assessed because of tworeasons: |. theclaims 
were sent to 1130 Pacific, an address which he has not 
lived for over 8 years and, therefore, he had no 
knowledge of the alleged violations and; 2. the condition 
of the properties themselves did not warrant the action 
taken by the City. 


Information received by this office from James W. 
Kzeski, Director of Building Safety, reveals the 
following information regarding these properties: 


312 S. Pennsylvania 

A violation notice for unsanitary premises was issued 
on February 24, 1984. This notice was mailed to 
Claimant at 1130 Pacific Avenue, Lansing, Michigan. 
Are-check inspection was made on March 7, 1984, and 
the violations still existed. A clean-up order was issued 
to the City contractor on March 8, 1984. The violation 
was eliminated by the contractor on March 28, 1984, 
for a service charge of $168.50 plus city service charge 
of $130.00, total assessment $298.50. According to the 
Assessor’s records as of July 31, 1984, 1130 Pacific 
Avenue was still the Claimant's address for this parti- 
cular property. 


221 S. Magnolia 

Aviolation notice was issued to Claimant on March 28, 
1984, for unsanitary conditions. This notice was mailed 
to Claimant at 1130 Pacific Avenue. A re-check 
inspection was made on April 9, 1984 and the violations 
still existed. An order was issued to the City contractor 
April 10, 1984, to proceed with the clean up. The city 
contractor did partial clean up on April 16, 1984, and 
completed the clean up on April 27, 1984. There was a 
service charge of $227.50 plus $130.00 city service 
charge, total assessment $257.50. Claimant notified the 
Assessor of a change of address on July 31, 1984 to the 
mailing address of 131 Orchard, East Lansing, Michi- 
gan, for this particular property. 


431 Cherry 

A violation notice for tall grass was issued to Claimant 
for the vacant lot at the northeast corner of Lenawee 
and Cherry Streets. This notice was issued on July 11, 
1984, to Claimant at 1130 Pacific Avenue. A follow up 
inspection was made on July 24, 1984, the violations 
still existed. An order was issued to the contractor on 
July 26, 1984. The tall grass was cut by the contractor 
on August I, 1984, The service charge was $30.00 for 
one and one-half hours labor plus the city service 
charge of $130.00 for a total of $160.00. Claimant made 
a change of address on July 31, 1984, to the mailing 
address of 131 Orchard St., East Lansing, Michigan far 
this particular property. 


In all three instances, notice to Claimant was sent to 
the address most current with the Assessor’s records. 
The Building Division further indicated that there was 
never a return of any of the three violation notices. 


The City has the authority to abate any nuisance 
found on any premises within the City when the 
condition exists contrary to City Ordinance. A special 


assessment for the purpose of recovering the costs of - 


the abatement may be made against the property 
pursuant to Chapter 21 of the Lansing Code of 
Ordinances. The unsanitary conditions which existed 
on Claimant’s properties were in violation of Chapter 9 
§9A-4(2) and §9A-10(10) of the Lansing Housing 
Code. Further, Chapter 9 of the Lansing Code of 
Ordinances sets forth the procedure that must be 
followed in order to abate the nuisance and specially 
assess the property owner. Claimant was given notice 
of the violations pursuant to ordinance requirements in 
all three instances. 


Based on the above stated facts and the applicable 
ordinances, it is the recommendation of this office that 
this claim be denied.

Recently, James E. Barnes filed a claim in the 
amount of $139.00 with the City of Lansing. The 
Claimant is seeking reimbursement of the cost of 
ambulance service incurred by him on October 1, 1984. 


The Lansing Fire Department has informed this 
office that on October 1, 1984 the claimant's pregnant 
wife began hemmoraging and the 911 Center was called 
by the claimant for the purpose dispatching an 
ambulance to the claimant’s residence. Hemmoraging, 
according to Fire Chief Mark Holliday, is a symptom 
which warrants service by the Lansing Fire Department 
under 911 dispatcher directives. It appears, however, 
that neither 911 nor the Lansing Fire Department 
solicited the proper information which would have 
identified the medical problem as something which 
warranted ambulance service by the Lansing Fire 
Department under Section 4-303.5 of the 1978 Lansing 
City Charter. Therefore, another ambulance company 
(Lansing Mercy) was dispatched to the scene and 
rendered assistance to the claimant's wife. Section 4- 
303.5 of the 1978 Lansing City Charter provides that: 


“The Department shall maintain and operate such 
ambulance, inhalator and other life saving and 
emergency services as the welfare of the inhabitants 
may require and as the Council may direct.” 


Following receipt of this claim, Fire Chief Mark 
Holliday informed this office that the Fire Department 
and the 911 Communications Center have established a 
new rule for dispatchers which would prevent the 
occurrence of any similar situation in the future. 


Based upon the recommendation of Fire Chief Mark 
Holliday, the applicable Lansing Charter provisions, 
and the facts as presented in this particular case, this 
office recommends that the claimant be reimbursed for 
the sum of $139.00.

Re: Claim of Richard J. Miller in the amount of $107.00 


Dear President Lindemann 
and Members of City Council 


The Claimant, Richard J. Miller, Deputy Fire Chief, 
requests reimbursement for half of the replacement 
cost of a hearing aid ($107.00) damaged while performing 
his duties as a Deputy Fire Chief. 


The Lansing Fire Department has supplied our 
Department with the following facts. On September 27, 
1984 the claimant was directing and supervising fire 
personnel at the J.W. Knapp Warehouse fire in the 700 
block of South East Street. A fireman at the scene ran 
into him, broke his glasses and apparently dislodged his 
hearing aid. Some time later, the damaged hearing aid 
was discovered on the ground by Deputy Chief 
Malatinsky. Clamaint filed a claim with his insurance 
carrier, which has agreed to compensate him for the 
cost of his glasses and one-half the cost of the hearing 
aid. The total cost of the hearing aid was $214.00; 
therefore, claimant is seeking reimbursement from the 
City for the sum of $107.00. 


The Michigan Handicapper Civil Rights Act, MCLA 
37.1101 et. seq., mandates accomodation of employees’ 
handicaps. Accomodation does not require an employer 
to provide adaptive devices, such as glasses, wheel chairs 
or prosthetic devices. Provision of a hearing aid, 
therefore, is not requried under the Handicapper Act. 


A review of the collective bargaining agreement 
between the City and the Lansing Firefighters does not 
reveal any contractual obligation to pay for claimant’s 
hearing aid. 


Court decisions clearly indicate that the City lacks 
legal authority to pay gratuities to its employees. Kane 
v Flint, 342 Mich 74 (1955). The courts have held, on 
the other hand that there is no legal prohibition for a 
municipality to reimburse its employees for expenses 
incurred in fulfilling their bona fide duties as public 
employees. See Ware v Battle Creek, 201 Mich 468 
(1918). 


Although the payment of this claim is a permissible 
reimbursement and although there is some equity in 
making such a reimbursement since the hearing aid was 
necessary for the claimant to perform the claimant’s 
job, as a strictly legal matter, such payment is not 
required. Therefore, based solely on applicable law, 
this office must recommend denial of this claim.

On September 25, 1984, Claimant filed this claim 
seeking compensation for damages to his vehicle. Mr. 
Hillebrand claims that on September 11, 1984, while 
his vehicle was legally parked in a City parking lot, a 
rock was thrown at the vehicle causing damage to the 
hood and windshield. 


Records of the Transportation Division indicate that 
no maintenance activity or other activity by City 
employees or contractors was being performed at the 
time of the incident. Also, the City has no notice of any 
vandalism or other damage in the City parking lot at 
the intersection of Michigan and Depot. In addition, 
the City Transportation Division has posted signs at 
the entrance to City Parking Lot #37 disclaiming any 
responsibility for damages which may occur to an 
individual’s vehicle. 


Although municipalities are liable for tortious acts 
occurring in the exercise of proprietary function and 
generally the operation of a municipal parking system 
is a proprietary function, said liability is founded on the 
existence of the negligent acts of City employees or 
agents. Given the facts presented here, there appears to 
be no factual basis for aclaim of negligence on the part 
of the City, its employees or agents. Therefore, based 
on the foregoing facts and the applicable laws, it is the 
recommendation of this office that this claim be denied.

Re: Claim of Gregory P. Byrd in the amount of $89.09 


Dear President Lindemann 
and Members of City Council: 


Claimant has submitted this claim for medical 
expenses incurred and profits which he claims to have 
lost as a result of contracting poison ivy from vines 
overgrowing from City property onto his property on 
the 700 block of S. Foster Avenue. 


Investigation with the Forestry Division of the Parks 
Department and the Wastewater Treatment Division 
of the Public Service Department revealed that poison 
ivy vines proliferate in the area in question and the 
vines growing on the chain link fence which separates 
the property at the wastewater treatment pumping 
station from Mr. Byrd’s property were, in fact, poison 
ivy. Routine maintenance of the pumping station 
property on S. Hayford includes primarily lawn mowing. 
The vines growing on the fence were mistakenly 
thought to be harmless grape vines and were not 
trimmed for that reason. 


The City is immune from tort liability in all cases 
wherein a governmental agency is engaged in the exercise 
or discharge of a governmental function MCLA 
691.1407; in this case the operation of a public sewer 
system. Even so, the allegation of a nuisance wilfully 
maintained or intentionally created will avoid govern- 
mental immunity. See Keiswetter v City of Petoskey, 
124 Mich App 590 (1983). In order to support an 
intentional invasion of his property, claimant would be 
required to prove that the City allowed the vines to 
grow onto his property knowing that substantial harm 
would likely result. 
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Even though Mr. Byrd alleges that he personally 
contacted the Public Service Department on several 
occasions over the Spring and Summer of 1984 to 
demand trimming of the vines on the fence, he readily 
admits that he never complained that the vines were 
poison ivy or were dangerous. Even if the City were 
found liable, it is unlikely that it would be required to 
reimburse claimant for his estimation of lost profits in 
the amount of $30.00. 


Since there are no facts which indicate that the City 
knowingly allowed poison ivy to spread to adjacent 
property, it appears that governmental immunity would 
preclude liability and it is the recommendation of this 
office that this claim be denied.

Re: Redemption of Liability in Workers’ Compensation 
Matter— Larry Bradley v City of Lansing 


Dear President Lindemann and 
Members of City Council 


In accordance with Article 4, Chapter 3, §4-304.7 of 
the Lansing City Charter, this office requests your 
authorization to settle the above captioned matter by 
redeeming the City’s Workers’ Compensation liability 
for the sum of Seven Thousand Dollars ($7,000.00). 


Mr. Bradley began employment with the Public 
Service Department in March of 1979, as a laborer. He 
injured his elbow, skull and right hip in July of 1981 
when he passed out and fell into hot asphalt while 
working paving streets. Following that incident, Mr. 
Bradley experienced several blackouts while at work 
and was subsequently diagnosed as experiencing seizure 
activity. Accordingly, he was medically restricted from 
working around machinery and driving. Based on 
those restrictions the City transferred himto a watchman 
position. Three months later, Mr. Bradley was suspended 
without pay due to non-work related criminal activity 
which rendered him ineligible for performing security 
work. Two months later, Mr. Bradley voluntarily 
terminated with the City and subsequently filed a 
petition for Workers’ Compensation benefits when he 
was unable to find other employment. 


The physicians who were deposed in this matter 
agree that it is likely that the fumes from the asphalt 
precipitated seizure activity and further agree that it is 
impossible to predict what other working conditions 
might trigger further seizure activity. 


Therefore, there is a distinct possibility of future 


liability not only for additional medical treatments but 
also weekly wage benefits payments of $181.00 per week. 
Since the filing of this claim accrued wage benefits total 
$19,837.60. Mr. Bradley is presently 26 years of age. 


Based upon the above facts, the City has negotiated a 
tentative redemption with Mr. Bradley in the amount 
of $7,000.

Re: Claim of Mark Burkhart in the amount of $233 


Dear President Lindemann 
and Members of City Council: 


On September 24, 1984, Mark Burkhart, 9233 Oak- 
dale, Laingsburg, filed this claim with City Council for 
compensation for damages to his vehicle and loss of 
wages due to his vehicle striking a pothole on Marion 
Street on September 10, 1984. 


Information receivd by this office confirms that a 
pothole on Marion Street was reported to the Public 
Service Department at 10:00 a.m. on September 9, 
1984. The pothole was created by a break in a water 
main which eroded the subsurface. The pothole involved 
was not visible to a driver entering the area because it 
was covered with water. Since the cause of the pothole 
was the watermain break, the matter was referred to the 
Board of Water and Light for processing. The Board of 
Water and Light rejected the claim on the basis that the 
break was due to defective filling around the water 
main when it was exposed by City crews. 


Irrespective of whether the Board of Water and Light 
or the City of Lansing is responsible for the break in the 
water main and the subsequent creation of the pothole, 
the City of Lansing is responsible for maintaining the 
streets in a safe manner for the use of the public. MCLA 
691.1403; MSA 3.996(103). 


The City had prior notice, specifically, on September 
9, 1984 that a hazardous road condition existed on 
Marion Street due to the break in the water main and 
therefore had a duty to correct the condition or warn 
motorists by posting adequate signs or closing the 
street to thru traffic for necessary repairs in a reasonable 
time thereafter. The City took no such action thereby 
exposing itself to potential liability. 


MCLA 691.1403 provides: 


“No governmental agency is liable for injuries or 
damages caused by defective highways unless the 
governmental agency knew, or in the exercise of 
reasonable diligence, shoutd have known of the 
existence of the defect and had a reasonable time 
to repair the defect before the injury took place.” 


Based on the facts of this case and the above 
statutory language, it appears that governmental 
immunity may not be available as a defense in. this 
matter. Additionally, the damages being claimed are 
realistic in light of the problem which occurred; 
therefore it is the recommendation of this office that 
this claim should be paid.

Dear President Lindemann 
and Members of City Council: 


As you are aware on November 5, 1984 the City 
Council authorized the administration to retain the law 
firm of Miller, Johnson, Snell & Cumminsky to 
Tepresent the City in regard to three legal matters 
related to the City’s labor relations. One of the three 
legal matters is the Act 312 Arbitration concerning the 
Administrative Assistant position in the Lansing Fire 
Department. : 


Subsequent to the November 5, 1984 Council action, 
this office advised City Council of the additional labor 
relations issue concerning the development of a promo- 
tional procedure for several Lansing Fire Department 
positions. At the time it was noted that in the event Mr. 
DeFrain failed to resolve that issue, it might become an 
additional Act 312 Arbitration issue. By a recent memor- 
andum Mr. DeFrain, this office has been advised that 
he anticipates that this issue may not be resolved and 
that legal assistance will be necessary. 


Although this office is representing the City in many 
labor-related legal matters, we do not recommend that 
we represent the City in an Act 312 labor arbitration 
hearing. 


The law firm of Miller, Johnson, Snell & Cumminsky 
is currently representing the. City in one Act 312 
Arbitration concerning the filling of the Administrative 
Assistant position in the Lansing Fire Department and 
itis this office’s recommendation that they also represent 
the City on this additional issue, should such arbitration 
be necessary. Such representation will be in the City’s 
best interest as Miller, Johnson, Snell & Cumminsky 
has performed much of the preparatory work needed to 
adequately prepare for the Act 312 promotional pro- 
cedures issue and is familiar with the case. 


Because of the complexity of issues involved in the 
promotional procedure issue which has been referred to 
Act 312 Arbitration, it appears that the City will need 
to retain an outside consultant to assist any outside 
labor counsel which is selected to represent the City in 
this matter. Since the outside labor consultant will need 
to work closely with the City’s labor counsel, it is 
important that authorization to retain both the outside 
labor counsel and the outside consultant be made as 
concurrently as possible so that a compatible selection 
may be made. 


Based upon the above described facts and conditions, 
this office respectfully requests that the Lansing City 
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Council approve the use of the law firm of Miller, 
Johnson, Snell & Cumminsky at a rate of $85.00 per 
hour with all actual and reasonable costs and expenses 
to be reimbursed it for the purposes of representing the 
City in the Act 312 Arbitration concerning the 
development of a promotional procedure within the 
Lansing Fire Department. In addition, this office 
respectfully requests authorization to hire an outside 
consultant for the Act 312 Arbitration concerning 
promotional procedures. It should be pointed out that 
although at the current time funds appear to exist in the 
professional services account of the City’s Labor 
Relations Department, further appropriations may be 
needed to bring this matter to a conclusion.

Dear President Lindemann 
and Members of City Council: 


On October 22, 1984, Belinda Dwyer of 6978 E. 
Saginaw Highway, Grand Ledge, filed this claim for 
payment of towing and storage fees to have her 
automobile released from storage at Northside Towing 
Service. 


Mrs. Dwyer claims, and this office confirms, that on 
September 28, 1984, her vehicle, a 1973 Olds, was 
stolen from 310 E. Grand River. The theft occurred 
between 9:30 and 10:30 pm. At 1:30 am, September 29, 
1984, she reported the vehicle stolen to LPD. LPD 
recovered the vehicle at 10:30 pm September 28, 1984, 
when the vehicle was involved in an accident at the 
intersection of Gray and Holmes. LPD prepared a 
report of both incidents, but did not notify Mrs. Dwyer 
that her vehicle had been recovered. Because the vehicle 
had been involved in an accident and was standing 
upon a public street in such a way as to create an 
obstruction of traffic, the police had the vehicle towed 
and stored by Northside Towing Service. On or about 
October 17, 1984, Mrs. Dwyer discovered through, the 
persons whose car was damaged in the accident, that 
her car had been towed and impounded. Northside 
Towing refused to release her vehicle unless the towing 
and storage fees were paid. 


Impounding and release of a motor vehicle is governed 
by state statute, specifically MCLA 257.252(d), This 
statute authorizes police agencies or other departments 
to impound a vehicle when the vehicle presents a traffic 
hazard or is in such a condition that it presents a hazard 
to the public. The same statute provides that a person 
may contest the propriety and reasonableness of the 
towing and storage fees by petitioning the District 
Court within twenty (20) days after receiving notice of 
the bill for storage fees. However, the statute does not 
relieve the person from paying the fees, unless after 
hearing the Court determine that the towing or fees 
were improperly assessed. Based on the fact that Mrs. 
Dwyer did not received notice of the discovery of her 
vehicle until October 17, 1984, and that the Police 
Department acted properly in impounding the vehicle, 
Mrs. Dwyer was contacted by this office and arrange- 
ments were made to her satisfaction with the Police 
Department to release the vehicle upon payment of the 
$30.00 towing fees. She has also agreed to seek 
reimbursement for the towing fees from her private 
insurance carrier. 


It is, therefore, the opinion of this office that this 
matter has been resolved to the satisfaction of all 
parties and no further action is necessary.

This year, as every year about this time, Internal 
Audit begins formulating its audit program for the 
coming calendar year period. A preliminary outline is 
submitted to Council, and when approved, staff assign- 
ments will be solidified. The proposed outline is 
included as a part of this memo. Internal Audit, in 
addition to its Charter mandates, serves at the pleasure 
of the City Council. At this point of our planning 
process we welcome direction from City Council which 
might alter or add to that which is currently proposed. 


We anticipate that in the new year the newly elected 
president or vice-president will contact Council mem- 
bers for input in at least three areas: 


—As Committee Chairperson, as to whether or not 
Internal Audit staff support is required at specific 
Committee meetings 


——As individual Council members, as to whether or 
not there are any specific areas of concern to be 
included in our audit program 


—As Committee of the Whole or Council commit- 
tees, whether or not there are any special administra- 
tion projects or functions they wished monitored 
and/or supported as part of our staff's program. 


Unless Council is aware of what is intended for 1985, 
it can hardly edit the program properly. The preliminary 
outline is as follows:

Dear President Lindemann and Councilmembers: 


Today is the day when you should make a decision 
either to build or not build the 100 Block Hotel and the 
Exhibition Hall. The Council has made its past decisions 
regarding this project with definite assumptions in 
mind, including: Lansing’s need for a revitalized and 
expanded convention industry, the positive effect of a 
hotel and exhibition hall on future development of the 
downtown area, the need for an initial up-front invest- 
ment in the project by the City, and the continued need 
for annual City subsidies of the Exhibition Hall. 


DECEMBER 17, 1984 


At this past Monday’s Committee of the Whole 
meeting, my staff told you of at least eleven (11) policy 
decisions which you need to make concerning this 
project before we can begin to tell you with any 
certainty what the annual subsidy might be. You then 
asked me to make recommendations to you at today’s 
Council meeting. Before 1 begin with those eleven (11) 
recommendations, I want to make one basic recommen- 
dation to you. Proceed with all possible speed with the 
Hotel and Exhibition Hall project. 


Now I shall deal with each policy issue in the same 
order presented to you on Monday morning. 


1. Type of Management. I recommend that you 
request me to develop a “Not for Profit Corporation or 
Authority” package over the next four months and 
bring the documents back to you for your final 
evaluation and possible approval. 


2. Manager Needed. I recommend that you authorize 
me to proceed with the creation of an Exhibition Hall 
Manager position. Over the next four months, I would 
advertise nationally, interview the best candidates, 
narrow the field to the top three or four candidates, and 
then allow the Authority’s Board of Directors to make 
the final selection. In this way the manager could start 
the job at about the same time that building construction 
begins. 


3. Type of Labor to Serve the Facility. | recommend 
that this decision be left to the Authority’s Board of 
Directors. 


4. Room Tax. | have asked the City Attorney to 
look at State law and to tell me exactly what the City 
can and cannot do in this area. | have asked the 
Planning and Municipal Development Director to 
project various revenue potentials based upon the 
existing number of rooms in the City and in the County. 


5. Full Service Kitchen v. A Catering/Warming 
Kitchen. Based upon the most recent amendment to the 
Hotel Letter Agreement, this decision does not have to 
be made by you today, but must be made by February 
1, after a period of negotiation between the developers 
and the City/ EDC pertaining to the catering question. 
Given the facts presented from a variety of sources, | 
strongly recommend against the building of a full- 
service kitchen. | recommend that you authorize us to 
proceed with the current design which includes a 
warming kitchen. 


6. Exclusive Catering v. Qualifying Local Caterers. 
As pointed out above, we have additional time in which 
to negotiate this issue with the developers. | recommend 
that you allow this negotiation to proceed after your 
approval of the Letter Agreement. 


7. Type of Rate Structure— Fixed or Negotiable? | 
recommend that this decision be left to the Authority’s 
Board of Direcors, although | personally prefer 
negotiable rates with a base rate in order to give the 
manager maximum flexibility in attracting business. 


8. Concessionaire. | recommend that the concession- 
aire be hired (or contracted with) by the Authority’s 
Board of Directors. 


9. Anticipated Subsidy Needed. | have requested 
that the Budget Director prepare a financial analysis 
for your review. 


10. What to do with the Civic Center. | recommend 
a coordinated phase-out of the present Civic Center. 1 
recommend that you ask me to proceed according to 
the following priority list. 


a. Sell the Civic Center to the State. Either move the 
Senior Center, Chamber of Commerce, Convention 
and Visitors Bureau, and veterans to other locations or 
else lease the present office spaces from the State, 
depending upon the State’s space needs. Use the funds 
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from the sale of the Civic Center to move the above- 
listed agencies (or pay their lease costs), to add 
amenities to the Exhibition Hall which are not now in 
the budget, and to fund a portion of the costs necessary 
to double the size of the Exhibition Hall. 


b. Retain the Civic Center. Negotiate the move of 
the Circuit and District courtrooms from City Hall to 
the auditorium and basement (if needed) of the Civic 
Center. Sell the Washington Street Annex to the 
private sector for office and/or retail use. Move City 
departments from the Annex to City Hall. Use the funds 
from the sale of the Annex to refurbish the Civic Center 
space for court uses and City Hall space for departmental 
uses, to include possible expansion of the Police 
Department onto the sixth floor of City Hall. Retain 
the Senior Center, Chamber of Commerce, Convention 
and Visitors Bureau, and veterans uses at their present 
locations. 


c. Retain the Civic Center. “Moth ball” the audi- 
torium and basement exhibition hall spaces. Retain the 
current locations for the Senior Center, Chamber of 
Commerce, Convention and Visitors Bureau, and 
veterans. 


11. State/National Events v. Local Events. I re- 
commend that this decision be left to the Authority's 
Board of Directors. 1 would certainly hope that top 
priority would be given to conventions and trade shows 
over smaller local meetings. 


I certainly hope that this letter, added to the three- 
part presentation given to you on Monday morning, 
provides you with enough information so that you can 
make a positive decision to move ahead on the Hotel 
and Exhibition Hall project. I and my administration 
stand ready to proceed with the myriad of administrative 
details that will lead to a late Spring commencement of 
construction for both buildings. Thank you for your 
continued dedication to the future of Lansing.

SUBJECT: Exhibition Hall—Financial Implication 
Summary 


Per your request and that of the City Council, | have 
prepared a tentative financial implication summary 
relative to the proposed Exhibition Hall. Due to the 
inter-relationship with the proposed hotel, I have 
included some cost items, but it is not, nor is it intended 
to be, a comprehensive summary of City costs related 
to the hotel. Most of those costs have been addressed 
previously. 


I have prepared this financial implications summary 
because, as I have indicated on several occasions, it is 
not feasible to prepare a comprehensive financial 
impact statement given the significant number of as yet 
undetermined policies and the unfortunate lack of 
good data on various construction and operating cost 
projections. With that caveat, I have analyzed the 
proposals to extract probable costs and decision points 
which may increase or decrease costs to the City. | have 
also included the source of the data used, the assump- 
tions it is based on, and my level of confidence in the 
numbers to assist you in evaluating them. 


T have based this analysis on the assumption stated at 
the December 17 Committee of the Whole that we will 
not operate the convention/exhibition portion of the 
Civic Center, that we will not move the Senior Citizens, 
Veterans, Chamber, or Convention Bureau, and that the 
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new facility is intended to be operated by an authority 
rather than as a City department. From that base, 
financial implications can be broken down into: 1) 
construction costs and options; 2) operating costs; 3) 
debt service and debt repayment by the hotel operator.

It should be remembered that first and second year 
subsidies will be significantly higher due to start-up and 
the long lead time in scheduling events.

No 
estimates are available. 
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This report is designed only to cover the question 
raised relative to the remaining costs of the Exhibition 
Hall. It does not cover any costs for the land or the 
hotel, nor is it a financial impact analysis for the overall 
impact to the City. 


There is not updated data available for new revenue 
generated by the project. It can be expected to bring 
substantial revenue into the community. This revenue 
does not tie in in any direct manner to the City 
budgetary impact, but that has been understood 
throughout the process.

Whereas, this City Council has given notice pursuant 
to Section 17 of Public Act 338 of the Michigan Public 
Acts of 1974, as amended (the “Act”), of a public hearing 
which was held on December 17, 1984, for the 100 Block 
Hotel Project (the “Project”) of the Economic Devel- 
opment Corporation of the City of Lansing (the 
“Issuer”), which amended Project Plan provides for the 
sale of the site of the 100 Block Hotel and the loaning by 
the Issuer to Block 100 Limited Partnership of 
$3,000,000 in UDAG funds and $1,335,000 in other 
funds provided to the Issuer by the City of Lansing for 
such purpose; and (ii) the proposal that the Issuer issue 
and sell approximately $10,000,000 limited obligation 
revenue bonds (the “Bonds”) to finance the Project; and 


Whereas, at said public hearing, the fullest oppor- 
tunity was given for expression of opinion, for argument 
on the merits, and for introduction of documentary 
evidence pertinent to the amended Project Plan and the 
Bonds, and further, this City Council has given due

LETTER AGREEMENT 


This Letter Agreement is dated as of December ..., 
1984, by and between the CITY OF LANSING, a home 
rule city (the “City”), THE ECONOMIC DEVELOP- 
MENT CORPORATION OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, a public body corporate organized and 
existing under Public Act No. 338 of the Public Acts of 
1974, as amended (the “EDC”), BLOCK 100 LIMITED 
PARTNERSHIP, a Minnesota limited partnership 
(the “Company” and THE CHURCHILL COMPANY, 
a Minnesota corporation (as hereafter defined in 
greater detail, “Churchill”. 


Whereas, it is the desire of the City and in the best 
interest of the residents thereof to have all of the City’s 
100 Block developed for commercial purposes; and 


Whereas, the City and the EDC have consistently 
expressed their mutual desire to have a first class hotel 
constructed on a portion of the 100 Block and the 
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parties hereto desire to set forth their mutual under- 
standing and agreement with respect thereto; and 


Whereas, Churchill has agreed to assist the Company 
to provide the Guaranteed Funding (as defined herein); 
and 


Whereas, the Company has requested that the City 
and the EDC assist the Company in the development of 
a hotel on the 100 Block. 


Now, Witnesseth, City, the EDC and the Company, 
in consideration of the premises and of the covenents 
and undertakings herein expressed, hereby agree as 
follows: 


ARTICLE I 
DEFINITIONS 


In addition to terms defined elsewhere herein, the 
following terms used in this Letter Agreement shall 
have the meanings assigned thereto as provided below: 


“Act” means Public Act No. 338 of the Michigan 
Public Acts of 1974, as amended. 


“Additional Increment” means the additional 
amount payable by the Company with respect to 
the UDAG Loan computed as provided in Article 
III (b) hereof. 


“Bonds” means the limited obligation economic 
development revenue bonds in the approximate 
amount of $10,000,000 to be issued and sold by 
the EDC for the purpose of making a nonrecourse 
loan to the Company to pay part of the costs of 
the Hotel. © 


“Bond Documents” means the Trust Indenture, 
Loan Agreement, Mortgage and Security Agree- 
ment, Credit Enhancement and other related 
documents executed and delivered in connection 
with the issuance and sale of the Bonds. 


“Churchill” means The Churchill Company, a 
Minnesota corporation, or its parent corporation, 
The Churchill Companies, a Minnesota corpora- 
tion. 


“Closing Date” means the date on which the 
Bonds are delivered to the purchaser therof in 
exchange for the payment of the purchase price to 
the EDC or its fiduciary. 


“Code” means the Internal Revenue Code of 
1954, as amended. 


“Commencement of Construction” means com- 
mencement of excavation of the Hotel Site by the 
Company or its contractors for purposes other 
than soil testing. 


“Completion Date” means December 31, 1986. 


“Credit Enhancement” means a letter of credit, 
guaranty, surety bond or bond insurance policy 
securing or supporting payment of debt service on 
the Bonds. 


“EDC Loan” means the loan of approximately 
$1,335,000 by the EDC to the Company as 
described in Article III (c) hereof. 


“Exhibition Hall” means the exhibition hall 
convention center to be constructed by the City 
pursuant to the Revised UDAG. 

“Grant Funds” means the Urban Development 
Action Grant from HUD to the City in the 
approximate amount of $10,300,000 for costs 
associated with the Exhibition Hall and the 
Hotel, $3,000,000 of which are to be loaned to the 
Company consistent with the terms hereof. 


“Guaranteed Funding” means the Company and 
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Churchill’s commitment to provide or guaranty 
up to $3,500,000 for the development, construc- 
tion, opening and initial working capital for the 
Hotel. 


“Hotel” means the hotel to be owned, constructed 
and financed by the Company, pursuant to the 
Revised UDAG and this Letter Agreement. 


“Hotel Site” means the property described on 
attached Exhibit 1. 


“HUD” means the United States Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. 


“Initial Syndication/ Sale” means the first-time 
sale of limited partnership units and/or general 
partnership units by the paytnership or its partners 
to ourside investors. It is the intention of Churchill, 
the Company and its partners to dispose of or sell 
a major portion of ownership in the Company or 
the Hotel through such syndication/sale to 
unrejated investors. 


“Loans” means the EDC Loan and the UDAG 
Loan. 


“Loan Year” means the calendar twelve month 
period commencing with the Completion Date. 


“Net Income” means the gross receipts realized by 
the Company or its successor owner of the Hotel 
with respect to the Hotel, less operating expenses, 
depreciation, amortization, current debt service 
payments on the Bonds and Loans, lease with the 
Hotel, provisions for capital replacement reserves 
of a normal and prudent nature (not to exceed 2 
per cent of gross receipts unless specifically 
approved in writing by EDC) and any other 
reserves expressly required in the Bond Docu- 
ments, realized by the Company (or any successor 
owner of the Hotel) for any Company fiscal year 
ending after the Completion Date. Under no 
circumstances will the Hotel be determined to 
have net income until all net losses incurred in the 
Company’s fiscal years ending after the Comple- 
tion Date are offset by Net Income. The fiscal year 
of the Company shall end on December 31 of each 
calendar year. 


“100 Block” means the property in the City of 
Lansing, County of Ingham, Michigan described 
generally as bounded on the South by Michigan 
Avenue, on the east by Grand Avenue, on the 
north by Ottawa Street and on the west by 
Washington Square. 


“Revised UDAG” means the Amendment/ Revised 
UDAG Grant Agreement between HUD and the 
City for UDAG Grant Number B-78-AA-26-0028 
most recently signed on behalf of HUD on March 
26, 1984 at to be amended as described in Article 
III G) hereof. 


“Subordinted Debt” means debt incurred by the 
Company for the payment of costs of the Hotel if 
such debt is (i) unsecured; (ii) secured by a lien 
which is subordinated to any lien in favor of the 
EDC or the City for the loans; or secured by the 
capitalization of the Company for the purpose of 
raising equity. 


“UDAG Loan” means the loan of approximately 
$3,000,000 of Grant Funds by the EDC to the 
Company as described in Article II] (b) hereof. 


ARTICLE Il 
HOTEL DEVELOPMENT 


A. Subject to the satisfactory completion of the 
conditions described herein, the Company will arrange 
for the financing and construction of the Hotel on the 
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Hotel Site. The Hotel shall have two hundred fifty to 
three hundred (250-300) rooms, will be owned by the 
Company and will be operated by a management 
company (the ““Manager”) selected by the Company 
and approved by the EDC and the City (said approvals 
shall not be unreasonably withheld). The construction 
plans for the Hotel and the plans for landscaping, 
furnishing and other aspects thereof shall be in accor- 
dance with the restrictions contained in the restrictive 
covenant entered into as of the 30th day of June, 1982, 
by the City and Lansingmark, Inc., copies of which are 
attached hereto as Exhibit II, and shall be subject to the 
overall approval by the City Council of the City and the 
Board of Directors of the EDC, which approvals shall 
not be unreasonably withheld. 


ARTICLE Ill 
CONSTRUCTION FINANCING 


The parties hereto will assist in the financing of the 
cost of the Hotel as follows: 


(a) The EDC will sell the Hotel Site to the Company 
by a non-recourse land contract for the purchase price 
of $700,000.00 with $100,000 of the purchase price 
being due and payable in immediately available funds 
on or prior to the date of the closing of any construction 
loan for the Hotel and prior to the date the Company 
assumes possession of the Hotel Site for commencement 
of construction. The remainder of the purchase price 
will be paid in 96 equal installments of $8,500 per 
month commencing on the first day of the 25th month 
thereafter and on the first day of the succeeding 95 
months. The EDC will acknowledge the subordination 
of its interest in the Hotel Site to the first lien which 
secures the Bonds and the Credit Enhancement and the 
second lien which secures the UDAG and/or EDC 
Loans. The land contract shall not be executed or 
delivered until the Company guarantees completion of 
the Hotel pursuant to Article II hereof, all payment 
and performance bonds with respect to construction of 
the Hotel have been obtained and the Company 
satisfies the City and the EDC that all funds necessary 
to pay all costs of contruction and initial opening of the 
Hotel are available to the Company, including the full 
amount of Company's Guaranteed Funding. 


(b) The EDC, subject to the approval of HUD shall 
make the UDAG Loan and the EDC Loan to the 
Company pursuant to this Letter of Intent and the 
Revised UDAG. The UDAG Loan shall be in the 
principal amount of $3,000,000 and shall be secured by 
a mortgage lien subordinate only to the lien of the 
mortgage(s) which will secure the Company’s obliga- 
tions with respect to the Bonds and/or the Credit 
Enhancement. The UDAG Loan and EDC Loan may 
be secured by the same mortgage or mortgage liens ona 
pari passu basis. No interest shall be charged on the 
Loans prior to the Completion Date. 


UDAG Loan and EDC Loan disbursements shall be 
based upon vouchers submitted by the Company 
evidencing expenditures for project costs as defined in 
Act 338, verified by the EDC and certified by the 
architect, construction manager or other certifying offi- 
cial as shall be acceptable to the EDC. No disbursements 
of the UDAG Loan shall be made unless and until (i) 
the Company has furnished to the EDC an ALTA 
policy of mortgage title insurance, inthe full amount of 
the Loans, insuring that the EDC will be the holder ofa 
lien, subordinate only to the lien of the mortgage(s) 
which will secure the Company’s obligations with 
respect to the Bonds or the Credit Enhancement, on all 
land, buildings, fixtures, equipment and other assets of 
the Company comprising the Hotel, (ii) the Company 
has furnished to the EDC an insurance policy or 
policies as required by the EDC duly endorsed to 
indicate the EDC as insured mortgagee in accordance 
with its interests, (iii) the Company has submitted or 
caused to be submitted all of the evidentiary materials 
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required by Exhibit E of the Revised UDAG to the 
Secretary of HUD and has secured the Secretary's 
approval of the evidentiary materials, (iv) the Secretary 
of HUD has authorized the City to draw down such 
funds from the Letter of Credit issued by the United 
States Department of Tresury to the City pursuant to 
the Revised UDAG, and (v) the amount of UDAG 
Loan disbursements to be made plus previous UDAG 
Loan disbursements made must not exceed the ratio of 
$1.00 of Loan funds for every $3.00 of other funds paid 
by the Company for the Hotel (or reimbursed to the 
Company for previously approved costs). For every 
$3.00 of allowable costs paid by the Company (or 
reimbursed thereto), $1.00 shall be derived from the 
Grant Funds. 


The EDC Loan shall be disbursed by the EDC to or 
upon the order of the Company at the times hereinafter 
specified so long as the Company submits satisfactory 
evidence (invoices, sworn statements, etc.) that eligible 
“project costs” under the Act have been incurred in the 
amounts to be disbursed and for which the Company is 
not to be reimbursed out of the UDAG Loan, proceeds 
from the Bonds and interest earnings thereon. The 
EDC agrees to cooperate with the Company and any 
construction or permanent lender, or representative or 
disbursing agent, and will execute or acknowledge such 
documents or instruments necessary to evidence to 
such lender that the Loans are fully committed to and 
available for payment of costs of the Hotel. Subject to 
the foregoing, the EDC Loan shall be disbursed as 
follows: $700,000 shall be dusbursed at the end of 
twelve months of construction, the remaining $635,000 
will be disbursed upon the completion of the Hotel and 
the issuance of a certificate of occupancy. 


From the Completion Date the Loans will bear 
interest at the rate of eight percent (8%) per annum. The 
final maturity date of the Loans will be thirteen (13) 
years from the Completion Date. During the first four 
Loan Years, the interest on the Loans shall accrue and 
shall be added to the principal balance of the Loan as of 
the end of each Loan Year provided no interest shall be 
charged on such amounts which are added to the 
principal balance of the Loan until the beginning of the 
fifth Loan Year. Commencing at the beginning of the 
fifth Loan Year, principal and interest installments on 
the Loan shall be payable quarter-annually on the first 
day of the fourth, seventh, tenth and thirteenth months 
and quarter-annually thereafter on the first day of each 
such months in each succeeding year in amounts 
sufficient to provide for the payment of equal quarterly 
principal and interest installments which would amortize 
the full amount of the Loans over the twenty years 
which follow the fourth Loan Year. At the end of the 
thirteenth Loan Year, all outstanding principal, interest 
accrued theron and any Additional Increment with 
respect to the Loans shall become due and payable in a 
single balloon payment, subject, however, to the right 
of the Company to extend such payment for a period 
not to exceed five years (so long as the equal quarter 
annual principal and interest payments in the same 
amounts are continued during such period). 


If during the fifth Loan Year or any Loan Year 
thereafter, the sum of (i) Net Income for the preceding 
Loan Year (ii) plus depreciation and amortization for 
the preceding Loan Year is less than the amounts due 
during the current Loan Year with respect to the Loans, 
then only the amount of such sum (to the extent it is a 
positive number) shall be so paid and any remaining 
amounts due during the current Loan Year with respect 
to the repayment of the UDAG Loan and EDC Loan 
shall be deferred and unpaid interest shall be added to 
the principal amounts of the respective Loans as of the 
end of the fourth quarter of the current Loan Year and 
a new quarter-annual principal and interest installment 
schedule shall be established by the EDC in order to 
provide for the amortization of such increased principal 
balance in equal quarterly principal and interest install- 
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ments from the last day of such preceeding Loan Year 
through the twentieth year following the first four years 
(but without extending or revising the maturity date for 
the balloon payment at the end of the thirteenth Loan 
Year). 


Within ninety (90) days following the end of the 
fourth Loan Year and for each Loan Year through final 
maturity, the Company shall pay annually an Additional 
Increment to the EDC equal to the net amount by 
which the Applicable Percentage of the Net Income 
shall exceed the agreed to amount of interest paid or 
accrued (computed on an eight (8%) percent per annum 
basis) on the unpaid principal amounts owed in 
connection with the Loans. The initial “Applicable 
Percentage” shall be twenty-one percent (21%) and in 
each succeeding calendar year the Applicable Percentage 
shall be twenty-one percent (21%) of the unpaid 
principal amount of the UDAG Loan divided by 


,000, 


(c) The EDC, subject to the approval of HUD, shall 
make the EDC Loan tothe Company in an amount not 
in excess of $1,335,000 to reimburse the Company for 
costs incurred in excess of costs paid from UDAG Loan 
funds or from proceeds derived from the sale of the 
Bonds in accordance with the schedule heretofore 
outlined. Any amounts loaned by the EDC to the 
Company shall be subject to the same terms and 
conditions as the UDAG Loan. The EDC shall not be 
required to make any further disbursements of either 
Loan while the Company is in default under the Bond 
Documents. Default in repayment of the UDAG Loan 
which could permit a foreclosure shall constitute a 
default in repayment of the EDC Loan and the unpaid 
principal and interest of both Loans shall be immediately 
due and payable. 


(d) The Company shall have the right to prepay the 
principal amount of either or both Loans, or any 
portion thereof, at any time. without premium or 
penalty. The entire principal balance of the Loans 
together with interest and accrued interest, shall be 
immediately due and payable upon the bankruptcy, 
reorganization, dissolution or liquidation of the Com- 
pany or upon the sale, partial sale, refinancing, 
exchange, transfer, sale under foreclosure or other 
disposition of the Hotel or Hotel Site. In the event the 
Hotel or the partnership, with or without the Hotel 
Site, is sold after Initial Syndication/ Sale while either 
or both Loans are still outstanding or within twelve (12) 
months of prepayment of the UDAG Loan, twenty 
percent (20%) of any gross proceeds (subtracting, only, 
brokerage commissions and other selling expenses 
to unrelated persons) on such sale in excess of 
$19,800,000 shall be immediately due to the City upon 
collection thereof by the Company (provided however, 
if the term of the Loans expires after the sale but before 
collection of the proceeds, the City’s right to collect 
hereunder shall not be terminated). If there is more 
than one such sale, the second or succeeding sales shall 
also have subtracted from the gross proceeds any profit 
upon the earlier sales to the extent such profit was 
taken into account in connection with the earlier 
payment of the City’s participatory interest upon any 
such earlier sale. 


(e) The Company shall commit to provide the 
Guaranteed Funding. It is hereby expressly understood 
that The Churchill Company has committed to con- 
tribute or guaranty such funding on an interim basis 
and Churchill, the Company and its partners reserve 
the right to syndicate interests in the Hotel of Company 
pursuant to the Initial Syndication; Sale. 


(f) Immediately prior to Commencement of Construc- 
tion, the Company shall unconditionally and irrevocably 
guarantee completion of the Hotel in accordance with 
the terms of the Revised UDAG, and shall uncondi- 
tionally and irrevocably guarantee payment of any cost 
overruns. 
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(g) The EDC hereby confirms its intent to issue the 
Bonds in the amount of approximately $10,000,000, 
and the applicability of its Resolution of Inducement 
with respect to the Hotel and the Company, subject 
only to the conditions and limitations stated in the 
EDC’s resolution adopted June 16, 1983. The Company 
acknowledges receipt of a copy of such resolution. 


(h) The City has established the Hotel Site as a 
Commercial Redevelopment District making the Hotel 
eligible for the levy of real property taxes at fifty 
percent (50%) of the established rate for a period of up 
to twelve (12) operating years, in accordance with 
Public Act No. 255 of 1978, as amended. To the extent 
permitted by law, the City shall obtain the necessary 
approvals for such abatement of property taxes for the 
full twelve (12) year period, provided, however the City 
and EDC shall have no liability to the Company or any 
other person in the event that such approvals are not 
forthcoming. 


(i) The City agrees at a cost not to exceed $25,000 to 
cause all public utilities under its control or the control 
of the Lansing Board of Water and Light to be 
furnished to the property line of the Hotel Site in 
sufficient capabilities to service the Hotel without 
charge to the Company. This agreement includes the 
provision of such utilities to the property line for steam, 
water, electricity, storm and sanitary sewers at such 
times so as not to delay in the construction scheduling 
or the construction of the Hotel at no cost to Company. 
The City agrees to assist (without any obligation for 
financial contribution) the Company in securing gas 
service to the property; provided, however, that the 
cost of installation thereof and the reconstruction of 
sidewalks, street improvement, curb cuts and land- 
scaping in connection therewith be the sole responsibility 
of the Company. 


(j) Pursuant to the Revised UDAG the City has been 
awarded a UDAG grant by HUD with respect to the 
Exhibition Hall. The City agrees to take all reasonable 
steps as may be possible to amend the Revised UDAG 
by a revision in Exhibits A through F thereof as 
reflected in attached Exhibit III hereto. The City, the 
EDC and the Company each agree to exercise their best 
efforts to continue the Revised UDAG, as so amended, 
in effect throughout the term of this Letter Agreement 
so that the Company and EDC may take advantage of 
Section 103(b)(6)(I) of the Code which provides that 
$10,000,000 of capital expenditures shall not be taken 
into account for the purpose of applying Section 
103(b)(6)(D\(ii) of the Code. 


(k) The parties hereto recognize that the EDC has 
established a policy which requires (i) that Dickinson, 
Wright, Moon, Van Dusen & Freeman act as sole and 
exclusive bond counsel (“Bond Counsel”) to the EDC 
at the expense of the Company and (ii) that the 
Company pay a fee to the EDC calculated to be equal 
to the annual installment of its issuance fee which 
issuance fee is calculated to equal one-eighth ('4) of one 
percent (1%) yield on the Bonds consistent with 
arbitrage regulations promulgated by the Internal 
Revenue Service at Section 1.103-13 of the Internal 
Revenue Service Regulations, but such issuance fee is 
to be paid only if such bonds are ultimately authorized, 
sold and delivered. In addition, the EDC charges a 
project application fee of $3,000 for each project 
financed thereby. The Company agrees to pay the 
project application fee to the EDC. 


(1) If, after opening, the Hotel is sold by the Company 
or if the Company or its general partners are no longer 
the controlling party in interest with respect to the 
Hotel after the Initial Syndication/Sale, then the 
Loans may be assumed by the new owner of the Hotel 
with the written consent of the EDC and the City based 
upon the submission of financial statements and other 
financial data requested by the EDC and the City with 
respect to the financial responsibility and history of the 
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new owner(s), but such consent of the City and the 
EDC will not be unreasonably withheld so long as the 
assignee agrees to assume the corresponding obligations 
and duties of the Company with respect to the Bonds, 
the Loans and the Hotel. Any assumption or purported 
assignment of the Loans or any other rights of the 
Company without the written consent of the EDC and 
the City shall be void and invalid. 


ARTICLE IV 


OTHER AGREEMENTS OF THE EDC 
AND THE CITY 


A. The City agrees to cause the construction of the 
Exhibition Hall and the ped-way between the Hotel 
and the Exhibition Hall at a maximum cost of 
$13,288,000 (including prepaid architectural, consulting 
and demolition costs), concurrently with the construc- 
tion of the Hotel provided: (i) that the tax increment 
bonds in the aggregate principal amount of 
$4,000,000.00 or more are sold for such purpose and (ii) 
that the Revised UDAG is amended as provided hereby 
and the UDAG Grant is received by the City and such 
monies are available for the purposes contemplated 
herein. The Exhibition Hall will complement the Hotel 
and assist and enhance its development. The City and 
the Company agree to commence construction of the 
Exhibition Hall and the Hotel, respectively, at substan- 
tially the same time and to complete the construction of 
such facilities at substantially the same time. Since the 
Hotel and Exhibition Hall are expected to be concur- 
rently constructed and completed, if unforeseen diffi- 
culties delay completion of one facility, the completion 
of the other facility may likewise be postponed and this 
Letter Agreement shall be likewise extended. The City 
agrees that at least 50,000 square feet of the Exhibition 
Hall shall be devoted to the main exhibition hall and 
the balance will be for meeting rooms, pre- function 
rooms and other support facilities. 


B. The City will reserve 75 valet parking spaces for 
the use of the Company in connection with the Hotel 
and the Company shall pay the prevailing rates for such 
parking spaces whether or not actually used. Such valet 
parking shall be in the North Grand Parking Ramp and 
the cost of such valet service shall be borne by the 
Company. The City will also reserve for use by the 
Company in connection with the Hotel an additional 
225 parking spaces in the North or South Grand 
Parking Ramps which shall be available tothe Company 
at prevailing rates and for use at such times as the 
Company may specify upon reasonable notice to the 
City. The City will also construct an enclosed and 
protected link between the Hotel and the Exhibition 
Hall at no cost to the Company. The parties hereto 
agree to conduct further discussions concerning access 
to the Exhibition Hall, the North Grand Parking Ramp 
and the Hotel. 


C. The City will commence and complete the construc- 
tion of an Exhibition Hall and pedestrian walkway in 
accordance with the provisions of Article IV A and B, 
and Article V. 


D. The City has heretofore received payment of the 
fee for the foundation permit for the Hotel from a 
previous developer. In view of the foregoing and in 
consideration of the Company’s commitments in this 
Calendar Year 1984, the City will, to the extent 
determined to be legal in the opinion of the City 
Attorney, credit such previous foundation permit fee to 
the Company and apply the existing building permit 
schedule without reference to any future change in 
building permit fees. 


E. The City, the EDC and the Devloper agree to 
Negotiate in good faith the operation of and the 
catering in the Convention/ Exhibition Hall with a final 
determination to be made by the City on or by 
February 1, 1985, unless mutually extended by all 
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A. The Company shall have the exclusive right to 
develop the Hotel on the Hotel Site as contemplated 
herein, provided that Commencement of Construction 
shall occur on or before March 31, 1985 or later as 
extended pursuant to Article VI hereof. If construction 
of the Hotel has not begun by March 31, 1985, or later if 
extended as provided above, the City or EDC may 
terminate this Letter Agreement. 


B. The parties recognize that this Agreement will 
not be effective until and unless approved by the City 
Council of the City of Lansing. 


C. The Company and Churchill hereby represent, 
warrant and agree for the benefit of the City and the 
EDC that the Company and any party claiming to have 
any rights or benefits by virtue of this Letter Agreement 
shall make no use of any such rights or benefits 
afforded hereunder in any manner that could in any 
way violate any common law, federal, state or local 
statute or ordinance and, in the event that the foregoing 
representation, warranty or agreement is breached by 
Churchill or the Company, Churchill and the Company 
hereby agree to indemnify and save the City, the EDC, 
the City’s agencies, departments and instrumentalities 
and any and all officers, representatives and employees 
of the City, the EDC or any City agency, department or 
instrumentality harmless against and from any and all 
claims by or on behalf of any person arising from such 
breach or illegal use and from and against all costs, 
expenses and judgments (if any) incurred in connection 
with any such claim or in connection with any such 
action or proceeding brought thereon, and upon notice 
from the City or the EDC, Churchill and the Company 
shall pay from time to time upon demand any and all 
reasonable attorney fees and expenses incurred by the 
City, the EDC and any other indemnified party in 
defense of any claim, action or proceeding. 


ARTICLE VI 
SCHEDULING AND APPROVALS 


A. The parties agree that time is of the essence for 
the purposes of this Agreement. 


B. Within seven (7) days of the receipt by the 
Executive Director of the EDC of satisfactory written 
information on each of the following items, the EDC 
agrees to provide a formal response to the Company 
with respect to each such proposal for the following: 


1) Approval or disapproval of plans and 
specifications for the construction of the Hotel 
(including plans for construction on a fast track 
basis). 


2) Any approvals or disapprovals contemplated 
under Article II. 


C. Within fourteen (14) days of receipt by the Mayor 
of satisfactory written information on each of the 
following items, the City agrees to provide a formal 
response to the Company with respect to proposals for 
each of the following: 


1) Each of the items in (B) (1) and (2) of this 
Article VI. 


2) The approval or disapproval of all applica- 
tions for building permits, which permits are 
expected to be requested and issued ona fast track 
basis (which basis is hereby approved) upon 
payment of all applicable fees. 


D. The City and Company hereby agree to exercise 
its best efforts to obtain the approval of HUD of an 
amendment to the UDAG Grant Agreement referred in 
Article III (j) hereof within 30 days of the execution of 
this Letter Agreement so that the Exhibits to such 
UDAG Grant Agreement conform in all material 
respects to the terms hereof. 
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E. The City shall make available to the Company 
sufficient parking of up to 300 spaces, under such terms 
and conditions as may be negotiated by the parties 
thereto. The parties shall reach agreement with respect 
thereto within forty-five (45) days of the submission by 
the Company of its parking proposal. To the extent 
permitted by law such parking will be provided at the 
City parking rates prevailing from time to time. 


F. The terms of this Article V obilgate the City 
and/or the EDC to provide certain commitments, 
approvals and evidence which are critical to the timely 
commencement and completion of the Company’s 
obligations. In event of failure to provide said commit- 
ments, approvals and evidence in a timely manner, the 
Company may choose to have its obligation to com- 
mence construction extended by a period equal to the 
cummulative total of all said delays, or should the delay 
cause a substantial impediment to the completion of 
the Hotel, choose to cancel this Letter Agreement. 


G. If the Bonds have theretofore been issued, sold 
and delivered, the parties hereto agree that the March 
31, 1985 date specified in Article V(A) hereof may be 
extended by mutual consent (which consent shall not 
be unreasonably withheld) in the event that the weather 
does not permit construction, there are difficulties in 
obtaining Credit Enhancement (or in the remarketing 
of Bonds with the Credit Enhancement) or if the plans 
for the Hotel are not sufficiently complete to permit 
Commencement of Construction. 


ARTICLE VII 
CONTINGENCIES 


The Company’s obligation to construct the Hotel 
hereunder, unless otherwise stated, is contingent upon 
the occurance of all of the following: 


1. On or before the sale of Bonds by the EDC 
for the Hotel, approval of HUD for the EDC to 
make a subordinated mortgage loan or loans to 
the Company in the amount of not less than 
$4,335,000 in accordance with this Letter Agree- 
ment. 


2. The Company receives acommercial facilities 
exemption in accordance with Act 255 of 1978, as 
amended. . 


3. The City agrees at a cost not to exceed 
$25,000 to cause all public utilities under its 
control or the control of the Lansing Board of 
Water and Light to be furnished to the property 
line in sufficient capacities to service the proposed 
hotel development in accordance with Article III 
(e). No cost of furnishing these public utilities to 
the property line shall be borne by the Company. 


4. The City and Company reaching agreement 
on the availability of parking for the Hotel in 
accordance with the provisions of Article V, Para- 
graph E. 


5. Approval of the exterior design criteria of 
the proposed hotel development by Lansingmark, 
Inc. in accordance with a certain Form of Restric- 
tive Covenant dated June 30, 1983 and recorded 
in Liber 1397, page 672 of Ingham County 
Records. 


6. Approval by the City of the Company’s 
application for issuance of an appropriate liquor 
license and issuance by the State of Michigan 
Liquor Control Commission of such license at no 
cost to the Company or the City. 


7. The availability of Credit Enhancement for 
the Bonds for a period of twelve years from the 
Completion Date issued by a company or bank 
with a rating of at least Aa. The cost of such 
Credit Enhancement shall be paid by the Company. 
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ARTICLE VIII 
MISCELLANEOUS 


A. Subject to the substantial satisfactory compliance 
of the City and the EDC of their obligations hereunder, 
the Company and Churchill shall (a) pay all reasonable 
fees and expenses incurred by the EDC and/or the City 
which [excluding the fees and expenses described in 
T1I(k), (V) (C) and this VIII A(b) and (c)] shall not 
exceed (i) $2,000 prior to December 31, 1984; (ii) and 
additional $5,000 between December 31, 1984 and the 
date of Commencement of Construction and (iii) and 
additional fee not expected to exceed $30,000 for the 
matters and services described below for the period 
from Commencement of Construction to the execution 
of a close-out agreement with HUD regarding the 
UDAG Loan; (b) pay the legal fees of Bond Counsel 
charged at standard hourly rates, for work related to 
the Bonds and the parking, UDAG and management 
agreements, plus all reasonable expenses incurred by 
Bond Counsel incident to the transactions contemplated 
by this Agreement or in connection with any enforce- 
ment, modification, amendment or alteration of this 
Letter Agreement, any ancillary agreements (whether 
of not any such modification, amendment or alteration 
becomes effective), (said fees and expenses of Bond 
Counsel shall be accrued and paid by Churchill and the 
Company only from October 23, 1984 forward) and (c) 
pay, and save the EDC and the City harmless against 
any and all liability with respect to, amounts payable as 
a result of (i) any taxes which may be determined to be 
payable in connection with the execution and delivery 
of this Letter Agreement or any ancillary agreements, 
or any modification, amendment or alteration, of the 
terms or provisions of this Letter Agreement or any 
ancillary agreements, (ii) any interest or penalties re- 
sulting from any delays in paying any of such expenses, 
charges, disbursements, liabilities or taxes, and (iii) any 
advisory, placement, brokers’ or finders’ fees or similar 
fees incurred in connection with the Hotel, the financing 
thereof and/or the conveyance of the Hotel Site, 
provided that the company or Churchill has previously 
authorized the retention or use of any such person 
claiming such fees listed in (iii) above. 


The fees and expenses incurred by the City and/or 
the EDC in (a) above are expected to relate to cost 
related to the amendment of the UDAG Agreement 
prior to December 31, 1984, the negotiation of ancilary 
agreements prior to Commencement of Construction 
and, thereafter, the administering of the Loans and 
monitoring of compliance with all HUD and UDAG or 
EDC Loan restrictions. Fees for legal representation of 
the EDC or for indemnification of the EDC or City are 
expected to be covered outide of the maximum expenses 
described in (a) above. The obligations of the Company 
and Churchill under this paragraph A shall survive the 
termination of Churchill's or the Company’s rights 
hereunder. 


Other than expenses detailed above, should the 
Company, the City or the EDC cancel this Agreement 
in accordance with the terms of this Letter Agreement, 
expenses incurred through the date of cancellation by 
any of the parties shall be the sole responsibility of each 
party. 


B. This Agreement may not be changed orally, but 
only by an agreement in writing and signed by the party 
against whom enforcement of any waiver, change, or 
modification or discharge is sought. 


C. Except as otherwise provided in this Agreement, 
whenever notice is required to be given pursuant to the 
provisions of this Letter Agreement, such notice shall 
be in writing and shall be mailed by first class mail, 
postage prepaid, addressed (i) if to, Churchill or to the 
Company, Block 100 Limited Partnership, c/o The 
Churchill Company, 710 Lumber Exchange Building, 
Minneapolis, Minnesota 55401 with a copy addressed 
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to Joseph G. Kohler, Lindquist and Vennum 4200 IDS 
Center Minneapolis, Minnesota 55402; (ii) if to the 
EDC addressed to Emerson B. Ohl, Executive Director 
of The Economic Development Corporation of the 
City of Lansing, Ninth Floor, City Hall, Lansing, Mich- 
igan 48933 with a copy addressed to Bruce A. Bonjour, 
Dickinson, Wright, Moon, Van Dusen & Freeman, 800 
First National Building, Detroit, Michigan 48226; or 
(iii) if to the City, to Mayor, City of Lansing, Ninth 
Floor, City Hall, Lansing, Michigan 48933 with acopy 
addressed to Stephen Sawyer, City Attorney, 5th 
Floor, City Hall, Lansing, Michigan 48933 


D. This Letter Agreement shall be construed in 
accordance with and governed by the laws of the State 
of Michigan. 


E. The headings of the paragraphs and subpara- 
graphs of this Agreement are inserted for convenience 
only and shall not be deemed to constitute a part of this 
Agreement. 


F. The Economic Development Corporation and 
the City believe, and the company agrees, that the 
success of the Hotel and the success of the Exhibition 
Hall are interdependent; ie., neither one may be 
constructed without the other and neither one may be 
successfully financed or operated without the other. 
Accordingly, to enable the construction and financing 
of the Hotel and the Exhibition Hall, and to better 
assure their economic viability, the City agrees to use its 
best efforts to develop a management plan and operating 
policy which will provide for incentives and priority 
treatment for events and organizations which use both 
the Hotel and the Exhibition Hall, 


G. Notwithstanding anything contained herein to 
the contrary, The Economic Development Corporation 
and the City by entering into this Letter Agreement and 
by acting pursuant thereto, do not intend and shall not 
be deemed to be a partner or joint verturer with the 
Company, Churchill or any other party, nor are any of 
such parties acting as agent or principal of The 
Economic Development Corporation or the City for 
any purpose. Any inspection or any analysis of the 
Hotel or the plans and specifications therefore made by 
The Economic Development Corporation or the City 
or any of their agents, architects or consultants is 
intended solely for the benefit of The Economic 
Development Corporation and the City and shall not 
be deemed to create or form the basis of any warranty, 
representation, covenant, implied promise or liability 
to Churchill, the Company, any tenants of the Hotel or 
their respective employees or agents, or any guest or 
invitee upon the Hotel or any other person. 


H. This Agreement may be executed simultaneously 
in counterparts, each of which shall be deemed an 
original, and it shall not be necessary in making proof 
of this Agreement to produce or account for more than 
one such counterpart. 


I. It is the intent of the Company to enter into a fixed 
price construction contract with M. A. Mortenson Co. 
to build the Hotel. It is the understanding of the City 
and the City shall also use its best efforts to obtain 
approval from HUD to allow any fixed price contract 
so negotiated with M. A. Mortenson., or any other 
contractor selected by the Company, to be based on the 
general contractor having the right to negotiate sub- 
contractor bids, thereby permitting such contractor to 
bid the Hotel on a negotiated bid basis. All parties 
hereto agree that the Company, the contractor and all 
subcontractors shall use their best efforts to fulfill 
hiring requirements of the Revised UDAG and to use 
local contractors and suppliers. 


J. The Company shall require any successor or 
assign, and any purchaser of the Project, to agree to 
comply with the provisions of this Agreement which 
are intended to apply thereto. 
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ARTICLE IX 
NONDISCRIMINATION 


The parties hereto shall not discriminate against any 
qualified employee or qualified applicant for employ- 
ment with respect to hire, terms, conditions or privileges 
of employment because of age, race, color, religion, 
national orgin, sex, height, weight, handicap or marital 
status. In addition the parties agree to include a 
provision similar to the foregoing in any contract 
entered into for the purpose of the performance of this 
Agreement.
